May it Please Your Excellency, 

I have the honour, on behalf of the Department of Agri- 
culture and Technical Instruction for Ireland, to Bubmit their 
Fourth Annual General Report. 

As explained in the last Report', it is more suitable that the 
Annual Report of the Department, instead of being limited to 
the period of the financial year, should include operations up 
to at least the 30th of September, when the agricultural year 
has its natural close. The present Report accordingly for the 
most part covers that period, and, in some instances, brings 
the account of the Department’s proceedings up to the end of 
December. 

The details of the Department’s operations are arranged, as 
before, under the six heads of Agriculture, Technical Instruc- 
tion, Fisheries, Statistics and Intelligence, Veterinary, and 
Transit and Markets. Full information as to the Depart- 
ment’s work will be found under these several heads, but a 
brief summary may be of use here as a guide to these details. 

The successful administration of the varied schemes which 
have been promoted by the Department 
Committees. with the concurrence of the Agricultural 
Board and Board of Technical Instruction , 
is rendered possible by the system of county and urban 
. b 
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Committees of Agriculture and Technical Instruction, which 
provides in every county and urban district a local organi- 
sation for carrying on this work; and the Department have 
again to record their appreciation of the efficiency and earnest- 
ness with which these bodies have discharged their, important 
functions. 

County Committees, as well as farmers throughout the coun- 
try, continue to show a keen desire to take 
Live Stock full advantage of the provisions of the 

Schemes. Department’s live stock schemes. These 

follow the same main lines as the 
schemes that were in operation in previous years, but several 
modifications have been made to meet the wishes ex- 
pressed by local authorities. Under the horse breeding 
scheme, the number of stallions now on the register 
is 211, as compared with 192 in the previous year; 
and the number of nominations to mares has increased from 
2,594 to 3,241. Under the cattle breeding scheme, there is 
still difficulty in procuring the full number of suitable bulls for 
the premiums offered by the several County Committees. 
During the past year there were 732 premium bulls standing 
in the country, as compared with 618 in the previous year. 
Increased advantage has also been taken of the facilities 
afforded by the Department for purchasing bulls on loan, as 
the number of loans granted last year shows an increase of 
seventeen on the previous year. The number of premium 
boars kept under the 1904 scheme shows a decrease of 
fifty-one, but the provisions of the scheme have been 
altered in such a way as will tend to secure a much larger 
number of premium boars for the coming year. The work of 
the live stock and other county schemes will be much facilitated 
in future years by the system of agricultural stations for — 
amongst other purposes — the decentralisation of the means of 
distributing pure-bred stock to the County Committees in the 
different provinces. 

It maybe well to recall that, in pursuance of the general prin- 
ciples explained in the First Annual 
Education and Depart, the policy of the Department 

Instruction. through the several schemes has been in- 

tended to include a steadily increasing 
amount of education and instruction in connection with the 
various direct means of action adopted for the promotion of its 
objects. Throughout the past year the development of this 
work of education and instruction has been a prominent feature. 
In the case of agricultural instruction, the number of itinerant 
instructors was increased from ten last year 
Agricultural to seventeen, and in every county in which 
.Instruction. they are at work their services are much 
appreciated by the County Committees 
and by the farmers. The instruction given by these teachers, 
together with the influence of kindred work mentioned below. 
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forms one of the most effective means of helping the cultivators 
to realise the advantages of increasing, under right conditions, 
the area of their land under tillage. The instructors delivered 
during the year 1,159 lectures, at each of which there was an 
average attendance of sixty-four. Besides delivering a series 
of lectures, the duties of the instructors include visits paid to 
individual farms with a view to giving personal advice, and 
the carrying on of a number of demonstration plots intended 
to illustrate the instruction given, and a number of field ex- 
periments, the object of which is to ascertain facts with regard 
to the crops and the modes of treatment best suited to the 
soils of the locality, and to ascertain further data useful to the 
agriculture of the country. Each of the seventeen instructors 
made an average of 500 visits to farms, making a total of 8,500 
holdings personally visited during the year. They carried out 
974 field demonstrations and 309 field experiments. Included in 
these field experiments, conducted under different conditions 
of soil and climate throughout the country , was one designed to 
test the qualities of ten varieties of seed potatoes. Reports 
giving full particulars of these experiments have been issued 
to the public in leaflet form. 

In counties where the work of itinerant instruction has been 
going on for two seasons, it has had the 
County Centres or result anticipated by the Department, of 
Winter Schools. creating a demand for more regular and 
fixed courses of agricultural instruction for 
the benefit of young farmers. In the winter 1903-4 the Depart- 
ment and the County Committees arranged at seven centres for 
such regular courses of instruction, each of which constituted, in 
effect, a winter school of agriculture. These centres were dis- 
tributed among the following counties : — Antrim, 1 ; Armagh, 
1; Down, 1; Monaghan, 1; Tyrone, 1; Tipperary, 1.; Gal- 
way, 1. The duration of these courses varied from six weeks 
to five months (see page 30). They included instruction 
in all that relates to the practical work of tillage farming, 
the breeding and management of live stock, veterinary hygiene, 
poultry keeping, and elementary science relating to agricul- 
ture. The number of students admitted to these courses was 
161. In nearly all the centres the attendance was steadily 
kept up throughout the course, and the instruction was fol- 
lowed with the most encouraging diligence. In December, 
1904, this work was continued, and extended to the Counties 
of Carlow, Kildare and Wexford. There were then sixteen 
centres, the number of pupils being 301. The Department hope 
to establish centres in other districts as qualified instructors 
become available, and as the demand for the instruction 
develops. The Department have continued their co-operation 
in the agricultural instruction given in connection with schools 
already established where the conditions seemed favourable. 
Schools of this kind are now at work in Monaghan and Down, 
and at Mount Bellew, Co. Galway.

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The Department during the year were able to reach a further 
stage of their development in this respect, 
Agricultural namely, the establishment of Agricultural 
Stations. Stations, the primary object of which is 

to provide at central points in the pro- 
vinces more convenient for the farmers in remote districts 
than Dublin, a place for the selection and distribution of the 
different breeds of live stock, poultry, &c., for the purposes 
of the county live stock and other schemes ; but at which pro- 
vision will also be made for regular agricultural instruction for 
farm apprentices. Stations of this kind have been acquired, 
and are in course of organisation, at Ballyhaise, County Cavan ; 
Athenry, County Galway ; and Clonakilty, County Cork. The 
Department look forward to increasing, in due time, the num- 
ber of these stations, with their accompanying provision for 
agricultural instruction ; but they believe it will be wiser to 
defer any further large expenditure under this head until 
some experience lias been gained of the working of the stations 
already arranged for, and until the necessary supply of trained 
instructors is available. The Department have also established a 
forestry station at Avondale, Co. Wicklow. Regular agricul- 
tural instruction for young farmers of a somewhat more ad- 
vanced kind than that given at the county centres, is being 
carried on at the Albert Agricultural College, Glasnevin, where 
77 students were admitted during the year, of which number 
23 secured free scholarships. At Glasnevin, also, was given 
higher agricultural instruction in connection with the Agri- 
cultural Faculty of the Royal College of Science to students 
who are being trained as teachers ; and special courses were 
given for the training of creamery managers, gardeners, and 
horticultural instructors. 


Allied with the functions of the agricultural instructor are those 
of the instructors in poultry -keeping, horti- 
culture, and butter-making; while all 
these forms of instruction are in turn 
allied with the teaching of Domestic 
Economy and certain aspects of Manual 
Instruction, as well as with the direct pro-

motion of agricultural industries. 


There were thirty instructresses in poultry-keeping em- 
ployed during the year, — all the counties in 
Poultry-keeping, Ireland, except three (Limerick, Dublin, 
and Donegal) , having now poultry schemes 
in operation. The object of the poultry schemes is, pri- 
marily, to improve the existing breeds of poultry in the 
country by the distribution of an adequate infusion of pure- 
bred stock, and subsequently to develop the poultry industry, 
as practised by the cultivators, on lines of egg production and 
the rearing and fattening of fowl for the table. It is essential 
that this work should be accompanied by careful instruction 
in the best methods of the rearing and management of poultry.

In pursuance of these schemes the thirty poultry instructresses 
gave 3,185 lectures, at each of which there was an average 
attendance of 85, and visited the holdings of 15,000 occupiers. 
There were 40,857 dozens of eggs of pure-bred stocks distri- 
buted from 392 distributing stations which have been estab- 
lished at convenient centres in the various counties. This 
shows an increase on the work of last year, when there were 
twenty -two instructresses employed, and 220 egg-distributing 
stations. 


There were fourteen horticultural instructors engaged during 
the year, as against nine last year. Their 
duties are to assist in the administration 
Horticultural Schemes. ^ ^nty Bcheme of horticulture, 

under which the County Committee can 
purchase in bulk fruit trees, shrubs, plants, &c., and distribute 
these at cost price to the occupiers. The instructor assists .n 
the laying out of cottage gardens, and instructs the people in 
their cultivation and general management. These schemes 
meet a need which has been very keenly felt, and are proving 
very satisfactory, especially in improving the resources and 
home conditions of the smaller cultivators. They should be 


regarded in connection with other kindred schemes, such as 
prizes for the best-kept cottages and gardens, and the teaching 
of domestic economy and poultry keeping. The horticultural 
instructors gave 629 lectures throughout the year, at each of 
which there was an average attendance of 60, and each inspec- 
tor visited an average of 600 gardens. The number of fruit 
trees distributed under the schemes was 170,000. The num- 
ber of gardens improved in consequence of the scheme is 
returned at 8,000. In most of the gardens the only vegetables 
previously grown were potatoes and cabbage. In addition to 
these many of the gardens now include onions, peas, parsnips, 
carrots, lettuce, cauliflowers, Brussels sprouts, turnips, beans 
and leeks. As many as seventeen varieties have been found 
growing in one garden as a result of instruction received. In 
the schemes for the best kept gardens and. cottages, horti- 
cultural, agricultural or domestic economy instructors from 
other counties usually assist the committee as judges. These 
prize schemes were in force in twenty-five counties in the year, 
as against nineteen counties in the previous year, and the 
amount of money distributed in prizes was £4,655. 


The teaching of domestic economy in rural districts in con- 
nection with county schemes of technical 
„ _ instruction, as well as through centres of

Rural Districts. the Department, and in the ! own ? under 
the urban schemes of technical instruc- 
tion, has made much progress. To this form of instruction 
the Department attach special importance, as it affects directly 
the home life of the people. They aim at making subservient 
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to it the teaching given by the instructors in poultry-keeping, 
horticulture, home industries and manual work. The teaching 
embraces the subjects which a thrifty housewife ought to 
know, including cookery, laundry-work, home sewing, and, in 
rural district® , poultry-keeping, butter-making, calf-rearing,, 
and some elementary gardening. It is found that the dietary of 
the people is to a large extent innutritious and uneconomical, 
and one of the purposes kept in view in this instruction is to en- 
able the housekeeper to understand how to obtain more nourish- 
ing food in a more economical way, and, in rural districts, to 
increase and vary the food supply by growing vegetables and 
learning to cook them. The gardening schemes, and the work 
of the horticultural instructors assist this latter purpose consider- 
ably. The manual instructor in a rural district, in adapting his 
teaching to the special circumstances of his pupils, and apart 
from the regular purpose of manual instruction, aims at im- 
parting to country boys the sort of handiness which is useful 
to them about their dwelling-house and about the farm. The 
home industries classes are intended to provide a means of 
adding to the income of the rural family and furnishing em- 
ployment for the spare time of the womenkind without inter- 
fering with any of the operations of agriculture. In these 
matters the work of the agricultural and technical instruction 
branches of the Department is closely co-ordinated. In rural 
districts throughout the year sixty -three domestic economy 
instructresses have been engaged, under county technical 
instruction schemes, giving itinerant courses lasting from 
six we’eks to three months. They gave 360 courses through- 
out the year, the average attendance at each course being 
forty-two pupils. There were twenty-one instructresses 
in butter-making employed under agricultural schemes during 
the same period, giving instruction practically to the same set 
of pupils. These instructresses, like the poultry, horticultural 
and agricultural instructors, visit the houses of the people; 
and the average number of homes thus visited by each 
instructress throughout the year was 300. There are nine 
schools at which full courses of domestic economy are given 
to pupils from rural districts, namely : — Carrick-on-Suir, Dun- 
garvan, Kilmacud, Moate, Sligo, Stradbally, Dunmanway, 
Portumna, and Loughglynn. Domestic economy instruction 
suitable to rural districts was given at the Munster Institute 
during the year to 191 students. 

Manual instruction in rural districts, under county schemes, 
was given by forty-two instructors, who 
Manual Instruction, gave 160 courses, at which there was an 
average attendance of forty. 

Home industries classes in lace, crochet, knitting, shirt- 
making, embroidery and sprigging’ drawn 
Home Industries. thread work, toy-making, basket-making, 
&c. , were held at 100 centres, and were 
given to 3,000 pupils. The Department make it a condition 
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that girls engaged in these classes must attend a course of 
domestic economy instruction. 

In urban districts the subject of domestic economy was dealt 
with during the year by fifty-two instruc- 
Domestic Economy : tresses, teaching at fifty centres about 
Urban Districts. 6,000 pupils. These centres included 
■classes in Technical schools and in schools 
(such as Convent schools) other than Secondary schools. 
The subject of domestic economy has been introduced into 
eighteen Secondary schools where aid is available from 
the Science and Art grant under the Department’s Science 
programme, and throughout the year 350 pupils attended 
courses in the subject. At the suggestion of the Con- 
sultative Committee for co-ordinating educational administra- 
tion, an arrangement has been under consideration between 
the Board of National Education and the Department by 
which a further extension may be given to this form of instruc- 
tion in the case of pupils of the higher standards in the 
National schools. 

Amongst the agricultural industries advanced there has been 
special development in fruit culture. 

Fruit Growing. Apart from the scheme of cottage garden- 
ing above referred to, a series of fruit- 
growing experiments was arranged for during the year, with 
a view to inducing the farmers in suitable districts to take up 
the growing of fruit as an important commercial addition to 
farming. Eour centres were selected : at Newmarket-on- 
Fergus , Clonakilty, Piltown, and Broadway, Co. Wexford; 
and at each centre twenty farmers undertook to plant each an 
acre of fruit and vegetables. Three further centres at Mount- 
bellew, Piltown (No. 2), and Naas, are in process of organisa- 
tion. The districts selected are places which have in former 
times been famous for fruit growing , and if the experiments at 
these places prove successful it is anticipated that the industry 
throughout suitable districts in the country generally will receive 
a strong impetus. The experiments are being conducted under 
the supervision of qualified instructors, and the number of trees, 
bushes and plants, including apple and pear, plum, damson, 
gooseberry , currant , raspberry , and strawberry , which were dis- 
tributed and planted in the four first-named centres, was 

400.000 ; while in the three at present being organised, a further 

300 .000 trees will be planted. This number does not include the 

170.000 trees planted in the cottage gardens already referred 
to. A fruit show and conference was held in Dublin, in 
October, on the lines of the show and conference held in Cork 
during the Exhibition, and proved a great success. In con- 
nection with the schemes for the development of a fruit-grow- 
ing industry, the Department undertook experiments in the 
preserving of fruit and the making of cider, which were carried 
on at Portadown and Drogheda. 
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In order to encourage improvement in the management of 
creameries, the Department in 1903 pre- 
Oairying. pared a scheme whereby facilities were 
provided at the Albert Agricultural College 
to enable creamery managers to gain a good technical know- 
ledge of their work. The scheme also included (1) the awaid- 
ing of certificates to those managers who satisfied the Depart- 
ment of their ability to manage a creamery with success ; (2) 
the inspection and registration of creameries ; and (3) the hold- 
ing of a series of surprise butter competitions. The number 
attending the creamery managers’ class in the past year was 
22. As the result of inspection, 27 creameries have been 
placed on the Department’s register. Dive surprise butter 
competitions were held during the year, the number of entries 
varying from 99 to 104. 


Experiments in connection with cheese-making ; with the utili- 
sation of peat for litter and for fuel ; with 

Industrial Experiments. th , e cul ‘i™*ion of tobacco ; as well as with 
cider-making, and trait and vegetable dry- 
ing and preserving, were continued, under 
the Department’s direction, during the year. 


In the cities and towns, with few exceptions, the schemes of 
technical instruction have continued to 
Technical Instruction make encouraging progress. In many 
in Urban Districts. places the attendance is more than the 
available school premises can comfortably 
accommodate, and the need for provision for building suitable 
premises for technical schools has become a very pressing one. 
Under the heads of Technical Instruction, including the 
Domestic Economy (other than in Secondary schools), the 
Manual Instruction, and the Home Industries, already referred 
to, there were 40,000 pupils attending the classes under the 
schemes throughout the year. In addition to these there were 
8,600 pupils in Day Secondary schools receiving instruction 
under the Department’s programme for Experimental Science, 
&c., in Day Secondary schools, for which aid is available from 
the Science and Art grants. 

The training of teachers, which forms an important branch of 
the Department’s duties, is one to which a 
Training of Teachers, great deal of energy is being devoted. This 
work was carried on throughout the year in 
the following manner At the Royal College of Science and 
the Albert Agricultural College, Glasnevin, forty Irish students 
were being trained on free scholarships, with a view to their 
being qualified as agricultural instructors. For the purposes 
of the technical instruction schemes and science teaching 30 
scholarships and teachenships-in-ttraining were held at the 
College of Science during the year. All these scholarships 
include maintenance, free tuition, and railway fares to and 
from Dublin. 
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For art instruction three teacherships-in-training, carrying 
maintenance allowance and free tuition, have been given at 
the Metropolitan School of Art; and in addition to these a 
dozen scholarships for art and other classes are given yearly. 

/ Teachers for Domestic Economy subjects are being trained at 

the Department’s Training College, Kildare-street, and at the 
Munster Institute, Cork. From amongst the pupils who have 
attended for two sessions at the Munster Institute a special 
selection is made of those who seem likely to prove successful 
as teachers, and these are kept for further training. The total 
number of teachers in training at Kildare-street Training 
College throughout the year was seventy-three. 

In poultry-keeping special free courses of instruction were 
provided every year since 1901 for persons likely to qualify for 
instructorships , and in addition to these courses, certain 
scholarships for Irish students in the poultry section of Beading 
College were provided by the Department. Of those who 
availed themselves of these courses, twenty-five persons were 
subsequently appointed instructors. 

During the past year nine pupils who have had previous expe- 
rience of gardening have been undergoing training at the Hor- 
ticultural School in connection with the Albert Agricultural 
College. Several of those who had made satisfactory progress 
during the course are now employed as horticultural instructors 
either under County Committees of Agriculture, or directly by 
the Department in the supervision of the plots established for 
the purpose of experiments to demonstrate the possibilities of 
fruit growing on a commercial scale. It is proposed to continue 
this course of instruction, in order that the Department may 
be in a position to supply suitable men for the post of horti- 
cultural instructors under County Committees as the supply 
of such men is still considerably below the demand. 

A special summer course for the training of teachers in 
lace and similar subjects was given at the Crawford Municipal 
School of Art, Cork. For Manual Instruction twenty ex- 
ceptionally well-trained Irish artisans were given a six 
months’ course of special training, with free scholarships 
and maintenance allowance. With a view to training 
teachers for special commercial subjects, four commercial 
scholarships were given during the year for Irish teachers, 
who were sent for the purpose of this training to the London 
School of Economics. Two industrial scholarships, one for 
the woollen industry and one for tanning, were given to enable 
young Irishmen engaged in these industries to obtain special 
instruction at the best centres of the industry in England. 

To enable the teachers in Secondary schools to deal with the 
Science programme of the Department, the summer courses 
which were given in previous years were continued. They 
were given in Belfast, Dublin, Cork and other centres through- 
out the country by a staff of teachers , including many experts 
of the highest distinction, and were attended by 813 teacher 
students. 
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In addition to the Department’s quarterly Journal, there 
were issued during the past year numerous 
Statistics and reports and returns, including a detailed 

Intelligence, annual report on agricultural statistics, 

two half-yearly reports on banking, rail- 
way and shipping statistics, a report on migratory agricultural 
labourers, and returns of prices of agricultural produce. Over 
30,000 of these publications have been distributed. Twenty- 
seven new leaflets and bulletins on various subjects connected 
with agriculture and technical instruction were prepared, and 
over two million copies were circulated. 

The detailed report relating to fisheries is issued separately. 

Part I. of the Report for 1903 (Cd. 2154) 
Fisheries. was issued in July last, and contains full 
information as to the state of Irish fisheries 
and the operations of the Department in connection with their 
protection and development. It has, accordingly, been un- 
necessary to give in the present Report more than a brief sum- 
mary of the more important questions relating to Irish fisheries 
(see page 91). Here it is sufficient to note that the year 1903 was 
the best the Irish sea fisheries have had in the past decade, save 
1899. The number of men engaged in sea fishing in Ireland was 
approximately 25,000, the number of boats employed being 
6,235. The Department continued to afford instruction in 
various matters concerning fishing. The loans made to fishermen 
to enable them to purchase and repair boats and obtain gear, 
amounted to nearly ^£2,700. The Department also continued 
their arrangements for distributing twice a week, by telegraph, 
to mackerel-fishing centres in Ireland, information as to the 
progress of mackerel fishing. The Department’s steam cruiser 
H&lga, which was assisted by the steamer Granuaile, belonging 
to the Congested Districts Board, was employed during the 
year in preventing steam trawlers from fishing within the pro- 
hibited areas. Owing to certain legal difficulties county autho- 
rities have been prevented from taking advantage of the offers 
of the Department to render aid in the construction and im- 
provement of piers and harbours. As regards the inland 
fisheries, it is sufficient to say that the salmon and trout 
fisheries have been most productive in the year under review. 
The present annual value of the catch is calculated to be 
between s6350,000 and ^400,000. Of this, about ;£60,000 
goes to various private proprietors, the balance being the 
amount derived from the industry by fishermen fishing under 
common law rights. Having regard to this large public right 
of fishing, the Department contributed to the expenses of pro- 
tection in five districts. The Department continued to assist 
approved salmon and trout hatcheries. The output of salmon 
and trout fry was, approximately, 4,800,000, from twenty -four 
hatcheries. Scientific investigations were carried on during 
the year under the direction of the Scientific Adviser of the 
Fisheries Branch. 
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The Veterinary Branch of the Department deals with the 
Department’s work as central authority in 
Veterinary. Ireland under the Diseases of Animals 
Acts. Details as to the working of the 
Branch will be found in the Annual Beport, issued separately, 
of proceedings under the Diseases of Animals Acts (Parlia- 
mentary Paper, Cd. 2110-1904). 

The Transit Inspectors appointed ! by the Department continue 
to devote much attention to the work of 
Transit of ascertaining the manner in which consign- 
Agricuitural Produce, ments of Irish agricultural produce are 
prepared for the markets and dealt with 
by the carrying companies. Their reports point to a change 
for the better in the methods of packing and in the treatment 
of the consignments during transit. In all cases in which it 
was observed that the consignments were not properly prepared 
or were carelessly handled in transit, represent. ations were 
made to the consignors or companies concerned. Circulars 
have been issued to carrying companies pointing out the need 
for the exercise of due care in dealing with the consignments, 
and to consignors making suggestions as to the manner m 
which the consignments should be prepared for transit to the 
markets. Several complaints as to delays in the delivery of 
agricultural produce were received, and inquiry was made in 
each case. It appeared that a quicker transit could be pro- 
vided if butter were sent in such quantities as would ensure 
through trucks to the destination of the consignments. 

Inquiries were also made into complaints received as to charges 
for the conveyance of articles of agricul- 
Rallway Rates. tural produce. Details as to the result of 
this action will be found in the appendices 
to this Beport. Attention has been given to the question of 
the charges for the conveyance of foreign produce to Great 
Britain. The consignments of this produce are usually large, 
and special arrangements can accordingly be made in regard 
to their transit. If Irish consignors were to combine to send 
their goods at certain times in large quantities, they should be 
able to secure lower rates for conveyance. 

Several suggestions have been made to the Department as to 
the appointment of a representative to 
Appointment of a watch the interests of Irish agricultural

The Department, through their transit 
staff, have already taken action with the 
view of securing this object. In the years 1901, 1902, 1903, 
1904, members of the transit staff visited the prmcipal ports 
and stations on the routes by which Irish produce is consigned 
to the markets in Great Britain, and spent a considerable time 
in making inquiries in regard to the position of the produce in 
those markets. In 1904, seven ty-three centres in Great 
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Britain were visited, and over 400 merchants were interviewed. 
From these interviews it appears that much improvement has 
been effected in the condition in which Irish butter and eggs 
are placed on the markets. 

The Department co-operate with the local authorities in the 
work of preventing illegal sales of inar- 
Sale of Food and garine or of adulterated butter. Two officers 

Drugs Acts. are employed by the Department in pro- 
curing samples of butter and margarine 
for analysis. Large numbers of samples have been obtained, 
and prosecutions have been successfully instituted in several 
cases. The Department’s inspectors visit periodically the pre- 
mises of manufacturers of margarine, as well as of wholesale 
dealers, for the purpose of ascertaining whether the registers of 
transactions in margarine are kept properly posted up to date. 
Inspections of the registers have proved of much advantage in 
enabling the Department to determine the nature of the assist- 
ance that can most effectively be rendered to local authorities 
in the enforcement of the Acts. 

The Committees of Agriculture and Technical Instruction of 
the great majority of the counties have, on 
Fertilisers and Feeding the suggestion of the Department, made 
Stuffs Act. provision in their agricultural schemes for 
the enforcement of the Act. Samples 
have been taken in several counties, and in certain cases pro- 
secutions have been successfully instituted. 

The work of the Department in reference to the Boyal College 
of Science, of the Science and Art 
Science and Art Museum, the Metropolitan School of Art, 

Institutions, &c. the National Library, the Royal Botanic 

Gardens, and the Royal Veterinary Col- 
lege of Ireland, is referred to in detail in later sections of the 
Report. 

The Department have continued to afford assistance in 
the nature of expert advice on matters relating to the occur- 
rence of mineral raw material in the country, and they have 
taken the opportunity afforded by various Exhibitions to bring 
Irish minerals under the notice of those likely to become inte- 
rested in the mineral resources of Ireland. They have also 
endeavoured, as opportunities arose, to bring the general indus- 
trial resources of the country to the notice of capitalists. It 
was with this intention that they decided to take part in the 
St. Louis Exhibition. The object of the Irish exhibit which 
they organised and 'maintained at St. Louis was to furnish an 
illustration of the resources and general progress of the coun- 
try , and to demonstrate to those likely to become interested in 
Ireland as a field for the investment of capital, that the country 
was moving on lines which offer a guarantee for industrial 
development. 
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Details of the Department’s work in other directions are 
given in the proper sections of the Report. Particulars of the 
funds of the Department and of the administration of the 
Endowment Fund, will be found at pages 18-21.

PART I. -ADMINISTRATION AND FUNDS. 

1 COUNCIL OF AGRICULTURE AND BOARDS. 

The constitution and functions of the Council of Agriculture 
have already been explained in previous 
Council of reports, and it is unnecessary to refer to 

Agriculture. the matter again in detail. The Council, 

which is constituted under Section 7 of the 
Agriculture and Technical Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899, con- 
sists of 104 members, of whom 68 are appointed by the County 
Councils and 34 are nominated by the Department, the Presi- 
dent and Vice-President of the Department being ex-officio 
members. A list of the members of the Council is printed in 
the Appendix. 

The sixth meeting of the Council was held in the buildings 
of the Royal University (by kind permission of the Senate), on 
12th April, 1904. There was a large attendance of members. 
Among the more important subjects discussed were the question 
of the extension of tillage in Ireland, the Department’s live- 
stock schemes, the effect of- recent legislation on the dairy 
industry, and the development of forestry. The discussion on 
these subjects was of much value, and the Department have 
found it possible to carry out several useful suggestions made 
by the Council. A summary of the proceedings was published 
in the Department’s Journal* 

The Department have to record, with regret, the death 
during the year of no less than four prominent members of the

Council, whose valued services were always freely placed at 
the disposal of their colleagues and of the Department. Count 
Moore, of Mooresfort, Tipperary, who had been a member of 
the Council since the establishment of the Department, and 
who had represented the Munster Provincial Committee on the 
Agricultural Board from 1900 to 1903, died in January. Mr. 
Thomas M'Govern, M.P., one of the representatives of the 
Cavan County Council, who took a keen interest in all branches 
of the Department’s work, died in April. Mr. Thomas Barry, 
of Killavullen, one of the representatives of the Cork County 
Council, and Mr. Laurence T. Kelly, one of the representatives 
of the Queen’s County Council, who was elected a member of 
the Agricultural Board in 1903 by the Leinster Provincial Com- 
mittee, died in May. The four vacancies in the Council thus 
created have been filled by the appointment of Mr. Hugh P. 
Byan, of Thurles ; Mr. Francis J. Lynch, of County Cavan ; 
Mr Cornelius O’Callaghan, of Co. Cork, and Mr. P. A. 
Meehan, of Maryborough. Mr. George Murphy, of Dunsany, 
Co . Meath , was appointed by the Department to fill the vacancy 
caused by the retirement of Lord Plunket, on his appointment 
as Governor-General of New Zealand.

The Department have to record, with regret, the death in 
February, 1904, of Sir James Musgrave, Bart., of Drumglass 
House, Belfast, who had been a member of the Board since it 
was first constituted in May, 1900. The prominent part he had 
taken in the industrial affairs of the North of Ireland and his 
deep interest in the promotion of technical instruction, had 
rendered his services of special value to the Department and to 
the Board. The vacancy caused by the death of Sir James 
Musgrave was filled by the appointment of Sir James Hender- 
son, Bart., Chairman of the Library and Technical Instruction 
Committee of Belfast. 

The Board of Technical Instruction at present control the 
expenditure of an annual sum of 4229,000, which is set aside for 
technical instruction elsewhere than in County Boroughs, and 
for certain central purposes. This sum of 4229,000 is part of the 
annual sum of 4255,000 provided for technical instruction in 
non-agricultural subjects under the Agriculture and Technical 
Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899, the balance, T26,000’ being 
allocated, with the concurrence of the Board, for technical 
instruction in the six county boroughs, and applied in aid of 
schemes in these boroughs subject to the approval of the 
Department alone. Out of the sum of 4229,000 referred to, the 
Department, with the concurrence of the Board, set aside an 
annual sum of 424,000 for central purposes, e.g., for Senior 
Scholarship schemes, provision for training teachers, &c. The 
remaining 4225,000 is distributed in aid of approved schemes of 
technical instruction in urban and county districts in the 
manner explained in the Department’s Third Annual Report. 
Details of these schemes will be found in Part II under the head 
of “ Technical Instruction.” 

As the funds available for the ordinary subjects of technical 
instruction are none too large for the urban schemes, the 
Department found it necessary to ask the Agricultural Board to 
allocate a sum of 425 ,000 in 1902-3, and of £5,500 in 1903-4. out 
of the funds administered with the concurrence of that Board, 
for Manual Instruction classes and Domestic Economy classes 
in rural districts. Such classes are regarded as part of the 
general scheme of agricultural education, but, for administra- 
tive reasons, the Department have hitherto found it convenient 
to administer this sum with the concurrence of the Board of 
Technical Instruction. Classes in Lace and Crochet-making, 
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Basket-making, and other rural industries, are also financed 
from the Agricultural Board’s surplus., the amount voted in 
1903-4 for this special purpose being £3,000.

The most important work which has hitherto engaged the 
attention of the Committee may be shortly stated as follows : — 
The arrangement arrived at between the Intermediate Educa- 
tion Board and the Department for co-ordinating the courses 
in Science and Drawing of the two bodies ; the utilisation of 
Technical Schools for training National School teachers ; the 
co-ordination of the National Education Board’s Code for 
Evening Schools with the Department’s Code for Evening 
Science and Art classes; arrangements regarding the teach- 
ing of Cookery, Laundry-work, Domestic Economy, and 
Manual Work in wood and metal for pupils of higher standards 
of National Schools. At the last meeting of the Committee, 
which was held on 7tli November, 1904, the following subjects 
were under consideration : — The existing arrangements regard- 
ing scholarships and exhibitions ; the grading of schools ; 
Domestic Economy as a special subject in Day Secondary 
Schools ; proposals regarding the Department’s Code for 
Science and Art grants for evening classes.

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2. FUNDS OF THE DEPARTMENT. 

During the year ended 31st March, 1904, the whole of the 
Department’s Annual Endowment Fund 

Endowment Fund. 0 f T166,000, provided under the Agricul- 
ture and Technical Instruction (Ireland) 
Act, 1899, was duly received, together with a further annual 
sum of T5,000 under the provisions of the Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction (Ireland) Act, No. 2, 1902. The latter 
sum was previously payable to the Royal Dublin Society under 
the Probate Duties (Scotland and Ireland) Act, 1888, for the 
improvement of the breeds of horses and cattle. The interest 
received from securities held by the Department in Local Loans 
Stock and Exchequer Bonds, and from deposits in the Bank of 
Ireland, amounted to Til ,935 18s. 8 d. 

Into the Parliamentary Vote for the Department have been 
brought the grant for the payment of the 
Parliamentary salaries and other expenses in connection 

Vote. with the officers and institutions trans- 

ferred to the Department from other 
Departments under Section 2 of the Act, as well as the grants 
in aid of the Cattle Pleuro-Pneumonia Account, and the grant 
in aid payable to the Congested Districts Board. The amount 
of the latter grant for the year 1903-4 was T35,000. 

The Vote for the Department also contains the grant for 
Science and Art Instruction in Ireland, and the grant of 
T3,500 in aid of Technical Instruction in Ireland, as defined 
by the Technical Instruction Act of 1889, the administration 
of which was transferred from the Board of Education, South 
Kensington, to this Department under Section 2 of the Agri- 
culture and Technical Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899. This 
grant, which has been styled the “ Equivalent Grant,” will 
not be continued in its present form after the year 1904-5, but 
its place will be taken in the year 1905-6 by a sum of T7,000 
which is to be provided from the Ireland Development Grant. 
The amount of the Science and Art grants has increased from 
T10.900 in 1901-2 to T18,000 in 1902-3, to T32,500 in 1903-4, 
and to T33,900 in 1904-5. The increase in these grants is 
mainly due to the increase in the number of schools adopting 
the Department’s Programme for Experimental Science, 
Drawing, Manual Instruction, and Domestic Economy in Day 
Secondary Schools (see page 58).

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The Vote for the Royal College of Science for 1904-5 shows 
an increase of £1,660 on the previous year, the increased pro- 
vision being made for additional equipment , prizes and scholar- 
ships, and extension of the summer courses for teachers. 

The accounts of the Department for the financial year 1903-4 
will be found in the Appendices (see pp. 132-138). 

3. THE ADMINISTRATION OF THE ENDOWMENT FDND. 

The Department’s Endowment Eund consists of an annual 
income of £171,000. Of this sum, £55,000 
The Ajrlcultural a year is set aside for the purposes of Tech- 
Board’s Surplus. nical Instruction, and £10,000 a year is 
allocated for Sea Fisheries. Provision is 
also made for the payment from the Endowment Eund of 
salaries and superannuation allowances of certain persons for- 
merly employed under the Commissioners of National Educa- 
tion, and also for the payment of travelling expenses of 
members of the Council of Agriculture and of the two Boards 
established by the Act. When the sums mentioned have been 
provided for, the “ Surplus ” of the Endowment Eund is, 
approximately, £105,000 a year. This Surplus is adminis- 
tered by the Department with the concurrence of the Agricul- 
tural Board, and is applicable for “ the purposes of Agriculture 
and other rural industries,” and “ Sea Fisheries.” 

The amount of the Surplus expended by the Department 
during the first four years of their existence is as follows : —

The amounts shown for the two latter years include grants 
of £5,000 and £5,500 respectively, voted by the Agricultural 
Board for the purpose of providing Manual Instruction and 
instruction in Domestic Economy in rural districts. As already 
stated, these sums are administered by the Department with 
the concurrence of the Board of Technical Instruction. 

The annual amount of the ” Surplus ” of the Endowment 
being approximately £105,000, it- will be seen that in the year 
1903-4 the expenditure from this source left a credit balance of 
only £7 ,642. It is estimated that in the year 1904-5 the Depart- 
ment will have reached the limits of their available annual 
income from the Endowment Eund. When these limits have 
been reached the development of the Department’s work must 
depend on the reserve fund which has been formed to meet this 
contingency. This fund consists of the unexpended balances of 
the ' ' Surplus ’ ’ Endowment as well as of certain capital 
sums received under the Act of 1899 , which the Depart- 
ment have invested in accordance with Section 16 (4) of the 
Agriculture and Technical Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899. 
The total sum thus invested now amounts to £387,768, and pro- 
duces interest at the average rate of 3 per cent. 
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The portion of the Sea and Coast Fisheries Fund reserved by 
the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891, 
Sea and Coast for expenditure elsewhere than in eon- 
Fisheries Fund. gested districts counties, which remained 
vested in the Commissioners of Public 
Works, has been transferred to the Department under an 
Order in Council dated 24th March, 1904, in accordance with 
the terms of Section 15 (c) of the Agriculture and Technical 
Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899. 

The Sea and Coast Fisheries Fund was the residue of a sum 
collected by public subscription for the relief of distress in Ire- 
land in the year 1822. This sum was vested in trustees known 
as the “ Trustees to aid Sea and Coast Fisheries of Ireland.” 
By the Act 47 and 48 Vic., c. 21, the fund was transferred to 
the Commissioners of Public Works, who were authorised to 
make fishery loans therefrom to such persons, and upon such 
security, as the Inspectors of Irish Fisheries should recommend. 
By the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891 (54 and 55 Vic., 
c. 48) the fund was transferred to the Congested Districts 
Board, save £20,000, which was reserved for the purpose of 
loans in non-congested districts under the same terms as 
obtained before the passing of that Act. 

By the Agriculture and Technical Instruction (Ireland) Act, 
1899, this sum of £ 20,000 — or what it was then represented by 
in cash, investments, and outstanding loans — was placed at 
the disposal of- the Department. It was not, however, actually 
transferred until 18th April, 1904, when the Department re- 
ceived from the Commissioners of Public Works £1,521 19s. 6 d. 
in cash, £20,000 in Consols, and promissory notes to the 
amount of £7,700, inclusive of arrears and irrecoverable 
balances. Since that date, the Department have made loans 
from this fund to the number of eighty, at an average of about 
£12 10s. each.

Details of the expenditure of this portion 
of the Endowment Fund will be found in Part II. of this 
Beport. The annual sum for technical instruction has now been 
fully allocated, and in many instances useful developments are 
desirable if the funds were available. It was pointed out in the 
Third Annual .Report that the need for regular and special build- 
mgs for technical schools has made itself strongly felt, and that 
the schemes in many instances have, as the result of three years’

preliminary work, settled upon lines which can henceforth be 
regarded as those of permanent development. It has already 
been explained that the only public source from which pro- 
vision for such buildings is available at present is the local 
rate which may be guaranteed as security for a loan. In most 
instances this does not afford an adequate provision for the 
purpose. 

4. CENTRAL INSTITUTIONS. 


The Royal College of 
Science. 


The thirty-fifth annual report of the Dean and Council of 
the Royal College of Science, that is, the 
report for the Session 1902-3, is given in 
the Appendices (see page 442). 

The work of the College has been carried 
on successfully, though severely . handi- 
capped by the want of adequate accommodation. This want 
has been so acutely felt that it has been necessary to arrange 
for the provision of additional temporary buildings for use 
until the completion of the new College. Some difficulty has 
been encountered in obtaining a suitable site for these tem- 
porary buildings sufficiently near to the present College. Such 
a site has, however, now been secured. The premises are being 
erected, and will be provided with the necessary equipment, 
which will subsequently be installed in the new College. 

The foundation stone of the new Eoyal College of Science 
was laid by His Majesty the King on the 28th April, 1904. 
The erection of the building will be under the direction of the 
Board of Works, the joint architects being Sir Aston Webb and 
Mr. T. Manly Deane. The plans have been completed, and 
building operations have commenced. 


The recommendations of the Committee appointed to inquire 
into questions relating to the staff of the 
Other Central National Library have, with few excep- 
Institutions. tions, been accepted by the Treasury ana 
carried into effect. As a result, the staff 
of the Library has been increased and the positions of its 
members improved. 

The proposed re-organisation of the Metropolitan School of 
Art will be carried out as soon as practicable, and preliminary 
steps in that direction have already been taken. The Depart- 
ment much regret to have lost the services of Mr. James 
Brenan, r.h.a., who was obliged to retire last March under the 
age-limit imposed on civil servants. Mr. Brenan rendered 
efficient and most meritorious service to the School during his 
occupancy of the post of Head Master. Mr. R. H. A. Willis, 
late Head Master of the Manchester School of Art, has been 
appointed to succeed Mr. Brenan. 

The work of the Science and Art Museum has proceeded 
during the year on the lines already established. A collection 
of circulating school exhibits has been formed, and some valu- 
able additions to the Museum collections have been made.

5. MISCELLANEOUS. 

The Department, being desirous that the exhibit of Irish 
minerals which they had caused to be col- 
Irlih Minerals. lected for the Cork Exhibition, 1902, 
, should be brought under further notice of 

those likely to become interested in the mineral resources of 
Ireland, arranged with the governing body of the Imperial 
Institute, London, to exhibit these specimens at the Institute 
during the months of March, April and May, 1903.. At the 
close of this period the collection was transferred to the Inter- 
national Building Trades Exhibition, held in June, 1903, at 
the Eoyal Agricultural Hall, Islington. Both these exhibitions 
were well attended, and the Department have reason to believe 
that the exhibitions have had beneficial results. This collec- 
tion of specimens formed portion of the Irish exhibit at the 
bt. Lorns Exhibition. A duplicate of the exhibit was shown 
for award m the department of Mines and Metallurgy in the 
British Eoyal Pavilion at St. Louis, and obtained a grand 
prize. ° 

The Department have continued to afford assistance in the 
nature of expert advice on matters relating to the occurrence of 
mineral raw material in the country. At the request of owners 
and others interested in such material, numerous inspections 
were made by the Department’s mining engineer, in order to 
advise the owners whether they would be justified in incurring 
expense in complete detailed prospecting. In some cases the 
proprietors asked the Department to undertake this detailed 
prospecting , including experimental borings. The Department, 
however, considered that it was not within their province to 
undertake work of this kind, which was a matter for private 
enterprise and capital.

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When the Public Libraries (Ireland) Act of 1902 enabled 
Rural District Councils to establish free public libraries out of 
the rates, the Department considered that aid could usefully be 
given by making grants of books to Councils which had adopted 
the Act and had established libraries under a suitable scheme 
of working. The scheme has accordingly been remodelled to 
suit the altered conditions, and a larger and more advanced 
list of books has been drawn up, in addition to the previous 
list, for the purposes of the new scheme. 


PART II— DETAILS OF THE DEPARTMENT’S 
OPERATIONS, 1903-04. 


I.— AGRICULTURE. 

In previous reports the difficulty of presenting, at the close 
of the financial year, a comprehensive statement of work done 
by the Agricultural Branch of the Department has been ex- 
plained. The last annual report covered the period of the 
agricultural year — from 1st October, 1902, to 30th September, 
1903. This report will, therefore, so far as possible, deal with 
the twelve moilths ending September 30th, 1904, and will treat 
of the work under the following heads : — 

(a) Agricultural Instruction. 

( b ) Improvement of Live Stock. 

(c) Special Investigations. 

The procedure followed by the Department in the portion 
of its work delegated to County Committees was briefly out- 
lined on page 15 of the last report. It will suffice, therefore, 
to state that in 1903-4 the same procedure was adopted, the 
only change of importance being that the Department’s con- 
tribution towards the Joint Fund, out of which the cost of all 
the schemes is paid, was inci*eased to five-ninths in non-con- 
gested counties, and to three-fifths in congested counties. As 
hitherto, the Department paid the whole salary of Agricultural 
Instructors, their travelling expenses only being paid out of the 
joint funds. 

The administration of the schemes in the Western Counties 
was very much simplified during the year owing to the Con- 
gested Districts Board having resolved to allow the operations 
of the Department to extend into congested areas after 1st

April, 1904. To meet partially the cost of this extension the 
Board further resolved to contribute to the Department’s 
funds a sum of £2,000 annually. 

During the year under review all the County Councils 
adopted the provisions of the Act, and appointed Committees 
of Agriculture and Technical Instruction to administer the 
fund formed by the local rate and the Department’s contri- 
bution. 

Each Committee chose from among the schemes promoted 
by the Department for the improvement of agriculture such 
as in their opinion were likely to be of benefit to the locality. 

Naturally, the progress made by these Committees has not 
been uniform. Several, having the advantage of a first-class 
secretary, and having set to work early, were able to secure 
the necessary teachers for their schemes of instruction ; while 
for the improvement of live stock the promptitude and in- 
telligence of the secretary enabled them to acquire at the out- 
set their full proportion of the available premium animals. 

County Committees are beginning to realise more and more 
that the success of their work depends almost entirely on the 
energy and ability of their secretaries, and on the appoint- 
ment of small executive sub-committees, consisting only of 
those who have special knowledge of the particular subject 
with which They are asked to deal. 

In the appendices will be found a statement of the amount 
set aside by County Committees for each section of the 
work and the amount of the Department’s proffered con- 
tribution to the joint fund. The sums actually disbursed can- 
not, however, be stated as many counties have not yet 
furnished a statement of their accounts, nor can they all do 
so until January, 1905. In many cases the entire sum 
allocated will be spent, in others only a portion. Owing to 
the simultaneous action of the Committees it was foreseen 
by the Department that all the money allocated could not 
possibly be spent. For example, it was well known early in 
the season that the number of premium sires available must 
fall short of the collective total which the Committees expected 
to secure. The Department in this, as in other branches of 
the agricultural work , refrained from any action which , though 
it might have secured to each county its proportion, would have 
been an undue interference with the healthy competition of 
Committees and a neutralising of the capabilities and resource- 
fulness of energetic secretaries. 


(a.) Agricultural Instruction. 

The principles on which the Department’s programme of 
agricultural education is based have been fully dealt with in 
previous reports. It is a programme with which rapid 
progress cannot be made until teachers have been trained. 
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The Department have no reason to complain of any lack of 
interest in agricultural education on the part of County Com- 
mittees. On the contrary, these bodies are fully alive to the 
need of technical instruction in agriculture for young men who 
are to be the farmers of the future. Qualified teachers have 
recently been sought for repeatedly by the Committees but 
with little success. This is not surprising seeing that until 
the Department established a Faculty of Agriculture at the 
Royal College of Science, Dublin, no provision had been made 
in Ireland for systematic instruction in technical agriculture. 
Reference, however, to the next paragraph will show that the 
provision of a supply of teachers adequate to the demand is 
only a question of time. Each year a number of men who 
have had a three years’ course of training at the Royal College 
of Science become available ; and several of the Committees 
have wisely decided to postpone dealing with agricultural edu- 
cation until fully qualified instructors can be secured. 

Of the students who have gained agricultural scholarships 
at this College thirteen have already com- 
Royal Collage of pleted their course of instruction, and are 
Science. now at work in Ireland. The number of 

students in the Agricultural Faculty at 
the close of the session in June, 1904, was : —

The Department hope to see increased demand for the 
valuable scholarships in Agriculture which they offer for com- 
petition amongst young farmers who have had a fair general 
education and a good training in practical agriculture. The 
scholarships and the prospects are sufficiently attractive to 
secure the very best men, and it should be distinctly under- 
stood that none but those of exceptional ability are able to bene- 
fit to the full by the three years’ course. The instruction given at 
the College is of a very high order, and the standard for the 
diploma can be reached only by young men who, in addition to 
their practical knowledge of agriculture, have continued their 
studies after leaving school. Hitherto so few have come properly 
equipped with a sound general education and acquaintance 
with the methods of study that the Department may be com- 
pelled to restrict the scholarships to those who have had a 
preliminary training at the Albert Agricultural College, Glas- 
nevin. Such an arrangement would ensure that the holders 
of the scholarships had'tiot only a knowledge of practical agri- 
culture, but also a sufficient preliminary training in general 
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"science and in study to enable them to reap the full benefits 
of the courses at the Royal College without detriment to their 
health. 

Besides training agricultural teachers, the staff of the Agri- 
cultural Faculty have taken charge of the Seed Testing Station 
and the investigation of plant diseases. 

During the Christmas vacation 1903 a short course for 
creamery managers was also held at this College, and again at 
the beginning of the present session a special class was formed 
for the instruction of employes engaged in the seed trade and 
nursery business. It is hoped that special courses of a similar 
nature may in future be given to those engaged in various 
callings allied to agriculture. 

This College is gradually assuming the position which, in 
accordance with the policy of the Depart- 

Albert Agricultural ment it should occupy, viz., a centre for 
College. the teaching of technical and practical agri- 

culture of a type intermediate between 
that provided at the Royal College of Science and such as is 
furnished by local agricultural schools. 

The necessary structural alterations and additions to the 
buildings are still in progress. When these are completed an 
extension of the session and a change in the curriculum are 
contemplated. The present short courses, while they may 
be ample for the teaching of butter-making or certain specific 
branches of farm work, are quite inadequate to enable a student 
to master any of the sciences 'bearing on agriculture. 

During the year under review the following were the at- 
tendances at the College : —

The winter course at the College extends from October to 
March, and the summer course from March to September, or 
about twenty and thirty weeks respectively. The fee for the 
winter session was T10 ; that for the summer session £ 15 . For 
the summer session, however, there were twenty-five free 
places offered, seven for Connaught and six for each of the 
other , provinces. Of the fifty students who attended the 
summer class referred to, fourteen had attended the previous 
session and were granted free places in order to undergo a pre- 
liminary training for the Royal College of Science, where they 
are now being educated as teachers of agriculture. Three 
others, who had attended the summer session for the first 
time, also succeeded in obtaining scholarships at the Royal 
College; 
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Of those who attended the Creamery Managers’ Class 
several succeeded in passing in one or more subjects at the 
annual examination held in March for the Department’s 
Creamery Managers’ certificate.. 

In addition to its educational function, the College farm con- 
tinues to serve as a station for the breeding and distribution of 
pure-bred stock in connection with county schemes. A very 
large number of bulls, boars, sows, fowl and turkeys were dis- 
tributed from it during the year. 

The new orchard of four acres is now nearly fully planted, 
and a number of gardeners trained therein have been engaged 
by County Committees or in connection with the Department’s 
horticultural work. 

The Munster Institute, : as has been explained in the De- 
partment’s third annual report, is now 
Munster Institute, Cork, devoted solely to the instruction of girls in 
' such subjects as butter-making, poultry- 
keeping, calf -rearing, cookery, laundry-work, sewing and 
gardening. The demand for admission to this Institute has 
not abated. At present there are over 200 applicants await- 
ing admission, many of whom have had their names on the 
Department’s books for twelve months. 

Since the school was enlarged and reorganised there have 
been in the year four sessions of eleven or twelve weeks each. 
All students pay a fee of £3 3s. 0 d. on entrance. At the end of 
each session first term students who have made satisfactory 
progress are re-admitted, a number of the best pupils receiving 
free or half-free places. At the close of their second term the 
majority of the girls are expected to return to their homes, but 
a few of the best who give proof that they possess ability to 
impart instruction are retained for a third, fourth, or even fifth ; 
term, and thus given an opportunity of qualifying for a ; 
teacher’s certificate. 

The farm attached to the Institute also serves as a station 
for the distribution of stock in connection with the County 
Live Stock Schemes, and has thereby contributed largely to 
the success of this work in the South. 

An important experiment on the cultivation of early potatoes 
was again carried out at the farm in 1904. The crop was 
reported by the Department’s expert to be the finest in Ireland. 
Further reference to this experiment will be found in the 
Journal of the Department for October, 1904. 

The dearth of trained teachers alone has prevented a large 
increase in the number of local agricul- 

Agricultural Schools tural schools and classes where systematic 
and Classes. instruction in technical agriculture could 
be given to young men. It will be re- 
membered that in a Memorandum issued in 1901, outlining • 
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the Department’s policy of agricultural education, a prelim- 
inary period of at least two years of itinerant instruction was 
deemed desirable in which to arouse interest in, and to bring 
about an appreciation of the value of systematic agricultural 
education. Accordingly, as men have been trained they have 
been secured by County Committees for this work. A few, 
however, were retained as teachers of agricultural classes 
mainly in those counties where some progress in itinerant work 
had already been made. 

The following table shows the centres at which agricultural

All the classes (except that at Tipperary) were held in 
cvinter, when farmers’ sons have most time for study. Every 
effort was made to keep the instruction given as practical as 
possible, but no rigid uniformity was aimed at, the character 
of the instruction being determined by local considerations. 
Admission was for the most part free, and in certain cases a 
travelling or maintenance allowance was paid to some mem- 
bers of the class. In others the area from which the class was 
drawn was sufficiently small to render such aid unnecessary. 

. There is an increasing demand for schools and classes of a 
similar character, and efforts have been made to meet it so far 
as teachers are available. The result has been the recent pro- 
vision of an increased number of schools and classes. A re- 
port of this, however, belongs to a succeeding volume. 


The work done by the Agricultural Instructor has been so 
often discussed and is now so well known 
that it is unnecessary to describe it. The 
best indication of the appreciation of this 
work is afforded by the increase in the number of County Com- 
mittees who have made provision for such an officer in their

While these figures show the actual progress made they do 
not indicate what is of far greater moment, viz. , the increase in 
the demand for lectures and discussions on practical agricul- 
tural topics. The number of agricultural instructors at work is 
at present governed entirely by the available supply of qualified 
men. So keen has been the demand that the services of every 
available student on completing his course at the Royal College 
of Science have been promptly secured by a County Committee. 
For 1904-5 thirty counties have made provision for an instruc- 
tor in their programmes ; but the number of qualified candidates 
will not be nearly sufficient to supply this demand. 

During the year 1903-4, 1,159 meetings — lectures and dis- 
cussions — were held by the instructors, the average attendance 
being sixty-four. 

Each instructor carried out a number of field demonstrations 
and experiments, the total being 974 demonstrations and 309 
experiments. The results of the experiments are now being 
collated, and as was the case in previous years they will ap- 
pear in the Department’s Journal or in leaflet form. The 
number of experiments which each County Committee can 
successfully undertake is limited. Experiments are not only 
troublesome to farmers on whose land they are carried out, 
but costly to the Committee. Demonstration plots, on the 
other hand, the results of which are not collected but left to 
be gauged by farmers themselves, are naturally more numerous. 
They serve the purpose of showing to farmers in the neigh- 
bourhood the qualities, good or bad, of any new seed, manure, 
or method of cultivation the adoption of which is being pushed 
by persons interested in them from either a business or a 
scientific point of view. 

The Department desire to express their indebtedness to 
those farmers who are patiently carrying out field experiments 
and collecting data for the information of the Department 
and the ultimate benefit of the public. 

Full details of the schemes of itinerant instruction in agri- 
cultural subjects will be found in the Appendices, p. 172 et seq. 

By the establishment of a Horticultural School at Glas- 
nevin, by efforts to secure uniformity in 
Horticulture. the packing and grading of fruit, by 
the establishment of experimental fruit 
preserving factories at Portadown and Drogheda, by subsidis- 
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ing fruit shows, by the planting of orchards on a large scale 
in a few districts, by pioneer lectures, by inspection of fruit 
trees for disease, by leaflets and by correspondence the De- 
partment have sought to encourage the fruit-growing industry 
in Ireland. The above do not, however, form part of the work 
delegated to County Committees : they constitute work best 
undertaken by the central authority. 

Horticulture, however, has not been neglected by such 
Committees. In several counties an itinerant instructor has 
been appointed and is being paid out of the joint fund. In 
addition to giving lectures and demonstrations, it is part of his 
duty to visit gardens and orchards, and to point out how they 
may be improved. Not only does he show how to plant and 
prune fruit trees, but he may also be called upon to assist the 
County Committee in the purchase of trees for distribution at. 
cost price. In some cases it is part of his duty to lay out and 
supervise the cultivation of demonstration fruit and garden 
plots. Owing, however, to the greater amount of good which 
can be done by visits to villages and homesteads and by prac- 
tical .demonstrations in planting and pruning, the spending of 
his time on one or two plots in the county has very properly 
been hitherto discouraged. The production of fruit and vege- 
tables for home consumption, rather than for sale, is his im- 
mediate object. 


As a result of the efforts of these instructors there has been 
an enormous increase in the demand for fruit trees of all kinds. 
Unfortunately this demand has not always been met with 
ar supply of first-class trees, and cases have come before the 
Department where trees, poor in quality, or infested with dis- 
ease, have been purchased. The Department do not believe 
that such trees were the produce of Irish nurseries, but in order 
to reduce the risk they have undertaken to inspect Irish nur- 
series to see the sort of material which County Committees 
are purchasing. The following shows to what extent this 
branch of county work is developing : —

Reports show that in the period under review 629 meetings 
were held, the average attendance being 60, while visits were

In the provision which has been made for next season a still 
larger number of County Committees are seeking the services 
of horticultural experts ; but, unfortunately in this as in other 
requiring a high degree of technical 
knowledge, the supply is not yet equal to the demand. 
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The recommendation of the Department to County Com- 
mittees to appoint an officer whose func- 
Poultry Keeping. tion it should be to stimulate interest 
in poultry keeping has been generally 
adopted. Of the thirty-three administrative counties one only 
has not given effect to the recommendation. In each county 
meetings have been held and individual poultry keepers have 
been advised and assisted in procuring pure breeds of fowl 
from egg-distributing centres established in accordance with 
conditions which will be found in the Appendix. 


The following gives some indication of the progress made 
and of the interest taken in this industry, so important to 
cottager and labourer as well as to farmer : —

It will be seen that the work in this section has been very 
heavy. Teachers have had to be trained and poultry stations 
stocked with selected birds. In this latter work the instructors 
have largely assisted, and but for their enthusiasm and the 
convenience afforded by the poultry department of the Albert 
Agricultural College so much work could not have been ac- 
complished. The question as to how long such a scheme 
ought to remain in operation is one which will in a short time 
engage the attention of the Department. Its immediate ob- 
ject will soon have been attained. Interest has been aroused, 
fresh blood— so much needed— is being introduced by means 
of the egg stations, and in a very few years the business will 
have been raised in Ireland to the worthy position it occupies 
in so many other countries where farmers and their sons — 
and not only wives and daughters — find in poultry keeping an 
interesting and profitable occupation. Those who see in the 
scheme merely a plan to replace the cross-bred fowl of the 
country by pure breeds fail to understand either what is being 
attempted or what has already been done. 

In 1903-4 the Egg Distribution Scheme was extended by 
the inclusion of ducks, and, in addition, premiums were offered 
for American Bronze turkeys. 

The selection of the breeds of fow T l is left to County Com- 
mittees, and it is interesting to observe that their choice has 
mainly fallen on the Buff Orpington and White Leghorn. 

r> 
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In Antrim the County Committee adopted a different plan 
for supplying settings of eggs from that followed in other 
counties. Instead of egg distributing stations they established 
a small poultry farm managed by their instructor, and from 
this eggs were sent to various parts of the county. In all 
916 dozens for hatching were distributed from this centre dur- 
ing the year. This plan is not one which is suited to all parts 
of Ireland. There are obvious advantages in having poultry 
stations so distributed that people may have every opportunity 
of seeing the birds from which they get eggs and of obtaining 
settings without the need of their being sent by post. 


There was an increased demand during the past year for 
instruction in home butter-making. The 
Home Butter-Making, following indicates the extent to which 
such instruction has been given : —

Each instructor is provided with an equipment consisting o! 
five or six churns and butter-workers together with such other 
utensils as are necessary. The class consists of ten or twelve 
pupils — two to each churn — who attend daily and make butter 
under the supervision of the teacher, who, in addition to sys- 
tematic instruction to these pupils, also gives occasional 
demonstrations to the general public. The appreciation in 
which these classes are held may be gauged from the fact that 
every County Committee which has begun the work is anxious 
to continue it. 


The comparatively high cost of itinerant instruction in bee- 
keeping has prevented many County Com- 
Bee-Keeplng. mittees from giving that attention to the 
industry which the Department would 

desire. 


The ideal arrangement, undoubtedly, would be one under 
which the horticultural instructor also taught bee-keeping ; for 
it would be impossible to justify the double expense of sending 
two men to the same cottage, the one to give instruction in 
fruit and vegetable growing and the other in bee-keeping. 

There is, however, often difficulty in securing the services of 
a person who has the requisite training and ability to impart 
instruction in both subjects. The question is engaging the 
attention of the Department ; but until County Committees 
have had time to give their present system a trial the Depart- 
ment do not feel called upon to do more than aid in making 
the action of the Committees in this direction as effective as 
possible. 
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The Department have sanctioned the setting aside out of the 
joint fund of a sum to be applied to the eradication of disease 
amongst bees. It is hoped that when the numerous schemes 
on which they are already engaged have been well established 
and demand less of their time, the County Committees will 
devote increased attention to this subject. 

Provision was made by eleven counties for instruction in bee- 
keeping. The Department again supplied agricultural socie- 
ties with the services of a bee expert, and the use of a tent 
properly equipped for demonstrations at county and local 
shows. 

Notwithstanding the fact that under their various schemes 
the County Committees provided a large 
plonear Lectures. number of lectures, the Department have 
been constantly requisitioned for addi- 
tional pioneer lectures. During the year they arranged for 
225 on veterinary hygiene, 76 on special agricultural subjects, 
121 on horticulture, and 40 on flax growing. At these lectures 
there was an average attendance of 134, those on veterinary 
hygiene being specially popular. 


(6.) — Improvement op Live Stock. 

The procedure adopted in previous years for the improve- 
ment of live stock was followed in the year under review. 
Outline schemes were prepared by the Department guided by 
the experience of previous years and by the advice and assist- 
ance of special committees. The schemes, as finally approved 
by the Agricultural Board and adopted by all the County 
Committees in Ireland, will be found in the Appendices, page 
154. Unlike the schemes of preceding years those for 1904 
were made applicable to congested districts. As might have 
been expected, however, residents in such districts have been 
slow to realise that in future they will have to look for guidance 
and aid to their own County Committees rather than to the 
central authority. In fact the Department found it necessary 
to supplement the work of such Committees by supplying in 
congested districts a number of sires besides those allocated 
under the county schemes. Steps are now being taken to 
make the new procedure better known in congested areas , and 
it is hoped that in a short time those desiring to improve their 
stock will learn to apply in time to County Committees and 
not direct to the Department. 

The provisions of the horse-breeding scheme are now so well 
known that it is unnecessary to repeat 
Horae Breeding. them here. The extent to which they were 
utilized y?ill best be realised by a study 
of the following table showing the operations of the scheme 
since it was started. As the 1904 accounts have not all been

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settled at the time of writing the figures for that year in this

It will be observed that this year the rate of increase in the 
number of registered sires of the cart-horse type is less than 
that of thoroughbreds. This is the effect of clause 10 of the 
scheme, which provided that no new sires of the Clydesdale 
and Shire breeds should be registered except for the province 
of Ulster, the counties of Dublin and Louth, and the district 
comprised within a radius of ten miles of the city of Cork. 
The object of this provision, which is the chief point of differ- 
ence from the 1903 scheme, was to check the great impetus 
that had been given to the importation of Clydesdales and 
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Shires ; for most authorities agree that such sires, if too freely 
imported, will impair the reputation of Irish horses. 

The number of registered sires in certain districts is still 
insufficient ; but the assistance afforded by the Department’s 
loan scheme, and by their practice of offering free the services 
of inspectors to examine horses in Great Britain for intending 
purchasers, as well as by their premiums, is having a marked 
effect in increasing the number of registered sires. 

In previous years the Congested Districts Board had sup- 
plied a number of stallions to serve mares at a small fee in 
congested districts. These stallions were transferred to the 
Department in January, 1904. They were mainly of the 
Thoroughbred, Hackney and Welsh breeds. Such of them 
as were in request in congested districts were again placed at 
the disposal of the farmers at a small fee. In all 3 Thorough- 
breds, 7 Hackneys, 2 Norwegians, and 6 Welsh cobs were so 
located. The remainder were sold. Outside congested dis- 
tricts only two sires were located directly by the Department, 
one in Co. Antrim, for Cushendall ponies, and one at Athenry 
and Loughrea, Co. Galway, no one having come forward to buy 
a horse for these districts. 

To meet the demand which always arises in March for suit- 
able thoroughbred sires, the Department have adopted the 
practice of purchasing a few early in the season for resale — 
generally under their loan scheme. In this way a large num- 
ber of centres which were formerly in need of sires have now 
been supplied. During the period between their purchase and 
resale these stallions are kept at Chantilly Stud Farm, Co. Dub- 
lin. The acquisition of this farm, which was taken over from 
the Congested Districts Board in January, 1904, has proved of 
great advantage in furthering the objects of the horse-breeding 
scheme. 

The 1904 cattle-breeding scheme contained two new and im- 
portant provisions, viz. : — preference to 
Cattle Breeding. suitable two and three-year-old 'bulls 
which held premiums in 1903 and the in- 
spection of these animals for premiums before the spring shows 
and sales instead of after, as in previous years. These changes, 
which were made at the request of a number of County Com- 
mittees, had become necessary to secure a sufficiently large 
number of high-class animals to meet the exceptional demand 
created by the simultaneous action of thirty-three counties. 
The effect has been to increase greatly the total number 
of premiums taken up, while reducing the number for 
yearlings. One advantage arising therefrom was that the 
Department were enabled to maintain — what is very necessary 
— a high standard for yearlings. At the same time the effect 
has been the retention in the country of a large number of 
three-year-old bulls, which otherwise would have been lost to 
Ireland for breeding purposes. 

The objection to the new arrangements is that a farmer may 
thus obtain for an individual bull subsidies amounting in three 
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years to £40 (or to £60 under the scheme for 1905), Bums 
which, it must be admitted, are somewhat excessive. 

The limit to the funds available for the improvement of live 
stock may be said to have now been reached, and it is not 
improbable that as more animals become available County 
Committees will desire to distribute the money over a larger 
number of bulls— in other words they will probably reduce the 
value of premiums.

It will be seen from these figures that the magnitude of the 
operations under this scheme has more than doubled since 
1901, a fact which testifies to its growing popularity. 

Li 1904 the scheme of loans for the purchase of bulls worked 
most satisfactorily, farmers having begun to realise the need 
tor makmg early application instead of delaying until the eve 
oi the spring shows and sales, when it is impossible to give 
due attention to each case. 

The Department’s Inspectors report that on the whole an 
improvement has taken place in the manner in which premium 
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bulla have been kept. In some cases, however, the persons 
selected were quite unable to feed or to care for a high-class 
animal. 

The Department found it necessary to place specially a 
number of bulls in congested districts, owing to the difficulty 
of getting residents to realise that the schemes are now ad- 
ministered by the local and not by the central authority. 
During the year every opportunity has been taken to impress 
upon residents in these areas the desirability of applying early 
to the County Committee. These efforts appear to have been 
successful, as the Department are informed that a large num- 
ber of farmers in congested districts have already applied to 
County Committees for premiums in 1905. 

The distribution of premium bulls is not all that could be 
desired, as some forward counties usually secure their full 
complement of the available animals, whereas others make 
their arrangements too late for the principal sales and shows, 
where all the best animals are sold. The remedy is in the 
hands of the County Committees themselves, and the Depart- 
ment trust that these bodies will see that action is taken suffi- 
ciently early to give those who desire premiums an opportunity 
of getting a fair share of the best animals available. Hitherto 
the supply of first-class bulls has not been sufficient to meet 
the wants of the country. 

The number of boars kept under the terms of the 1904 
scheme for encouraging improvement in 
Swine Scheme. swine, shows a decrease since 1903. This 
is due to the difficulty of procuring an ade- 
quate supply of suitable animals, of exhibiting boars at local 
shows, and of getting farmers to attend to buy them. The 
amount of the premium — T5— is in a large number of oases 
enough to pay for the boar outright, and would appear to be 
sufficient inducement to enable anyone who has to keep a 
boar to secure a good one. Experience, however, has shown 
the need for a change. Several recommendations have been 
made to the Department, to most of which effect has been 
given in the 1905 scheme.

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The system adopted in 1903 of allowing each County Com- 
mittee to place at the disposal of local 
Subsidies agricultural societies a sum out of the joint 
to Agricultural fund, has not given universal satisfaction. 

Shows. Complaints have been made that under 

this system the funds are not always so 
well administered as in 1902, when the County Committees 
themselves prepared the schedule and paid the prizes 
awarded thereunder. An Inspector of the Department 
attended most of the shows, and in many cases 
reported an improvement. The Department, however, are 
on the whole dissatisfied with the work done by many agricul- 
tural societies. In too many cases expenses are greater than 
the value of the prizes warrants. In other cases little encou- 
ragement is held out to the small farmer, while in many others 
no assistance whatever is given by the society in furthering 
the schemes of the County Committee. If local agricultural 
societies are to continue to receive grants out of public funds 
they will have to do something more than merely hold an 
annual show. In a variety of ways these societies could do 
much to promote the schemes of County Committees. Meet- 
ings might be held in winter, experiments conducted, the 
Fertilisers and Feeding Stuffs Act might be put into operation, 
and the Department’s Seed-Testing Station might be made 
use of by the society in its collective capacity, and competitions 
in ploughing, hoeing, hedging, thatching, &c., might be pro- 
moted for the benefit of the rising generation of farmers. It is 
hoped that in 1905 such progress will be made in these direc- 
tions as will justify the continuance of the grants.

To relieve congestion in the central offices, which occurs at 
periods through the year when farmers are 
Agricultural seeking for premium sires and for informa- 
8tations. tion on almost every subject connected 
with farm work, the Department have for 
some time had under consideration the desirability of establish- 
a agricultural stations in districts remote from Dublin 
Attention has already been called to the difficulty in connec- 
v? 5 “ e „ ca ^ e an ^ swine schemes owing to the unequal 
distribution of premium sires. While the success or failure 
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of the live stock schemes depends to a great extent on the 
activity and .business capacity of the County Secretary, it must 
be admitted that the successful administration of the schemes 
is hampered by the present arrangements for the selection of 
sires which require applicants for premiums to attend sales in 
Dublin and thereby impose considerable expense on small 
farmers, particularly on those from the Western districts. The 
system of the Department purchasing animals and sending 
them on approval to applicants is obviously unsatisfactory. By 
the provision, however, of an agricultural station it will ‘be 
possible to purchase a number of animals and locate them 
within easy reach of the districts where such animals are 
required. There farmers may without great expense attend 
and themselves make their selection. The Department have 
acquired premises suitable for such stations at Ballyhaise, Co. 
Cavan, at Athenry, Co. G-alway, and at Clonakilty, Co. Cork. 
These places are within easy reach of important railway junc- 
tions. The Department will favourably consider the question 
of allowing young men to attend at these farms in the capacity 
of farm apprentices. 

To supplement the work of itinerant instruction several 
County Committees have undertaken the 
Prizes for Cottages and task of encouraging the improvement of 
Small Farms. cottages and small farms by offering a 
number of prizes for competition among 
occupiers. Schemes of this kind were tentatively approved of 
by the Department in two counties in 1901. The success at- 
tending the efforts in these counties that year led six addi- 
tional counties to arrange for similar schemes in 1902. In 
1903 nineteen, and in 1904 twenty-five counties adopted similar 
schemes. It is evident that the Committees are satisfied that 
the work is accomplishing the end desired, as in 1905 provision 
has been made for schemes of this nature by twenty-seven 
counties. . 

Nearly all the schemes contain provision for prizes for both 
labourers’ cottages and small farms. The total amount ap- 
proved for the purpose of this scheme in 1905 is about £5,000. 

The work of judging is now done, so far as possible, by the 
Itinerant Instructors in Agriculture, although, for reasons 
readily understood, no instructor acts as judge in the county to 
which he is attached. 

The object of the prizes will be best understood by reference 
to the following points taken into consideration by the judges 
in making their awards : — 

Cottage Section. 

(a.) Cleanliness and general order of cottages and premises. 

(6.) Cultivation of garden and variety of vegetables grown, 
arrangement of manure heap , and provision for collec- 
tion of liquid manure. 

fc.) General management and care of live stock (if any). 
Quality of poultry to be particularly considered. 
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Small Farm Section. 

(a.) Cleanliness, order and economy in dwelling-house and 
offices (including poultry-houses). 

(6.) Judicious character of cropping, efficiency of cultivation, 
arrangement of manure heaps, and provision for col- 
lecting liquid manure. 

(c.) General condition of land under grass, care of fences, 
gates, water courses, &e. 

(d.) Freedom of land from weeds, including grass land, stack 
yards, and headlands. 

(c.) Cultivation of headlands. 

(/.) Management and care of live stock and poultry, par- 
ticularly with regard to their quality. 

Special credit is given where simple accounts of 
receipts and expenditure are kept and exhibited to the 
judge. 

(c.) — S pecial Investigations. 

One of the duties of each Instructor in Agriculture is to con- 
duct a number of field experiments, mainly 
Field on the influence of manures and seeds in 

Experiments. the yield of crops. During the year 1903 
such experiments were conducted in the 
counties of Antrim, Carlow, Cavan, Down, Kildare, Sligo, 
North Tipperary, and Wicklow. 

The crops experimented upon were hay, potatoes, mangels, 
turnips and oats. The results of these experiments, together 
with a report thereon, were published in the Journal, March, 

1904. These reports have since been issued separately in the 
form of leaflets which have been very largely distributed 
among farmers throughout the country. A large number of 
experiments on the same crops have again been carried out 
during the year 1904 in the same counties as last year, together 
with Londonderry, Armagh, Wexford, Kilkenny, Waterford, 
and Cork. The complete results of these have not yet been 
received, but as soon as possible the reports will duly appear 
in the Journal. 

The arrangement made with Messrs. Arthur Guinness, Sons 
and Company, Ltd. , in 1901, for the carry- 
Barley Growing. ing out of special investigations into the 
growing of malting barley has been con- 
tinued. The 1904 experiments were carried out in Cork, 
Tipperary, Queen’s County , Wexford, and Louth. The results 
are the subject of a special paper in the Journal, January, 

1905, which will be reprinted in leaflet form. 

Those who are interested in the development of the early 
potato-growing industry, started a few 
Early Potato years ago by the Department in certain 
Growing. localities, should read a report of the work 
for 1904 whidh appears in the Journal for 
October , 1904. It may be here stated that the experiments were 
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considerably extended last season with varying results. Some 
of the new districts included were not quite suitable for this 
crop. At all the old centres the industry has developed, and 
some remarkably fine crops were grown in Sligo, Clare, and 
Cork, some of them being ready to raise by the middle of June. 
A hopeful feature is the fact that several merchants in Great 
Britain have reported that the quality of the crop was excel- 
lent, and have made pronouncements to this effect in trade 
journals. 

The financial results this year were not so good as formerly , 
not so much because the crops were bad or late, but owing to 
the altogether unprecedented fall in prices in July. The 
Jersey returns are stated to be less than half those of 1903, and 
the Cornish crop suffered similarly. Irish returns, though 
smaller than usual, were not really unprofitable, chiefly because 
old varieties had 'been discarded, and only good vigorous seed 
used. This is an important point and one to which growers 
should pay special attention. 

Cultivation and general tillage was not quite up to what the 
Department desire ; and the. methods of marketing are still far 
from perfect. A wholesome rivalry has been stimulated among 
growers which augurs well for the experiments in 1905 , for the 
carrying out of which steps are now being taken. 

In the last Annual Beport it was stated that the Department 
had established at Portadown a small ex- 

Frult and Vegetable perimental factory to determine whether 
Preserving. fruit preserving and drying can be profit- 
ably undertaken in Ireland. The fruit 
crop of 1903 was deficient, there were no trained hands, and 
much difficulty was experienced in securing a proper water 
supply. The crop of 1904, on the Other hand, has been excel- 
lent, and a very large quantity of fruit has been preserved. 
Those who have tried them pronounce the preserved products 
of the factory to be excellent, and quite as good as similar pro- 
ductions of other countries. Steps are now being taken to place 
the manufactured article on the market. 

A great drawback has been the difficulty in securing a regular 
and prompt delivery of clean, well-handled fruit. A very large 
percentage of the fruit delivered was quite unsuited for pre- 
serving, and, accordingly, could only be converted into pulp 
for sale to jam manufacturers. While by this means the 
Department have been enabled to provide a market for the 
surrounding growers, it is impossible for them to pay a good 
price for fruit which has to be rehandled, and of which only 
a small proportion is fit for preserving. Notwithstanding the 
fact that better prices were paid for clean carefully picked 
fruit, growers seemed to take very little trouble about gathering 
and despatching their fruit to the factory. The efforts of the 
Department’s officers have, therefore, been directed towards 
effecting an improvement in this direction, and it is to be hoped 
that, in the interests of the fruit growers themselves as well as 
of the factory, these efforts may meet with success. 
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Vegetable drying to a considerable extent has also been 
carried on at Portadown. A contract has been made for part 
of the winter’s output ; but it is yet too early to form any 
opinion as to the results. 

In previous reports reference was made to a company started 
at Drogheda, under the title of “ Drogheda Fruit, Ltd.,” for 
the making of jam. Unfortunately, this business was not a 
financial success, and as it was evident that the company could 
not make provision for buying up the 1904 fruit crop, the 
Department themselves took over the business in May last and 
made it a branch of their fruit-preserving factory at Portadown. 

The remarks as to the quality of the fruit supplied at Porta- 
down apply with equal force to Drogheda where a large pro- 
portion of the deliveries had also to be made into pulp, only a 
very small proportion being delivered in a condition fit for pre- 
serving. 

Generally, it may be said that the experience gained so far 
with fruit and vegetables grown in Ireland is that they are well 
fitted for preserving, and that the products are quite equal to 
those of other countries ; but improvement in picking, grading, 
and delivery must be effected before it can be possible for the 
business to be made a financial success. This is a question of 
education. 

The ultimate aim of the Department in making this ex- 
periment is to encourage fruit growing ; as it is realised that 
without an outlet for second and third class fruit, farmers will 
not be induced to plant large areas, and to take that interest in 
the industry which is essential to success. 

The Department have carried out experiments and demon- 
strations, and have trained workers so as to make the conditions 
as favourable as possible for private enterprise in fruit preserv- 
ing, and when this object is attained they will deem it their duty 
to either sell or close the Portadown and Drogheda factories. 
Already a large number of hands have been trained, and it 
is gratifying to be able to report that two firms have now 
started fruit preserving and drying with the help of workers 
trained by the Department at Portadown. 

In this connection reference may be made to the fact that 
by direction of the Department the manager of the Portadown 
factory made frequent visits to the South of Ireland which 
have resulted in the starting of cider making at two centres 
and fruit pulping at one. The services of trained cider-makers 
have, where available, been secured by the Department for the 
purpose of teaching local hands in this country. 

The Department have continued their experiments at Glen- 
field, Liscarrol, County Cork, to ascertain 
Cheese-making whether good cheese can be profitably 
Experiments. made in Ireland , and how the returns com- 
pare with those from making milk into 
butter. As cheese-making commences in spring and ends in 
autumn, the figures given in the last Annual Report were those 
for the year 1902. The figures for 1903 are now given, but 

a 
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those for 1904 are not yet to hand, the cheese not having been 
sold. As was explained in the last Report, all the milk pro- 
duced on the farm is not used for cheese-making, a certain pro- 
portion being required for calf-rearing. When the balance is 
not sufficient to make one large cheese per day— as is the case 
in early spring and late autumn— the milk is sent to a 
creamery.

The whey, which ia a bye-product in cheese-making, was fed 
to pigs, and was valued at £48. This figure was deduced from 
the total value of the pigs when -sold, the price paid for them 
when bought, and the cost of the Indian meal fed along with 
the whey. It works out to about £ 1 per cow, and is usually 
reckoned sufficient to defray the cost of making the cheese. 

The money returns for 1903 were not so good as those of 
1902. In 1903 the cheese trade was good at the beginning ol 
the season, but towards the spring of 1904, when the last of 
the cheese made at Glenfield was being sold, the price fell 
lower than it has been for several years, the last consignment 
only realising 50s. per cwt., as against 68s. made at the begin- 
ning of the season. The bulk of the cheese was made to suit 
the taste of the Glasgow market, and was sold there. 

Encouraged by the success of this experiment, cheese- 
making has been started by two or three creameries m iy04, at 
one of which— Ililleshandra, County Cavan— the Department 
supplied the services of an expert cheese-maker to instruct the 
manager in the process. 

During 1904 one pupil was trained at Glenfield, and so far 
as the accommodation will provide, the Department are pre- 
pared to train others during 1905 . 

The series of calf-feeding experiments which was com- 
menced at Collooney, Sligo, m 1901, has 
calf Feeding been continued. Reports on the experi- 
ments carried out in 1901 and 1902 have 
already appeared in the Department’s Journal. The calves 
reared at Collooney in 1903 — the third batch have, recently 
been sold as one-and-a-half year old stores. Full particulars of 
the cost of feeding , the weights of the animals , and the prices 
obtained, will be published in the Journal .

The 1901, 1902, and 1903 experiments will form the first 
series. A second series was begun at Collooney in the spring 
of 1904. Five batches of calves were fed to test the value of 
the following foods : —

(3.) Separated milk, Indian meal, and flax seed ; 

(4.) Separated milk, oatmeal, and flaxseed ; and,

Very few samples of Perennial or Italian rye reached a stan- 
dard of 85-90 per cent, of germination. Some samples showed 
only 50 per cent., and others were as low as 23 per cent. 

Cocksfoot, Timothy, Meadow Foxtail, and the Fescues were 
generally satisfactory as regards purity, but often inferior in 
germinating power — the lowest being 15 per cent., 34 per 
cent., 1 per cent., and 1 per cent., respectively, in the order 
named. 

Wheat showed excellent germinating power as a rule, but 
oats and barley were too often of low standard : three different 
samples of oats gave 2 per cent., 3 per cent., 7 per cent. only.

A good deal of foreign clover came into the country , and was 
sold as English red clover, many of the samples contain- 
ing the pest dodder. The clovers show that farmers are 
satisfied with an inferior article, though there is nothing 
now to prevent them from securing good seed of guaranteed 
purity and germination. White, red clover and alsike showed 
respectively, 46, 27, and 38 as the lowest percentages of .germi- 
nation. 

Mangels were, on the whole, satisfactory, but some samples 
of swede and turnip were as low as 26 to 38 per cent. 

It will be seen from the above that there is room for very con- 
siderable improvement, which can only be effected by insisting 
on getting nothing but the best seed, and by systematically 
using the Seed-testing Station. 

One of the difficulties which has not yet been overcome is the 
tendency of farmers to delay sending in their samples until too 
late in the season — so late, indeed, that the seed must of neces- 
sity be sown before the report can be issued. The natural 
period of germination extends over some time, varying with the 
variety of seed, and it is impossible to hasten the result if a 
full report is to be issued. Accordingly, time must always be 
allowed for furnishing a report, and the rush of samples in late 
spring avoided to prevent delay. 

Experiments in the cultivation of tobacco, conducted by the 
Department in 1900, 1901, and 1902, 
Tobacco Growing. proved (1) that the tobacco plant can be 
grown successfully in Ireland , and (2) that 
the crop, when blended with American leaf, can be manu- 
factured into a mixture suitable for smoking. It remained to 
ascertain whether tobacco could be made a profitable crop. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer, having been approached on 
the subject in 1903, agreed to relax certain restrictions which 
hitherto prevented a test on a commercial scale from being 
made. He granted facilities for experimental cultivation on 
an extended scale at centres to be selected by the Department, 
subject to conditions determined by the Department in consul- 
tation with the Board of Inland Revenue. These facilities in- 
clude the refund for a period of five years of one-third of the 
duty levied on tobacco grown under special sanction. 

Two centres — one near Navan, County Meath, and the other 
in County Wexford — were selected for the proposed experi- 
ments in 1904. Owing, however, to the difficulty of obtaining 
expert technical assistance it was found necessary to postpone 
the proposed Wexford experiments. 

As the raising and disposal of tobacco involve considerations 
of a special nature a number of the leading tobacco merchants , 
together with other persons directly interested in the tobacco 
industry, were invited to act as an Advisory Committee to the 
Department. The experiment at Navan was proceeded with , 
and there about twenty statute acres have been cropped with- 
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tobacco by Colonel Everard. The growth was quite satisfac- 
tory. A drying and curing barn fully equipped has been erected 
under Colonel Everard ’s supervision at Randlestown, the cost 
being defrayed by the Department. 

As the value of the crop depends largely upon the manner in 
which it is cured, the Department were most anxious to secure 
for this operation the best technical advice and supervision 
available. Much difficulty was experienced in procuring the 
services of an expert possessing the necessary qualifications, 
but the Department were finally enabled to obtain the assist- 
ance of Professor N. J. Harper, Chief of the Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station of the State of Kentucky, who came to Ire- 
land expressly for the purpose of supervising the work of har- 
vesting and drying the crop at Navan. This process has been 
successfully completed, and as soon as the crop has been cured 
it will be sold. 

As in previous years, the Department continued their offer 
to analyse the material used in the spray- 
Anay.isof ing of the potato crop to prevent blight.- 
Spraying Material. The following table shows the number of

As a rule, the Department do not undertake the analysis of 
fertilisers or feeding stuffs, as provision is made for the analysis 
of such substances by county analysts at fixed fees. In a few 
exceptional cases, however, where they have reason to suspect 
the sale of inferior substances, the Department have had both 
fertilisers and feeding stuffs examined. 

In the last Annual Report reference was made to a small 
experiment carried out by the Department 
Manufacture of in Co. Cavan in the manufacture of peat 
Peat Fuel. fuel. During the summer of 1904 the 
experiment was repeated on a much larger 
scale at Inny Junction, Westmeath. A complete set of 
machinery, driven by steam, was employed. The work com- 
menced early in spring, and a large quantity of peat was manu- 
factured. Many difficulties had to be overcome. The work 

E 
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had scarcely been begun when a strike occurred among the 
men employed. The surface of the bog was found very defec- 
tive for drying purposes and had to be drained. Finally , when 
the turf was ready for sale the regulations of the Board of Trade 
prevented its being loaded on the railway without a special 
siding. The fuel has therefore been stacked until next season, 
when steps will be taken to fulfil the necessary conditions 
under which it can be put on rail. A small quantity was sold, 
and the reports are very favourable. 

It is proposed to continue these experiments in 1905. 

Some peat moss litter was also manufactured under approved 
foreign methods. Most favourable opin- 
Peat Moss Litter. ions were received as to the quality of 
the stuff turned out. Persons competent 
to judge certified that it was really better than any home or 
foreign litter heretofore used by them. During the past year 
the Department also caused extensive and exhaustive inquiries 
to be carried out with a view to ascertaining the cause of the 
failure of Irish-made peat moss litter to compete with the 
foreign article in the home markets. The result of these in- 
quiries leads the Department to the conclusion that such 
failure is mainly due to the defective machinery employed for 
the purpose in this country. 

At the date of writing this report thi flax crop of 1904 has 
Flax Growing not been scutched, and the remarks made, 
therefore, mainly apply to the 1903 crop. 

Manurial experiments knd trial of seeds on the lines adopted 
in 1902 were carried out it ten farms in Londonderry, Antrim, 
and Down. The produde was scutched in the Department’s 
mill at Carthall* near Coleraine, last winter and spring, and a 
complete report was published in the Department’s Journal, 
June, 1904, and subsequently as Leaflet No. 52. The manurial 
experiments again demonstrated the beneficial effects of the 
application of a potassic manure in preventing the yellowing 
of the crop and in checking the growth of weeds. These trials 
were again repeated in 1904, and the produce is now being 
scutched, and will form the subject ot a report in the Journal. 

A test was also made of the effect of rippling the green flax 
straw. The yield of seed was, however, small, and the experi- 
ments show that the net returns from non-rippled were prac- 
tically identical with those from the rippled straw. 

As in previous years, the Department sent a deputation to 
the flax-growing districts of Holland and Belgium to study the 
systems there in vogue in sowing, harvesting and scutching. 
The deputation consisted of twelve members (farmers and 
scutch-mill owners) selected by the County Committees of the 
principal flax -growing counties. They were accompanied by 
one of the Department’s officers. The report of the deputation 
has been published in the Department’s Journal, June, 1904. 
Another deputation, similarly selected, was sent to the Con- 
tinent in 1904, and their report will appear in due course. 
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The effect of the steps taken by the Department on the 
recommendation of the Advisory Committee on Elax-growing 
to pay prizes at the flax shows in 1903 in flax seed has been 
to stimulate a desire to secure nothing but the best seed, and 
the Department are now assured that the flax growers have 
less difficulty in procuring good seed than was the case in 
former years. 

As in previous years, the County Committee organised shows 
of flax of the 1903 crop, and paid the prizes in seed purchased 
by the Department. Each Committee appointed a small sub- 
committee to carry out the details of the scheme (see Appen- 
dices, p. 170). Shows were held in the following counties, viz. : 
— Antrim, 4 ; Armagh, 2 ; Cavan, 1 ; Donegal, 5 ; Down, 5 ; 
Fermanagh, 1 ; Londonderry, 4 ; Mayo, 1 ; Monaghan, 1 ; 
Tyrone, 4. 

The judges at these shows were appointed by the Depart- 
ment. Their reports are similar to those of previous years, 
and indicate that as a rule well scutched lots were entered for 
competition. In some cases, however, they were unable to 
award prizes to well-grown flax owing to the want of care in 
scutching and handling, the prizes being given to produce of 
somewhat inferior straw which was better scutched and 
handled. 

Good prices were realised for flax entered for competition ; 
better, indeed, than that got for ordinary flax sold in the 
market. This was, of course, due to the care taken in scutch- 
ing and handling the lots prepared for exhibition. It would 
appear, however, that the show scheme has had the effect of 
inducing mill owners to spend more labour in preparing prize 
lots than they could economically devote to ordinary flax. The 
Department, in their scheme for 1904-05 suggested to County 
Committees that flax-growing should be encouraged not only 
by shows but by offering prizes (a) to growers for flax on foot, 
and (b) to mill owners and employes as the result of inspection 
of mills. These recommendations have been generally 
adopted. 

A series of scutching tests on the 1903 crop was again carried 
out at the Department’s mill at Carthall. The results of these 
tests were fully described in the Journal, June, 1904. 

Experiments in the artificial retting of flax were instituted 
at Millisle in the summer of 1904 with the straw of the 1903 
crop. These experiments were carried out under the auspices 
of the Elax Supply Association, to whom the Department made 
a grant for the purpose. About thirty acres of flax on foot was 
bought in the neighbourhood of the mill and dried in the fields. 
Unfortunately, however, the straw was somewhat damaged 
owing to the rain which fell during the time the flax was being 
dried. It is claimed that the method tried has all the 
advantages of the Courtrai system while it obviates some of its 
disadvantages. The retting was performed in specially con- 
structed tanks under the supervision of an expert. The retted 
straw is now being scutched, but the results are not yet to 
hand. During the summer of 1904 about fourteen acres of 
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flax was bought and dried on the fields. This flax is now 
stored, and will be artificially retted in the summer of 1905. 
The green flax from one field was divided into four parts, 
treated as follows : — 

(1.) In the usual Irish method. 

(2.) Unrippled, steeped in crates in 1903, dried, and again 
steeped in the summer of 1904. 

(3.) Rippled and otherwise treated as in No. 2. 

(4.) Dried in the fields, artificially retted in tanks in 1904. 

The flax treated in the usual Irish method has alone been 
scutched. 

The experiments on the disposal of creamery sewage at the 
Ballyrashane Creamery, a short account of 
Purification of which appeared in the Department’s 
Creamery Sewage. Journal for March, 1904, have been con- 
tinued. 

During the year some modifications, suggested by the experi- 
ence already gained, have been made in the septic tank. This 
tank has now been used continuously for sixteen months with 
satisfactory results. 

The percolating bacterial bed, which was not altogether 
satisfactory, has been replaced by two contact beds, the filling 
material used being limestone. This material, although not 
the best for the purpose, has been tried on account of its being 
the one substance readily available that is likely to give good 
results. 

Although the two bacterial beds, the efficiency of which in- 
creases with continuous use, have only been working a short 
time, they have already effected a considerable improvement 
in the effluent, and the objectionable odour previously so 
noticeable about the percolating bed has disappeared. 

It is thought that the present plant, with at most some minor 
alterations, will effect the desired purification ; but until it has 
been in use for a considerable time a definite claim to have 
achieved the desired objects cannot be made. 

To encourage improvement in the management of creameries 
the Department have undertaken — to pro- 
improvement in vide facilities at the Albert Agricultural 
Creamery Management. College, Glasnevin, to enable creamery 
managers to gain a good knowledge of the 
work ; to award a certificate to those managers who satisfy the 
Department that they have a sufficient knowledge of the sub- 
ject, and can manage a creamery with success ; to inspect and 
register creameries which are well equipped and managed ; 
and to hold annually a series of surprise butter competitions. 
These operations were undertaken by the Department for the 
first time in 1903, prior to which their assistance had been 
mainly in the form of general technical advice and inspection 
when asked for. The details of their present programme will 
be found in the Appendices, page 182.

The inspection of these has been carried on continuously 
during the year and such improvements as are required have 
been indicated to the managers. The result of the inspections 
will be announced early in 1905. 

On the results of the examination for the Creamery Man- 
agers’ Certificate held in March, 1904, six students who had 
attended the winter course for creamery managers at the Albert 
Agricultural College were awarded provisional certificates, ex- 
changeable for the Creamery Managers’ Certificates after the 
holders have, to the satisfaction of the Department, managed 
a registered creamery for at least one whole season. At the 
same examination Managers’ Certificates were awarded to the

The butter was, on the whole, of good average quality, but 
improvement is still to be looked for. The packages were 
superior to those used in 1903. At each competition the butter 
was judged by not less than four experts from four of the prin- 
cipal markets in this country and Great Britain. 

Apart from the scheme of instruction in horticulture under 
which County Committees obtain funds 
Fruit as a Farm from the Department for encouraging the 
Crop. growing of fruit by farmers and cottagers, 

the Department decided to organise in 
1904 an experiment at a limited number of centres 
for the cultivation of fruit on a strictly commercial 
basis in certain districts favoured with suitable soil 
and climate. The high initial expenditure involved in the 
planting of fruit trees on a large scale, the question of transit 
facilities and freight charges, the uncertainty as to the cost 
and value of the yield, and the amount of skill required for the 
successful cultivation of fruit, want of information as to the 
best means of disposal, are probably the principal causes of the 
hesitation on the part of farmers to undertake fruit-growing 
extensively. The Department hope that these experiments 
will be the means of affording them and the country 
definite information on the foregoing points. Four centres 
were established in 1904 — one each in Wexford, Cork, Clare, 
and Kilkenny. At each centre twenty acres — the property of 
twenty farmers whose lands are conveniently situated and 
suitable for fruit growing — are under cultivation (except in 
Cork, where fifteen acres only are planted with fruit). The 
work at each centre is supervised by a resident expert, whose 
services are paid for by the Department. The Department 
also supply the fruit trees free of cost to the holders of the land 
selected who undertake, on their part, to fence the land, supply 
free labour, and to carry out to the letter the instructions of the 
expert. The experiments will continue for five years, dating 
from January, 1904, during which time a careful record will be 
kept of the expenditure and receipts in connection with the 
cultivation, packing, transit, and sale of the fruit. 
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Anticipating a future demand for skilled woodmen and 
foresters, the Department, in the summer 
Forestry. of 1904, acquired Avondale House and 

demesne, County Wicklow — formerly 
owned by the late Mr. Charles Stewart Parnell — where it is 
intended to establish a forestry station, at which young men 
may be given a practical training in forestry to fit them to take 
charge of the planting and management of woods. A portion 
of the land is too poor and too exposed for planting. The re- 
mainder is well suited for the growth of timber, and a com- 
mencement was made in autumn last, when eight pupils were 
admitted. These are now engaged in clearing and planting 
under the direction of an experienced superintendent. 

During the winter months it is proposed to provide for these 
pupils an evening school at Avondale House. 

In addition to the Avondale property the Department have 
also acquired, as trustees, from the Estates Commissioners, 
about 240 statute acres of wood, formerly part of the Cool- 
greany Estate, Wexford. These woods are sufficiently near 
Avondale to be worked from that centre. 

Their attention having been called at a meeting of the 
Council of Agriculture to the prevalence 

Mortality fn Young of a disease in yearling cattle in Wex- 
Cattle. ford, the Department undertook an in- 

vestigation into the matter. Early in 
1904 they erected, on the farm of Mr. C. H. Peacocke, 
j.p., Belmont, about two miles from Wexford, a cattle 
hospital, and placed the investigation in charge of Mr. 
J. H. Norris, m.r.c.v.s., one of their Inspectors under the 
Diseases of Animals Act. Mr. Norris purchased a number of 
young cattle, and submitted them to a careful examination. 
The result of his investigations have shown that the disease is 
due to a parasite in the fourth stomach of the animal, and that 
it has no connection with the cattle mortality which engaged 
the Department’s attention in Co. Limerick some years ago. 

Mr. Norris’s interim report appeared in the Journal, Decem- 
ber, 1904. The investigation is not yet complete, and will be 
continued during 1905. 

During the last three years the Department’s attention has 
been called to the prevalence of abortion 

Abortion in Cattle. in cattle in this country. They have 
placed at the disposal of County Com- 
mittees a veterinary lecturer who has made a special study of 
this subject. This officer has been in constant request through- 
out the year. In addition to his lectures on the subject he has 
given numerous demonstrations and much advice to farmers as 
to the best methods of preventing and curing this disease. The 
Department have also made it obligatory on the owners of 
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premium .bulls to provide themselves with a syringe and dis- 
infecting material for cleaning the bull after each service of a 
cow. Owing to the contagious nature of the disease there is 
reason to believe that it is spread by means of the sire. 

Disinfection of the premises, of aborted cows, and of bulls, 
and the systematic use of carbolic acid in the food of in-calf 
cows have formed the chief means of prevention advocated. 

2. TECHNICAL INSTRUCTION. 

This report covers the period of the academic year 1st 
August, 1903, to 31st July, 1904. In dealing with the work 
of the branch it will be convenient to treat of the work of the 
different departments under the heads adopted in the previous 
Report, namely : — 

(1.) The organisation of a system of instruction in Experi- 
mental Science, Drawing, Manual Instruction, and 
Domestic Economy, in Day Secondary Schools. 

(2.) The organisation of Technical Instruction under Local 
Authorities. 

(3.) Training of Teachers. 

(4.) Central Institutions. 

(5.) Scholarships. 

(6.) Drawing and Manual Instruction in Primary Schools. 

(1-) The Organisation of a System of Instruction in 
Experimental Science, Drawing, Manual Instruc- 
tion, and Domestic Economy in Day Secondary 
Schools. 

The adoption by the Intermediate Board of the Depart- 
ment s programme of experimental science and drawing, com- 
bined with the grants from the Department and the subsidies 
from county and urban funds towards the equipment of labora- 
tories, has had the result of establishing the teaching of ex- 
perimental science on a sound basis in Ireland. A little over 
three years ago it was impossible to secure such teaching in 
Secondary Schools, for there were not more than half a dozen 
laboratories to be found in Secondary Schools in Ireland. The 
programme issued by the Department was, however, very 
rapidly taken up, so that while in the year 1901-2, 1S4 Secon- 
dary Schools were working in connection with the Department, 
in the year 1903-4 there were 239 schools. Some 243 labora- 
tories have been equipped during this period and have, it is 
estimated, cost a total of about Io0,000 for equipment. The 
plans of these laboratories have in the majority of instances 
been drawn up by the Inspectors of the Department ; in other 
cases by the Inspectors and school authorities acting in con- 
junction. The Secondary Schools in Ireland are extremely 
varied in type, and no .single scheme for a laboratory would 
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serve their diverse needs. A small country school may carry 
out the full science course efficiently in a single unpretentious 
laboratory, while a large college, such as Clongowes Wood, is 
justified in establishing two, or even more, large laboratories 
to enable it to deal adequately with so important a branch of 
general education. By the conjoint action of school authori- 
ties and the Department’s Inspectors, it is believed that th'e 
laboratories have been designed with a due regard to fitness. 

There are still twenty-eight schools adopting the Depart- 
ment’s Programme, which have been unable as yet to 
provide themselves with laboratories. In eighteen cases 
they are allowed to use the laboratories of the Tech- 
uical Schools administered by local authorities, while in 
ten they share the laboratory of a neighbouring Secondary 
School. The Department have approved of arrangements by 
which the services of county teachers have been made avail- 
able in Secondary Schools, not as a permanent arrangement, 
but to enable such schools to take up the programme, and in 
particular to encourage schools to take up, in the case of boys’ 
schools, manual instruction, and in the case of girls’ schools, 
domestic economy. The number of teachers employed by local 
authorities whose services are also utilised in Secondary 


Schools, is as follows : — 

Teachers of Science, . . . .15 

,, ,, Drawing, . . . .27 

,, ,, Manual Work, . . .31 

,, ,, Domestic Economy, . . 11 


The sole responsibility for providing teachers rests with the 
Secondary Schools ; but in a period of rapid development and 
extension such as this, considerable advantage has been 
derived from these instances of co-operation between local 
authorities and Secondary Schools, and the Department have 
encouraged such co-operation where it could be accomplished 
without injury to the schemes of Technical Education which 
it is the main business of the local authority to organise and 
administer. 

This co-ordination lias undoubtedly tended to encourage 
much-needed instruction in the subjects ol manual instruction 
and domestic economy. The increase in the number of schools 
taking these subjects is shown as follows

It will be seen that nearly nine thousand pupils have been 
under instruction in the Department’s programme of experi- 
mental science. The special courses which appear to be most 
popular are physios and chemistry. Considerable latitude is 
allowed both in regard to the choice of the special subjects and 
also in regard to the syllabus taught. While the syllabuses 
issued in connection with the programme have been drawn up 
with great care and are liable to revision from year to year as 
may be found desirable, it should be borne in mind that con- 
siderable freedom exists to enable the teacher to adapt the 
course to local requirements. Apart from other considerations, 
however, the syllabus is a necessity in order that teachers shall 
know the ground to be covered in the case of candidates for 
honours in the examinations of the Intermediate Education 
Board. It is hoped that schools will avail themselves of this 
freedom, and will study the question of the probable future 
careers of the pupils and choose such courses as will best fit 
them for their after life. There are, no doubt, other cir- 
cumstances which must enter into the consideration of such a 
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choice, but the predominant factor should be the aim of the 
course in relation to the future career of the pupil. This con- 
sideration applies with great force to the curricula of girls 
schools. After making allowance for the limited number of 
schools where pupils are trained for the universities, it is sig- 
nificant that out of 82 girls’ schools and 26 mixed schools there 
are only 18 taking domestic economy and only 4 taking the 
useful syllabus of physiology and hygiene. There are, hap- 
pily, signs of improvement in this most important matter. 

In regard to boys’ schools it may be said that they fall into 
two main groups — 

(1.) In which the pupils are being trained for a future pro- 
fessional or ecclesiastical career. 

(2.) In which the pupils on leaving school pass into indus- 
trial employment of some kind or other. 

In regard to the first type it is no doubt natural that chemis- 
try or physics should be chosen as the subject of the 
special course ; but in regard to many schools of the second 
type, it is almost certain that such a syllabus as that m 
mechanical science would be of greater use to the pupils than 
physics or chemistry. Yet there are but four schools in all 
Ireland taking this special course. The scarcity of provision 
for such teaching, bearing closely on m- 
Day Trade dustrial requirements, justifies the estab- 

Preparatory Schools, lishment of Day Trade Preparatory 
Schools. Three of these are already in 
existence in connection with — 

Belfast : Municipal Technical Institute : 

Belfast : Christian Brothers’ Schools (Hardinge-street) ; 

Limerick : Municipal Technical Institute. 

These schools specialise in science, drawing and manual work, 
but also devote a fair proportion of time to literary subjects. 
An entrance examination has been instituted in the case of 
the Belfast schools, and is equivalent to Standard VI. of the 
National School programme. The Trade Preparatory Schools 
compete with no existing schools , but seek to retain the more 
promising boys leaving the Primary School for a further course 
in a curriculum drawn up with a view to the future career of 
the pupils. Puller particulars respecting these schools will 
be found further on. 

On a review of the three years’ work now ended, one gene- 
ralisation appears to be fully justified. The teaching of experi- 
mental science and drawing has taken its place in Irish Secon- 
dary Schools as an element of genftral education, and is being 
taught in a manner that warrants the belief that it will fulfil 
the purpose it is intended to serve. There are, undoubtedly, 
defects to be remedied, but, in view of the difficulties which 
had to be overcome, the progress made is far greater than could 
have been looked for. 
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It is not desired that science should exceed its proper func- 
tion in Secondary Schools. The subjects dealt with in the 
programme are an important element in education, but the 
Department do not wish, and will not approve of, any undue 
encroachment on the other branches of a general education. 

Particulars of the progress of the work in each province 
are contained in the following extracts from the reports of the 
Department’s Inspectors. Mr. Fletcher, late Senior Inspec- 
tor, writes in regard to the Secondary Schools in Leinster and 
Connaught : — 


“ During the session seventeen additional Secondary Schools

“ The work has progressed satisfactorily, and the Special Courses 
j have an general been well done. There is some danger that the Pre- 
^ limmaiy Coum may be regarded as secondary in importance to the 
„ kP eclal Courses. It is hardly necessary to say that the Preliminary 
(( Courses are all-important and demand as thoughtful and purposeful 
teaching as any of the Special Courses ; the work done in them controls 
the work of the Special Courses. 


“The following points have been impressed upon Inspectors in the 
course of their visit to the schools of the district: — 

“ M im P r °vement in the cleanliness and order of laboratories. 
(6.) Weakness in manipulative skill, dpe in a large measure to 
^ the fact that teachers do too much for the pupils, and pro- 
^ vide ready-made simple pieces of apparatus, which the pupils 
should be allowed to make for themselves. 

“ Excessive time spent on dictation of notebook records, or on 
out rec ords of experiments. There is some danger that 
the educative value of an experiment may sometimes be lost in 
. the desire to make a presentable record of the results obtained, 
J™ lCh comes be regarded as an end in itself. 

• (d.) The necessity for frequent revision and discussion of the mean- 
ing of the results obtained. 

‘‘There has been steady improvement in the teaching of Drawing 
„ Geometrical Drawing being probably the weakest part of the work. 
„ j ^vantages of the collective method of teaching, and also the 
„ educ . atl ve value of Memory Drawing, have been brought home to In- 
spectors.

Writing in regard to the schools in Ulster, Mr. Dixon 
says : — 

With the exception of two of .the fifty schools which had adopted the 
c • “Department's Begulations for Science and Draw- 
Secondary Schools, ^ mg all went on this year to a second or third 
Ulster. (( year s course. One of these schools gave up Science 

* . “ Caching for the year, the other merely 

repeated the first years course. The cause of these schools dropping 
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“ behind was the difficulty of obtaining qualified teachers. This diffi- 
“ culty, whilst rapidly disappearing, is still seriously felt by many 
“ schools, especially with regard to Art teachers. 

“ Fifteen new schools adopted the Department’s Regulations, so that 
“ there were sixty-four schools in all working throughout the province. 

“ Ten new laboratories were equipped. A few schools made use of 
“ other Secondary or Technical School laboratories, or provided tem- 
“ porary accommodation for their classes. 

“ Improvement in the arrangements and cleanliness of the laboratories 
■ was noticeable ; but there is still room for further improvement. 

“ The experience gained by the previous yeai v ’s teaching has been 
“ utilised, and there has been a steady advance in the work of the 
‘ Preliminary Courses. 

“ The Special Course in Chemistry, which was most frequently taken 
“as ,a third year’s course, was somewhat disappointing. The teaching 
“ has been of rather too academic a character, and the experimental 
“work and manipulation were jveak. 

77 The Special Course in Physics was better, and much of the work 
was decidedly good. 

“ The course in Mechanical Science was only taken by two country 
“ schools. It is regretted that this eminently useful course has not been 
“ adopted by any of the schools in the manufacturing towns. 

“ Drawing as a special subject was taken up in addition to some other 
“ subject by a good number of schools, and on the whole was satis- 
“ factory, the chief fault being a tendency to specialise too soon by de- 
“ voting all attention to one section of the syllabus. 

“ Botany. Physiology and Hygiene, and Domestic Economy, were only 
“ taken up by a few schools ; but the work in this direction was, on the 
“whole, excellent. 

“ As yet, Manual Instruction has been taken by only three schools. It 
“ is hoped, however, that this number will at least be doubled in the 
“ coming session. 

“The most notable development of secondary education in Ulster, in 
“ connection with the Department, was the establishment in Belfast of 
“ two ‘ Trade Preparatory Schools,’ one by the Belfast Technical Instruc- 
“ tion Committee, the other by the Christian Brothers. These are in no 
“ sense Intermediate Schools, and will not compete at the Intermediate 
“ Board’s Examinations. The object of the schools is to provide a 
“ specialised training for boys who are intended for industrial occupa- 
“ tions. While due regard is paid to the subjects of a general education, 
“ special attention is devoted to imparting a sound training in the 
“ elements of Science as applied to the local arts and manufactures. 
“The courses are designed to extend over four years, and will be 
“arranged on the following lines: — 

“First Year. — Mathematics, English, Drawing, Physics, a 
“modem language, Manual Instruction, Gymnastics. 

“Second Year. — Mathematics, English, Chemistry, Geometrical 
“ Drawing, Elements of Machine Drawing, Mechanics, a modern 
“ language, Manual Instruction, Gymnastics. 

“Third Year.- — Mathematics, English, Physics. Chemistry, 

“ Mechanics, Practical Geometry, Machine Drawing, a modern lan- 
guage, Manual Instruction, Gymnastics. 

“Fourth Year. — Mathematics, Practical Geometry, Machine or 
“Building Construction, Steam or Chemistry, a modem language, 
“Manual Instruction Gymnastics. 

“ The time given to each subject during the past session ( first year)

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“ The regulations require that the pupils shall not be less than twelve 
“ years of age in the May previous to their entering the school, that 
“ they have been enrolled in the sixth standard of a National School for 
“ at least twelve months, or show that they have reached an equivalent 
“ educational standard. Admission to the schools is conditional upon 
“passing an entrance examination. Scholarships are awarded in both 
“ schools on the result of the entrance examination conducted by the 
“ Department. The scholarship covers tuition and the necessary books 
“ and instruments. 

“ The ordinary fees are sixpence per week, payable weekly, or £1 
“ per session payable in advance. 

“ The schools started in October, upwards of 140 pupils were enrolled, 
“ and the result of the first year must be regarded as highly satisfactory.” 

Mr. Rich, writing on Munster, says : — 

“ In the great majority of the schools which have adopted the De- 
partment’s secondary programme the work has

The disappointing features are the neglect of mechanical science, 
“ and the small number of girls’ schools taking domestic economy. The 
‘ lack of qiialified teachers has prevented the fuller development of the 
„ J ' atter subject, but there is a growing belief in its importance, and a 
„ v ® r y considerable increase m the number of schools including it within 
i th eir curriculum is to be expected in the near future. The work done 
in the special courses was, on the whole, good, especially in cluemistry

note that the practical work in introductory chemistry showed a dis- 
tinct .advance.

“Waterford and Tipperary, to enable themi to prepare and plant 
“ experimental plots. A qualified instructor has paid weekly 

“ visits to the schools and given practical and theoretical 
“lessons. The instruction has been of a most useful and 

“practical nature, and at Tipperary, where one of the Brothers 

“has already made an excellent beginning, the work bias been 
“ carried on most successfully. In all the centres fine gardens have been 
“ laid out, particularly in Cork, but the instructor has experienced dith- 
“culty in securing good pupils, the School Managers not seeing 
“ their way to allow the Intermediate pupils to give up their time to

Mr. O'Sullivan, in reporting on drawing in Secondary Schools 
generally, says : — 

" Considering the fact that many of the teaphers have only had a

Schools. “ in some schools a high degree of efficiency has 

“ been reached. 

“ The following remarks on each section of the drawing programme 
“ will give a general idea of the quality of the work at the present 
“ time. , . . . . , . 

“ Freehand Drawing.— The method of teaching this subject is ex- 
“ cellent in some few schools, and good in many, but there are still 
“schools in which poor methods are employed; one instance of these 
“ methods is that small cards of different designs are given to each pupil 
“ in the class, thereby giving the teacher the maximum amount of labour 
“with a minimum result. . 

“ The use of the blackboard for the purpose of illustrating methods ol 
“setting out drawings and correcting general errors is very much 
“ neglected, and the systematic grading of exercises set is not yet properly 
“understood, or, if understood, does not receive sufficient attention. 

“ Simple Design. — In a few schools excellent work in this subject has 
“ been executed. In many, however, the work in this branch of drawing 
“ is not well understood, pupils in some cases being set the impossible 
“task of making original designs at the beginning of the session. All 
« that is required is that the pupils should be taught how to rearrange 
“ or adapt ornamental or natural forms which they have previously 
“ studied. . 

“ Object Draining. — The remarks on freehand drawing apply to this 
“subject also. It is pleasing to note that the number of schools in 
“ which real objects instead of diagrams are used as examples in the 
“ first year course, is on the increase. It is expected that this subject 
“ shall be wholly taught from real objects. 

“ Memory Drawing.. — There has been a distinct improvement in this 
“ important subject during the session ; exercises in memory drawing 
“ may with advantage be given more frequently. 

“ Model or Object Drawing.— This subject has been fairly well taught. 
“ There is, however, room for much improvement, and considering the 
“ great value of this subject to the majority of pupils, it is believed that 
“ if a greater portion of the time allotted to drawing in the second year 
“ course were given to this subject it would be an advantage. The 
« most, noticeable defects are want of attention to the grading of the 
“ exercises, and lack of blackboard demonstration illustrating the appli- 
cation to the drawing of common objects, science apparatus, etc.,, of 
“the principles of construction learnt in drawing the geometrical 
“ models. Many schools are handicapped in the teaching of this sub-

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“ desks are arranged in parallel lines instead of in a circle or semi-circle 
“ around tine group of models or objects. 

“ Geometrical Drawing. — There is ,a general improvement noticeable 
“ this subject. In some schools, however, the subject was not well 
‘‘taught, and the practice of giving the pupils text books to work f com 
“ is to be deprecated. Blackboard demonstration and the careful grad- 
“ ing of exercises should be encouraged. 

tf “ Solid Geometry. — The remarks on geometrical drawing apply to 
‘‘this subject also, and, in addition it is pointed out that cardboard or 
paper models were not made by the pupils and used with sufficient 
“ frequency. 

“In conclusion, it may be stated that while the majority of teachers 
“ show every inclination ,and readiness to accept suggestions for the 
‘ u improvement of the work, it is thought that a greater general im- 
“ provement would take place if the teachers read carefully through the 
“ ‘ Suggestions on the teaching of Drawing ’ issued by the Department, 
“ and adopted such of them as suit the requirements of their classes.” 
Dealing with domestic economy as taught in Secondary 
Schools, Miss Corley remarks that : — 

The result of the year’s work has been satisfactory, especially when 
“it is remembered that the time devoted to this 
Domestic Economy “ subject is so limited : the pupils have displayed 
In Secondary Schools. “ a keen interest both in the practical and the 
“theoretical sides of the subject. 

(( ” A ver y sensible pl,an which has been adopted in almost all the schools 
u 1S that °f cooking and serving a regular dinner. Thus pupils are in- 
i( structed not only in the actual operation of cooking, but also in cal- 
culating the costs and quantities of food, and so learn to apply instruc- 
tion m principles to housekeeping.” 

(2.) The Organisation of Technical Instruction under 
Local Authorities. 

The funds available for this section of the Department’s 
work are derived partly from the annual sum of T55,000 allo- 
cated under the Act, from a grant from the funds administered 
with the concurrence of the Agricultural Board, and from the 
Science and Art Vote. The method of distribution of the funds 
between the various local authorities is shown at page 55 in the 
Third Annual Report. 

The expenditure of the Science and Art Vote, which is avail- 
able for Evening Technical as well as Day Secondary Schools, 
is shown below.

The number of courses of instruction taken by these teachers 
was, in 1902-8, 344; while during the year under review there 
were 551 such courses. 

There has been a steady improvement in the quality of the 
work as well as an increase in the number of students attend- 
ing the courses.

The only administrative areas of local authorities in winch 
schemes of technical instruction in nomagricultural subjects 
were not in operation during the academic year 1903-4 are : 
County Antrim (including the Urban Districts of Carrickf ergus , 
Lisburn and Portrush) , County Armagh (including the Urban 
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District of Tanderagee), County Down (including the Urban 
Districts of Dromore and Warrenpoint) , and the Urban Dis- 
tricts of Dalkey (County Dublin), Kermoy (County Cork), 
Killiney and Ballybrack (County Dublin), and Limavady 
(County Londonderry). 

At the time of writing a separate scheme for the Urban 
District of Sligo, and a scheme for County Down, have been 
drawn up. It may be pointed out that within certain limits 
there is considerable flexibility in the schemes at work. They 
are revised from year to year, usually after conference between 
the Inspectors of the Department and the Committees ap- 
pointed to carry them out. Now that the Committees have bad 
some experience in working the schemes, and the objects in 
view are better understood, fewer difficulties are experienced 
and sounder educational work is accomplished. 


The Department clearly recognise that outside populous 
centres the work of technical instruction 
County Schemes. must be mainly agricultural in character ; 

the technical instruction of a non-agri- 
cultural character has been largely concerned with manual 
work in wood. Classes in this subject have been well attended 
both by young artisans and by farmers’ sons. In the case of 
the former the young workman has been enabled to get instruc- 
tion in various branches of his calling usually left untouched 
under the present system of apprenticeship ; while the young 
farmer has received such practical instruction as would enable 
him to “ turn his hand ” to meeting the common needs of hia 
farm, such as hanging a gate, or repairing a farm implement. 

Tn the case of girls, the teaching of cookery and other 
branches of household economy is supplying the most pressing 
need. The classes in these subjects are usually large, and 
students have often to be sent away on account of want of 
accommodation. There is clearly need for a more compre- 
hensive and far-reaching system of instruction in the subject 
of domestic economy. 

It may here be remarked that a very effective and economical 
scheme of co-ordination characterises certain of the county 
schemes where the county authority and the urban authority 
in the same county work a joint scheme of technical instruc- 
tion. Thus for example, Naas and Athy are worked with the 
County Kildare scheme ; Birr and Tullamore form part of the 
King s County Scheme ; Dundalk and Drogheda are organised 
and administered as part of the County Louth scheme, and 
Wicklow is administered with the County Wicklow scheme. 

Again, in County Tyrone, five local authorities are working 
a joint scheme.. The County Council, together with the Urban 
District Councils of Omagh, Strabane, Cookstown and Dun- 
gannon, have adopted a scheme under which the relatively 
small sums which would go to each authority are efficiently and 
economically administered by a joint Committee appointed by 
each contributing authority under Section 14 (2) of the Agri- 
culture and Technical Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899. 
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Similarly, in County Cork the funds for the urban districts 
are administered in connection with the county scheme with 
the same desirable results. 

It is a gratifying circumstance that such a spirit of co-opera- 
tion exists, as it enables the funds available to be administered 
with maximum economy and efficiency. 

In no part of the work of technical education has the ad- 
vance been so rapid and so sound as in the 
Urban Technical urban centres. In centres where, three 
Schools. years ago, there was no instruction of the 

kind there are now largely and regularly 
attended schools. The experience of the last three years has 
shown that this is no passing phase. The attendance has been 
maintained and the character of the work improved and 
deepened. Indeed, it is quite clear that there was urgent need 
for such a class of work as is now being done. Prior to the pass- 
ing of the Act such centres might have taken advantage of the 
Science and Art Grants under the published regulations of the 
Science and Art Directory. In many places small classes were 
established, but the subjects for which grants could be obtained 
were not generally such as were suitable for the small towns of 
Ireland. The rapidity with which temporary buildings have 
been obtained and equinped is noteworthy, and while much ex- 
cellent work has been done under these conditions , the provision 
of suitable buildings specially designed for such work has in 
many places become urgently necessary. The work of such 
evening technical schools is not without its difficulties. In the 
first place, the amount of time that can be devoted to evening 
classes by artisan students engaged in daily work cannot in 
the nature of things be large. If it were possible it would 
scarcely be desirable that such students should attend on more 
than two or three evenings per week. Moreover, it is a com- 
mon complaint that students joining these evening classes are 
very ill prepared to take up the work of technical instruction 
properly so called. Whatever may be the cause their previous 
education has not been such as to fit them to take full advan- 
tage of technical classes. There is, therefore, always the ten- 
dency for evening Technical Schools to take up a class of work 
for which they were not intended. Notwithstanding these 
difficulties the schools succeed, and this is largely because. those 
attending them are anxious to get instruction. Attendance at 
the schools is purely voluntary, and only those who feel the 
need of such instruction attend the classes. 

With the experience gained , these evening Technical Schools 
are coming more and more to take their due place in supple- 
menting the functions of the workshop, and providing for the 
young tradesman that instruction which could not be obtained 
in the workshop under modern industrial conditions. 

Reference to Table VII., page 288, will show the character 
of the students attending technical classes, and a summary of 
this table is given below, together with figures which will 
enable a comparison to be made with the previous academic

ing these classes has increased from 29,513 in 1902-3, to 39,398 
in 1903-4.

County and Urban Work. 


The foregoing remarks on schemes of technical instruction 
... ... .. may be supplemented by extracts from the 

. - ___ , Inspectors reports. 

in Manua or*, jy[ r _ Fletcher, late Senior Inspector, re- 
Domestic Economy, &c. on satisfactory progress in work- 

ing the urban and county schemes in Leinster and Connaught'. 
Dealing with the difficulties in the way of schemes of technical 
instruction in non-agricultural subjects in rural areas, he 
remarks that — 


“ Notwithstanding the obvious difficulties in the itinerant system of 
“ giving instruction in manual instruction, domestic economy and home 
“ industries, a better method could not be found for reaching the pupils 
“in out of the way districts who are probably most in need of such in- 
“ struction. As time goes on and the work is extended and developed, 
“ it will no doubt be possible to establish a great number of permanent 
“ centres, but even in these circumstances itinerant courses would still 
“ be capable of effecting great good and reaching a class not touched by 
“ any other system. It is found that as the pupils gain experience, and 
“ as the local committee realise what is expected in regard to such; courses, 
“ the organisation of temporary centres of instruction works more and 
“more smoothly. Still there is a pressing need for a- correct ap- 
“ preciation of the true aim of such work. Thus, for example, in 
“ domestic economy teaching it would seem in a few cases that the teacher 
“ imagines her first and last aim should be to demonstrate how a num- 
“ ber of useful dishes may be prepared. It is true that in a six weeks’ 
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“ course of instruction little can be done in the way of habit-form,ing, 
“ but it should be borne in mind that the main object of such oourses 
“ is to increase the efficiency, comfort, *and the economical management 
“ of the small ,and humble household. With this end in view, in- 
structresses will be wise to study carefully and sjonpatheticaily the 
“ conditions under which the majority of their pupils live, and they 
“ should adapt their instruction to those conditions, and to the means 
“ available in such families. Every part of the work and management 
“of a small home should in turn be dealt with in ,a well-devised course. 
“ It is hoped that it will be possible also to further extend simple in- 
struction of a commonsense kind in the principles underlying the 
“ Maintenance of Health, First Aid to the Injured, and the Avoidance 
“ of Aocidents.. Such instruction is already being given in certain 
“ centres, and now that this subject is included in the course of training 
“ for teachers, it is hoped that the teaching of it on sound lines may be 
“ considerably developed. The question of the 1 family budget ’ ,also 
“ demands further discussion in such classes. The cost of dishes is at 
“ least as important as the cooking of them, and a dish should never be 
“ prepared without a careful discussion of its cost. The laying of a 
“ table might, with advantage, be more frequently practised, and in the 
“ case of pupils walking long distances to attend these classes, arrange- 
“ ments should be made for them to partake of the simple meals they 
“ have cooked. This plan of cooking a complete che,ap dinner at each lesson, 
“instead of ‘separate dishes’ has been attended with very satisfactory 
“ results. Many of the girls who come into classes from a distance of 
“ four or five miles are glad enough to have a substantial meal at a 
“ very moderate price. Such an arrangement might be adopted in some 
“ of the industries classes where a simple but nutritious meal might, 
“ with advantage, replace tea and bread as luncheon. 

“ I am glad to say that some of the teachers engaged in itinerant work 
11 have visited the homes of their students from time to time, and have 
“ given practical advice ,§nd instruction. 

“ It should be remembered that the object of the instruction is rather 
“ to make thrifty housewives than professional cooks. 

“ The popularity of these courses has been such as to lead in some 
“ cases to overcrowding of classes. It would greatly tend to the effi- 
“ ciency of the te,aching if the numbers were carefully restricted. Where 
“the instruction is practical, it seems doubtful if a single teacher can 
“ supervise more than sixteen or twenty with efficiency. 

“ The courses of instruction in manual instruction have, on the whole, 
“ been very successful, and much good work has been done by members 
“of local committees in securing good classes in their districts. The 
“ courses have, perhaps, been most successful in villages and small rural 
“ centres, where the students displayed an interest and earnestness which 
“ students in more populous places sometimes lack. The success of any 
“ class depends in a very large measure on the personal qualities of the 
‘‘teacher. Where he throws himself with a whole-hearted enthusiasm 

into his work and seeks to know has work and adapt his instruction to 
“ th© needs of his pupils success almost inevitably follows, and the class 
“ becomes inspired with the enthusiasm of the teacher. 

“In County Kilkenny the manual instruction, given in temporary 
“centres, has been supplemented by scholarships to enable promising 
“ young tradesmen to attend a special higher course of instruction in 
“the City of Kilkenny with a view to the development of their 
i( industry. The results have been very gratifying. The 
“ jealousy with which journeymen in woodworking trades formerly 
u regarded the introduction of manual instruction is rapidly disappear- 
({ ln 8- apart from the relation of the training to those trades it is 
u now wideiy recognised that the instruction is a valuable training’ quite 
" apart from the special needs of the particular occupation or trade of 
(I £ he P u P lL is abundant evidence of the good that has resulted 

,, irem courses of manual instruction in rural centres, where additions 
(( and repairs that increase the comfort of the home and the orderliness 

of the farm or garden have been carried out. One of the principal 
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“ difficulties in the organisation of itinerant courses in rural districts is 
“that of finding suitable rooms in which to give the instruction, a 
“ defect which it is hoped may be remedied at no distant date. At 
“ present the classes have frequently to be held in hams, courthouses, 
“ ill-adapted National Schools, and other places in which it is difficult to 
“exhibit those examples of oleanliness and orderliness which teachers 
“ strive to inculcate by precept. 

Scholarships for Boys in Primary Schools , tenable in Secondary Schools. 

“ The scheme of junior scholarships organised in connection with 
“oounty schemes, and intended to enable boys of special ability on 

“ leaving the Primary Schools in remote districts to continue their 

“ education in schools equipped to teach the Department’s programme 
“ is still further developed. These schemes have been in operation in 

“Carlow, King’s County, Longford, Queen’s County, Tipperary (N.R.), 

“ Tipperary Rural District, and Wexford. 

“ Provision has further been made for the incorporation of similar 
“ schemes of scholarships in the technical instruction schemes for Galway 
“ Oounty and Kilkenny County. While these scholarships are ao- 
“ oomplishing much good, there is a great need for the development of a 
“ type of school in which boys who have followed the Primary School 
“ course may reoeive a training specially designed and fitted to prepare 
“them for industrial careers. Such schools, called Trade Preparatory 
“ Schools, have been successfully established in Belfast and Limerick, 
“ and it is proposed to establish one in the city of Kilkenny. 

“ it should be noted also that under the Oounty Cork scheme two senior 
“ scholarships of the value of £60 per annum each, tenable at the Royal 
“ College of Science, and one of £50, tenable at Cork, or Dublin, School 
“ of Art, were established. Under the Galway County scheme a scholar- 
“ ship was established for the special training of a teacher of commercial 
“ subjects. 

Residential Schools of Domestic Training for Girls. 

“ The object of these schools is to enable suitable girls to obtain a 
“regular course of instruction and training such as will cultivate in- 
“ telligenoe and resourcefulness, and render them more practical in the 
“ performance of home duties of all kinds. 

“ The following are the schools now in operation under the Technical 
“Instruction Branch : — Stradbally Convent of Mercy, Moate Convent 
"of Mercy Sligo Convent of Mercy, Sligo Ursuline Convent, Dunman- 
“way Convent of Mercy, Carrick-on-Suir Convent of Mercy. 

“ All these schools receive residential pupils for one year’s continuous 
“training. The large majority of the pupils hold scholarships awarded 
“ by selection under various county schemes. The residential school of 
“domestic economy at the Convent of Mercy, Portumna, which has in 
“ the past done such good work is now administered by the Agricultural 
“ Branch of the Department, and the Residential School at Dungarvan 
“is no longer connected with the Waterford County Scheme. 

“ An important experiment is being conducted in connection with the 
“Dublin County scheme. A school for the training of domestic ser- 
vants has been established at St. Kevin’s House, Kilmacud. The 
“ scheme provides ten scholarships of the value of £15 each, and provides 
“ a qualified teacher for this school. A detailed reference to this school 
“ will be made further on. 

Equipment Grants to Secondary Schools. 

“ Grants for the equipment of Secondary Schools have been made 
“under a number of county schemes during the past year, but the 
“majority of these schools are now adequately equipped, and the funds 
“ available for equipment grants are in most cases wholly expended. 
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Technical Glasses for Girls. 

“ Under a number of county schemes provision is made for aiding 
“ industries classes, complying with certain conditions, by means of 
“capitation grants. An essential condition is that each pupil, besides 
“ receiving at least 200 hours’ instruction in an approved home industry, 
“shall also receive at least forty hours’ instruction in domestic economy. 
“ This provision has been largely availed of, and is serving ,a useful pur- 
“ pose. One of its inherent defects, however, is that the payment of a 
“ grant is necessarily deferred until the close of the year. It will prob- 
“ ably be possible to modify this scheme so as to overcome this defect. 
“ Detailed reference is made to the working of the scheme under the re- 
" m,arks made on the various county schemes. 

REMARKS ON THE SEVERAL COUNTY AND URBAN SCHEMES. 

LEINSTER COUNTY SCHEMES. 

“ Carlow. — A manual instructor and two teachers of domestic economy 
“ have been at work throughout the session conducting classes for ordin- 
“ ary students, and classes for pupils of Secondary Schools in the per- 
“ manent centres — Carlow, Tullow, and B,agenalstown. They have also 
“ given courses of instruction in nine temporary centres. A grant was 
“ made towards the cost of equipping a new laboratory at Rathvilly. 
“ Additional grants have been made to three Secondary Schools for girls 
“ to provide suitable apparatus for the teaching of physiology and 
“ hygiene. The provision made to encourage local effort in the estab- 
lishment of new industries has called into existence a sinall hosiery 
" factory in Rathvilly, which bids fair to prosper. Twelve boys have 
“ held scholarships under the scheme at Secondary Schools for one year. 
“ In nine cases these have been renewed for a second session. 

“Dublin — The teachers of domestic economy have conducted courses 
“ in thirteen centres. The itinerant manual instructor resigned in De- 
“cember, but a successor was not appointed. With the funds thus set 
“ free the Committee established ten scholarships for girls desiring to 
“ be trained as domestic servants. Grants to provide instruction and 
“ designs have been made to lace classes at Edmondstown, Baldoyle, and 
“ Howth. 

“ Kildare. — The teaching staff now consists of an organising teacher, 
“ who is responsible for the organisation of the work under the scheme, 
“ and for the teaching of woodwork and art subjects in the permanent 
“ centres, Naas and Athy, a manual instructor, and two teachers of 
“ domestic economy. Satisfactory efforts have been made to provide for 
“ the needs of the county at large, ,and though all the teachers were 
“ newly appointed during the session, and there were many obstacles to 
“ be overcome at the outset, yet good progress has been made. Short 
“ courses of instruction have been given in twelve centres. The introduo- 
“ tion of needlework and the excellent attendance and progress of even- 
" ing students in some of the manual instruction classes in rural centres 
“ are prominent features of the year’s work. A grant was made towards 
“ the cost of equipping a laboratory at Newbridge, and a grant for a 
“ similar purpose has been promised to a Secondary School in Naas. 
“ Five girls have gone through their course ,as county scholars in the 
“ Stradbally Residential School of Domestic Training. 

“ Kilkenny. — Excellent work has again been done in temporary centres 
“ throughout the county by the two teachers of domestic economy and 
“ the manual instructor. The year has also seen the successful opening 
“ of three scholarship schemes. Six girls hiave received a year’s tuition 
“ in the Sligo Convent of Mercy School of Domestic Training. A 
“sufficient number of boys have qualified by examination for the fifteen 
“ scholarships which have been awarded in accordance with the recently- 
“ adopted Boys’ Scholarship Scheme. Ten scholarships in “handicraft,” 
“ providing travelling expenses, free tuition in Kilkenny, and a per- 
“ sonal weekly allowance of £1 for six weeks were awarded to car- 
“ penters and others who had exhibited conspicuous ability whilst at- 
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“ tending the manual instruction classes held in temporary centres. 
“Each man during the course succeeded in constructing, ornamenting, 

“ and finishing a piece of artistic furniture. Altogether, the course was 
“a most successful one, and promises to be the first step in the 
« establishment of a new industry requiring highly skilled labour. 

“King’s County. — The work in this county consisted of instruction m 
“ the permanent centres of Birr and Tullamore, under an organising 
“ head master, together with itinerant courses of instruction in manual 
“work domestic economy, etc. The classes established in Birr have 
“ been’ excellently organised and well attended, and give great promise 
“of success. A scheme of scholarships for boys tenable in approved 
“ Secondary Schools was also established, and these will be held in the com- 
“ ing session. A grant in aid was m,ade to the Co-operative Heine In- 
“ dustries Society ,at Kinnitty, where instruction was given in Clare em- 
“ broidery and smocking. The industry has already accomplished some 
“ good work. . . , . 

“ Longford.' — This scheme consists largely of itinerant instruction in 
“manual work and domestic economy. It also makes provision for 
« capitation grants in technical schools for girls. Under the scheme of 
“ scholarships for boys, seven boys held first year scholarships, and four 
“ retained scholarships for a second year. Satisfactory progress charac- 
“terises the scheme. . 

“ Louth. — This is a joint scheme under which the Urban Districts ot 
'“Dundalk and Drogheda work in conjunction with the County 
“ Authority, and excellent progress has been made in the two urban dis- 
“ tricts, where the technical schools, which have been established, are 
“ managed by an organising head master, who is also responsible for the 
“ itinerant teaching done in the county. 

“ The work done in the county is, however, of necessity restricted, as 
“ the County Council contribution out of the rate amounts only to £100. 

“ There is urgent need f or a permanent building in the town of Dun- 
“ dalk, and provision has been made for such a building. The per- 
manent staff consist of the headmaster, who also acts as organising 
« secretary for the committee, of an instructor in woodwork and allied 
“ subjects, an art instructor, and a domestic economy instructress, to- 
“ gether with the temporary teachers usually engaged by the session. 

“ Meath. — This scheme consists of itinerant instruction in manual 
“work and domestic economy, together with provision for capitation 
“ grants in Technical Schools for girls. An excellent programme of 
“ domestic economy is followed under the scheme, though this work 
“suffered somewhat owing to a change of teachers during the session. 

“ Queen’s County. — Very good work has been done in connection with 
“ the itinerant instruction in manual work and domestic economy. The 
“ scheme provides for nineteen scholarships tenable in Secondary 
“Schools, and fifteen scholarships for girls tenable at the Stradbally 
“ Convent of Mercy. These fifteen scholarships were held by girls from 
“Queen’s County, while five scholarship girls were sent from County 
“ Kildare. . . 

“ Westmeath. — In addition to itinerant instruction m domestic 
“ economy, including needlework and manual instruction, provision is 
“ made for twelve scholarships tenable at the Residential School, Con- 
“ vent of Mercy, Moate, in which satisfactory progress has been made. 
“ The expert instructress was not resident in the school. It is hoped 
“ that this will be remedied in future in order that the pupils may reap 
“the full advantage of her instruction in household economy. 

“ Wexford. — Under this scheme a manual instructor and two teachers 
“ of domestic economy have conducted, for ordinary students, short 
“ courses of instruction in five temporary centres, and continuous courses 
“ in "Wexford, Enniscorthy, New Ross, and Gorey. They have also 
“ given instruction to the pupils of Secondary Schools in Enniscorthy, 
“ New Ross, and Gorey. Provision was made for awarding fifteen 
“scholarships to boys in attendance at Primary Schools to continue their 
“ education in approved Secondary Schools. The competition for these 
“ scholarships was not keen, nor was the number of boys who passed the 
“ qualifying examination large. 
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“ Wicklow . — A headmaster was appointed in November, and a manual 
“ instructor and teacher of domestic economy have been at work sinoe 
“ March. Including a class in navigation for fishermen in Arklow, con- 
“ ducted by a local teacher, and one in technical drawing in charge of 
“ the headmaster at Greystones, nine courses of instruction have been 
• given in five centres. Owing to the absence of suitable accommodation 
“for classes in Wicklow, it has been found necessary to undertake the 
“ erection of a new technical school, the plans of which have received the 
“ approval of the Department. 


CONNAUGHT COUNTY SCHEMES. 

“ County Galway.” — During the session the scheme was extended to 
“ congested areas, and scholarships for boys were offered for competition. 
" At Ballinasloe, Gort, Loughrea, and Tuam instruction in lace making, 
“knitting, needlework, shirtmaking, &c., was aided by tine payment of 
“ fixed salaries to teachers. Experience has proved the continuation of 
“ this system undesirable. Four itinerant teachers of domestic economy 
“subjects have been engaged giving instruction at various centres 
“ throughout the county, and, on the whole, their classes were well at- 
“ tended. The county instructress of machine knitting was engaged at 
“ Ballinasloe, and the teacher of crochet held classes at Oranmore, Car- 
“ rowbeg, and Moycullen. Fifteen selected girls held scholarships ,at 
“ Portumna Residential School of Domestic Economy. Evening classes 
“ in shorthand, book-keeping, and commercial arithmetic were held at 
“ St. Michael’s School, Ballinasloe. At Portumna, Mountbellew, and 
“ Gort successful courses in woodwork were given by the county teacher ; 
“at ,a few centres, where the instruction was not appreciated, the at- 
“ tendance was poor. Grants in aid of fittings and equipment have been 
“ made to the Secondary Schools at Ballinasloe and Tuam. Good pro- 
gress can be reported, but much remains to be done in the organisation 
“ of rural centres and in bringing home to young men the advantages of 
“ technical training. 

“ County Leitrim. — Thfo services of the manual instructor have been 
“ confined to Manorhamilton and Kinlough. The instructresses in 
“ domestic economy were not appointed until the second half-year. They 
“ have given satisfactory courses at Manorhamilton, Kinlough, Drum- 
“keeran, Carrick, and Mohill. Crochet classes at Manorhamilton, Kin- 
“ lough, Drumkeeran, and Carrick, and a knitting class at Carrick have 
“ worked under the capitation system. The county teacher of crochet 
“held classes at Drumsliambo and Dromod, but in these localities the 
“ demand for instruction did not justify her retention. Whilst some 
“ progress can be reported, it is to be regretted that through want of 
“ local organisation full benefit has not been derived from the scheme. 

“ Co. Mayo. — The scheme included provision for two itinerant teachers 
“ of domestic economy subjects and one of manual work. The attend- 
“,ance at their classes was satisfactory, and their teaching was highly 
“ appreciated. Lacemaking and crochet have been taught in seven 
“schools working under the capitation system, and the girls attending 
“them have had the advantage of excellent courses of instruction in 
“ domestic subjects. Grants in aid of equipment have been made to the 
“ Belmullet Lace School, to the Convent Schools at Westport, Newport, 

“ iand Ballyhaunis, and to the Christian Brothers Schools at Westport. 

“Co. Roscommon. — Highly satisfactory and well-attended courses in 
“ cookery and laundry work have been held at Athleague, Elphin, Boyle, 

“ Strokestown, Dromod, Arigna and Roscommon, and the services of an 
additional teacher have been secured to meet the growing demand for 
“ this class of instruction. A manual instructor appointed in March 
“ has given successful courses at Roscommon, Castlerea, and Boyle, and 
“the further development of his work is confidently expected. The 
“scheme made provision for the admission of Roscommon boys to the 
“Athlone Technical School, and guaranteed £20 towards the cost of 
“ their instruction. At Roscommon Mercy Convent a good teaching 
“kitchen has been equipped and capitation grants for instruction in 
“ crochet have been earned. 
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« Co Sliqo. — Highly satisfactory progress throughout the session can 
“be reported. Classes in building construction, carpentry and joinery, 
“woodwork, etc., held at Quay-street, in the town of Sligo, were par- 
“ ticuiarly successful. Technical classes for girls at Sligo, Ballymote, 

11 and Mullinabreena worked under the capitation system. Iwenty-one 
“ selected girls were awarded scholarships in residential schools ot 
“ domestic economy, and excellent courses of instruction m cookery .and 
“ laundry work were given at different centres m the town ,and county. 

“ These courses were punctually attended and highly appreciated. 

“ Grants in aid of fittings and apparatus have been made to the three 
“ Secondary Schools situated within the borough. 

“ On an application from the Sligo Urban Council a scheme has been 
“ drawn up for the town of Sligo, and this, which will provide for the 
“ establishment of a Technical School m the town of Sligo, will come 
into operation next session. 

LEINSTER COUNTY BOROUGH SCHEMES. 

« Co. Borough of Dublin. — The operations of the Kevin-street Techni- 
“ cal Schools have progressed favourably during the past session, but 
“ further necessary developments are rendered impossible at present by 
“ the want of accommodation to which reference was made in last year s 
“ report There is need for adequate mechanical ,and physical labora- 
“ tories, and it is hoped that these may be pipvided in the near future. 

“The teaching staff is efficient, and much good work has been done 
“during the session. Progress is, however, hampered by the large 
•< classes, and by the proportion of elementary students whose P 1611 ™-" 

“ in, ary training is not sufficient to enable them to derive full benefit 
“ from the courses of instruction. . . 

“It is hoped that increased facilities for more advanced instruction 
" may be made available soon. 

LEINSTER URBAN SCHEMES. 

•• Athlone.^ Iho wood-working school has continued to do exrellent 
“work in training young artisans, many of whom, as a result of tins 
“training have found remunerative employment in the wood-working 
“ trade of the town and district. The evening-classes held m St. Mary's 
“School, and conducted by the Marist Brothers, have been less suc- 
“ oessful, this being in part due to unpreparedness of the pupils joining 
"the classes. Such pupils might with great advantage go through a 
“preliminary course in an Evening Continuation School. Instruction 
“ has been given in domestic economy and lace-making. 

“ Blaclcrock.^- The number of individual students in attendance has 
“largely increased since last session. In addition to the usual evening 
“ classes in science, art, commercial, technological, and domestic 
"economy subjects, day classes were opened in cookery, dressmaking, 
“,and laundry work, and have been fairly successful. Owing to the 
“ insufficiency of the class room accommodation afforded by the school, 
“large classes in needlework and dressmaking have been held in the 
“ Town Hall. The junior commercial classes and the domestic economy 
“ classes have been particularly well attended throughout the session. 
“ The designs for a new and commodious Technical School to meet the 
" growing needs of the township have already received the approval ot 
“the Department. . . ,• 

“ Bray. — The work of the session was broken into by the resignation 
“ of the principal, and the delay in formulating a scheme which could 
“ be approved by the Department. With the appointment of the new 
“ principal the classes in science and manual instruction, which, had 
" not been well attended, were discontinued, and the Committee made 
" a new departure by organising a class for instruction in the mechanism 
“ and management of automobiles which attracted a large number ot 
“ adult students. It is too soon to speak yet of the success of the new 
“class. In January the class entries for the session numbered ^J, 
“which is only slightly below the number for the previous year. lhe 
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“subjects of instruction included cookery, dressmaking, woodcarving, 
“ freehand drawing, modelling, shorthand, and book-keeping. The 
“ attendance of the students has been very satisfactory. 

“ JErmiscorthy. — Day and evening classes in cookery, needlework, 
“ dressmaking, and art subjects, have been carried on during the session 
“ and have been satisfactorily attended. A change in the teaching staff 
“ interfered somewhat with the success of an evening class in manual in- 
“ struction. The class entries numbered sixty-six at the opening of the 
“ session, but had increased by about 50 per cent, before its close. The 
“ Committee’s instructors conducted classes in manual instruction and 
“ domestic economy for the pupils of two local Secondary Schools under 
“ approved conditions. Better accommodation is required for the classes 
“ in domestic economy. 

“ Kilkenny. — The second session has been a very successful one. When 
“the equipment of the manual workshop and science laboratory was 
“ completed, good classes were formed in experimental physics and 
“manual instruction. Other classes opened for the first time this 
“ session were those in building construction, needlework, model draw- 
“ ing, and perspective. At the end of the session the class entries 
“ totalled 366, and the number of individual students in the various 
“ classes reached 240, an increase of eighty-five on tine number ac- 
“ commodated last year. On the whole, the students attended well and 
“ worked vigorously. 

“ Kingstown-. — The school has had a successful session. A course of 
“ twenty-six penny public lectures on domestic economy have been well 
“ attended ; such lectures serve a very useful purpose. An additional 
‘‘class in navigation and day classes in practical cookery, etc., were 
“ opened and met with sufficient success to justify their continuance. 
“ The Committee are talcing steps towards the erection in the near future 
“of a suitable Technical School. 

“ New lioss. — The present session has seen the opening of classes in 
“ commercial subjects in addition to those which were at work last 
“ session. The attendance of students has been satisfactory. By paying 
“ the salaries of the instructors the Committee have aided in the 
“ establishment of a hosiery factoiy, in which a large number of girls 
“ are being trained for work. They have also under the scheme con- 
“ tmued their subsidy for instruction in the small shirt industry at the 
“ Good Shepherd Convent. 

a iT -^ a ^ m ^ nes - — The second session of the School of Commerce has 
been, like the first, decidedly successful. The experience already 
“gained proves the need for a school of this character, and indicates 
(( ^he great possibilities before it. The fact that it specialises in one 
“ branch of technical education permits of a concentration of effort 
“ which it would be impossible to secure in a school of polytechnic 
u type- -A-t H ie present time the classes are held wholly in the evening, 
were attended last session by 324 individual students, who made 
599 class entries. 


tl The operations of the school have been largely extended during the

(I capable and enthusiastic body of teachers. Successful efforts have been 
made to teach modern languages on the most approved methods, and 
tHe entries for advanced classes in these subjects have doubled since 
last session.

“ Wexford . — Owing chiefly to the opening of new classes m dress-

"book-keeping, the number of students in attendance has increased. • 
" When lessons began the class entries amounted to 186, and were made 
"br 167 individual students. The principal and the art teacher were 
" employed to a considerable extent in giving instruction to pupils <* 

" local Secondary Schools in experimental science and drawing. Reason- 
" able progress has been made during the session. 

CONNAUGHT URBAN SCHEMES. 

“ Ballina . — This scheme, which consisted of aid for the training of 
“workers in the boot and shoe making school has proved unsuccessful. It 
« was found that the school could not be successfully worked as a paying 
“ industry, and the company which had been formed to run the industry 
“ went into liquidation. . . 

“Galway . — As in previous years, classes have been held _ m science, 
“art, technological, and commercial subjects, as well as m domestic 
“ economy. The range of work in science has been extended to electrical 
“and manual work. Attendance at these classes is not as regular as 
“ could be desired. The classes in commercial subjects and m art con- 
“ tinue to do good work, and are well attended. A class m ekmentary 
“science has been conducted by the head master. The object of this 
“class was to train teachers of National Schools to teach elementary 
“ science in their schools.” 


Mr. Dixon, reporting on the schemes in Ulster, says : 

ULSTER COUNTY SCHEMES. 

“ Monaghan. — Owing to misunderstanding, some of the contributing 
“ areas did not strike the penny rate in 1902, and the scheme was not 
“ put in operation this session. However, steps are now being taken 
“to prevent a recurrence of this difficulty, and the scheme will be 
“started again next session. . . , 

“ Tyrone.— The scheme formulated in the previous session was most 
“successfully launched. Under this scheme the four towns Omagh, 

“ Dungannon, Strabane, and Cookstown combined with the county. A 
“headmaster and organising secretary was appointed to organise and 
“supervise the work of the Technical Schools in the four towns and 
“the itinerant classes throughout the county. 

“Dungannon, which had started alone in the previous session, was 
** fortunate in obtaining a very suitable building for a Technical School. 

“ In the other towns the classes were held in rooms temporarily engaged 
“ for the purpose. , 

“ Classes in art, dressmaking, and cookery were held m twelve rural 

“ All these classes were well attended, and upwards of 2,000 pupils 
“ were under instruction during the session. ... ■> 

“ Donegal. — The addition of “ County Teachers ’ of sprigging and 
“ crochet to the scheme has been successful. . At the centres attended . by 
“ these teachers the workers were not only instructed in the most lm- 
“ proved methods, but were also put in touch with new markets. 

“ Londonderry.— The scheme provided for itinerant classes m cookery, 
“ dressmaking, and manual instruction, but owing to the difficulties o 
“obtaining teachers it was only partially worked. _ 

“ Classes in dressmaking and needlework were held m ten centres, ana 
“ in cookery and laundry in six centres. These classes were very large y 
“ attended. At some of the centres it was impossible to admit ail wlio 
“ applied for the classes. 
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“ Cavan and Fermanagh . — No changes were made in the existing 
“ schemes., which are steadily making progress through the counties. 

“ Down . — -A scheme has been formulated for providing itinerant in- 
“ struction in domestic economy, and this will be put in operation dur- 
“ ing the coming session. 

ULSTER COUNTY BOROUGH SCHEMES. 

“Belfast . — As in the previous session, classes were held in eleven 
“ different buildings, the principal centres being College Square North, 
“ Queen-street, and North-street, and these were taxed to the utmost 
“ to . provide accommodation for the veiy large number of classes in a 
“ wide variety of subjects. 

“ The number of pupils has increased so rapidly, and the demand for 
" additional classes is so great that the Committee ‘decided to add another 
“ storey to th(e new Technical Institute now in process of erection. Till 
“ this building is completed, no further large development of the scheme 
“ n0ed k 0 looked for, as without properly equipped laboratories and work- 
‘ shops, advanced classes and practical work are impossible. However 
“ a large body of pupils is now being trained in the elementary stages 
and should be ready to profit by the instruction that will be afforded 
m the new institute.

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“ preliminary training. This has been so noticeable in the commercial 
“ classes, which as a rule are very large, that Committees are beginning 
“ to hold Evening Continuation Classes under the National Board. 
“They feel that although this is not their proper work, until the 
“pupils are better prepared, no sound progress can be made. 

“ Courses of popular lectures on scientific and technical subjects have 
“been given during the session in several of the Technical Schools. 

“ These have proved very useful in making known, the objects of the 
“ schools and in bringing the leaders of local industries into closer touch 
“with the schools. 

“The working of the schemes in the different centres, all of which 
“ have settled down to steady work, calls for no comments. The chief 
“points of interest are: — 

“ Ballymena— 'The new premises taken by the Committee, for the 
“ equipment of which a large sum was locally subscribed, .were formally 
“opened by Lord O’Neill at the. beginning of the session. The im- 
“ proved accommodation and equipment has given an impetus to tire 
“ work, which is making good progress. 

“ B airbridge. — Here it was found necessary to rent an additional room 
« for the domestic economy classes, which were very, large during the 
“ previous session. This room also gave accommodation for a class in 
“ oarpentry, and allowed additional classes to be held in the school 
“ buildings. 

“ Coleraine. — It was not found possible to commence the projected, 
“building, but a site has been decided upon, the plans for the new 
“school have been completed, ,and it is expected that the building will 
“ be shortly commenced. 

“Dungamnon. — The Committee joined with the towns of Omagh, 
“ Strabane, and Cookstown in a joint scheme for the County Tyrone. 

“ Lurgan. — The Committee have decided to develop the textile de- 
“ partment of the school, and have collected a considerable sum of money 
“ for this purpose. They are now about installing ,an engine and electrical 
“ plant which, in addition to driving the looms, will be used for the 
“ classes in electric lighting and distribution of power. 

“ Newry. — The additions and alterations to the old Town Hall were 
“most successfully carried out, and the fittings and furniture, which 
“were made in the town, are excellent, and Newry has now one of the 
“ best Technical Schools in the country. 

“ The school was formally opened by the Vice-President, of the De- 
partment in September, and has had a most successful session. 

“ N ewtovmards. — The scheme put into operation this session provided 
“ for the classes being held in the Model School. These premises were 
"however, for various reasons, found to be unsuitable for some of the 
“ classes, and the Committee rented an old store. Some slight altera- 
“ tions and repairs were necessary before this building could be used, and 
“ consequently it was not available for class purposes till late in the 
“ session, when these repairs were completed. 

“ The scheme has been successfully launched, and classes in science, 
“ art, commercial and domestic economy subjects were held and largely 
“ attended. 

“ Warrenpoint. — A scheme has been formulated, and it is hoped that, 
“with some co-operation with Newry in the employment of teachers, it 
“will be in operation next session.” 

Mr. Kich, reporting on the schemes in Munster, says : — 

“ The area dealt with in this report includes all the counties of 
“ Munster with the exception of Clare, that county having been trans- 
“ ferred to the Connaught district at the end of the session 1902-3. 
“ The reduction in the area to be inspected has, however, been more 
“ than compensated for by the fact that Kerry has had a scheme of 
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“ technical instruction in operation during the session under oonaidera^ 
“tion, and the other counties, especially Cork, have undertaken much 
“ more extensive programmes. 

“ The work accomplished is very much on the same lines as before. 
“ The policy of the previous year bias in general been adhered to, hut 
“ more teachers having been employed, the equipment being already pro- 
“ vided, and all concerned having gained experience, less time has been 
“ wasted, and a much greater amount of work carried out. The classes 
“ are now more workable as regards size, and in those centres where 
“ local Committees have interested themselves, the attendances have 
“ usually been very good. In some centres a lack of interest is displayed 
“by the local authorities, and poor attendance has. resulted. There is 
“ no improvement to be reported in regard to the rooms used for even- 
“ ing classes, and it is disappointing to find so few places where the 
“ local public spirit is sufficient to provide accommodation free of 
“ charge. 

“ Kerry, having come into line with the other counties, technical instruo- 
“ tion of some form has been given in almost every town or village of 
“ any size in the Province. Fermoy is a notable exception, but it is 
“ gratifying to report that the local Committee has now decided to work 
“ under the scheme approved for Cork County. 

MUNSTER COUNTY SCHEMES. 

“ Cork. — A very good year’s work has been done in this county. The 
“organisation has been excellent, the staff of 19 whole-time teachers 
“having been kept fully at work. The commercial classes have been 
“unsatisfactory and need a radical change. This has been rectified 
“by the Committee, who have agreed to appoint two well qualified 
“teachers, who will devote their whole time to the subject. 

“ At Queenstown, which is the most important centre, a suitable build- 
“ ing in a convenient centre is badly needed in order to attract the dock- 
yard hands and other artisans. Good teaching in engineering and 
“ building trade subjects has been provided, but the support accorded 
“by those for whom the classes are intended is disappointing. The 
“ Residential School of Domestic Economy at Dunmanway has pro 
“ gressed most satisfactorily. The value of the education provided has 
“ been realised by parents, so much so that the school could now be 
“ filled with paying pupils. 

“ During the year the Committee have awarded two valuable science 
“scholarships, tenable at the Royal College of Science, Dublin, and one 
“ art scholarship, which has been held at the Crawford School, Cork. 
“ The itinerant classes in manual work and domestic economy have been 
“ well conducted and satisfactorily attended. An interesting experiment 
“ is being tried at Youghal, where an attempt is being made to work up 
“an art metal work industry during the slack time of the year for 
“ fishermen. The County Committee are paying half the salary of the 
“ teacher. 

“ Kerry. — This is the first year that this county has had a scheme 
“ of technical instruction in operation. The work has been chiefly 
“ itinerant with KiTlamey and Listowel as the most important centres. 
“ Two manual instructors, one art teacher, and three domestic economy 
“ instructresses have been employed, and their classes have, in general, 
“ been fairly successful, particularly in some of the outlying centres. 
““The chief difficulties have been in securing satisfactory rooms 
“and in obtaining well qualified teachers in plain needlework and 
“ hosiery. In the laudable wish to spread the benefits of the scheme 
“ over the county ,as a whole, the Committee have made some of the 
“ courses of instruction too short. This should be very carefully guarded 
“ against. 

“ Limerick. — The chief features in connection with this scheme are firstly. 
“ the doubling of the staff, and consequent increase in the number of 
“ centres, visited ; secondly, the additional interest taken in the work, 
“and thirdly, the establishment of an industrial class in needlework at 
“ Abbeyfeale, which has made a useful beginning. 
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“ Tippercury (N. B. ) — As before, Roscrea has taken great advantage of 
'the teaching provided, but in the other permanent centres a lack of 
•local interest has proved fatal to the success of the classes. The 
‘ itinerant domestic economy work has, with two notable exceptions, 

‘ gone on very satisfactorily in all the twelve centres visited. 

“Tipperary (S. B.)—' The teaching of manual instruction shews a 
"marked improvement, the two new teachers having thrown them- 
" selves heartily into the work, and having kept good classes together. 
"Domestic economy has also been successfully taught by the three 
“ county teachers, but the instruction has been confined to cookery and 
“ laundry. Next year needlework will be introduced. The five resi- 
" dent pupils at the Carrick Convent have followed a fairly good course 
" in household work, and they have made good progress. 

" Waterford. — The classes in this county have been conducted on the 
‘ ‘ usual lines. They have been well organised and regularly attended. The 

“ teaching of domestic economy does not appear to have been of the 
“ most useful description. It is to be regretted that the managers of 
“the Dungarvan Residential School of Domestic Economy have been 
" unable to acoept the conditions under which scholarships are awarded 
“ in the rest of the county, and have withdrawn from the scheme. 

“ County Clare. [Extract from Mr. Fletcher’s Report.]— Instruction 
"in cookery and laundry work has been given at _ various 
" centres throughout the county. The teaching was effective and 
“ much appreciated. Classes in building construction have been 
“held in Ennis, in carpentry at Kildysart, and in woodwork in 
“Kilrush Kilkee, Miltown Malbay, and Ennis. Tire attendance at 
" technical classes in Ennis leaves much to be desired, and an improvement 
"is hoped for. At Kilrush Mercy Convent a highly successful class m 
" home sewing has been taught, and the pupils attending it received a 
" useful course of instruction in cookery and laundry work. A grant 
" has been made for the teaching of machine knitting at Ennis, where 
" a promising new industry has sprung up. 


MUNSTER COUNTY BOROUGH SCHEMES. 

" Co-rk County Borough.— Now that an excellent workshop has been 
" equipped with the most recent machines, Cork is very well provided for 
“ instruction in mechanical engineering. It is much to be hoped that 
"apprentices in and around the city will take full advantage of the 
"splendid opportunities now afforded them for improving themselves. 
" A new feature introduced during the year is practical instruction in 
" magnetism and electricity ; the laboratory is only temporary, but it is 
“ provided with good instruments, and there is nothing to prevent use- 
“ ful work from being accomplished in it. The number of P u P lls at- 
“ tending the science classes shows an upward tendency. The School of 

" Art continues to make satisfactory progress. , 

“ Limerick County Borough.— The progress recorded last year has 
"been fully maintained. Very satisfactory has been the work m 
“ electricity, and in building trades more advanced ms^^ion has been 
" civen. The instruction in plumbing provided by the Committee has 
« received practically no support, and the day art classes, as at presen

N Tralee and Clonmel. — In these towns the situation is much as be- 
“ fore, the income in each place being only sufficient to keep the existing 
“ classes in operation. The common experience of both centres is that 
“ ilt is impossible to secure support for domestic economy classes 
“throughout the year, and at Clonmel an arrangement has been made 
“to share the services of the te,acher with the County Committee, lhe 
“building construction class in Tralee has made particularly good pro- 
“ gress. 

“ Urban and Rural Districts of Tipperary.— The evening science 
“ classes have proved a failure, and the artizans have not supported 
“ the building construction class as well as could be desired. The m- 
“ elusion of dressmaking and laundry work in the programme has proved 
“ most .attractive. , . 

“ Carrick-on-Suir. — An attempt has been made to develop the basket 
“ making industry in this centre. A specially qualified instructor has 
“ been teaching young workers, and some degree of skill has been at- 
“ tained. An effort will now be made to develop the school a6 a paying 
“ industry under private control.” 

(3.) — The Training of Teachers. 

The summer courses of instruction to teachers of science , art 
and technical subjects, which have become a special feature 
of the Department’s work, were opened at various centres 
throughout the country on the 5th July. The courses arranged 
for this year included instruction in experimental science 
(physics, chemistry, mechanical science, botany, physiology 
and hygiene), drawing and modelling, manual instruction 
(woodwork and metal work), building construction, and wood 
carving. The Institutions at which the instruction was given 
were the Boyal College of Science, Dublin; the Metropolitan 
School of Art, Dublin ; Queen’s College, Belfast ; City of Dublin 
Technical Schools; Christian Brothers’ Schools, Our Lady’s 
Mount, Cork; Christian Brothers’ Schools, North Bichmond- 
street, Dublin; Christian Brothers’ Training College, Marino, 
Dublin; St. Andrew’s College, Dublin; and the Christian 
Brothers’ Schools, Tramore. 

In addition to the above, arrangements were made for a 
course of instruction in drawing, design, and technique for 
teachers of lace and crochet-making, sprigging, and Clare 
embroidery, which was held at the Crawford Municipal School 
of Art, Cork ; for a course of lectures on physiology and hygiene, 
thrift, management, and cognate subjects at the Irish Train- 
ing School of Domestic Economy ; and for special courses in 
experimental science, drawing, and modelling, and domestic 
economy, for nuns, in various convents throughout the 
country. 

The number of teacher-students who attended the various 
courses was 813 , distributed as follows : — First year syllabus 
of the preliminary course of experimental science, 126 ; second 
year syllabus, 128 ; special course in physics, 83 ; special 
course in chemistry, 99 ; special course in mechanical science, 
6 ; special course in botany, 13 ; special course in physiology 
and hygiene, 18 ; drawing and modelling, 141 ; manual instruc- 
tion (woodwork), 9 ; metal work, 13 ; building construction, 15 ; 
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woodcarving, 16; courses .for teachers of lace and crochet 
making, &c., 38; lectures in physiology and hygiene, thrift, 
management, 3ft: domestic economy, IS. ■ - '■ ■ ;

Instructresses. presented themselves for this examination, 

- i ■ and the twenty-five candidates to be ad- 

'■ mitted to the School were selected from Jjhose who. took ..the 
highest places at the examination. Of these, ten were offered 
Teaeherships-in-Training, involving free admission to the 
Training School for two years, and four obtained Limited 
Scholarships, being admitted to the Training School upon pay- 
ment of half the usual School fees , the half fee being paid by 
the Local Technical Instruction Committee at whose classes 
the student was in attendance during the preceding session. 

In accordance with the arrangement arrived at between the 
Board of National Education and the 
Training of National Department; referred to at page 87 of the 
School Teachers. Annual Beport for 1902-3 , an examination 
i . was held of the National school teachers 

attending the Experimental Science classes conducted by the 
Technical Instruction Committees of Ballymena, Blackrock 
(County Dublin), Galway Urban District, Holywood (County 
Down), Larne, Limerick County Borough, and Londonderry 
County Borough. In all, fifty-three National school teachers 
were presented, thirty-one of whom were returned by the In- 
spectors as eligible for the certificate of satisfactory attendance 
and progress.

Considerable inconvenience attaches to the defective accom- 
modation for instruction in Mechanical Engineering and

for these subjects in a temporary building.

Mr. Brenan, who retired after holding the 
The Metropolitan post of Head Master for a period of 
School ot Art. fifteen years, has been succeeded by Mr. 
R. H. A. Willis. 


The control of this School passed into the hands of the 
Department in August, 1903, and during 
Irish Training School the session 1903-4 the revised programme 
of Domestic Economy, of the School was put in operation. The 
School now provides a two years’ course ot 
training for Domestic Economy teachers, and the courses of 
work are arranged to bear as far as possible on Irish needs. 
The programme includes instruction in elementary science, 
with special reference to Domestic Economy, and the subjects 
taught are physics, chemistry, physiology, and hygiene. A 
special staff has been engaged for this purpose, including Mr . 
P B. Eov, Professor Coffey, M.A., M.B., and Professor Antony 
Roche M.B.C.P.I., and a satisfactory session’s work has been 
accomplished. The total number of students under instruction 
during the session was 73. The School has been extended by 
the erection of a temporary building — a special Dressmaking 
school— at the rear of No. 20, Kildare-street. 

Arrangements were made with the managers of the Convent 
School Baggot-street, and of Kildare-place School, for practice 
lessons’ by the students being given to children. 

Day and evening classes open to the public were carried on 
during the session, and these classes afforded the student , in 
training facilities for practice As shown below 233 adulte 
received courses of lessons m day classes, and 139 m evening 
classes.

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(5.) — Scholarships. 

Beference has already been made to the Scholarships tenable 
at the special course of instruction in Manual Training and 
at the Irish Training School of Domestic Economy. In addi- 
tion to these the following Scholarships have been awarded 
during the year : — 

(1.) Scholarships from the Primary to the Secondary School, 
commonly called Junior Scholarships ; 

(2.) Scholarships at Day Trade Preparatory Schools ; 

(3.) Scholarships at Residential Schools of Domestic 
Economy ; 

(4.) Local Science and Art Scholarships ; 

(5.) Local Science and Art Exhibitions ; 

(6.) Science and Technological Scholarships and Teacher- 
ships-in-Training at the Boyal College of Science ; and 
Teacherships-in-Training at the Metropolitan School 
of Art, commonly called Senior Scholarships ; 

(7.) Commercial Scholarships ; 

(8.) Industrial Scholarships. 

The scheme for Junior Scholarships is being rapidly ex- 
tended. On the 30th of June an examina- 

Junlor Scholarships, tion was conducted by the Department in 
order to determine the award of Scholar- 
ships offered for competition by various local authorities. Two 
hundred and thirty-three candidates attended this examina- 
tion, and the following Scholarships were given by the Tech- 
nical Instruction Committee for the districts referred to — 

County Carlow, fifteen ; County Galway, twenty-three ; 
County Kilkenny, fifteen; County Longford, eleven; 
Queen’s County, ten; Tipperary Urban and Rural Dis- 
tricts, two; County Tipperary (North Biding), four ; 
County Wexford, three. 

The Scholarships vary in value from £i to T15, according to 
the remoteness of the pupil’s home from a Secondary School ; 
they must be held at an approved Secondary School, and are 
renewable for a second, and, in some cases, for a third or 
fourth year, on a satisfactory report from the Department’s 
Inspector on the conduct and progress of the pupil. 

Arrangements have been made to extend the operations of 
this Scholarship scheme over CountieB Cavan, Kerry, Mayo, 
and Roscommon, during the session 1905-6. Eor general con- 
ditions of the scheme see Kerry County Scholarship Scheme 
(Appendices, page 252). 

Examinations for free admission to the Trade Preparatory 
Schools at Belfast were conducted by the 

Scholarships at Day Department. The Trade Preparatory 

Trade Preparatory Schools at Belfast are aided from the funds 
Schools. of the county borough Technical Instruc- 
tion Committee. Twenty-eight candidates 
were granted free admission to the Municipal Trade Prepara- 
tory Schools, and twelve, free admission to the Trade Pre- 
paratory School conducted by the Christian Brothers. 
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These Scholarships, which are of the value of from £12 to 
£15 each are given to a limited number ot 
Scholarships at girls, and are tenable for one year only. 
Residential Schools ot The Scholarship, together with a payment 
Domestic Economy, of a fee of from £2 to £4 on the part of the 
pupil, entitles the holder to one year s 
board and residence with instruction. Only one local authority 
— County Cork — has, so far, awarded the Scholarships as the 
result of a competitive examination. The examination was 
attended by twenty-seven candidates, ten being awarded 
Scholarships. . ,. 

The Technical Instruction Committees for the following dis- 
tricts have awarded the Scholarships mentioned, the selection 
in each ease being made by a selection committee of the lech- 
nical Instruction Committee : — 

County Carlow, six; County Dublin, ten; County Kildare, 
five; County Kilkenny, five; Queen’s County, fourteen; 
County Tipperary (South Riding) , six ; County aterford, 
three ; County Westmeath, twelve. 

The scholars are distributed between the various approved 
Schools of Domestic Training as follows

These Scholarships are for competition among pupils of an 
Elementary school, or schools, and are 
Local Science and Art tenable at schools where more advanced 
Scholarships. instruction, including instruction in 
science or art, or both, is given. The 
Scholarships are tenable for one, two, or three years, and are 
of the value of £9 for the first year, £12 for the second year, 
and £15 for the third year. £5 of the Scholarship must be 
raised locally by means of subscriptions, or by a rate levied 
under the Technical Instruction Acts ; the remainder of the 
Scholarship is made up of a grant from the Department. Two 
local Science and Art Scholarships were awarded during the 
session one being of the first year and one of the second year. 
These Scholarships are tenable jointly at the Crawford Muni- 
cipal School of Art, Cork, and the Christian Brothers Schools, 
Our Lady’s Mount, Cork. 

These Exhibitions, of the value of £50 a year for one, two, 
or three years , are to provide for the main- 
Local Science and Art tenance of students at colleges or schools 
Exhibitions. where a thorough course of science or of 
art instruction of an advanced character 
may be obtained. £25 of the Exhibition must be raised locally 
in the same manner as the local contribution to the Science 
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and. Art Scholarships (see supra), the remaining £25 being a 
grant from the Department. Three such Exhibitions were 
granted last year to candidates from the Crawford Municipal 
School of Art, Cork, and its branch schools. 

At the examination for Senior Science Scholarships held in 
-Tune, fifty-four candidates competed for 
Senior Science the five Scholarships and five Teacher- 
Scholarshlps. ships-in-Training offered for competition 
by the Department, and tenable at the 
Royal College of Science, and three competed for the one 
Scholarship offered by the Cork County Technical Instruction 
Committee. It is gratifying to report that the improvement 
in the average quality of the competitors , which had been 
noticed last year, was fully maintained. The conditions 
attached to the Scholarships and Teaeherships-in-Training 
offered fpr competition by the Department are given in Form 
S . 33 (see Appendices , page 213) . 

The competition for the Scholarship offered by the Cork 
County Technical Instruction Committee was confined to can- 
didates whose parents were resident within the areas contri- 
buting towards the Technical Instruction Scheme for. County 
Cork. The Scholarship is of the value of £60, and is tenable 
at the Royal College of Science, Dublin, or other approved 
Technical College. 

The Teacherships-in-Training at the Metropolitan School of 
Art, awarded in 1903, were renewed for a 
Senior Art second year, and, consequently, as there 
Scholarships. were no vacancies to fill- up, a competition 
was not held in 1904. 

The Cork County Technical Instruction Committee offered a 
Scholarship, of the value of £40 for the first year, tenable at 
the Crawford Municipal School of Art, Cork, to be competed 
for by candidates whose parents were resident within the areas, 
contributing towards the Technical Instruction Scheme for the 
county. There were, however, no candidates for the Scholar- 
ship. 

The Department offered for competition a limited number 
of Commercial Scholarships of the value of 
Commercial and £100 for one year. The Scholarships, of 
Industrial Scholarships, which four were granted, are tenable at 
some higher institution providing approved 
courses of instruction in commercial subjects. It is intended 
that at the close of their period of training the scholars should 
become teachers of commercial subjects in Ireland. 

Scholarships were also established to enable suitable persons 
engaged in the woollen industry and the leather and tanning 
industry to attend an institution providing special courses of 
instruction allied to these industries. The Scholarships are 
qf the value of £80, and are tenable for one year, but may be 
renewed for a second or third year. The successful candidates 
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(one in each subject) have taken up courses of instruction at 
the University of Leeds. For further particulars of^he Cobi- 
mercial and Industrial Scholarships see Form S. 190 (Appen- 
dices, page 218).

(6.)— Drawing and Manual Instruction in Primary 
Schools. 

Dealing with the instruction in Drawing given in Primary 
Schools not in connection with the National Board, ^and . in 
which the Science and Art Vote is administered by the Depart- 
ment Mr O'Sullivan, A.R.C.A., the Departments Art Inspec- 
tor points out that in most of the schools the classes are too 
large for efficient teaching. In regard to the character of the 
work done he says : — , , . 

“ My general impression, formed from the examinations held during 
“ the year is that the work in Standards I. and II. shows a considerable 
“ improvement. The freehand from Standard HI, upwards shows an m- 
" provement, but scale and geometrical drawing * * M?st%l te 
‘though improvement is noticeable m a few schools M<«t of the

« hours Der week. A few schools give two hours per week. 

■ “A slow improvement is likely to continue in schools where the same 
“ teachers teach the drawing both in the primary and

“however, that the general standard of the work caimot reach anything 
“like a high level under the present conditions, exoept in a very lew 
“ schools.” 

3-FISHERIES. 

Part I. of the Report of the Fisheries Branch of the Depart- 
ment for the year 1903 was issued in July last, and contains 
full information in regard to the state of the Irish fisheries and 
the operations carried on with a view to their protection a 
development. The appendices to that Report give extensive 
details of the different classes of fishing pursued. 

Sea Fisheries. 

The year 1903 was, from the fishermen’s point of view, the 
best, save 1899, of the previous decade. 

The mackerel capture showed a c°nside r abte lmp^vement, 
and (including labour) brought in over £200,000. ihe 
demand for pickled mackerel in America at the beginning 
of the season was good, and prices at home were consequently 
high A decline took place however later on, and caused some 
stocks to be left on hand. The trade too had to face a diffi- 
culty— since happily overcome— m the threatened possibility 
of the imposition of an import duty on the pickle in which 
mackerel are packed. 

The herring fisheries, though good as regards yield, were not 
so remunerative as those of the previous year, owing to the tact 
that the bulk of the take came from. those portions of the coast 
where lower prices ordinarily prevail. • . 
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There was a falling off in the total capture of prime fish, 
although the trawlers working in the Irish sea met with 
improved takes of soles. Nearly 25,000 men and boys were 
employed in 6,235 vessels, of which 376 were first-class. The 
balance, although rated under the second and third classes, 
contain a great many sea-going craft. The details point to 
a tendency to substitute larger for smaller boats. 

Instruction in various matters concerning fishing was given 
at certain places ; and a few coopers, wdiose trade had declined 
owing to failure in demand for butter firkins, were afforded an 
opportunity of learning the method 'of making fish barrels of 
approved pattern. 

An instructor was Bent to teach a crew in the North of Ire- 
land the method of handling a large herring boat. 

Sixteen fishermen unfortunately lost their lives while in 
pursuit of their calling, and three others while engaged in work 
other than fishing. 

The system of distributing, by telegraph, to mackerel fishing 
centres in Ireland, semi-weekly informa- 
Telegraphlc tion as to the progress of the industry, 
Intelligence. has been adopted in regard to the herring 
fisheries, the stations selected being 
Burtonport, Mulroy, Buncrana, and Portrush, on the North 
coast; Portavogie, Ardglass, Kilkeel, Howth and Arklow, on 
the East coast ; Dunmore East, Helvick Head, Kinsale, and 
Baltimore, on the South coast. 

The amount oT money issued by way of loan to fishermen to 
enable them to purchase and repair boats 
Loans. and obtain gear, during the year, was 

nearly £2,700. The bad debts on the 
Department’s fishery loans are exceedingly small. 

.The work of actually issuing the loans and collecting the 
repayments, which was formerly carried out by the Board of 
Works, devolves on the Fisheries Branch as from 1st April, 
1904. New rules recently promulgated give the Department 
greater freedom in meeting applications for fishery loans. 

It is to be regretted that legal difficulties have been raised, 
which, for the present, have in some in- 
Flshery Piers. stances prevented the county authorities 
from taking advantage of the offers of the 
Department to render financial and other aid in the construc- 
tion of piers and harbours. It is to be hoped, however, that 
this difficulty will be eventually removed. 

During the year under review the cruisers at the disposal of 
the Department captured four steam 
Marine trawlers, the skippers of which were pro- 

Superlntendence. secuted and fined, respectively, £30 and 
costs, £5 and costs, £5 and costs, and £100 

and costs. 

Two herring nets that were found set during prohibited 
hours off the Donegal coast were seized. 
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Inland Fisheries. 

The upward tendency in the catch of salmon which showed 
itself in 1902 continued in the season of 
1903. The present annual value of the 

Salmon Fisheries. sa i m0 n and trout catch is probably be- 
tween £350,000 and £400,000, of which it 
is estimated that the net orofits of private proprietors would 
reach to some £60,000, the balance being the amount derived 
by the public fishermen and employees from the indus- 
try. Sixteen of the fishery districts reported an improve- 
ment, two no change, and six a decline. In the Waterford 
district the season was the best for the past twenty-five years, 
and in the Skibbereen and Dundalk districts the improvement 
was remarkable. Very large takes of salmon and grilse were 
made by drift nets fishing at sea oft' the north and north-west 
coasts, as many as 160 fish having been taken in one haul, and 
some boats’ crews earning £150 each. The angling reports 
were, in nearly all cases, most satisfactory. Offences against the 
fishery laws have, on the whole, diminished, most markedly in 
regard to that most deadly practice of poisoning rivers by lime 
and spurge. 

The Department contributed to the funds of the Waterford, 
Dublin, Killarney, Skibbereen, and 
Protection: Drogheda districts, on conditions which 

Salmon Fisheries. seemed suitable in each case ; and they 
also rendered financial aid to the Lough 
Mask Angling Association. A sum was also allocated for the 
improvement of the fish passes on the rivers Glyde and Dee, 
provided certain conditions were locally complied with. 

The output of salmon and trout fry from hatcheries was not 
so large as in the previous year, the total 
Salmon number being approximately 4,800,000 

latcheries. from 24 hatcheries. The decrease "was 
due in many cases to the difficulty in cap- 
turing spawners in consequence of the very general prevalence 
of floods throughout the year, but the conditions of natural 
spawning were improved by this state of affairs. 

The Ulster Electric Power Bill, which was introduced into 
Parliament in February, 1904, proposed to 
Legislation. take water for motive power from the 
rivers Bann and Erne in such quantities 
as, in the opinion of the Fisheries Branch, would seriously - 
affect those rivers. Failing to arrive at a suitable arrangement 
with the promoters, a Departmental Petition against the Bill 
was lodged. The promoters finally decided to abandon that 
portion of their scheme affecting the rivers in question. 

A Bill was introduced into the House of Lords at the instance 
of the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries (England), haying 
for its object the prohibition of the landing of undersized flat 
fish. The chief aim of the promoters was to protect certain 
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fishing grounds in the North Sea.; butas it was considered desir- 
able that the measure, if passed, should be applicable to all the 
coasts of the British Islands, this Department were invited to 
express their opinion on its provisions before the Select Com- 
mittee to whom.the Bill had been referred. The Chief Inspec- 
tor of Fisheries was heard accordingly. 

The Bill was eventually withdrawn. 

Scientific Research. 

The work of the Scientific Branch is being successfully 
carried on, and the second Report of the Scientific Adviser is 
now in the press, and will appear shortly. 

4,— STATISTICS AND INTELLIGENCE. 

A Bureau of Statistics and Intelligence performs some 
of the most important functions which can be exercised 
by a State Department in regard to agriculture, in- 
dustry, commerce, and education. The growing intensity- 
of foreign competition and the centralisation of the mar- 
kets. of the world - render it essential that the latent .and 
fullest information on all matters pertaining to their industry 
should be at the disposal of’ our agriculturists and manufac- 
turers , while the publication of full and trustworthy trade 
statistics is of the first importance in connection with the 
administrative work of the Department. With the object of 
effectively fulfilling these purposes, the Department organised 
a Statistics and Intelligence Branch. The main functions of 
this Branch are : — 

1st. To co-ordinate and centralise the collection, prepara- 
tion, and publication of the more strictly economic statistics 
relating to Irish agriculture, fisheries, industries, and trade 
heretofore divided amongst four distinct Government Depart- 
ments in Ireland. 

2nd. To secure the collection, preparation, and publication 
of a. fresh set of important statistics relating to imports and 
exports, technical education, rural industries, and allied 
matters not formerly undertaken by any existing Irish 
Department. 

3rd. To serve as an Intelligence Bureau for the Department, 
with the duty of editing its publications, and keeping in- direct 
touch with kindred State Departments in other countries and 
the Colonies, so that Irish farmers and the industrial com- 
munity generally might be kept abreast of the causes and con- 
ditions of the progress and success of their competitors. 

4th. To undertake the despatch-work of the Department, 
with the duty of preparing, editing and issuing a Quarterly 
Journal , the numerous Parliamentary and other Reports, 
Bulletins, Leaflets, &c., and with the task of issuing these as 
well as the numerous Schemes, Forms, and miscellaneous; 
publications of the Department. T N;:3 
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Section 2 of the Agriculture and Technical Instruction {Ire- 
land) Act, 1899, provides, inter alia, tor 
I.— Statistics. the transfer to the Department of " the 
powers and duties of the 'Registrar 1 
General for Ireland and the Irish Land Commission, with refer 1 
ence to the collection and publication of statistics relating to 
agriculture, and of returns of average prices of agricultural 
produce.” The collection and publication of the banking, 
railway, and shipping statistics of Ireland (hitherto done in the 
Registrar-General’s Office) have also, since the creation of the 
Department, been transferred to this Branch of the Depart- 
ment. In pursuance of these duties, the following Reports and 
Returns were published by the Branch in the year covered by 
this Report : —

These Reports jointly represent about 700 octavo pages ol 
closely printed text and statistical tables. It may be stated 
that over 30,000 of these publications were distributed by the 
Department. Efforts are being constantly . made to render 
these returns more generally interesting and intelligible by the 
insertion of charts, diagrams, and maps, illustrating special 
features, and it is believed that some success has attended these 
efforts. It has been remembered, moreover, that a Depart- 
ment such as this must, in some degree, be guided, in. -its ad* 
ministrative action , by careful analysis of the statistics at its 
command, and no pains have been spared to. secure accuracy 
nnd promptness of publication. At the same time, it has been 
borne in mind that, apart from the intrinsic difficulty of 
seriously altering methods of collecting and tabulating statis- 
tical returns which have been employed for a great number 
of years, there is the obvious danger, in adopting any such 
course, of breaking the continuity of a series of tables, and 
thus minimising their value for purposes of comparison. How- 
ever, improvements are being gradually introduced as they 
suggest themselves. A reference to the several reports abov$. 
mentioned will show the nature of those impiovements. . 
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Regarding the important question of trade statistics for 
Ireland, to which allusion was made in last year’s Report, it 
may be stated that this Branch undertook the work of collect- 
ing these statistics as from the 1st January, 1902, and that 
the}' have been regularly collected month by month since 
The returns are obtained, in the case of the large majority of 
Irish ports, from the Port and Harbour authorities, and in the 
case of certain other ports from sources more or less official. 

The compilation of these statistics for the first time, involving 
as it does, the need of careful classification of the commodi- 
ties ; the ascertaining of values and weights, where these are 
not given in the returns ; the making of an estimate of the 
actual weights or quantities described by such vague terms as 
“bags,” “sacks,” “boxes,” “packages,” &c., employed in 
the various branches of trade as technical terms, and varying 
in quantity, weight, and measure, according to the contents, 
necessitates a considerable initial expenditure of labour and 
time which will not be required in the preparation of sub- 
sequent returns. The Port and Harbour authorities who 
are now furnishing returns, are supplying full lists of 
imports and exports; the figures, given in their first 
returns, however, can only be regarded as affording a 
basis for estimating the particular quantities, and in most 
cases they are unable to provide the data necessary to deduce 
these figures — such as tares, net weights contained in boxes, 
barrels, &c. ; the separation of commodities grouped under 
general names, e.g., “groceries,” &c. It was accordingly 
found necessary to correspond direct with the traders, and this 
has proved a matter of considerable difficulty and delay as 
the Port and Harbour authorities were reluctant to disclose the 
names and addresses of the principal exporters and importers. 
The returns for the year 1902 were found to be most unsatis- 
factory, and could only be regarded as a basis from which 
a system of such statistics might be built, and it has 
been considered advisable to postpone the issue of a report on 
these statistics, until the figures for the year 1903 are available, 
and even then it is feared the returns will not be absolutely 
exhaustive, but every effort will be made to have them as 
trustworthy and full as possible, and their shortcomings will 
be carefully pointed out, so that the danger of drawing false 
inferences from them may be avoided. They will at least be 
of such a character as to permit of a fair insight into the course 
and character of Irish sea-borne trade. The returns for many 
of the ports are only supplied several months after the period 
to which they refer, and those for the year 1903 were not 
completed until last July. The figures for some of the ports 
were then found to be insufficient, as the harbour authorities 
had been unwilling to supply all the particulars contained in 
the vessels’ manifests and had bulked together important 
commodities which it was desirable should be separated. It 
was : accordingly found necessary to obtain supplementary 
returns for these ports — a matter w T hich involved considerable 
delay. 
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In regard to the intelligence side of the work of this Branch 
it may be pointed out that a good deal of 
II.— Intelligence. such work is necessarily occupied in cor- 

respondence and enquiries intended for the 
use of the officials of the Department, and consequently that 
the actual published output of the Branch represents but a 
small portion of its labours. Since the Department’s last 
Annual Beport was issued five numbers of the official 
Journal of the Department have been published. With a 
view to extending its sale amongst the class for whom it 
is primarily intended the price of the J ournal has been 
reduced to 6 d . , which is a very low charge for a journal of the 
kind , considering the amount of matter contained in each 
issue’ (180-200 octavo pp.), and the manner in regard to illus- 
tration, type, &c., in which it is presented. Each issue of the 
Journal continues to contain special articles on Agricultural, 
Industrial, and Technical matters, in addition to digests of 
returns, foreign returns, &c., and an important series of statis- 
tical tables. Among the special contributions to the several

as well as a pamphlet on “ The Cultivation of Vegetables,” were 
also issued, and several of the earlier leaflets were re-issued in a 
revised form. The despatch and distribution of these leaflets and 
bulletins (over two million leaflets were issued in the year under 
consideration) continues to be an important part of the duty of 
the Branch, as from 50,000 to 250,000 copies of each leaflet are 
now distributed, and the mailing list of the Department contains 
at present nearly 10,000 individual names. To many of 
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these persons large supplies of each leaflet are sent for distri- 
bution. The Branch must again acknowledge the valuable 
co-operation of the Press of Ireland in bringing home to those 
whom they may concern the lessons of the Department’s 
publications. 

During the year a very large number of British, Foreign, 
and Colonial Reports bearing on agriculture, industries, and 
allied subjects, were received and classified in the Depart- 
mental Reference Library. In addition, all the printed publi- 
cations of the Department — some of them in Irish — were seen 
through the Press by officials of this Branch — a duty involving 
an immense amount of labour in editing, proof-reading, and 
revision. 

In connection with the Irish section of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition held at St. Louis, a series of coloured statis- 
tical charts, maps and diagrams, devised and prepared 
by the Statistics Branch, to illustrate the agricultural 
statistics of Ireland, was sent for exhibition. The aim of 
the coloured maps is to represent graphically by graduated 
shadings the distribution of each principal crop and class of 
live stock in the country. As the statistics upon which the 
shading of colours was drawn up for each map were compiled 
by electoral divisions — of which there are some 3,500 in Ire- 
land— it may be stated that probably no statistical charts 
giving such minute information have been prepared for any 
other country. The diagrams illustrate graphically the 
decline of the crop area and the increase in the extent under 
“ grass.” These charts and maps were displayed at the St. 
Louis Exposition, as well as others, including. a large map 
showing by distinctive colourings the various railway systems 
and the canals, waterways, and lough navigations of Ireland. 

5. -VETERINARY. 

The Veterinary Branch deals with the business devolving on 
the Department as the Central Authority in Ireland under the 
Diseases of Animals Acts. In the discharge of its duties, the 
Branch prepares such Orders as seem necessary from time to 
time to give effect to the objects of these Acts. It also super- 
vises the execution and enforcement throughout the. country of 
the Acts and of the Orders issued thereunder, exercising guiding 
functions in regard to the operations of the Local Authorities 
and the Police in This connection, as well as acting directly 
through its own staff, in matters falling more specifically within 
the province of the Central Authority. As, however, particulars 
bearing on the work of the Branch are given with considerable 
fulness in the Annual Report, issued separately, of proceedings 
under the Diseases of- Animals Acts [see Parliamentary Paper 
Cd. 2110-1904], it is unnecessary that any detailed statement of 
a like kind should be introduced here. It will be sufficient, 
therefore, briefly to touch on some points in the working of 
the Veterinary Branch for the twelve months to 30th June

During this period, the low level to which scheduled con- 
tagious. diseases among Jive stock in Ireland had previously been 
brought has been, on the whole, well maintained, though the 
statistics on the subject show some fluctuation when compared 
with those of the preceding year. 

In respect of diseases of cattle, the record is trivial in character, 
only four outbreaks of a single disease. Anthrax, having occurred 
among such animals. 

The comparative absence of serious disease among horses in 
Ireland is another gratifying feature. In .1903-4 only eight 
outbreaks of Glanders were recorded, while Parasitic Mange 
shows a substantial drop of 83 outbreaks, the figures being 
236 in 1902-3 and 153 in the succeeding twelve months. 

In June, 1903, two cases of Rabies were notified from the 
province of Connaught. These were apparently of an isolated 
character, as no similar outbreaks had come to light for over two 
years previously, and none has since been recorded. 

Swine Fever and Sheep Scab are the only scheduled diseases 
which prevail to any considerable degree in this country ; and as 
regards both diseases the number of outbreaks for the 
twelve months ended 30th June, 1904, is somewhat in excess of 
the number reported for the preceding twelve months. The number 
of outbreaks of Swine Fever in 1902-3 was the lowest on record, 
and though an increase has to be chronicled in the succeeding 
twelve months, the total for the latter period does not, as will be 
seen from the following figures, give ground for discouragement 
when compared with the average of earlier years : —

Ihe outbreaks of Sheep Scab reached a total of 628 in 1903-4. 
This is an increase of 54 outbreaks over the total for the pre- 
ceding twelve months, the difference being possibly due to the 
fact that the climatic conditions during a large portion of the 
period (1903-4) were generally more favourable for the develop- 
ment of the disease. 

Arrangements for the exercise of the additional powers for 
dealing with Sheep Scab that were conferred by the Diseases of 
Animals Act, 1903, can, it is hoped, soon be made, the report 
of the Sheep Dipping Committee appointed in that year 
having recently been issued. This report is at present under 
consideration. 
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6.— TRANSIT AND MARKETS. 

Under this head are grouped such matters as relate to the 
Department’s functions in connection with — 

(1.) The transit of animals. 

(2.) The aiding and facilitating of the carriage and dis- 
tribution of produce. 

(3.) Railway rates. 

(4.) The enforcement of the Sale of Food and Drugs 
Acts as regards such articles of food as butter, margarine, 
and milk. 

(5.) The Fertilisers and Feeding Stuffs Act, 1893. 

(6.) The Markets and Fairs (Weighing of Cattle) Acts, 
1887 and 1891. 

A staff of Travelling Inspectors, consisting of one Superin- 
tending Inspector and three other Inspectors, are entirely 
occupied in the discharge of the duties arising out of the subjects 
specified in the above subheads (1) to (4). 

(1.) Transit of Animals. 

The inland transit of animals, as well as the transit by water of 
animals carried coastwise, is to a very large extent conducted under 
orders and regulations made in pursuance of the special provisions 
in the Diseases of Animals Acts, 1894 to 1903, relating to these 
matters. The arrangements made by the several railway and 
shipping companies for dealing with the traffic are supervised 
by the Travelling Inspection Staff attached to the Veterinary 
Branch of the Department, particularsof whose workin this respect 
are detailed in the separate reports published annually by the 
Department under the Diseases of Animals Acts and laid before 
Parliament. It is therefore unnecessary now to go over the 
ground covered by these reports. It may, however, be mentioned 
that a further important order was made by the Department 
entitled the Animals Transit and General (Ireland) Amendment 
Order of 1904, containing additional regulations as to transit, 
based on recommendations made by Committees that had 
inquired in past years into the sea and land transit of live 
stock. These regulations are framed with the object of pre- 
venting the conveyance, by rail or on board ship, of cows too 
close to their period of calving, and of animals unfit in other 
respects to travel. The Order also provides for certain improve- 
ments in the construction and fitting of cattle trucks so as to 
guard more effectually against unnecessary hardship to animals 
in transit. 
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(2.)— Transit of Produce. 
(a.) Butter. 


During the year 

Inspection. 


1903-4 the Department’s Transit Inspection 
staff devoted much attention to this impor- 
tant question. 


Improved Methods. 


Their reports are, on the whole, of an encouraging nature, and 
indicate that a change for the better is 
taking place in the methods of preparing 
the packages for the markets, and also in 
the manner in which the consignments 
are treated by the Carrying Companies. 

It would appear that increasing numbers of consignors of 
Irish butter are becoming alive to the advantages which are 
gained by placing the produce on the markets in an attractive 
condition, especially in view of the keen foreign competition 
with which Irish butter has now to contend. An improvement 
was noticed in the class of box used for the conveyance of the 
butter and the consignments were very frequently enclosed in 
canvas covers. 


Many instances, however, of the use of boxes constructed of 
frail material and of which the several 
Defects, parts were badly fitted and insecurely 

Unsuitable Boxes, &c. fastened, came under the notice of the In- 
spectors. In some cases also it was found 
that the packages presented a soiled appearance. The placing 
of dirty packages of butter on the markets has not only pre- 
judiced the sale of the particular consignments, but has also 
tended to retard the success of the butter industry of the coun- 
try. It was also noticed that adequate precautions were not 
always taken to protect consignments from injury by rain while 
being carted to the premises of the Carrying Companies. 
Representations were made to the consignors in regard to all 
these matters. 


In fifty-one cases reports were received from the Department’s 
Inspectors showing, on the part of the 
Railway Transit. employees of the Carrying Companies, im- 
proper handling of boxes of butter. In 
some instances the Inspectors observed that butter was loaded 
in wagons in which articles likely to affect it injuriously had 
also been placed, and on a few occasions the use of wagons 
quite unsuited for the conveyance of butter came under notice. 

These matters were brought before the Carrying Companies, 
and suitable action was taken as regards the persons at fault. 

• Complaints were from time to time received from traders as 
to damage sustained by consignments in transit, and in each 
case the attention of the Company concerned was drawn by the 
Department to the matter. 
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A revised circular (a copy of which appears in the Appendix) 
as to the preparation of consignments of 
butter for the markets, was issued ip the 
Department’s Circular, 0 f M arc h ] as t. In this circular 

particulars as to the casks, kegs, or boxes 
considered most suitable for the markets are given. 

Two of the larger Irish railway companies have provided a 
number of refrigerator vans. In the case 
Refrigerating of certain other companies, wagons 
Arrangements. specially constructed with a view to keep 
the butter cool, are available for the pur- 
pose of this traffic. 

It appears that in one of the principal butter-making dis- 
tricts refrigerator vans were not frequently used on account of 
the cost involved in icing the vehicles, but it is now understood 
that arrangements have been made which should result in the 
vans being more extensively utilised in future seasons. 

At least six steamers in which butter is conveyed from Ire- 
land to Great Britain have been fitted with refrigerating plant. 
Four of these steamers trade from the port of Cork, and two 
from Waterford. In some other instances the compartments 
in which butter was placed on the vessels during the summer 
were provided with tubs containing block ice, and it was 
observed at one of the British ports that ice so carried was 
subsequently transferred to, refrigerator railway vans, in which 
the butter was conveyed to the markets. 

Between June, 1903, and August, 1904, twenty-seven com- 
plaints of delays in transit were received 

Delays in Transit. by the Department. Inquiry was made 
into each complaint. A summary of the 
complaints and of the result of the inquiries is given in the 
Appendices, pages 352 et seq. 

In reply to a communication addressed by the Department to 
the London and North-Western Bailway Company relative to 
complaints as to the delivery of butter sent from Ireland to 
certain places in the South of England, the Company stated 
that they had made arrangements for the transference of the 
consignments at Broad-street Station, London, instead of at 
Camden, the ordinary point of transfer. This arrangement 
would, it was anticipated, afford quicker delivery of the goods. 

It has been represented to the Department by one of the 
large English Carrying Companies that if consignors in Ireland 
arranged to Bend butter in larger quantities so as to ensure 
through trucks to destination, the railway company would be 
in a far better position to provide a much quicker transit than 
is possible under existing circumstances. 

The arrangements in force for the conveyance of farming pro- 
ducts from Ireland to Great Britain are 

Home and Foreign not infrequently compared unfavourably 
Produce. with facilities provided in the case of 

such products brought to Great Britain 
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from foreign countries. It may, however, be mentioned that 
the circumstances affecting the conveyance of agricultural pro- 
duce to Great Britain from foreign countries and from Ireland 
are not by any means similar. In the case of Denmark, for 
instance, cargoes of butter and eggs arrive at the British ports 
bn specified days in each week, and, as the consignments are 
large, special arrangements can conveniently be made for deal- 
ing with the cargoes, and for a rapid train service to the 
markets. The task of supervising transit in such circumstances 
is not one of much difficulty. On the other hand, the consign- 
ments sent from Ireland are, usually, comparatively small, and 
are forwarded daily over so many routes, and by so many dif- 
ferent trains and steamers that no little difficulty is involved in 
the supervision of the traffic. 

Shipping companies, it is reported, are causing increased care 
to be exercised in the work of loading 
Shipping Companies’ and unloading. In some instances the 
Arrangements. butter is placed in crates and hoisted on 
board the steamers, and it remains in these 
crates during the sea portion of the journey. This plan obvi- 
ates the risk of injury to the packages through the pressure of 
slings, when they are being placed on or taken from the vessels. 

Two of the Transit Inspectors of the Department were engaged 
for a considerable time during the year in 
Inquiries in Great Great Britain in making inquiries as to 
Britain. the conditions under which Irish produce 

arrives at the British markets, and, 
through the courtesy of the Carrying Companies, they were 
afforded opportunities of obtaining definite information as to 
the treatment to which consignments of butter are subjected, 
at the ports and on the lines of railways in Great Britain. 

At some of the ports, where large quantities of butter 
are transferred from the ships to the railways, it was noticed 
that coopers are employed to repair any boxes or other pack- 
ages which may have received injuries ; and it was also 
observed that on certain railways, refrigerator vans are pro- 
vided in some instances for the conveyance of butter from the 
ports to the principal centres of distribution. The Inspectors 
were instructed, when in Great Britain, to obtain interviews 
with the leading provision merchants in the districts to which 
Irish butter is largely despatched, and to ascertain their 
opinions as to any improvements that might be effected 
in the condition of the produce. The merchants interviewed 
bore testimony to the improvement which is taking place in 
the methods of packing the butter for the markets, especially 
as regards the class of box, &c., which is being used, and they 
stated that claims for damages during transit were very much 
reduced as a result of the improved methods of packing, and 
the extra care taken by the Carrying Companies. The butter 
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itself was stated to be, on the whole, of a better and more uni- 
form quality, though complaint was made that it oftentimes 
was found to contain excessive moisture. It was mentioned 
that if creamery managers generally were to extract as much 
moisture as possible from their butter, it would find a better 
place in the market than at present. Special attention was 
directed to the objectionable practice of some Irish creamery 
managers in holding over the produce in the hope of getting 
better prices. Further, it was urged that ice was not suffi- 
ciently used at Irish creameries. 

The merchants made reference also to the fact that a supply 
of Irish butter could be obtained only during a portion of 
the year. The comparatively small quantity of butter 
despatched from this country in winter renders it necessary for 
merchants to make arrangements for a supply of foreign butter 
during that season. This is a great disadvantage to the Irish 
butter industry, inasmuch as the trade in Irish butter which is 
built up in summer is, to a large degree, lost in winter, 
and if regained the following summer, is done so oftentimes 
only by selling at a comparatively low price. 

The remedy, as pointed out in the Department’s Report for 
1902-3 seems to lie in the extension of winter dairying in Ire- 
land. 


(b.) Eggs. 

Action similar to that already described with regard to the 
transit of butter was taken during the year 
Inspection. respect to the egg traffic. 

The Inspectors report that evidence is not wanting to indicate 
that, on the whole, egg cases of a better class, and packing 
material of a superior description, are used to a greater extent 
than formerly. There is, however, still much room for improve- 
ment in these matters. The number of consignors and exporters 
of eggs in Ireland is very large, and it i3 by no means an easy 
task to secure the general adoption of those improved methods 
of preparing the produce for" transit, which are necessary if the 
Irish egg trade is to maintain its proper place in the markets. 

In not a few instances, eggs sent to important centres of 
distribution in Great Britain are packed 

Unsuitable Boxes and in boxes constructed of such flimsy materials 
Packing Materials, and so badly put together that it is difficult 
to expect that such boxes could reach their 
destinations without damage to their contents. Unsuitable pack- 
ing materials, such as musty or damp hay and. straw are still 
not infrequently used, and, in many instances which came under 
the notice of the Inspectors, not only were the eggs insufficiently 
covered by the packing material, but they could easily be 
pilfered through the wide openings in the cases. 
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When such matters are reported to the Department by their 
Inspectors, representations are made to the 
Representations to consignors in the hope of bringing about an 

Consignors. improvement. It is obviously of much 

consequence to the Irish egg trade that con- 
signments should present a scrupulously clean and neat appear- 
ance on arrival at the markets, and that every care should be 
taken to avoid the use of old and rickety cases. The Inspectors 
have had several interviews with exporters of eggs, and have 
strongly impressed on them the necessity that exists for properly 
preparing the consignments for the market, in order to be able 
to compete, on at least equal terms, with the foreign exporter 


Reports have, on different occasions, been received from the 
Inspectors as to careless handling of cases of 
careless handling of eggs when being delivered to the railway 
Cases of Eggs. companies. Consignors would do well to 
caution their employees against “ upending ” 
the cases durino- the process of transfer at the railway promises, 
and to instruct them to be careful to keep the cases in a 
horizontal position. The Department have frequently called 
the attention of consignors to this matter. Some of the railway 
companies, it is understood, have instructed their servants to 
prevent, as far as may be practicable, carters from handling the 
boxes in this careless manner. 

The Inspectors reported several instances of carelessness in 
the treatment of the consignments whilst in charge of the 
Carrying Companies ; and in each instance a communication 
was sent by 7 the Department to the Company concerned. It is 
satisfactory to learn from the Inspectors’ reports that there is 
a general improvement in the manner in which the employees 
of the Carrying Companies handle the consignments. 


Officers of the Department’s Inspection Staff were instructed 
to ascertain the views of egg merchants 
Inquiries In Great in Great Britain as to the circumstances 
Britain which affect t he sale of Irlsh e SS a m the 

British markets, and they report that the 
merchants interviewed complained of badly constructed cases 
and defective methods of packing— matters which had already 
come under the notice of the Inspectors. It was considered that 
some of the Irish egg cases were not of sufficient length to 
allow of packing material being properly used at their ends. 
The despatch of eggs in a dirty condition to the markets was 
also mentioned as adversely affecting the Irish trade ; and the 
absence of a general system of grading, it was said, places the 
Irish eggs at 'a disadvantage in the British markets. A sug- 
gestion was made by the merchants that the adoption of a mort 
systematic collection of Irish eggs might do much towards 
insuring that the consignments should reach the markets m a 
fresh and more saleable condition. 
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The Inspectors took notice of the methods adopted at the 
English ports for landing consignments of 

Handling of Eggs eggs, and they were enabled to witness the 
at Ports. arrangements for dealing with the traffic on 

some of the larger railways in Great Britain. 
In almost every instance they bear testimony to the more careful 
handling of the consignments by the Companies. In the ease of 
one of the Shipping Companies it was ascertained that the 
superintendence of the loading and unloading of the eggs is 
assigned to a special officer, who is also charged with the duty 
of seeing that the holds of the ships are maintained at a 
proper temperature, and that the boxes are forwarded as rapidly 
as practicable from the port of debarkation. 

Representations have been made to the Department as to the 
alleged existence of a practice of placing 
Alleged sales of Foreign foreign eggs in Irish cases, So that the 
Eggs as Irish. eggs might be sold as of Irish origin. In 
any specific instance of the kind in which 
the evidence available warrants such a course the Department 
will be prepared to take action with a view to legal proceedings 
against the offenders. 

(c.) Fowl. 

It appears that unsuitable , crates are still at times used to 
convey fowl to the markets, and that 
Crates. overcrowding of the compartments of the 

crates not infrequently takes place. 

Consignors should be careful to see that the crates are 
properly subdivided, that they afford sufficient head room, 
aiid that the compartments are not overcrowded. The crates 
should be substantially and securely made, and should not have 
too many tiers. Large high crates are handled with difficulty 
by the carriers, unless a crane is available. 

( d .) Fruit. 

During the season the Inspectors observed the arrangements 
made for dealing with 'the fruit traffic at the principal railway 
stations from which consignments are despatched, and also 
witnessed the handling of packages containing fruit when being 
placed on the steamships for export to Great Britain. 

In addition to garden fruit, comparatively large quantities 
of blackberries and other wild fruit were forwarded to the 
markets in Great Britain during the year. 

The Inspectors report that apples are frequently exported 
from Ireland in bags containing about 2 cwt. each. Such a 
method of packing apples cannot be regarded as satisfactory , 
as it is obvious that in handling consignments of fruit pre- 
pared tor transit in bags the risk of damage to the contents is 
considerable. 

Barrels are, it appears, not infrequently used in the convey- 
ance of fruit forwarded from this country, and it would be of 
advantage if an extension took place in this mode of preparing 
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fruit for transit. It may be mentioned that barrels are 
mainly used for the carriage of foreign fruit sent to Great 
Britain. 

( e .) Fish. 

The Inspectors took every opportunity that presented itself 
of witnessing the manner in which consignments of fish were 
handled by the servants of the railway and steamship com- 
panies. It appears that fish boxes are now very generally fitted 
with rope handles, an arrangement which should much facili- 
tate the work of dealing with the consignments when being 
transferred from the railway vehicles to the steamships. 

Representations were made to the Department respecting 
the losses incurred by persons engaged in the fish trade of a 
certain- inland district, owing to the non-delivery of consign- 
ments of fish at Billingsgate in time for the early market. In- 
quiry was made into the matter, and the circumstances were 
specially brought under the notice of the forwarding company . 
Subsequently, the reported delays were made the subject of an 
interview in Great Britain between one of the Transit Inspec- 
tors and certain officers of the railway company on whose line 
the traffic was conveyed. Assurances were given that every 
effort would be made to obviate the cause of complaint. 

(/.) Milk and Cream. 

The milk traffic over railways in this country appears to be 
considerable. Bather large quantities of skimmed milk are 
sent to Glasgow from the North of Ireland. The traffic in 
cream to Great Britain is comparatively small. 

Large strong cans are as a rule used for the conveyance by 
rail of milk or cream. Some instances came under notice in 
which cans of sufficient strength were not used, the result being 
damage to the cans and loss of their contents. 

( g .) Pork and Bacon. 

A considerable traffic in pork is carried on, principally in the 
North of Ireland. The Inspectors report any cases observed 
by them of the conveyance of pork in uncleansed wagons, or 
of its unsatisfactory treatment during transit ; and in each 
instance the matter is brought under the notice of the Carrying 
Company concerned. 

The traffic in bacon, which is to a large extent of an export 
character, has also received the attention of the inspection 
staff. When being exported, Irish bacon is generally enclosed 
in canvas ; while boxes or barrels are usually used for the con- 
veyance of foreign bacon sent into Great Britain or this 
country. 

3. Railway Rates. 

During the period under review, several complaints of a more 
or less specific character were received 
Complaints as to from traders and others in respect of rates 
Rates. charged for the conveyance of agricultural 

produce, & c. , but no occasion arose for the 
appearance of the Department under Section 17 (1) of 
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the Agriculture and Technical Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899, 
as complainant “on behalf of persons aggrieved in refer- 
ence to any matter (other than a matter affecting the Jfost- 
master-General) which the Bailway and Canal Commissioners 
have jurisdiction to hear and determine.” These complaints 
were in respect of the carriage of butter, eggs, preserved fruit, 
bacon, cattle, sheep, pollard, cabbage, potatoes hides, dead 
fowl, potato spraying material, dressed limestone, &c., &c. 

Every complaint was investigated, and in connection with 
these investigations the Inspectors of the Department ha 
a large number of interviews with the 
, complainants and other interested persons, 
Action ol Department. ag w(jll as with rai ] way an d steamship 
officials. Bepresentations were made to 
the Carrying Companies concerned in all cases where, on in- 
quiry, it was considered that such a course could properly be 

A* summary of the results of the action taken by the Depart- 
ment in regard to complaints between the 1st April, 1900, and 
the 31st July, 1904, will be found at pages 358 et seq m the 
Appendices to this Beport. Cases in which correspondence is 
still proceeding are not included in the summary. 

It does not appear that consignors of produce, before for- 
warding their goods, take sufficient care in all cases to inform 
themselves as to the arrangements and facilities for conveying 
the consignments to their destinations, and as misunder- 
standings may arise in consequence, consignors would be 
well advised in all cases to obtain, as far as is practicable, par- 
ticulars of the- rates which- apply to the conveyance of their 
goods from the .stations at which they book, and also to make 
it clear by what route they intend their produce to be conveyed. 

Under Section 14 of the Begulation of Bailways Act, IS /d, 
every railway company is required to keep at each of its 
stations a book or books showing every rate for the time being 
charged for the carriage of traffic, other than passengers and 
their luggage, from that station to any place to which the com- 
pany books, including any rates charged under any special con- 
tract, and every such book shall, during all reasonable hours, 
be open to the inspection of any person without the payment of 
any fee. 

The attention of the Department has on several occasions 
been called to the rates charged for the 
Rates on Foreign and conveyance of foreign produce to the 
Home Produce British markets as compared with the rates 
which apply to Irish produce earned to 
these places. It should, however, be remembered &at traffic 
can be conveyed by sea at a cheaper rate than by railway, but 
apart from this consideration, the foreign ^consignments . earned 
on given occasions are, as a rule, so much larger than the con- 
signments which are generally conveyed from this country, 
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Consignment In Bulk. 


that special arrangements can be made for the foreign goods 
which would not be admissible in the case of Irish produce as 
at present consigned. 

The British and Irish Railway Companies frequently offer to 
convey large quantities of home produce at lower rates than 
those which are charged when like goods are consigned in small 
quantities. 

In view of this fact, and of the keen competition with which 
Irish produce has to contend in the 
British markets, consignors might usefully 
take into consideration the question of 
effecting improvements in the organisa- 
tion of the delivery of the consignments to the Carrying Com- 
panies. If instead of the despatch of his produce by each con- 
signor regardless of the time when other consignors in the 
same area are forwarding like merchandise to the same market, 
such consignors were to arrange to deliver the bulk of the 
goods for conveyance by certain trains on a specified day, it 
might be practicable for the Companies to make provision for 
more rapid transit, and, provided the consignments were suffi- 
ciently large, the adoption of the suggested course should allow 
of more favourable rates being put into operation in respect of 
the traffic. 


4. Sale of Food and Drugs Acts. 

For the purposes of these Acts the expression “food” is 
defined to include every article used for food or drink by man, 
other than drugs or water, and any article which ordinarily 
enters into or is used in the composition or preparation of 
human food ; and it also includes flavouring matters and condi- 
ments ; while the term ‘ * drug ’ ’ includes medicine for internal 
or external use. The duty of providing for -the execution of 
these statutes in Ireland devolves upon the local authority 
empowered to appoint an analyst for the purposes of the Acts. 
Under Section 10 of the Sale of Food and Drugs Act, 1875, the 
power of appointing an analyst was vested in the grand jury 
of every county and town council of every borough. By 
Section 4 of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, 
the powers and duties of the grand juries are, with the 
exception of certain specified business, transferred to the 
County Councils r while, under section 34 of the Act of 1875, 
the term “ borough ” is defined, as regards the application of 
the Act to Ireland, to mean any borough subject to the Act 
for the regulation of Municipal Corporations in Ireland, 
3 and 4 Viet., ch. 108. The six county boroughs and the five 
boroughs of Clonmel, Drogheda. Kilkennv, Sligo, and Wexford 
come under this Act. The local authorities entrusted with the 
administration of the Sale of Food and Drugs Acts are required 
to put into force the powers with which thev are vested, so as 
to provide proper securities for the sale of food and' drugs in a 
pure and genuine condition, and to direct their officers to take 
samples for analysis. 
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Working of the Acts 
in the Counties. 


The Councils of the thirty-three administrative counties have 
appointed more than 500 members of the 
Eoyal Irish Constabulary for the purpose 
of the enforcement of the statutes. In 
thirty-two of the counties members of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary are exclusively 
employed as food inspectors, while in the remaining county one 
local officer, in addition to the members of the Constabulary, 
discharges inspectorial duties under the Acts. Copies of the 
reports furnished quarterly to the local authorities by the 
analysts are supplied to the Department ; and in the light of 
the information contained in these reports, the Department are 
often enabled to determine the measures which can be most 
effectively adopted to assist the local authorities in having the 
Acts more vigorously enforced. The Department’s Inspectors 
have had many interviews in this connection with local officials 
with beneficial results. 


In certain districts it appears to have been the practice to 
take the majority of samples for analysis in the last few weeks 
of each quarter of the year. This was, obviously, not the most 
effective means of securing a due enforcement of the statutes. 
The Department anticipate that, as a result of their interven- 
tion, satisfactory arrangements will be made in future for the 
more general distribution over the entire year of the work of 
taking samples. V 


When the returns as to the working of the Acts for the 
year 1902 are compared with the returns which _ relate to 
the subsequent year, it will be observed that while in the 
former period 2,916 samples of butter, 78 samples of mar- 
garine, 316 samples of cheese, 6 samples of margarine cheese, 
and 4,791 samples of milk were taken in the thirty-three admi- 
nistrative counties for analysis, during the latter period 3,216 
samples of butter, 72 of margarine, 490 of cheese, 1 of mar- 
garine cheese, and 4,861 of milk were submitted from these 
areas to the public analysts. Increases have taken place in 
the numbers of samples of butter, cheese, and milk, and 
decreases in the numbers of samples of margarine and 
margarine cheese. The table given hereunder shows, in 
respect of the year 1903, the numbers of samples taken for 
analysis in each county, the numbers of prosecutions instituted, 
the numbers of convictions obtained, and the penalties imposed.

The Department are empowered under Sections 2 and 24 of the 
Sale of Rood and Drugs Act , 1899 , to direct 
an officer to procure for analysis samples of 
Department's Action. any art j c j e 0 j f 00( j j n relation to any matter 
appearing to the Department to affect the 
general interests of agriculture ; and with a view to render 
assistance to local authorities in their efforts to secure the sale 
of certain articles of food in a pure and genuine condition, a 
special officer has been employed by the Department to obtain 
samples of butter and margarine for analytical purposes. Much 
success has attended the work of this officer. Ror a period 
of three months in 1903, a second officer was engaged 
in the work of talcing samples. During the year 1902, 
690 samples of butter and 32 samples of margarine were 
obtained for analysis in four of the boroughs and in the 
thirty-three administrative counties. Offences were committed 
in connection with the sale of 45 of these samples, prosecutions 
were instituted in respect of 33 samples, convictions were 
obtained in 24 cases, and penalties totalling £30 0s. 10 d. were 
imposed. In the year 1903, 878 samples of butter were taken 
and 14 samples of margarine. The results of the analysis of 
the samples were in each case communicated to the local autho- 
rities, in whom is vested the power of causing proceedings to be 
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were obtained for analysis within the boroughs, while in the 
year 1902, the numbers of samples of butter, margarine, cheese, 
and milk submitted for analysis stood at 871, 34, 18, and 2,670 
respectively. A marked increase has taken place in the 
number of each of the articles submitted for analysis in the 
year under review as compared with the previous year a cir- 
cumstance which may be regarded as affording evidence of 
the desire of the local authorities to protect the consumer 
against fraudulent . transactions in those articles of food. 
Particulars respecting samples taken during the year 1903 in

taken as if the analysis had been made at their instance. The 
local authorities caused prosecutions to be instituted in 1G 
cases, convictions were secured in 12 instances and penalties 
amounting to A17 5s. 10 d . imposed. In one case in which par- 
ticulars as to infringements of the labelling clauses of the 
Margarine Act, 1887, in connection with the sale of a sample 
of margarine to the Department’s officer were communicated 
to the local authority concerned, that body determined not to 
proceed against the trader. When the Department learned the 
decision of the local authority, they empowered their officer to 
execute and enforce the provisions of the statute as regards the 
sale of the sample in question. Proceedings were accordingly 
instituted against the trader, a conviction was secured, and 
penalties were imposed. Although considerably larger numbers 
of samples were taken for analysis during the year 1903 than 
during the previous year, the number of samples in respect of 
which statutory offences were committed fell from 45 in the 
year 1902 to 32 in the year under review. The reduced number 
of offences, viewed in conjunction with the increased number of 
samples, may perhaps be taken as affording an indication of the 
better observance of the laws which apply to the sale of these 
articles.

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Every manufactory of margarine or margarine cheese, and any 
premises wherein the business of a wholesale dealer in margarine 
or margarine cheese is carried on, must be 
Margarine, Registration registered with the local authority in such 
of Premises. manner as the Local Government Board lor 
Ireland may direct, and each registration 
must be notified to the Department by the local authority. Any 
officer of the Department is empowered to enter at all reason- 
able times any manufactory of margarine or margarine cheese, 
and to inspect any process of manufacture therein, and to take 
samples for analysis. In the Department’s Ileport for the year 
1902-3, it appeared that the numbers of premises registered 
for the manufacture of margarine or margarine cheese, and for 
wholesale dealings in these articles, stood at 9 and 137 respec- 
tively. The premises were registered with the local authorities 
of twenty-two administrative areas — ten boroughs and twelve 
counties. On the 1st April last the number of premises regis- 
tered as being utilised for wholesale transactions in margarine 
and margarine cheese had fallen to 122, while a reduction of 
one had taken place in the total number of registered 
manufactories. Seven manufactories of margarine are regis- 
tered, and only one manufactory of margarine cheese. Formerly 
two manufactories of the latter substance were registered, but 
in one case margarine cheese has ceased to be manufactured. 
The consumption of margarine cheese in this country is not 
considerable, and is, it seems, mainly confined to the counties 
in the north-east of Ulster. 

In many of the premises registered for wholesale trans- 
actions in margarine, a trade in butter and other provisions is 
also carried on, the sale of margarine being merely an adjunct 
to the other business of the trader. Butter is also made in 
certain premises registered for the manufacture of margarine. 
A few cases in which persons apparently engaged in wholesale 
transactions in margarine had neglected to apply to the local 
authority for a certificate of registration, came under the 
notice of the Department’s officers. The Inspectors to 
whom is assigned the duty of examining the registers kept 
at the premises of manufacturers of and wholesale dealers in 
margarine and margarine cheese, have also drawn attention to 
cases in which premises have ceased to be utilised for whole- 
sale dealings in margarine and margarine cheese. The local 
authority concerned is in every instance apprised of such 
failure to register the premises or of the non-utilisation of the 
premises for wholesale dealings, and the issue of a new certifi- 
cate, or the cancelling of an existing certificate, follows. _ As a 
result of this revision the Department’s register of premises at 
any particular time may be regarded as containing only entries 
of those premises in which sales actually take place, or in which 
the registration is effected merely as a precautionary measure.

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wholesale dealers’ premises registered in each area, are given

Manufacturers of and wholesale dealers in margarine or mar- 
garine cheese are required to keep a register 

i showing the quantity and destination of 

Register, Inspection , . ■; , , , 

each consignment of these substances sent 

by Department’s Officers. , ,, D ,, , , if 

out from the manufactory or place of 

business. Periodical visits are paid by the 
Department’s Transit Inspectors to the premises of these 
manufacturers or wholesale dealers, with the object of ascer- 
taining if the registers are kept properly posted up to date. 
Communications are addressed to the offenders in every in- 
stance in which any irregularities in the manner of keeping 
these registers are reported by the Inspectors. In no 
instance, however, have the irregularities been such as 
to necessitate the institution of legal proceedings. Compara- 
tively few cases of failure to keep the register in the prescribed 
manner were reported to the Department during the year. 
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On more than one occasion the Department have been urged 
to direct their officers to take samples oi 
butter, for analytical purposes, during 
Sampling during transit to the markets. There is no autho- 
Trahsit. j-jty given for such procedure under 

the Sale of Pood and Drugs Acts. By 
Sec. 8 of the Margarine Act, 1887, it is provided that 
margarine shall, whenever forwarded by any public convey- 
ance, be duly consigned as margarine, and power is given to 
procure samples for analysis if there is reason to_ believe that 
the provisions of the Act are infringed on this behalf, to 
examine and take samples from any package, and ascertain, if 
necessary, by submitting the same to be analysed, whether an 
offence against the Act has been committed. _ It may be men- 
tioned that the term “ margarine,” as used in the Act, means 
all substances, whether compounds or otherwise, prepared in 
imitation of butter, and whether mixed with butter or not. 

Various representations have from time to time been made to 
the Department as to the percentage of 
water that should be allowed in butter. 
Water in Butter. j n tJle year 190 i a Departmental Com- 
mittee was appointed by the President of 
the Board of Agriculture of Great Britain and the Vice-Pre- 
sident of this Department, to inquire and report as to 
what regulations, if any, might with advantage be made under 
Section 4 of the Sale of Pood and Drugs Act, 1899, for deter- 
mining, amongst other things, what, proportion of water in any 
sample of butter should, for the purposes of the Sale of hood 
and Drugs Acts, raise a presumption, until the contrary was 
proved, that the butter was not genuine. The Committee, 
having fully considered the evidence given by a large number 
of witnesses, recommended the adoption of a 16 per cent, hmit, 
and the Department gave effect to this recommendation by the 
issue, on the 23rd April, 1902, of the Sale of Butter (Ireland) 
Regulations, 1902, Article 1 of which is as follows 

“ Where the proportion of water in a sample of butter 
“ exceeds sixteen per cent., it shall be presumed for the 
“ purposes of the Sale of Pood and Drugs Acts, 1875 to 
“ 1899, until the contrary is proved, that the butter is not 
“ genuine by reason of the excessive amount of water 
“ therein.” 


With the object of securing uniformity of procedure in the col- 
lection and retention of samples of butter 
Bottles for use in taken for analysis, a memorandum con- 
n \ ln(t taming recommendations as to the kind of 

samp g. bottle that should be used for the samples, 
and as to the manner in which the portions of each sample 
should be dealt with, was prepared m August, 1903, and 
arrangements made for its distribution among the ota ®- 
cerned. A copy of this memorandum is printed in the Appen- 
dices, page 368. 
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Section 19 (1) of the Sale of hood and Drugs Act, 1899, pro- 
vides that when any article of food or drug 
Time Limit for has been purchased for test purposes, any 

Prosecutions. prosecution under the Sale of hood and 

Drugs Acts in respect of the sale thereof 
shall not be instituted after the expiration of twenty-eight days 
from the time of the purchase. In a case which was brought 
before the Wiltshire magistrates for an offence under Section 6 
of the Act of 187 5, and in which the summons was not served 
within twenty-eight days from the sale, the summons was dis- 
missed on the ground that the time from which the institution 
of the prosecution was to be calculated was the date of the 
service of the summons, and not that of the laying of the 
information. The question of the proper construction of 
Section 19 (1) of the Act was involved in this decision, 
and the matter was argued before the Court of Kin g’s Bench 
on a case stated by the magistrates. The Court of King’s 
Bench held that a prosecution is instituted under the Act by 
the laying of an information, and the issue of a summons, and 
not by the service of the summons. 

5. Deetiliseks and Deeding Stdefs Act, 1893. 

The system of itinerant instruction which has been in opera- 
tion in several counties under the Department’s agricultural 
schemes has, it appears, produced in the minds of farmers a 
more just appreciation of the value of analyses, and in many 
instances samples of manures and feeding stuffs have been sent 
for analytical examination to the Department’s offices. The 
Department, it may be mentioned, do not undertake the 
analysis of such articles generally, but in certain cases they 
have caused analyses to be made with a view to obtain more 
detailed information regarding the quality of the manures and 
feeding stuff's sold in this country. 

While it would seem that there is a growing desire on the 
part of agriculturists in Ireland to satisfy themselves that the 
fertilisers and feeding stuffs purchased by them are of the 
quality represented at the time of sale, it must be admitted 
that they avail themselves only to a limited extent of the oppor- 
tunity afforded by the statute in the matter of sending samples 
for analysis to the district analysts. District analysts under 
the Fertilisers and Deeding Stuffs Act are, in Ireland, the 
analysts appointed for counties and boroughs under the Sale of 
Dood and Drugs Acts. Farmers are often unwilling to carry 
out fully the regulations which relate to the taking of samples, 
and in some eases it is possible that the payment of a fee to the 
district analyst acts as a deterrent to the Act being put into 
operation. Again, farmers seem to be unwilling to institute 
proceedings against vendors in cases where the manures or 
feeding stuffs are found not up to the quality guaranteed. 
Suggestions have been made with regard to an alteration of 
the procedure under the Act. As, however, the Act applies to 
Great Britain as well as to Ireland, the details of any amending 
statute would have to be considered in relation to both coun- 
tries. A Committee was appointed in July, 1903, by the Board 
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of Agriculture and Fisheries, to inquire into the working of the 
Act in Great Britain, and to report whether any, and, if so, 
what further measures can with advantage be taken for the 
better protection of vendors and purchasers of the articles to 
which the Act applies. The report of the Committee was 
presented to Parliament last month (February, 1905). 

In the year 1902 the quarterly returns furnished to the 
Department by the several district analysts 
District Analysts’ showed that samples were submitted for 
Returns. analytical examination from eighteen 

(seventeen counties and one borough) out 
of the forty-four administrative areas. From the counties, 
seventy-eight samples of fertilisers and forty-one of feeding 
stuffs were submitted, and from the borough, three samples 
of feeding stuffs. In the year 1903 a marked increase took 
place in the number of samples of fertilisers and feeding 
stuffs sent for analysis. From eighteen counties one hundred 
and seventy samples of fertilisers and eighty-one samples of 
feeding stuffs were submitted, and from one borough, two 
samples of fertilisers. In twenty-five administrative areas no 
effective local effort seems to have been made to put the Act into 
operation The following table indicates the areas from which 
the samples were submitted, and the number sent from each

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In accordance with the suggestion made by the Department in 
their circular of October, 1901, as to the 
Action of Local establishment of a definite system of sam- 
Authorities. pling fertilisers and feeding stuffs in each 
county, the Committees of twenty-four 
counties made provision in their agricultural schemes for the 
enforcement of the statute during the year 1903-4. A sum of 
1127 was the amount allocated in the greater number of counties 
for the purpose mentioned, but in one county, Cork, in which 
the most praiseworthy activity has been displayed by the Com- 
mittee in the administration of the Act, a sum of £100 was 
allocated. 

In accordance with Section 7 of the Fertilisers and Feeding 
Stuffs Act a prosecution for an offence 
Prosecutions. under that Act may be instituted by the 
Certificates. person aggrieved, by the council of a 
county or borough, or by any body or asso- 
ciation authorised in that behalf by the Department. In the 
case, however, of an offence under Section 3 of the Act, pro- 
ceedings cannot be instituted by the person aggrieved or by 
any body or association except on a certificate by the Depart- 
ment that there is reasonable ground for the prosecution. 

It may be well to mention some particulars of two of the 
cases in which certificates under Section 7 of the Act were 
issued by the Department, and in which some points of interest 
arose. 

On the 25th September, 1903, the Secretary to the Cork 
County Committee of Agriculture purchased from a trader 
in Skibbereen, a bag of XXX Grass Manure, which was 
guaranteed to contain from 35 to 37 per cent, of soluble phos- 
phate, and 5 per cent, of potash salts. On analysis the per- 
centage of soluble phosphate in the manure was found to be 
32'75, while the percentage of potash stood at 0'12. 

Application for authority to institute proceedings was made 
to the Department by the Committee, and on the 17th Novem- 
ber, 1903, a certificate giving the desired authority was issued. 
When the case came on for hearing at Skibbereen Petty Ses- 
sions on the 2nd December, 1903, the solicitor for the defence 
contended that the samples had not been taken in accordance 
with the regulations as to sampling under the Act, as the 
samples had been taken from one bag only, it being requisite 
under Regulation 14 of the Fertilisers and Feeding Stuffs 
Regulations, 1899, to select for sampling two bags or pack- 
ages when the quantity of the fertiliser does not exceed 
1 ton. The quantity purchased in this case amounted 
to 2 ewt. The Court held the view that the samples 
were not properly taken, and dismissed the case. Ap- 
plication was then made to the Court to state a case 
for the Court of King’s Bench, a course which the magis- 
trates adopted. Judgment was given in the case in the King’s 
Bench on the 22nd January, 1904. The Court held that as 
only one bag of the fertiliser was delivered, the case did not 
come within Regulation 14, which is conversant with two or 
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more bags . The Lord Chief Justice and the Lord Chief Baron 
were of opinion that Regulation 16 did not apply, as delivery in 
one bag could not be treated as delivery in bulk. Mr. Justice 
Madden and Mr. Justice Wright held that provision was made 
in Regulation 16 for the taking of samples in cases m which 
the article is delivered in one bag. The ca.se was sent back to 
the magistrates, as they were wrong in holding that the samples 
should have been taken pursuant to Regulation 14, the Lord 
Chief Justice pointing out that complainants might be able to 
produce common law proof. The case was accordingly re-heard 
at Skibbereen Petty Sessions, and the defendant convicted and 

fined. , 

A decision on appeal was given in the other case at the 
Mallow Quarter Sessions on the 21st April, 1904. The 
charge was for the offence of causing or permitting an 
invoice of basic slag to be false in a material particular to 
the prejudice of the purchaser. The case was first heard at 
Mallow Petty Sessions, when the defendant was convicted and 
a penalty imposed. The slag was guaranteed to contain from 
30 to 35 per cent, of insoluble phosphate, but on analysis the 
percentage was found to be only 24T. At the hearing of the 
appeal, the analyst was called to give evidence as to the result 
of the analysis. The Recorder held that in this case 
was a contract, that the contract had been broken, and that 
the conviction must stand. 

It appeared from the decision given in the first-mentioned 
case of the Cork County Committee of Agriculture against 
the trader in Skibbereen that considerable doubt existed as 
to whether the Fertilisers and Feeding Stuffs Regulations, 
1899, applied to instances in which only one bag of a fertiliser 
had been purchased, and with the view of removing any doubt 
in the matter, the Department considered it desirable to amend 
Regulation 16, so as to provide specially for the sampling of 
a fertiliser delivered in one bag or package. Furthermore, 
in the Regulations of 1899, when the buyer intended to take 
the samples himself, he was required to give at least six days 
notice in writing of his intention to the seller, with particulars 
as to the place, day, and hour of sampling, and when the buyer 
or seller requested that the samples should be taken by the dis- 
trict analyst or his authorised representative, the analyst or his 
representative, as the ease might be, was required to give at 
least six days’ notice in writing to the seller and to the buyer as 
to the place, day and hour of sampling. In instances in which 
the buyer intended to perform the work of sampling, the exist- 
ence of the six days’ limit left only , a comparatively short time 
within which to give the prescribed notice of intention to sample 
—it being necessary to take the samples within ten days after 
delivery of the article or the receipt of the invoice whichever is 
later— and as no useful purpose would be served by continuing 
the six days’ limit in the case of the district analyst or his 
authorised representative, it was decided to reduce the period 
in both cases to three days. Regulations S and 9 of the Jferti- 
lisers and Reeding Stuffs Regulations, 1899, were accordingly 
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amended, the words “ at least three days’ notice ” being sub- 
stituted for the words “at least six days’ notice.’’ A copy 
of the Fertilisers' and Feeding Stuffs (Amendment) Regula- 
tions, 1904, will be found at page of the Appendices. 

Certificates authorising legal proceedings were also issued 
by the Department up to August, 1904, in the six following 
cases : — 

24th July, 1903. — Invoice of bone manure false in 
material particulars to the prejudice of the purchaser. The 
County Committee concerned, however, on further con- 
sideration, decided not to prosecute in this case. 

24th July, 1903. — Failure in the case of the sale of 

Special ’ ’ manure to give the invoice required by the 
Act. Nominal fine of 6d., with Is. Qd. costs, imposed. 

6th August, 1903. — Invoice of bone manure false in a 
material particular to the prejudice of the purchaser. The 
County Committee concerned, on further consideration, 
decided not to prosecute. 

11th September, 1903. — Invoice of “Turnip manure” 
false. The result of the analysis showed that the manure 
was below the guarantee in soluble phosphate, insoluble 
phosphate, and nitrogen. A fine of 6 d. was imposed. 

17th November, 1903. — Invoice of “ Bone Manure 
Compound” false. Sample was deficient in nitrogen 
and in potash. The proportion of soluble phosphate 
exceeded the percentage guaranteed. Vendors asked the 
County Committee to withdraw the prosecution, on the 
ground that a clerical error had been made in filling up the 
invoice. The Committee agreed not to proceed with the 
case, the vendors paying all costs. 

27th June, 1904. — Invoice of “B. Special” manure 
false. Sample proved to be deficient in nitrogen, soluble 
phosphate, and potash. At the hearing of the case the 
solicitor for the defence entered a plea of guilty. A fine 
of ^3, with T1 costs, was imposed on the vendor. 

Nine other cases were submitted tQ the Department, but 
in these instances certificates authorising prosecutions were 
not issued, as it did not appear, on investigation, that suffi- 
cient grounds existed to warrant the adoption of such a course. 

6. Markets and Fairs (Weighing of Cattle) Acts, 

1887 and 1891. 

The Market Authorities of markets or fairs at which tolls are 
taken in respect of cattle are required to 
Obligation to provide provide and maintain in or near to such 

accommodation for markets or fairs sufficient and suitable 
weighing Cattle. accommodation for weighing cattle, and 
auctioneers selling cattle at marts where 
cattle are habitually or periodically sold must provide like 
accommodation. 

Inspections of the arrangements for the weighing of cattle are 
periodically made by an officer of the Department, and where it 
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appears that adequate facilities are not available, representations 
as to the need for suitable accommodation are made to the 
respective Market Authorities or auctioneers. 

A new weighing machine was, during the period under 
review, made available at the Oharleville fairs, and certain im- 
provements were effected in the arrangements for weighing 
cattle at the Athlone, Belfast, and Lisburn fairs. 


In any case, however, in which it appears that the sale of 
cattle at a market or fair is so small as 
Exemption Orders, to render it inexpedient to enforce the 
provision and maintenance of a place for 
weighing cattle and of a weighing machine, the Department 
are “empowered to issue an Order exempting for a period not 
exceeding three years the Market Authority from the opera- 
tions of the Ants. An auctioneer selling cattle at a mart may 
also be exempted by the Department from the obligation to pro- 
vide weighing facilities at such mart.

LIVE STOCK SCHEMES, 1904. 


PREFATORY NOTE. 

The Live Stock Schemes for 1904, which have been prepared by the 
Department, as in previous years, with the advice of the special Com- 
mittees for Live Stock, and with the aid of the reports from County 
Committees on the working of the Schemes in 1903, contain certain 
important changes, of which careful note should be made. 

The most important of these changes in the Horse Breeding Scheme 
is contained in Clause 10, which provides that no new sires of the 
Clydesdale and Shire breeds shall be registered in 1904, except for the 
province of Ulster, and the counties of Dublin and Louth, and for the 
district comprised within a radius of ten miles of the city of Cork. 
One of the results of the Department’s Live Stock Schemes has been the 
importation into Ireland of a larger proportion of Clydesdale and Shire 
stallions, as compared with Thoroughbreds, than was anticipated, and 
m view of the possibie injury to horse-breeding in certain districts 
which the introduction of Clydesdale and Shire stallions might effect 
it has been considered desirable to suspend, for the present, with the 
exceptions mentioned above, the facilities for importing sires of this 
type which have hitherto been available under the Scheme. The De- 
partment are however, prepared to consider the question of registering 
Clydesdale and Shire stallions which were registered in 1903, provided 
that the stallions are to serve in the districts for which they were 
registered last year. J

Thoroughbred stallions, to qualify for registration, must be en- 
tered in Weatherby’s Stud Book, or, if Clydesdale or Shire, be entered 
in the stud book of the respective breed. If required the stallion owner 
or (if the stallion is being purchased with a view to registration in Ire- 
land) the vendor must produce a certificate from the keeper of the stud 
book to the effect that the stallion offered for registration is entered in 
the stud book or will duly appear in the next volume. 

(3) No application will be considered in which every particular required 
in the form of application is not supplied. 

(4) No application for the registration of a two-year-old stallion will be 
considered. 

(5) No application for the registration of a stallion will be considered 
unless the owner agrees to accept for service by that stallion not less than 
twenty, and not more than fifty, nominated mares, which are entitled to 
his services. This regulation is subject, however, to the conditions stated 
in Clauses 22 (9 and 10) and 30. 

(6) Stallions accepted for registration will be registered for particular 
districts only, and shall not, without the written consent of the Depart- 
ment, be removed to another district. If a stallion is removed without 
such consent to a district for which he was not registered, the registra- 
tion of such stallion shall be cancelled. 

13. Forms of application for the registration of stallions may be had 
from the Department. 

One of these forms, accurately filled up in every particular and signed 
by the owner or his agent, must be lodged in or sent by post so as to 
reach the Offices of the’ Department not later than the 30th day of Sep- 
tember, 1903. 

Applications received subsequent to that date, and before the 1st day of 
of November, 1903, must be accompanied by a fee of £1. Thereafter a 
fee of £5 must accompany each application.

2. The sum to be provided by the Department under this scheme for 
encouraging improvement in the breeds of cattle in a county will depend 
on — (1) the amount of money provided in aid of the scheme by local 
authorities, (2) the special needs of the locality, and (3) the proportion 
which the amount of the local contribution bears to the genuine capacity 
of the locality to contribute. 

In accordance with Section 16 (6) of the Agriculture and Technical 
Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899, the Department will not, in the absence 
of special considerations, apply, or approve of the application of money 
under this scheme in a locality out of which aid is not given either by 
local authorities or from other local sources. 

3. The joint fund available under this and other live stock schemes, 
comprising the grant from the Department and the money provided 
locally, will, subject to the approval of the Department, be administered 
in a county by the County Committee of Agriculture and Technical In- 
struction, hereinafter referred to as the County Committee, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Clause 7.

11. Only bulls entered, or eligible for entry, in the herd books of their Only purebred 
respective breeds shall be selected for a premium.

duly appear in the next volume. 

12. Bulls of the following ages are eligible for premiums:— Age of bulls. 

(1) Yearlings, calved between 1st September, 1902, and 1st May, 

1903 ; 

(2) Two-year-olds, calved between 1st September, 1901, and 31st 

August, 1902. 

(3) Three-year-olds L calved between 1st September, 1900, and 31st 

August, 1901. 

All bulls must show a high degree of excellence. Two-year-olds and 
three-year-olds which show signs of having been badly cared, or which 
are not fully deevloped, will not be eligible. 

13 The amount of a premium for a high-class yearling or a two-year- value of 
old bull shall be £15, and for a three-year-old bull of exceptional merit premiums 
£10, payable, subject to the regulations of this scheme, at the close of 

the season. 

14 The owners of all two-year-old and three-year-old bulls applying Evidence of 
for premiums under this scheme must produce evidence of the fruitful- fruitfulness, 
ness of the bull in the preceding year. 

15 (1) Bulls which were awarded premiums as yearlings and two- selection of 
year-olds in 1903 will be inspected by the Department at local exhibi- two-year-old 
tions to be held, if possible, before the spring shows and sales on dates 

of which the owners will be duly advised by the Department. 

In no case will animals be inspected at the owners residence. 
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(2) Owners of such bulls failing to present their animals for inspec- 
tion on the dates selected will not have their cases reconsidered. 

r ^ ■P e P ar ^ men ^ will furnish the County Committee with a list 
0 , bulls which have been passed at such local exhibitions, and which 
will be approved of for premiums in 1904. 

(4) The County Committee should then prooeed to select applicants 
for premiums for yearling bulls to be selected at any of the approved 
shows or sales of bulls. 

16. Yearling bulls shall be selected at the principal spring shows and 
sales recognised by the Department. The provisional selection of year- 
ling bulls for premiums at these shows and sales shall be made by the 
Department alone. 

17. (1) A list of approved bull shows and sales will be forwarded by 
the Department, to the Secretary as soon as possible after the 1st Janu- 
ary, 1904. 

(2) The County Committee shall, by means of advertisements in the 
local papers or by posters, invite applications from persons who, if 
selected, are prepared to keep a yearling premium bull, to be chosen at 
one or other of these shows or sales. Such applications must be made 
on the form supplied by the Secretary. 

(3) A list of the applicants selected by the County Committee to keep 
premium yearling bulls should be forwarded to the Department on the 
form provided for that purpose, not later than five days before the show 
or sale at which the bulls are to be selected. 

(4) The Department’s Inspector or Inspectors will attend at the shows 
and sales approved of. They shall not be empowered. to recognise appli- 
cations from any persons appearing at the shows or sales whose names 
are not on the list supplied by the Secretary as having been duly selected 
to keep a premium yearling bull. 

(5) To prevent disappointment, all intending purchasers or competi- 
tors at the approved shows or sales should make early application to 
the Secretary. 

(6) Applicants selected by a County Committee who exhibit or pur- 
chase at one of the approved shows or sales provisionally selected bulls 
of the breeds approved by the County Committee need not again show 
these bulls in 1904 for a premium.

SUBSIDIES TO AGRICULTURAL SHOWS, 1904. • 


3. In 1904 County Committees of Agriculture and Technical Instruc- 
tion may, subject to the approval of the Department, make grants in aid 
of established Agricultural, Poultry, Horticultural, and Farm Produce 
Shows, held under the auspices of an Agricultural Society, which has dulj 
furnished, before the 1st February, 1904, to the Department the follow- 
ing particulars in respect of each Show held by the Society in 1903 
viz. : — ' 

(1.) An audited balance sheet, setting forth in detail the financial 
position of the Society after all liabilities have been discharged, 
(2.) A list, certified by the Secretary of the Show Society, setting 
forth the amounts actually collected in local subscriptions 
from private individuals in 1903. 


Any Society which fails to furnish these ‘particulars, or such further! ; 
information as the Department may require, shall not be eligible to, i 
receive a subsidy. 

2. In approving of the amount to be granted to any particular show, 
the Department will take into consideration : — 

(1.) The amounts actually collected in local subscriptions from 
private individuals in 1902 and 1903. 

(2.) The total value of prizes awarded in 1903, and the cost of ad- 
ministration. 

(3.) The regard paid by the Society to the furtherance of the De- 
partment’s Live Stock, Poultry, and other County Schemes. 

(4.) The amount set aside for classes confined to small farmers. 

3. The prize schedule for 1904 must, prior to publication, be sub- 
mitted through the County Committee to the Department for approval 
in writing. The Department will not consider any schedule unless it 
has previously received the approval of the County Committee. 

4. The joint contribution from the County Committee and the De- 
partment must be acknowledged in the prize schedule. 

5. In the case of Live Stock Shows provision must be made in tie 
schedule of prizes for the inclusion of classes' for Sheep and also for 
Poultry of the breeds being subsidized by the County Committee. 

6. Each Society receiving a subsidy under this Scheme shall, if re- 
quired, afford all reasonable facilities for the inspection of their books 
by the Department, and shall admit the Department’s Inspectors to the 1 
judges’ ring during all adjudications on the day of the Show. 

7. A portion of the joint fund available under this Scheme maybe 
given to new Societies, provided the Department are satisfied : — 

(1.) That there is need for such new Societies in the county; 

(2.) That adequate local support is forthcoming ; and 

(3.) That the rules and financial proposals of the Society are deemed 
satisfactory. 
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8 Only in very exceptional circumstances will the Department be Local 
prepared to sanction the holding of local exhibitions for the award of Exhibitions 
prizes by a County Committee. 

9. Immediately after the Show the Secretary of the Society shall payment of 
furnish to the Department, through the Secretary of the County Com- grant, 
mittee, a certificate of the amount actually awarded in prizes at the 

Show, and the Department may then instruct the Secretary of the County 
Committee to lodge to the credit of the Show Society the amount of the 
grant already approved. 

10. In all cases of dispute in matters connected with this Scheme the Department’s

LOANS FOR THE PURCHASE OF STALLIONS. 
YEAR 1904. 


1. No application for a loan for the purchase of a Stallion will be 
considered if coming from a locality in which, in the opinion of the 
Department, there is already a sufficient number of registered Stallions 
for the purpose of their scheme. 

2. The individual or association applying for a loan must be approved 
of by the Department. 

3. No loans will be made save for Stallions passed by the Department s 
Inspectors as eligible for registration in 1904. 

4. The purchase price of the Stallion must be approved of by the 

Department. . 

5. Before the loan is granted the Stallion must be insured m the 
name of the Department by the purchaser in an approved Live Stock 
Insurance Office for the full amount of his purchase price, and the pay- 
ment of the annual premiums on this insurance must be secured under 
conditions similar to those provided for the repayment of principal and 
interest. (See 7 and 8.) The receipt and renewal receipts for the 
annual premiums payable in respect of such policy must, immediately 
on the same being obtained, be deposited with the Department. 

6. Approved applicants for a loan must lodge with the Department 

the policy of insurance, together with one- third of the purchase price of 
the Stallion. . ,. , , 

7. As soon thereafter as possible the individual or association to whom 
the loan is granted, shall enter into a bond to repay the Department 
the amount which will be advanced by them— viz., two-thirds of the 
purchase money — in five equal annual instalments, at the end of one, 
two, three, four, and five years, respectively, from the date of pay- 
ment of the full purchase price to the vendor by the Department, to 
gether with interest at the rate of 2-g per cent, on the outstanding 

8. In the case of an individual four solvent sureties, approved of by 
the Department, in addition to the purchaser, must guarantee repay- 
ment. In the case of an association repayment must be guaranteed by 
the Committee of the association, or in such other manner as the De- 
partment may require. 
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9. On receipt by the Department of (1) the policy of insurance, (2) 
one-third of the agreed on purchase money, (3) the bond duly com- 
pleted, and (4) the necessary stamp duty, the Department will pay to 
the vendor the full amount of the agreed on purchase price, and intimate 
to him that possession of the Stallion may be given up to the borrower. 

10. If the vendor, before being paid by the Department, gives up 
possession of the Stallion, the Department will hold themselves free 
of any liability to the vendor. 

11. The individual or association must offer the Stallion each year 
for registration, and must undertake to conform at all times to the 
regulations of the Department’s schemes for encouraging improvement 
in the breeds of horses. 

12. Nominated Mares, the property of the members of an association 
purchasing a Stallion under these conditions, shall not take priority 
of service over nominated Mares owned by non-members. 

As soon as the number of nominated Mares required by the scheme 
may have been served, the services of the Stallion may be retained ex- 
clusively for the use of the members of such association. 

13. The individual or association in whose favour the loan is being 
granted must provide suitable accommodation for the Stallion, procure 
all necessary veterinary attendance, and care for the animal in a proper 
manner, to the satisfaction of the Department’s Inspectors. 

14. The Department shall have the right to inspect the Stallion at any 
time, and to remove him at any time, if it is found, in the opinion of 
the Department, that he is not being properly cared for, or if an instal- 
ment of the principal and interest is in arrear for more than four 
weeks. 

15. The Stallion shall remain the property of the Department until 
all instalments or arrears of principal and interest are paid off, and 
shall not be disposed of, without the consent of the Department, for 
five years. 

16. Should the Stallion be awarded a premium, such premium shall 
not to be paid to the individual or association in possession of the Stal- 
lion, but shall be credited, after the close of the season, towards the 
repayment of the loan. 

17. The Department reserve the right to refuse any application for 
a loan without assigning any reason for such refusal. 

18. The decision of the Department in all matters relating to these 
loans shall be final.

LOANS FOR THE PURCHASE OF BULLS. 
YEAR 1904. 


1. Applications for loans for the purchase of Bulls must be made by 
each applicant — on the prescribed form — direct to the Department before 
1st March, 1904. 

2. No application for a loan for the purchase of a Bull will be con- 
sidered except in cases where the Department are satisfied that the 
applicant is a person of very small means. 

3- No . application for a loan for the purchase of a Bull will be con- 
sidered if coming from a locality in which, in the opinion of the De- 
partment, there is already a sufficient number of pure-bred Bulls for 
the purpose of their scheme. 

4. No loan will be made save for the purchase of a pure bred yearling 
Bull, passed by the Department as suitable for a premium. The Bull 
must be qf a breed approved by the County Committee. 
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5. The purchase price of the Bull must be approved of by the Depart- 
ment. 

6. A person applying for a loan under this Scheme must purchase 
through the Department, who cannot undertake to give loans for animals 
purchased without their knowledge at shows, sales, or from private 
individuals. 

7. Before taking possession of the Bull the applicant must pay to 
the Department’s representative — (1) one third of the approved purchase 
price, (2) the stamp duty, and (3) the charge for insurance (see Clause 
12). Further, he must sign a form of undertaking to have the neces- 
sary form of guarantee for repayment duly signed and completed. 

8. As soon thereafter as possible, the approved applicant and two ap- 
proved solvent sureties shall sign a form of guarantee to repay to the 
Department the amount which will be advanced by them — viz., two- 
thirds of the purchase price — in two equal annual instalments, at the 
end of one and two years respectively, from the date of payment of the 
full purchase price to the vendor by the Department, together with in- 
terest at the rate of 2£ per cent, on the outstanding balance. 

9. In the case of an association the person in whose charge the Bull 
is to be placed must, with two other approved members of the associa- 
tion in their capacity of private individuals, guarantee repayment of 
the loan. 


10. Should the Bull be awarded a county premium (1) the person 
in whose favour the loan is being granted must conform to the regula- 
tions of the Department’s scheme for the improvement of the breeds of 
cattle, or any modifications therein made, with the approval of the De- 
partment, by the County Committee ; and (2) the amount of such pre- 
mium shall be paid to the individual in possession of the Bull, after 
the provisions of the general scheme have been complied with. 

11. Each Bull purchased under this scheme must be insured by the 
applicant for a loan for the full amount of the purchase price. 

12. The charge for insurance shall be 5 per cent, on the full purchase 
price. This charge must be paid to the Department, who will, subject 
to all the regulations of this scheme being complied with, insure the 
Bull as from the date of payment of such charge until the loan lias been 
repaid, but in no case will the insurance cover a period longer than two 
years from date of payment of this charge. The insurance however 
shall be cancelled in the event of the first instalment not being paid 
within the period prescribed under Clause 8. 

13. In the event of the death of the Bull within twelve months from 
the date of payment to the Department of the charge for insurance, a 
sum equal to three-fourths of the loan will be credited by the Depart- 
ment in reduction of the amount due by the applicant in respect ot 
loan and interest. 

14. If the Bull dies in the second year, provided the first instalment 
was paid to the Department before the expiration of the period aUowed 
for repayment thereof, under Clause 8, a sum equal to one-half of the 
original loan will be credited by the Department m reduction of the 
balance due by the applicant in respect of loan and interest. 

15. The individual in whose favour the loan is being granted must

22. The granting of a loan does not imply that a second premium will 
be awarded in respect of the Bull. 

23. The Department will, as far as possible, endeavour to procure suit- 
able animals for persons to whom loans are to be granted, but they 
cannot undertake to supply Bulls at a price fixed by the applicant. 

24. The decision of the Department in all matters relating to these 
loans shall be final.

Ser,— The Department have observed a tendency in previous years on 
the part of intending purchasers of bulls under the Loan Scheme to post- 
pone making application on the prescribed form until immediately before 
the Show or Sales at which the animal was to be bought ; in many 
instances forms have been filled in on the actual day of the purchase. 
This practice has causecf considerable inconvenience, and is, from the 
Department’s point of view, most unsatisfactory, and they have, accord- 
ingly, decided to adhere strictly to Regulation I of the Scheme for 1904, 
which requires that applications for loans for the purchase of bulls must 
be made by each applicant — on the prescribed form — direct to the Depart- 
ment before the 1st March, 1904.

SCHEME FOR ENCOURAGING IMPROVEMENT IN THE FLAX- 
GROWING INDUSTRY, 1903-4. 

The following is the programme which has been adopted by the De- 
partment for encouraging improvement in flax growing in Ireland during 
the season 1903-4: — 

1. Field Experiments. The field experiments with seeds and manures 
now in progress will be continued. The object of these experiments is 
to ascertain the influence of certain well-known mixtures of manures on 
the yield and quality of the flax crop. The report of the experiments 
carried out in 1902 appeared in Vol. III., No. 4, of the Department’s; 
Journal , and will also be published and distributed in leaflet form. 
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2. Retting Experiments. With a view to testing the influence on the 
flax of saving the seed by rippling, experiments will again be under- 
taken in 1903-4, and a report on the results will be published. 

3. Artificial Retting. A grant will be made to the Flax Supply As- 
sociation for the purpose of carrying out experiments to ascertain 
whether flax retting on the artificial system can be profitably carried out 
in Ireland. 

4. Drying Flax Straw. Trials will be made to ascertain whether it 
is possible, in Ireland, to dry the unretted flax straw and store it over 
the winter, as is done on the Continent. 

5. Continental System of Retting. Tests will be made of the effect 
of the Continental system of retting on Irish flax straw. For this pur- 
pose a quantity of Irish straw will be sent to Courtrai, and treated m 
the manner usually adopted there. 

6. Visits to the Continent. As in previous years, arrangements will 
be made for a number of Irish farmers to visit the Continent and in- 
spect the work of their rivals there. 

7. Collection of Statistics. An attempt will again be made to collect 
statistics with reference to the flax crop, by the distribution amongst 
scutch mill-owners of sheets to be filled up and returned to the Depart- 
ment. 

8. Scutching Tests. The scutching tests started two years ago, at 

Carthall, near Coleraine, to test the Irish and Continental systems of 
scutching, will be continued during 1903-4, with such modifications as 
previous experience may suggest. . . 

9. Flax Shows. The Department have again set aside a sum ol 
money to enable the County Committees interested in flax growing to 
hold a number of flax shows. The Department will approve of the 
adoption of this portion of the Flax Scheme by a County Committee of 
Agriculture and Technical Instruction only on the condition that such 
Committee shall appoint a special Sub-Committee for flax, which must 
be restricted to six members, each of. whom shall be _an experienced 
grower or scutcher of flax ; and, further, that this Sub-Committee shall 
be given full authority to cany out the scheme of prizes for the county, 
when sanctioned in writing by the Department, On strict compliance 
with these conditions the Department will be prepared to refund hity 
per cent, of the actual authorised expenditure under this Scheme m 
each county, provided the following regulations are observed : 

I The Sub-Committee must undertake full responsibility for 
organising and making all arrangements in connection with the shows.

3. Unless in exceptional circumstances the remuneration of the In- 
structor shall not exceed £2 per week, in addition to expenses of locomo- 
tion, which include second-class railway fare, car hire when necessary, 
or a bicycle allowance of 2 d. per mile in lieu thereof. 

4. The appointment of the Instructor shall be determinable at any 
time by four weeks’ notice in writing on either side. 

5. It will be the duty of the Instructor to deliver courses of lectures 
on poultry-keeping, including the selection of breeds, the hatching and 
rearing of chickens, the feeding and housing of poultry, and the market- 
ing of the produce ; to visit poultry runs, and give such practical advice

Hens and Ducks •

premiums of £5 each being awarded to selected applicants who distribute 
at least 60 settings of eggs ; those who distribute less will be paid in 
proportion to the number distributed. When the demand for settings is 
not pressing, the owner may set eggs for his own use, but such settings 
will not count towards a premium. Applicants must agree to comply 
with the following conditions : — 

(1.) To keep one pure breed of hens only. In exceptional cases 
the Department may approve of more than one pure breed being 
kept, provided they are satisfied that the selected person, houses, 
runs, birds, &c., are suitable. 

(2.) To sell or destroy any existing fowl on the farm of which 
the Instructor or the Department may disapprove, and not to bring 
on the farm fowl of any description without the approval of the 
Instructor or of the Department. 

(3.) To keep no male birds on the farm other than those used for 
stock purposes of the breed or breeds of fowl approved of. 

(4.) When a premium is claimed for hens alone, to keep not less 
than thirty or more than sixty of the selected breed. If the pre- 
mium is claimed in respect of hens and ducks, to keep not less than 
twenty or more than sixty hens or pullets of the selected breed, and 
not less than ten or more than thirty ducks of the selected breed. 
One cock or cockerel must be kept for every ten hens or pullets, and 
one drake for every six ducks. 

(5.) To provide proper housing where such does not already exist, 
and in the case of two breeds being kept to provide a separate run 
for each to the satisfaction of the Instructor or the Department. 
The run for any one flock of thirty birds will require to be at least 
three hundred square yards. 

(6.) To feed and care for the birds in such a manner and in such 
a way as the Instructor and the Department may require. 

(7.) To supply settings of eggs from these birds to any person in 
the county at Is. per dozen, and to replace infertile eggs that are 
returned within one month from the date on which they were sent out. 

In special cases the Department may sanction an increase in the 
price of eggs, provided the County Committee show suflicient reasons 
for so doing.

M SSSp™ ■ a S remuneration of the Instructor shall not exceed £2 per week, 
m addition to expenses of locomotion, which include second class railway 
fare, car-hire when necessary, or a bicycle allowance of 2d. per mile in 
lieu thereof. 


Termination of 4. The appointment of the Instructor shall be determinable at any time 
appointment. b y four weeks’ notice in writing on either side. 

Form of 5. The instruction will take the form of daily lessons on dairying, 

Instruction. accompanied by practical instruction in butter-making. Each course 
should extend for a period of not less than two and not more than four 
weeks. Not more than twelve pupils should be admitted to each class. 
Pupils must undertake to attend regularly. 

Duties of 6. On the first day of visiting each centre the Instructor should give a 

Instructor. public lecture and demonstration, and during the remainder of the course 

at that centre should conduct a class daily in which pupils only will take 
part, but which shall be open to the public.

7. It will be the duty of the County Committee to select suitable centres 
at which classes will be held, and to appoint at each centre a local com- 
mittee, with an honorary secretary, who will be responsible for the local 
arrangements necessary for the proper carrying out of the work, and who 
will be required to comply with the annexed conditions. 

It will also be the duty of the County Committee to undertake the 
responsibility of seeing that the Instructor’s time is fully and usefully 
employed. 

The County Committee shall keep a separate account of all expenditure 
under this Scheme, and shall furnish detailed statements of such expendi- 
ture as may from time to time be required by the Department. 


Centres. 8. To avoid expense and to ensure success these classes should be held, 

as far as possible, in schoolrooms or other suitable buildings in rural 
centres. Unless in exceptional circumstances no class should be held in 
a large village or town, or near a creamery. 

The County Committee are alone responsible for the selection of centres 
and arrangement of lectures. No work of this nature should be under- 
taken by the Instructor, though it is desirable that he or she should be 
consulted. 

Scheme to be 9. No action shall be taken by the County Committee towards putting 
Department ^is scheme into operation until the sanction of the Department has been 
obtained in writing. 
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CONDITIONS REQUIRED OF LOCAL COMMITTEES. 

I. To secure premises suitable for a working dairy, if possible not less 
than 25 feet by 18 feet, or other dimensions affording similar floor space. 
Either a public room, schoolroom, or barn, with good floor, would be suit- 
able for the purpose. 

II. To secure a sufficient supply of water. 

III. To provide on the premises means of heating at least fifteen 
gallons of water at one time, for use in cleaning utensils, &c. 

IY. To provide sufficient milk or cream for use in the school, the Com- 
mittee taking responsibility of sale of butter. 

After the opening day at each centre about three gallons of milk 
and six gallons of cream will be required for each days work. 
Arrangements should be made to have the milk and the cream deli- 
vered in the morning. 

V. To guarantee not less than six and not more than twelve pupils to 
attend on each of the days over which the course of instruction extends. 

VI. To arrange for the carriage of utensils from one centre to another. 
The weight of the utensils is usually from 25 to 30 cwt., and they are 
somewhat bulky.

With a view to encourage and assist improvement in the very important 
work of the management of creameries, the Department have decided: — 

(1.) To publish annually a register of well-managed creameries and 
auxiliaries. 

(2.) To make provision during the winter session at the Albert Agri- 
cultural College, Glasnevin, for courses of instruction in dairy 
technology, with special reference to creamery management. 

(3.) To award certificates of competency to creamery managers under 
prescribed conditions. 

(4.) To hold annually a series of surprise butter competitions. 

I.— REGULATIONS, 1904-5. 

1 . — Registration of Creameries and Auxiliaries. 

The Department are prepared to consider applications for the registra- 
tion of creameries and auxiliaries from managers and proprietors who 
desire to have their management recognised by the Department as efficient, 
and who are in a position to train one or more pupils. 

Applications from apprentices or pupils for admission to the examina- 
tion for the Department’s Creamery Managers’ Certificates will be con- 
sidered only in the case of those who have been trained in registered 
creameries under approved managers. (See page 5.) 

The conditions under which registration will be granted in the case of 
creameries* are : — 

1.) That the manager is capable. 

(2.) That strict cleanliness and order are manifest around the 
creamery, in the creamery, and in the persons of manager, 
employes and pupils. 

(3.) That a proper system of bookkeeping and business methods is in 
operation. 

(4.) That the equipment is sufficient. 

(5.) That the premises and methods are at all times open to inspec- 
tion by the Department. 

(6.) That defects indicated by the Department’s Inspector are reme- 
died with the least possible delay. 

(7.) That the butter packages in general use are satisfactory. 

(8.) That apprentices and pupils (if any) receive efficient training 
and instruction. 

(9.) That the creamery is entered for the Department’s surprise 
butter competitions. 


* Throughout these regulations the term “cr^mery ” d° efl not include auxiliaries 
where milk i6 separated and the cream sent elsewhere lo ho made into butter. 
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Registration will be granted in the case of auxiliaries which fulfil the 
foregoing conditions (1) to (6) inclusive. 

In considering applications for registration the Department will attach 
much more importance to cleanliness and order than to elaborate and 
expensive equipment. At the same time, due consideration will be given 
to the provision of an efficient equipment. . 

All creameries and auxiliaries, whether co-operative, joint-stock, or 
private, may apply for registration. 

Inspection of the creameries and auxiliaries will take place as speedily 
as possible; but the Department do not guarantee decision before the 
close of 1904. . . . ... , , 

The register will be subject to annual revision, and will be published 
annually by the Department. . 

The Department may, without assigning any reason, refuse to inspect 
or to register any creamery or auxiliary, and in all cases of dispute the 
Department’s decision shall be final. . , 

Applications for the registration of creameries and auxiliaries must be 
made on Form A 136, to be obtained from the Department, Upper 
Merrion-street, Dublin. The Forms, accurately filled in, must be for- 
warded so as to reach the offices of the Department on or before the last 
day of March, 1904. 


2 — WINTER COURSES OF INSTRUCTION AT THE 
A'LBERT AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE. 

At the winter session at the Albert Agricultural College, Glasnevin, a 
limited number of young men— creamery managers, apprentices or pupils 
in creameries, or others over twenty years of age at the commencement of 
the session — will be admitted to a course of instruction in the subjects of 
examination for the creamery managers’ certificates. Persons who wish 
to attend this course must make application on the usual form ; they will 
be subject to the conditions of entrance to the College, as set forth in the 
prospectus. The winter session commences in October of each year, and 
ends in March. „ , „ ,, . ,, 

The course of instruction afforded at the College during the summer 
session is well suited as a preliminary training for young men who pro- 
pose to attend the special winter session for creamery managers. 


3 . — CREAMERY MANAGERS’ CERTIFICATES. 

It is proposed to hold annually in March an examination for these 
certificates. - The subjects of the examination are set forth on pages 184 
to 187. Due notice of time and place will be given to applicants. 

To these examinations will be admitted — 

(a.) Persons who for the whole season* immediately preceding the 
examination have managed a registered creameryt to the satis- 


faction of the Department. ,, 

(&.) Assistant-managers, apprentices, and pupils who for the whole 
season immediately preceding the examination have worked in a 
registered creameryt under an approved manager, + and who 
furnish a satisfactory certificate from him. 

(c.) Persons who for the whole season immediately preceding the 
examination have managed a registered auxiliary to the satis- 
faction of the Department. 

(d.) Students who have attended the full winter course for creamery 
managers at the Albert Agricultural College during the session 
immediately preceding the examination. 

[Students who have attended the full winter course at the Albert 
Agricultural College during the session 1902-3 or 1903-4, will be 
admitted to the examination to be held in 1905.] 


* The Season shall be considered to begin on 1st April and to terminate on 31st October, 
t In' approved Manager is one who possesses the qualifications set forth in clause (a) 
above. 
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The Creamery Managers’ Certificate will be granted to candidates of 
class (a) who are successful at the examination. A provisional certifi- 
cate, which will be exchanged for the Creamery Managers’ Certificate 
after the holder has, to the satisfaction of the Department, managed a 
registered creamery for at least one whole season, will be granted to the 
successful candidates of classes (6), (c), and ( d ). 

The Managers’ Certificate is renewable each year and may be withheld 
if, in the opinion of the Department, the holder, at any period, fails in 
any respect to maintain a satisfactory standard of excellence in the man- 
agement of a creamery under his care. 

Candidates must be at least twenty years of age on the first day of 
October previous to the examination. 

Applications for admission to the examination must be made not later 
than 31st December on Form A 137, to be obtained from the Department, 
and must be accompanied by a deposit of £1, which will be returned if 
the candidate presents himself for examination, or if his application is 
not accepted.

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4.— SURPRISE BUTTER COMPETITIONS. 


A number of surprise butter competitions will be held each year. 

The object of these competitions is to induce creamery managers and 
others engaged m butter-making to give increased attention to every 
detail m the making and packing of butter, and particularly to cleanli- 
ness in every stage of the work. The reputation of Irish butter must 
0n * j “ e S ree which these two essentials, viz., cleanliness and 
attention to details, are possessed by Irish buttermakers. But unless 
interest m the work can be increased and sustained, and unless those 
engaged m the industry bring into the work a certain amount of enthu- 
siasm, accompanied by a desire and a determination to excel, the qualities 
which mark the successful buttermaker will not be perpetuated, and the 
possibilities of Ireland as a butter producer cannot be realised to the full, 
fortunately butter-making is an occupation which becomes engrossingly 
interesting to those who have studied the numerous scientific problems 
j P resen * s the thinking mind. The course of instruction pro- 
vided for creamery managers at the Albert Agricultural College is instru- 
mental m arousing interest in the scientific side of dairying, and it is 
hoped that these competitions may serve the further useful purpose of 
stimulating many creamery managers to greater sustained practical 
efficiency. They certainly should set up a standard of comparison by 
means of which butter makers will be able to' measure their progress 
towards nerfentmn r 6 


The following is the procedure which the Department intend to adopt. 

On not more than eight and not less than five occasions each year the 
Department will forward to each person who enters for the competition 
a telegram requesting the recipient to send to an address in Dublin a 
box, keg, or kid of butter made on that day. The butter at each com- 
petition may be judged one or more times by one or more competent and 
independent persons appointed by the Department. 

Provided that the judges consider the exhibits show sufficient merit, 
the following prizes will be given in each competition on the basis of the 
highest total number of points, viz. : — 

Prizes for first class, £2 each.

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CONDITIONS OF COMPETITION. 

1. These competitions are open to butter made in any creamery in 
Ireland, whether co-operative, joint stock, or private, as well as to butter 
made in private dairies. 

2. Applications must be made on Form A 136, which may be had from 
the Department, Upper Mvrrion- street, Dublin. _ The Forms, accurately 
filled in by intending competitors, who are required at the same time to 
enter their creameries for registration, mwst be forwarded so as to reach 
the office's of the Department on or before the last day of March, 1904, 
accompa/tvied by a fee of £1, which will adm/it to all the competitions in 
otse year. 

Creameries registered on the results of the 1903 inspection are exempt 
from the payment of any fee for the competitions held in 1904. 

3. The quantity of butter in each exhibit must be either 56 lbs., or 
112 lbs., packed in a box, keg, or kiel, similar to those in regular use by 
the competitor. 

Competitors using boxes or other packages \specially made for these 
competitions will be disqualified from participating in any future com- 
pfititionis, and will forfeit any prizes that may have been awarded to their 
exhibits. They will also be debased from entering their creameries for 
registration. 

4. The butter must be made on the day on which the telegram is 
despatched by the Department, and must be forwarded by passenger train, 
carriage paid, on that day. 

5. The carrying Company’s receipt must be transmitted to the Depart-* 
ment by post on the day the exhibit is forwarded. 

6. The butter sent in for competition will be paid for by the Depart- 
ment at the end of the season. The price given will be at the current 
market rate for the various classes of butter, and shall be determined by 
the judges. 

Any butter which reaches the Department in an unsatisfactory condi- 
tion will not be paid for, but will be returned to the competitor at his 
own risk. 

7. Butter containing more than 16 per cent, of water, or more than 
3 per cent, of salt, will be ineligible for a prize. 

8 Excepting the direction label supplied by the Department, there 
must be no mark or label in or on the package of butter, which might 
indicate its origin. 

9. Creameries entered foj the competitions must at all times be open 
to the inspection of the Department’s officers. 

10. Any departure from these rules will disqualify the competitor. 

11. The Department may, without assigning any reason, refuse to 
accept for competition butter from any creamery or private dairy, and m 
all cases of dispute the Department’s decision shall be final.

SCHOLARSHIPS FOR STUDENTS IN AGRICULTURE. 

A limited number of scholarships will be offered for competition among 
young men in Ireland who desire to acquire a thorough knowledge of Tech- 
nical Agriculture. Each scholarship includes — (a) free admission to the 
first year’s course of instruction in the College, (6) a maintenance allow- 
ance of one guinea per week while in attendance at the College, and (c) 
one third-class railway fare to Dublin at the beginning of the session, 
and one third-class fare from Dublin at the end of the session. 

A scholarship is tenable for one year, but selected candidates must 
undergo a probationary course of one term of about three months. If 
satisfactory progress be made by the holder, the scholarship may be 
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renewed for a second, and even for a third year, to enable the student to 
complete the agricultural course at the College, thus obtaining the quali- 
fication necessary for such a proposition as that of a Teacher of Agri- 
culture. 

Holders of these scholarships will be subject to the regulations made 
from time to time at the Royal College of Science.

AVONDALE FORESTRY STATION. 


Thia Department, having purchased the Avondale Estate for the pur- 
pose of establishing there a forestry station, are now prepared to employ 
a limited' number of apprentices desirous of acquiring a training in 
practical forestry, with a view to undertaking the planting and manage- 
ment of woods for owners of plantations, Local authorities, or others. 

Avondale is situated about one mile south of Rathdrum station in 
County Wicklow, in the centre of a well-wooded district. The land 
attached to the centre will afford ample facilities for practical work in 
every branch of wood management. 

Apprenticeship may extend over one, two, or three years, in accord- 
ance with the industry and efficiency displayed by the individual. All 
the apprentices will be required to work daily in the woods from 7 a.m. 
to 6 p.m. in summer, and from daylight to dark in winter, with one 
hour for dinner. An experienced Superintendent will direct the work 
and give instruction in the proper methods of forestry. A certain amount 
of theoretical instruction will be provided in the evening. Apprentices 
will be paid at the rate of 165. per week, which may be increased to 
185. and 20s. for the second and third years respectively, provided the 
Department are satisfied with the progress made. 

The engagement between the Department and apprentices may be 
determined at any time by one week’s notice : . Applicants should be 
strong, healthy, and at least twenty years of age, and should have a fair 
general education. Preference will be given to those who have already 
had some experience in working in woods. They must be prepared to 
undergo an examination in English and Arithmetic, which will be held 
in Dublin on the 15th September, 1904. Selected applicants must enter 
the Department’s employment on the 3rd October, 1904. 

Apprentices will be required to find their own board and lodging, but 
the Superintendent will assist them by supplying the names of persons 
in the neighbourhood who have suitable accommodation.

EXAMINATION OF HALF-BRED STALLIONS. 


1. The Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction for Ireland 
are prepared to inspect Half-bred Stallions belonging to any person in 
Ireland who undertakes (1) to supply on a form which can be obtained 
for the purpose from the Department certain particulars regarding the 
Stallion (this form must be returned so as to reach the offices of the 
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Department not later than the 31st October, 1903) ; (2) to allow the 
Stallion to be examined for soundness by the Department’s Inspectors ; 
and (3) to bring the Stallion to one of the provisionally selected centres 
mentioned below, on a date to be afterwards fixed. 

2. The Department will issue certificates of soundness in the cases of 
all high-class Stallions which are sound. 

3. The Department will print and circulate a list of all Stallions for 
which a certificate is issued. 

4. Selected Stallions will not be subsidised in 1904, either through the 
system of nominations to mares or by premiums. 

5. The Department cannot undertake to examine any sire for the pur- 
poses of this Scheme at the residence of the owner or on any date except 
that fixed by the Department. 

6. The reports of the Department’s Inspectors will be confidential and 
will not be disclosed to the owner of the horse or to the public. 

7. The Department cannot undertake to have the inspection effected by 
any particular date. The work will, however, be carried out as speedily 
as possible. 

8. In all cases of dispute the decision of the Department shall be final.

Local Exhibitions of Mareis. 

You will, it is expected, be in attendance at the local exhibitions with a 
view of assisting the Judge and Veterinary Surgeon in carrying out their 
duties. It is also expected that such arrangements will be made before- 
hand as will prevent the possibility of any confusion taking place during 
the holding of the exhibitions. 

A card bearing a number corresponding to the number of the entry 
should be attached to each mare. 

Entry Forms. 

These forms, correctly numbered, should be carefully preserved by 
you, as in the event of any dispute arising in connection with the awards 
their production might possibly be required by the Department. 

In any case in which there is reason to doubt the bona fides of the 
applicant for a nomination, you should insist on a statutory declaration 
being made on form LS/19.

In cases where the owners of nominated mares carry on any business 
other than farming, the Department will not sanction the issue of the 
Nomination Tickets unless you state definitely that your Committee are 
satisfied that the persons in question derive their means of living mainly 
from farming. The Department, however, reserve the right to refuse the 
award of nominations to persons who are obviously not farmers within 
the meaning of the Scheme. 

Forms ZuS/13, LS/14, and LSJ15. 

Particulars on Form LSI/13 should be filled in by you, and the book 
retained for your own information. 

Columns 1 to 8, inclusive, in forms LS/14 and LS/15 are to be filled in 
by the Judge and Veterinary Surgeon, columns 9 to 12, inclusive, being 
completed by you. The forms fully completed and certified by the 
Judge, Veterinary Surgeon, and yourself are to be forwarded to the 
Department not later than six days after the date of the last local 
exhibition. 

The mares should be entered on the selected and reserved lists in order 
of merit. 

Correspondence and delay would be avoided if your Committee would 
authorise you by resolution to issue a nomination for a “reserved” mare 
when such, a course becomes necessary without your having to bring each 
case formally before a meeting. 


Nomination Tickets. 

The selection docket should then be issued by you to the owner of 
Nomination Tickets, equivalent to the numbers of the mares entered on 
LS/14 will be issued to you. Immediately on receipt of those you should 
fill in (1) the selection docket, and (2) the service ticket, from the 
information entered on Form LS/13. 

The Nomination Tickets must then be returned to these offices, where 
they will be checked, and, if found correct, sent back to you. 

The tickets so returned will bear the stamp of the Department, which 
will be evidence that the description of the mare on each set of tickets 
corresponds with the description on the list certified by the Judge and 
the Veterinary Surgeon. 

The selection docket should then be issued by you to the owner of 
c-ach of the mares, accompanied by a copy of the Register of Stallions, 
with which will be printed a copy of the Horse-Breeding Scheme for 
1904. It would be advisable if a stamped addressed envelope were also 
sent to the owner of each mare for the return of the selection docket. 

When the “selection docket” has been returned to you by the owner 
of the mare you will fill in on the “service ticket” the name of the 
stallion selected and then send the “selection docket” to the stallion 
owner and the “service ticket” to the owner of the mare. 


Cancelled Tickets. 

Tour particular attention is directed to Clause 32 (1) which provides 
that where any erasure or alteration appears on either the selection 
docket or the service ticket no payment shall be made in respect of the 
nomination. , 

With a view to avoiding correspondence with the Department and the 
stallion owners after the close of the season, you should be most careful 
to return to the Department for cancellation all tickets in which you 
observe any erasure or alteration. 

For example if in the first instance you make an erroneous entry on a 
ticket, you should not attempt to rectify the error, but simply write 
“cancelled” across the ticket and include it with the tickets you send 
back to these offices for the check already referred to. A fresh ticket 
will then be sent to you in lieu of the one cancelled.

This return should be furnished not later than sixteen days from the 
date of issue of the service tickets ( see clause 24 (5)). 

Important. 

All letters which you may find it necessary to address to the Depart- 
ment regarding the nomination of 1 mares should contain no reference 
whatever to any other subject. This instruction is in accordance with the 
general rule that “separate communications should be forwarded when 
different subjects are being dealt with.” 

Telegrams should be resorted to only in exceptional cases of great 
urgency.

QUALIFICATIONS OF TEACHERS OF EXPERIMENTAL SCIENCE 
IN DAY SECONDARY SCHOOLS. 


Sir or Madam, 

I have to direct your attention to the undernoted clause extracted 
from the Regulations for the Irish Secondary Teachers’ Science Certificate 
(Circular 23). 

“ A pass in the special examination for teachers’ qualifications in 

Experimental Science, held by the Department in May or June of any 

year, will be recognised in lieu of satisfactory attendance at any 

summer course for the same subject.” 

In accordance with this regulation, the Department will hold a 
special written examination in Experimental Science on Saturday, the 
13th May, 1905. The subjects of the special examination will be: — 

(1) First year syllabus of the preliminary course. 

(2) Second year syllabus of the preliminary course. 

(3) Physics (third year syllabus of the programme). 

(4) Physics (fourth year syllabus of the programme). 

(5) Chemistry (third year syllabus of the programme). 

(6) Chemistry (fourth year syllabus of the programme). 

(7) Mechanical Science (third year syllabus of the programme). 

(8) Mechanical Science (fourth year syllabus of the programme). 

(9) Botany (third year syllabus of the programme). 

(10) Botany (fourth year syllabus of the programme). 

(11) Physiology and Hygiene. 

(12) Geology. 

The examination in any subject will be open only to those teachers in 
Secondary Schools who have received at least 100 hours’ practical instruc- 
tion in that subject in an approved laboratory and under condition s which 
have previously been approved of by the Department (see Appendix), pro- 
vided that such instruction was given within two calendar years previous 
to the date of the present examination. 

Teachers who have made satisfactory attendance at the short summer 
courses of instruction conducted by the Department in 1903 and 1904, and 
who, as a result of the examination at thle conclusion thereof, tailed to 
secure a certificate or obtained recognition to teach for one year only, will 
be admitted to the special examination in that subject without having to 
satisfy the Department as to attendance at further courses of instruction. 

Candidates will not be permitted to sit for examination in more than 
one subject m any one year. 
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Candidates who qualify at the written examination on the 13th May, 
will be admitted to a special practical examination, and provisional 
qualification to give instruction in the first, second, third, or fourth year 
syllabuses of the Department’s programme of Experimental Science for 
Day Secondary Schools, will be granted to those candidates who succeed 
in reaching ,a satisfactory standard in the practical examination. 

"Should a sufficient number of applications for examination be received, 
the Department will arrange to hold the written examination at Dublin, 
Belfast, Cork, Londonderry, Limerick, Waterford, and Galway, and, in 
very exceptional circumstances, other centres might be arranged for, pro- 
vided that special application is made by School Managers before the 
28th February, 1905. Candidates taking any subject of the third or 
fourth year syllabuses will, unless exceptional arrangements are made, be 
asked to attend ,at Dublin for the practical examination. 

Application for admission to the examination must be made before 
the 28th February, 1905, on Form S. 118, copies of which may be ob- 
tained, after the 1st January, upon application, to the offices of the 
Department.

Appendix. 

Regulations respecting Special Courses of Instruction in Experi- 
mental Science for Teachers in Day Secondary Schools. 

The instructor in charge of classes for teachers must be specially 
qualified, and his qualifications must be approved of by the Department 
for the purposes of the special course of instruction. 

The laboratory must also be approved of by the Department for the 
purposes of the special course of instruction. 

Special classes conducted during the winter may be registered as 
science classes, and grants earned according to the regulations and scale of 
payment set out in the Science and Art Directory of 1901. For this pur- 
pose the Department would permit the first year syllabus of the prelim- 
inary course to be registered as section 1 of stage 1 of Physiography 
(science subject XXIII.) ; the second year syllabus of the preliminary 
course and Chemistry (third year syllabus), as stage 1 of Inorganic 
Chemistry (science subjects X. ,and Xp.) ; Chemistry (fourth year syllabus), 
as stage 2 of Inorganic Chemistry (science subjects X. and Xp.) ; Physics 
(third year syllabus), as stage 1 of Sound, Light, and Heat (science subject 
VIII.) ; Physics (fourth year syllabus) as stage 1 of Magnetism and 
Electricity (science subject IX.) ; Mechanical Science (third year syllabus 
as stage 1 of Applied Mechanics (science subject VII.) ; Mechanical 
Science (fourth year syllabus), as stage 2 of Applied Mechanics (science 
subject VII.) ; Botany (third year syllabus), as stage 1 of Botany (science 
subject XVII.) ; Botany (fourth year syllabus), as stage 2 of Botany 
(science subject XVII.) ; Physiology and Hygiene as stage 1 of Hygiene 
(science subject XXV.) ; and Geology ,as stage 1 of Geology (science subject 
XII.). 

It is important to note that in order to qualify for grants it is 
necessary that the course of instruction should begin before the 1st Decem- 
ber ; that grants may not be claimed upon account of students joining 
after that date ; and that in order to qualify for the higher rates allowed 
for practical work it is necessary that at least twenty-eight lessons in the 
theory of the subject be given during the session, each such lesson to be 
of not less than one hour’s duration.

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Attendance at theoretical instruction may not be taken into account 
when computing the 100 hours’ practical instruction referred to in the 
third paragraph of this Circular. 

Application for the recognition of special classes for teachers must be 
made by letter, accompanied by detailed proposals upon Form S. 43. 
Attendance at lessons previous to the receipt of the Department’s written 
approval of the arrangements may not be reckoned as part of the 100 
hours’ practical instruction.

SHORT SUMMER COURSES OF INSTRUCTION TO TEACHERS, 
1904. 

The Department will, during the month of July, conduct summer 
courses for teachers as under : — 

(1) Courses in Experimental Science and in Drawing and Modelling for 

teachers in Day Secondary Schools and in day and evening 

science and art classes. 

(2) Courses in manual training ("woodwork and metalwork) for teachers 

of those subjects in Day Secondary Schools. 

(3) Courses, for manual instructors, in Woodcarving and Modelling, in 

Building Construction, and in Metal Work. 

(4) A course in Lace and Crochet making and De'ign for teachers of 

Lace and Crochet making. 

These courses will begin on the 5th July and close on the 29th July, 
and will be held in Dublin, Belfast, Cork, and Tramore. 

Should the , an plications exceed the accommodation, those applicants 
will be selected whose admission would appear to be most likely to prove 
beneficial. Applications from teachers who have attended short courses 
of instruction in previous years, and who have been giving instruction in 
the subjects of those, courses during the present session, will have priority 
of claim for admission to advanced courses. 

It is important that teachers should not apply unless they know that 
they will be able to attend, for great difficulties, as well as injustice to 
others, may be entailed bv ,appl 'cants failing to take advantage of ad- 
mission which may be granted. Failure to attend the course after the in- 
vitation has been accepted, will, except in the case of illness, be regarded 
as ,an abuse of the privilege ; and any teacher failing in this respect will 
be debarred from attending any future course. 

Teacher* who are selected for and who attend the courses of instruc- 
ti on regularly and punctually at the specified hours, from the beginning 
to the end ef the course, will be allowed a sum of £3 10s. towards their 
expenses while living at the centre; and those who travel more than 
twenty miles to the centre of instruction will be allowed, in addition, third 
class railway fare for one ioumey to and fro between the railway station 
nearest their school and Dublin. Belfast, Cork, or Tramore. as the case 
may be ; no car fares, or other travelling expenses will, however, be al- 
lowed These allowances will in no case be made until after the con cl u 
siob. of the courses. 
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The hours of attendance will be from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. daily (with an 
interval of one hour for lunch), except on Saturdays, when the hours will 
be from 10 a.m. to 1 p.m. In addition, teachers will be required in the 
evenings to write out notes, etc. 

The Department also propose to arrange for a short course of lectures 
to fully qualified instructresses of domestic economy subjects. Full infor- 
mation respecting the scope of these lectures, and of the travelling and 
maintenance allowances which will be made, are given on Form S. 141, 
copies of which may be had upon application. 

Teachers desiring to take .advantage of these courses must fill up and 
return the appropriate form of application (see below ) as early as con- 
venient, but in any case so as to reach the Offices of the Department not 
later than the 31st March. 

N.B. — These courses are open only to teachers who are over eighteen 
yeans of age, and who are engaged (a) by local committees of technical 
instruction ; or (6) in schools receiving grants either directly from the 
Department or under the provisions of an approved local scheme of 
technical instruction. 


DETAILS OF THE COURSES. 

I. (a.) — E xperimental Science 

There may be twelve courses of instruction in experimental science. 

Subjects : — First and second years of the preliminary course ; third 
and fourth years courses in Physics, Chemistry, 
Mechanical Science and Botany ; and courses in 
Physiology and Hygiene, and Geology. 

These courses will not only cover the ground sketched out in the 
courses of the Department’s programme tor Day Secondary Schools ; but 
will aim directly at bringing home to teachers the intentions of the De- 
partment ,as expressed in the prefatory note thereto. 

Provisional certificates of competency to teach the subject of the 
course will be issued to those teachers who have punctually and regularly 
attended and successfully done the class work, as testified by laboratory 
note books, and by any examination — written, viva voce, or practical — 
which it may be desirable to hold. 

Application for admission to these courses must be made on Form 
S. 42. 

I. (6.) — Drawing and Modelling. 

The course of instruction in Drawing and Modelling will be specially 
devoted to enabling the teachers to secure the Irish Secondary Teachers’ 
Drawing Certificate {see Circular Letter No. 16) ; but instruction of a 
more advanced character will be afforded to those teachers who are .already 
qualified for this certificate, or who hold higher certificates. 

Teachers must not regard attendance at these courses as sufficient 
qualification to give instruction in the department’s programme of Draw- 
ing. They should continue their studies throughout tine winter, and 
present themselves for examination in the subjects included in the Irish 
Secondary Teachers’ Drawing Certificate, at the annual examinations of 
the Board of Education held in April, May, and June. The regulations 
for the admission of external candidates to these examinations are given 
on Form S. 100, copies of which may be obtained on application. 

Application for admission to this course must be made on Form S. 42, 

II. — Manual Instruction (Woodwork and Metalwork). 

The courses of manual work will include instruction in Drawing in 
addition to practical instruction in the use of woodworking and metal- 
working tools, and will provide for the further training of teachers who 
at present teach these subjects in Day Secondary Schools, or who will be 
acting as instructors during the forthcoming session. Examinations will 
be held at the conclusion of the courses, and teachers who succeed in pass- 
ing these examinations will, for the present be accepted as qualified to give 
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instruction in tine subjects under the Department’s regulations for Day 
Secondary Schools, subject to the conditions of Circular 24. Teachers 
who do not pass the examination, but who obtain a sufficiently high per- 
centage of marks, will also be accepted as manual instructors in Day 
Secondary Schools, but for the session 1904-5 only. 

Application for admission to these courses must be made on Form S. 42. 

III. — WOOD-CARVING AND MODELLING; BUILDING CONSTRUCTION; 

Metal Work. 

These courses are intended primarily for the further training of 
manual instructors who are at present under engagement to local com- 
mittees of technical instruction. A certificate of satisfactory attendance 
and progress will be issued to those who are favourably reported upon by 
the instructors in charge ; but it is not the intention of the Department 
to issue teachers’ certificates upon the results of the courses. 

Application for admission to these courses must be made on Form S. 42. 


IV. — Lace and Crochet Making and Design. 

The object of the present course is to improve existing kinds of work, 
and not to introduce new forms' of lace or crochet making. The instruc- 
tion will be confined to — 

A. Limerick Lace. C. Raised Crochet. 

B. Clones Crochet. D. Carrickmacross Lace. 

The lessons on each of these subjects will include instruction in technique, 
including the use of suitable materials ; drawing, including the prepara- 
tion of working tracings; and, in tine case of those capable of profiting 
by such form of instruction, practice in design. 

Certificates of proficiency will be awarded at the close of the course to 
those who have attended regularly, worked well, and whose work is of a 
sufficiently high standard, as shown by the specimens produced during 
the class-lessons, and by any tests of a written or practical character 
which it may be considered advisable to apply. 

Teachers attending thus course will be required to bring their usual 
working material with them, as well as pencils, india-rubber, compasses, 
a twelve-inch ruler, two set squares (one of 45° and the other of 60°), 
and a medium-sized drawing book. Teachers of crochet making should 
also provide themselves with sets of such details as they are accustomed 
to work for the trade, as for example, the “ Scroll,” “ Lily,” “ Hawthorn ” 
“ Shamrock,” “ Stem,” “ Branch,” &c., &c. 

Application for admission to this ’course must be made on Form S. 

V. Lectures to Domestic Economy Instructresses. 

The course will include lectures on Physiology and Hygiene Thrift 
Management, and cognate subjects. For further information see Form

Instructresses who are selected for, and who attend the course of 
lectures regularly and punctually at the specified hours, from the be- 
ginning to the end of the course, will be allowed a sum of £2 10s. towards 
their expenses while living at the centre ; and those who travel more than 
twenty miles to the centre of instruction will be allowed, in addition, 
third class railway fare for one journey to and fro between the railway 
station nearest their school or centre and Dublin ; no car fares, or other 
travelling expenses will, however, be allowed. These allowances will in 
no case be made until’ after the conclusion of the course. 

Should the applications exceed the accommodation, those applicants 
will be selected whose admission would appear to be most likely to prove 
beneficial. 

It is important that instructresses should not apply unless they know 
that they will be able to attend, for great difficulties, as well as injustice 
to others, may be entailed by applicants failing to take advantage of ad- 
mission which may be granted. Failure to attend the course after the 
invitation has been .acceptedj will, except in the case of illness, be re- 
garded as an abuse of the privilege ; and any instructress failing in this 
respect will be debarred from attending any future course.

SHORT COURSES OF INSTRUCTION IN ART, 1904. 

1. The short courses of art instruction for art masters and mistresses, 
elementary school teachers, and students of schools of art and art classes, 
will be held at the Royal College of Art from the 11th July to the 26th 
July, both dates inclusive. There will be five courses, one for teachers of 
Drawing in elementary schools and one in each of the four schools of the 
College — Architecture, Design, Painting, and Mural Decoration, and 
Modelling. 

The courses in these four schools will be under the direction of the 
Professors, who will give such lectures and demonstrations as are con- 
sidered necessary to aid the class work. 

School of Architecture : A course of architectural design will be 
taken in this school based upon Gothic building art. [See accompany- 
ing circular.] 

School of Design : The course of study in this school will include 
such subjects as plant drawing, lettering, heraldry, &c. Instruction 
in design will be given in connection with the classes held in the 
Museum for the purpose of studying those objects best calculated 
to aid the students in tine branch of design pursued by them.

SPECIAL COURSE OF INSTRUCTION IN MANUAL TRAINING 
(WOODWORK). 

In order to train capable artisans and others to give instruction in 
woodwork (a) as itinerant instructors under county schemes ; (b) in the 
Technical Schools which are now being organised throughout the country ; 
or (c) in Day Secondary Schools under the conditions of the Department’s 
regulations for such schools, arrangements are being made to organise ,a 
third course of instruction in Dublin under an expert instructor. The 
course will begin on Tuesday, June 7th, in Dublin, and will' continue for 
about six months. 

‘ The coiirse of instruction will consist mainly of practice in woodwork- 
ing and in drawing, but will .also include lessons on woods, tools, and 
the management of classes ; and arrangements will be made to hold an 
examination at the close of the course.

Should a sufficient number of candidates present themselves, examina- 
tions will .also be held at Londonderry, Sligo, Limerick, and Waterford. 
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I The award will be made on the following conditions : — 

1. Candidates must be not less than nineteen ,and not more than 
thirty years of age on the 1st September, 1905. This rule will be 
strictly adhered to. 

2. Candidates with physical defects of voice, sight, or hearing will 
not be regarded ,as eligible for scholarships. Successful candi- 
dates will be required to furnish a medical certificate of health, 
an authenticated copy of certificate of birth, and satisfactory 
testimonials from two responsible persons. 

3. Candidates must satisfy the Department that they have had a 
good general education. 

4. Candidates for either class of scholarship must have been born in 
Ireland, or have been resident in Ireland for three years prior to 
the 1st September, 1905. 

5. The subjects and time table of the examination will be: — 
Arithmetic (general) 10 a.m. to 11.45 a.m. 

English, 12 noon to 1.45 p.in. 

Irish, French, or German, 2.15 p.m. to 4 p.m. 

Reading aloud. At some time during the progress of the ex- 
amination the candidate will be asked to read aloud ,a passage 
of English prose of not more than ordinary difficulty. 

The standard will be equivalent to that required for a pass in 
the middle grade of the Intermediate Education Board’s ex- 
aminations. Questions will not, however, be set from any 
prescribed text-books. 

6. Twenty-five marks will be the maximum assigned for reading 
aloud ; one hundred marks foil arithmetic ; one hundred marks 
for English, and one hundred marks for the other language. 
Candidates must intimate in their form of application, whether 
they propose taking Irish, French or German. 

7. Candidates must themselves bear any expenses incurred by them 
in connection with attendance at the examination. 

8. The selection of the students-in-training will, in the first in- 
stance, be provisional. Those selected will take a number of trial 
lessons at the training school ; the final award of a scholarship 
will be made by the Department oh receipt, of the report from 
the training school, and is subject to the condition that the 
student shows in the trial lessons that she is capable of making 
full use of the instruction provided at the training school, and 
that she is generally suitable for employment as a teacher. 

9. After final selection students-in-training must take up that course 
which will most suit the convenience of the training school. 

10. The Department reserve the right at any time to determine, 
without notice, any scholarship, upon being satisfied that its 
continuance is for any reason undesirable. 

11. The students-in-training must conform to the regulations of the 
Irish Training School of Domestic Economy. 

12. Candidates who accept scholarships, but leave the school before 
the completion of their course of training, will be required to pay 
the fees for the period during which they were in attendance at 
the school. 

The limited scholarships are intended as rewards to students for suc- 
cessful attendance and work at local technical schools or classes, under 
the direction of properly constituted Technical Instruction Committees of 
Local Authorities who had a scheme of technical .instruction in operation 
during the session 1904-5. The limited scholarships will entitle the 
holders to free admission to the full course of training as teacher of 
domestic economy subjects, provided that the Local Technical Instruction 
Committee who nominate the candidate undertake to pay ten guineas, 
being half the fees for the full two years 5 course of instruction. Nomina- 
tions must be made, not later than the 19th June, upon Form S. 171, 
which must also contain an account of attendance and work done at local 
technical schools and classes. Candidates who have not attended such 
courses will be ineligible for these scholarships.

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The open scholarships will, in the first instance, subject to the terms 
of the conditions of award on page 1, be offered provisionally to the ten 
candidates who stand highest on the examination list. Should one of the 
ten successful candidates decline to accept a scholarship it may be offered 
to the next in order of merit, and so on. 

The limited scholarships will be offered to candidates in order of 
merit who are not successful in obtaining open scholarships, and who 
have been nominated by the above-mentioned properly-constituted Com- 
mittees. 

For the present competition not more than one candidate thus 
nominated by any Technical Instruction Committee will be awarded a 
limited scholarship. Should, however, a candidate nominated for ,a 
limited scholarship be successful in obtaining an open scholarship, an- 
other candidate nominated by the same Technical Instruction Committee 
will be eligible for a limited scholarship, and so on.

APPENDIX. 

Regulations for the conduct of the Local Examinations in subjects 
of Science! and Art conducted by the Department of Agriculture 
and Technical Instruction for Ireland on behalf of the Board 
of Education (South Kensington). 

1. The examinations are held in the evenings in April, May and 
June, and in the day-time in June ; the dates on which the examinations 
in the various subjects will be held are specified in the examination time 
table, published separately. 

The students of a school must, as a rule, be all examined at the 
evening, or all at the day examinations. 

No candidate m,ay be examined in the same subject at the evening 
examinations and at the day examinations in the same year. No candi- 
date may be examined in more than one stage of any subject in the same 
year except in (a) Mathematics, in which subject he may take either one 
stage in each of the two groups of stages into which the examination in 
this subject is divided, or honours in Division I. and Division II. of 
Mathematics ; and (&), Agricultural Science and Rural Economy, in which 
subject he may take the examinations in both Division I. and Division 
II. As stage 1 of subject VIII. (Sound, Light, and Heat) is common to 
the three sub-divisions into whiich the subject is divided for the advanced 
stages, candidates who take stage 1 are not eligible to take, in the same 
year, stage 2, stage 3, or honours of any of the three sub-divisions of the 
subject. When examinations are held in several subjects of science on 
the same evening, no candidate may take more than one of such subjects. 
Practical 2. Examinations in Practical Chemistry (subjects Xp. and XIp.), and 

£ X Sc7ence° nS in ? racti ° al Metallurgy (subject XIXp.), .are held only in laboratories 
equipped in accordance with, the requirements appended to the Board of 
Education’s syllabuses for these subjects. Where the number of candi- 
dates for examination working at the same time exceeds the number for 
which the laboratory is approved, the candidates may be examined in 
divisions. Not more than two such divisions will be allowed, and the 
number of candidates in each division working at the same time must 
not exceed the number for which the laboratory is approved. 
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Practical examinations for candidates in honours in certain subjects 
may be held at South Kensington, or at some other centre, in addition to 
a written examination (see syllabus of each subject). Such practical 
examinations will be held as early ,as possible in June or July. Candi- 
dates who are instructed to attend these examinations at South Ken- 
sington or any other centre, receive a maintenance allowance of 7s. 6 d. a 
night while required to be absent from home, and third class railway fare ; 
but no cab or omnibus fares are allowed. 

3. Examinations in Drawing on the Blackboard will be held by in- 
spectors of the Department during the months of April, May and June, 
at approved centres. Applications for these examinations from schools 
and classes must be forwarded to the Department, on Form S. 135, 
on or before the 29th February. 

As a rule no school will be made a centre of examination unless ten 
candidates are to be presented, but the Department will consider re- 
presentations to hold examinations at schjools which do not comply with 
this regulation. 

4. The grades of success ,at the examinations are “first class’ 1 ’ and 
“ second class.” 

Exceptions.— (1) In section I. of stage 1 of science subjects XV. and 
XXIII. there is only one grade of suooess, viz. : “ pass.” 

(2) In the art subjects of Drawing and Modelling from the .Life and 
Architectural Design there is a further grade of success, viz : “ ex- 
cellent.” 

5. Applications for examinations in stage 1 of science subjects, and 
in stage 1 of design cannot be considered unless such application is ac- 
companied by a sum of Is. 6 d. for each paper asked for. For papers in 
stage 1 of practical chemistry or practical metallurgy the fee will be 2s. 
6 d. per paper. No fee is exigible in respect of examinations in subjects 
of art other than that in the stage 1 of design. 

The number of papers requisitioned cannot be subsequently varied, 
and no part of the remittance is returnable. 

The remittance of the fee for papers in stage 1 must be made by 
bank draft, cheque, or postal order, made payable to “ The Accountant, 
Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction for Ireland.” 
Stamps caivnot be accepted. 

6. Managers of schools who wish to present candidates for the local 
science and art examinations must provide accommodation, and propose 
to the Department arrangements for the examination of their students. 
The Department, however, reserve to themselves the right to revise the 
proposed arrangements, and to amalgamate the examinations in any dis- 
trict should they think it expedient. 

7. External candidates (i.e., candidates who are not students of any 
school or class) must ,apply to the Department not later than the 24th 
February for Form S. 101, upon which to make application for examina- 
tion, and must then state whether they wish to take the evening or day 
examinations. The special regulations as to the admission of external 
candidates to these examinations are printed separately upon Form S. 
100, copies of which may be had upon application. 

Students of schools or classes must apply for examination through 
their managers. 

The Department will assign external candidates to a centre for ex- 
amination, and managers of schools at which examinations in a given 
subject are being conducted must admit such candidates to examination 
in that subject on the authorisation of the Department, in such numbers 
as the Department, having regard to the available accommodation, may 
deem reasonable. Due regard will be had to the nature of the institution 
at which the examination is to be held when assigning external candi- 
dates to any centre. 

8. Where managers of different institutions have classes in the same 
subject under their control they must arrange, where possible, for a con- 
joint examination of these classes in such manner that an unnecessary 
number of rooms may not be in use.

9. A separate examination will not, as a rule, be held where the 
number of candidates to be presented in any one subject is less than four, 
but the Department will be prepared, when in such cases the school from 
which the candidates come is distant from any larger centre, to consider 
proposals for holding a separate examination at the school. 

10. The accommodation provided should be as follows : — 

(a.) For examinations in all subjects of science and in all sub- 
jects of art, except those mentioned in (b), the accommodation 
should be such as to allow of the candidates being seated not less 
than five feet apart from centre to centre. For examinations in 
subjects of science it is desirable that rooms with level floors and 
without galleries should be used. 

( b .) At examinations in the following subjects of art: — Free- 
hand drawing in outline, model drawing, drawing in light and 
shade from a cast, drawing and modelling from the antique, 
drawing and modelling from life, modelling the head from life, 
and painting from still life, candidates may be placed so , as to be 
not less than two feet six inches apart from centre to centre. 

11. Managers or their representatives must provide (for 

use in the examination in those subjects in which they are respectively 
required), ink, pens, ruled foolscap paper, pins or paper fasteners, 
tracing paper, and the necessary materials, such as stands, nails, &c., 
required for hanging up the casts for examination purposes in drawing in 
light and shade and modelling from the antique. 

12. Managers of schools presenting students for examination must 
apply to the Department not later than the 24th February for Form S. 
102 upon which to make a return showing the number of papers required 
for each subject, and such other particulars as the Department may deem 
necessary. The return, which must be forwarded to the Department not 
later than the 29th February, in the case of evening examinations, and 
not later than the 9th April in the case of d,ay examinations, will be 
taken as final, ,and no further emendations can be allowed. Managers 
must state when applying for this form whether it is proposed that their 
students should take the evening or the day examinations. 

13. The managers will nominate on F oral S. 107, which will be issued 
a fortnight before the date fixed for the first examination, certain persons 
prepared to superintend the examinations. The superintendents may 
either be voluntary superintendents, or they may be remunerated by the 
managers, after notioe to the Department, at a rate not exceeding 2s. 6 d.

approve of managers making payments for such sex-vices to members of 
their own body. No person who is a teaclier of a science or art class, who 
is a near i-el,ative of any of the candidates, or who is in any way per- 
sonally interested in the result of the examination, should be nominated 
as a superintendent. Managers are held entirely responsible for the 
presence of supeiunten dents to the number required at each examination, 
othei-wise the examination may be held to be void. 

14. Managers will nominate upon Foim S. 102 ( see section 12) a 
person to whom the packets of examination questions will be addressed, 
and who will be responsible for their safe custody and distribution.

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Objects of the College. 

The College is an institution for supplying an advanced course of in- 
struction in Science as applied to Agriculture and the Industrial Arts ; 
for training teachers for Technical 'Schools, and for Secondary and Inter- 
mediate Schools in which Science is taught ; and for carrying out scien- 
tific research. 

Faculties. 

The College embraces three Faculties — 

Agriculture, 

Applied Chemistry. 

Engineering. 

Courses. 

Students will, as a rule, be expected to take up a complete course. 
Students may, however, be admitted to parts of a course, provided there 
is room in the College, and that their preliminary knowledge satisfies the 
Professor whose laboratory or lectures they desire to attend. 

Students, on entering the College, are enrolled as Associates or Non- 
Associates. Associate students are those who pass the entrance exami- 
nation, and take up in the order, and under the conditions given in the 
programme of the College, a complete course of instruction, extending 
over three years, in one or other of the above faculties or in the special 
group for Science teachers. 

Students who are not taking out a complete course of study, but who 
are allowed to attend for single subjects, for occasional lectures, or for 
special laboratory work, are Non-Associates. 

Students qualified to carry out research may be allowed to devote their 
whole time to work in the laboratories, under the direction of a Professor. 

College Diploma. 

The course of instruction for students desiring to obtain a Diploma of 
Associatesliip of the Royal College of Science extends over three years. 
In the first year the instruction is general; in the following years it is 
specialised according to the faculty or group selected. 

The Diploma of Associatesliip — A.R.C.Sc.I. — is given to students wlao, 
having passed the entrance examination, have attended regularly 
and punctually throughout the three years, and have passed the College 
examinations in all subjects in the group in which they are seeking °a 
diploma. 

Students admitted to the first year course will not be allowed to attend 
the second year course unless they have attended regularly, worked well, 
and passed all the College examinations satisfactorily during their first 
year. 

A student who, after receiving the Diploma of Associateship, continues 
his studies for another year in the College, and subsequently submits, 
for the approval of Examiners appointed by the Department, a thesis or 
dissertation, embodying the results of his own original research or in- 
vestigation, or treating critically some special subject of the group m 
which his diploma has been obtained, may be awarded the further Dip- 
loma of Fellowship- — F.R.C.Sc.I. To the theses or dissertation must be 
attached a declaration that it is his own genuine work, and that it was 
written or first published within three years of the date at which it is 
presented. 

The candidate may be required by the Examiners to present himself for 
examination on the subject of his dissertation or in defence of his thesis. 
EXAMINATIONS. 

-A- 1 } Entrance Examination (which all Associate Students— Scholars and 
Exhibitioners excepted — must pass) is held before the beginning of each 
session. The subjects of examination will lie: — 

For the Session 1905-6. 

English, one other language (Greek, Latin, Irish, French or German), 
Mathematics, Experimental Science, and Drawing. 
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Syllabuses of the subjects of Examination. 

For English, one other language, and Mathematics, the Syllabuses of 
the Senior Grade for the Intermediate Board’s Pass Examination of 
1905. 

For Experimental Science, the Syllabuses of the Special Courses 
in Experimental Science, of the Department’s Programme for 
Day Secondary Schools. For Drawing, the First and Second Years’ 
Syllabus of the Programme for Day Secondary Schools. 

In Experimental Science the candidate will be allowed the choice of 
one of the following subjects: — Physics, Chemistry, Mechanical Science, 
Botany, Geology, and Physiology and Hygiene. 

A pass in English, one other language (Greek, Latin, Irish, French or 
German), or Mathematics, in the Senior Grade of the Intermediate 
Board’s Examinations, in the First Arts Examination of the Royal Uni- 
versity, or an equivalent of these, will be recognised as satisfying the 
conditions of the entrance examination in that subject. 

The Entrance Examination in Experimental Science and Drawing 
will be dispensed with in the case of an applicant who is able to satisfy 
the Department that he has received, in a school approved of by the 
Department, at le,ast two hundred hours 1 ’ instruction in Experimental 
Science and Drawing of the Preliminary Course of the Programme for 
Day Secondary Schools, and at least one hundred hours instruction in one 
of the Special Courses in Experimental Science. 

A pass in Freehand Drawing and a First Class in the Elementary 
Stage of Practical Plane and Solid Geometry, at the Board of Educa- 
tion’s Examinations will be accepted in lieu of the Entrance Examina- 
tion in Drawing. 

The Entrance Examinations will be held in Dublin on 4th, 5th, and 
6thj July, 1905. Application for admission to the Entrance Examina- 
tion must be made, not later than the 29th April, 1905, upon a special 
form of application (S. 157), copies of which may be obtained, after the 
1st January, 1905, from the Registrar. 


Term and Sessional Examinations. 

The last lesson of each term, and the last week of each session, will be 
devoted to the examinations of the Associateship course. 

An Associate student of any year who fails in the sessional examina- 
tions of that year in one or more subjects may, in special circumstances, 
be permitted to complete such year’s course by passing a supplemental 
examination in the October following in the subjects in which he failed 
at the sessional examinations (a fee of £1 will be charged for examina- 
tion in each subject). He may also re-enter the College in the following 
session for the purposes of repeating the course of that year, and of pass- 
ing the College examinations in those subjects in which he failed. In 
such case the fees will be half those for the Associate course. 

An Associate Student thus allowed to complete his First Collegiate 
Year, is ineligible for the Medal or Royal Scholarship offered for com- 
petition on the completion of the First Collegiate Year. Such Student 
is, however, eligible for prizes awarded upon the result-s of the Sessional 
Examination in any subject which he re-attends. But any student who 
has failed in the first year and pays for and takes the full first year’s 
course again is eligible for the Medal and Royal Scholarship. 


Scholarships. — Medal. — Prizes. 

A limited number of Scholarships — (a) Agricultural, (b) in Science 
and Technology — are annually open for competition. See Forms A. 133a 
and S 33, pages 194 and 213. 


Note.— T ext Book?, other than those referred to in the Syllabuses, are not prescribed for- 
the Entrance Examinations ; the standard required will be equivalent to that for a Pass 
in the Senior Grade of the Intermediate Board’s Examinations. 
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Royal Scholarships. 

Four Royal Scholarships, each of the value of £50 yearly, with free 
admission to lectures and laboratories, are attached to the College. Two 
are offered for competition each year among Associate students who are 
completing their first year course, who are not holders of Royal Exhibi- 
tions, National, Whitworth, Agricultural, or Science and Technological 
Scholarships or Scholarships or Exhibitions awarded by Local Technical 
Instruction Committees. The Royal Sclwfiarships ,are awarded, on the 
results of the Term and Sessional Examinations of the first year Associate 
course ; but, in order to qualify for them, a student must have attended 
regularly the lectures and demonstrations, and Rave passed in all the 
subjects of the first year. Scholarships will not be awarded unless 
sufficient merit is shown. Holders of the Scholarships are required to 
attend with strict regularity all the courses in the second and third years, 
and to pass all the College examinations 1 in the faculty or group in 
which they are seeking a diploma. 


Medals and Prizes. 

A silver medal is awarded annually at the end of the first year to the 
Associate student who gains the highest number of marks at the examina- 
tions of the Associate course. 

Any Scholarship or Medal may be withheld should none of the candi- 
dates have attained a sufficiently high standard of merit at the examina- 
tion. 

Two prizes of the value of £2 and £1 may be awarded in each of the 
several subjects of examination to approved candidates upon the results 
of the Term and Sessional Examinations in each year if sufficient merit 
be shown. Only one prize will be obtainable in any subject in which 
not more than five students present themselves for examination. These 
prizes are open to both Associate and Non-associate Students.

The Museum is open to students who can work from its fine examples 
under the guidance and supervision of the teachers. 

Teacherships-in-Training. 

A limited number of Teacherships-in-Training, tenable at the Metro- 
politan School of Art, Dublin, will be open for competition at the be- 
ginning of the session 1905-6. 

Candidates must not be less than 19 and not more than 30 years of age 
on 1st September, 1905. and must have been born -in or resident in Ireland 
for three years prior to 1st September, 1905.

Admission Free and at Reduced Fees.

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I.— Objects of the School. 

The Irish Training School of Domestic Economy is an 'institution main- 
tained by the Department of Agriculture ,and Technical Instruction for 
the purpose of training teachers of Domestic Economy. The course of 
training involves practice for the students in manipulation and in teach- 
ing, and for this purpose the institution will provide high-class instruc- 
tion in such parts of the subjects as Cookery, Laundry- work, Dressmaking 
and Home-sewing and Housewifery for students other than those under 
training. 


II. — Subjects of the Course. 

The subjects of the course of instruction will include Elementary 
Physics, Elementary Chemistry, Elementary Physiology and Hygiene, 
Blackboard Drawing, Cookery, Laundry-work, Dressmaking and Home- 
sewing, Housewifely (including household accounts), Theory and Practice 
of Education. 

III. — Diplomas. 

The course of instruction for students desiring to obtain the Depart- 
ment’s Diploma will extend over at least two complete years. 

'Students will be required to enter for the complete course, and certi- 
ficates will not be granted to students who do not take a complete course. 

In order to satisfy the Department as to their general education, 
students will be required to pass .an Entrance Examination in Arithmetic, 
English, one other language (Irish, French, or German), and Reading 
aloud. No candidate will be admitted to the School who does not show 
in the course of the Entrance Examination that she is capable of taking 
full advantage of the instruction provided, and, in particular, candidates 
with physical defects of voice, sight, or hearing, will not be regarded as 
eligible for admission. 

Should the number of applicants for admission to the Domestic 
Economy Training School exceed the accommodation, the places remain- 
ing after Scholarship holders have been admitted will be offered suc- 
cessively to those standing highest on the Entrance Examination list. 

Students will be required to take up the subjects of instruction in the 
order arranged for them in the Domestic Economy Training School. 

Diplomas (First Class or Second Class) will be awarded to those 
students who, having satisfactorily passed the Entrance Examination 
and the “ trial lessons,” have attended regularly and punctually through- 
out the whole Diploma course, and have passed all the examinations 
under the conditions specified in Section VII. (2). 

The Diplomas will be recognised as qualification to teach Domestic 
Economy in Schools and Classes aided by the Department. The Depart- 
ment do not, however, -undertake to employ teachers, nor to find employ- 
ment for theon, ,at the close of tliie period of training. 

IV. — Admission and Attendance. 

Application for admission to the School must be made, not later than 
the 30th April, upon Form S. 143, copies of which may be obtained, after 
the 1st January of any year, from the Secretaiy of the Training School. 

Candidates for admission must be not less than 19 years of age on the 
1st September of tine year in which they enter the school. 

Candidates must furnish a recent medical certificate of health, an 
authenticated copy of certificate of birth, and testimonials of good char- 
acter from not less than two responsible persons. 

Admission will, in the first instance, be provisional. Students thus 
provisionally admitted will have to take twenty trial lessons in Cookery ; 
and, if the results of these trial lessons are unsatisfactory, students may 
be advised and, if neoessary, required to discontinue their attendance. 

The School will be open from Monday to Friday inclusive. 

The hours of attendance are from 10 a.m. to 1 p.m., and from 2 to 5 
p.m., and at any other hours which may reasonably be required. 
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Students must strictly conform to the rules of the School. 

Students intending to leave the School before completing their course, 
must give due notice of their intention. 

Students must communicate dn writing to the Secretary of the School 
the reason for any absence from the School, and if compelled to leave tlie 
School during the regular hours of instruction they must first communi- 
cate with and obtain leave from the Secretary. 

V. — School Terms. 

The School Session consists of three terms. 

Session 1904-5. 

The First term will begin on Tuesday, 6th September, and end on Fri- 
day, the 23rd December. 

The Second term will begin on Tuesday, 3rd January, ,and end on Wed- 
nesday, the 19th April. 

The Third term will begin on Tuesday, the 2nd May, and end on 
Friday, 30th June. 

Holidays: — Ash Wednesday, St. Patrick’s Day, and Whit Monday. 


VI.— Fees. 

For all students in training, not being Scholarship holders, the fee will 
be ten guineas per session. 

This fee will cover all the subjects of the course of instruction for train- 
ing as teachers. 

The fee must be paid in advance immediately after the result of the 
trial lessons is known, and is not returnable. 

A fee of one guinea must be p,aid by all students on the first day of the 
session. This fee is not returnable to any student, but will be allowed for 
in the case of students who are permitted to remain in the School as the 
result of the “ trial lessons.” 

Cheques, Money Orders, and Postal Orders are to be made payable to 
“ The Irish Training School of Domestic Economy.” 

VII. — Examinations. 

(1.) Entrance and Scholarship Examination. 

Session 1905-6. 

The examination will be held on Tuesday, July 4th, 1905. 

The subjects of examination will be: — English, one other language 
(Irish, French, or German), Arithmetic, and Reading aloud. The 
standard required for a pass will be approximately the same as that re- 
quired for a pass in the Middle Grade of the Intermediate Education 
Board’s Examinations. Questions will not, however, be set from any 
prescribed text-books. 

Particulars of the Scholarships offered for 1905-6 may be obtained on 
application to The Secretary, Department of Agriculture and Technical 
Instruction for Ireland, Upper Merrion-street, Dublin. 

(2.) Examinations during the Course. 

At the close of instruction .in each subject an examination, theoretical 
and practical, will be held in that subject. In certain subjects marks 
will also be assigned for class teaching of these subjects. 

Students who do not reach a satisfactory standard in any subject will 
be required to repeat that subject and to pass a supplementary examina- 
tion. Students failing in more than one subject will be considered as 
having failed generally, and will be required to repeat tlie course of that 
year. 

The Department’s decision in all matters relating to examinations and 
to the award of diplomas shall be final. 

The School Time-tables and Syllabuses of the work of the different 
classes are published as an Appendix to the Programme.

II. — Evening Schools. 

The Technical Instruction Committee will, subject to the written 
approval of the Department, establish, or aid in establishing, so far as 
the funds at their disposal permit, evening technical schools or classes in 
places to be previously approved by the Technical Instruction Committee 
and the Department. 

A. (1.) By acquiring, or giving aid towards acquiring, rooms in exist- 

ing institutions or elsewhere (i.) at rent for short term ; or 
(ii.) at rents for lease ; or (iii.) by purchase. 

(2.) By building, or giving aid for building, if necessary, technical 
institutes. 

B. By paying, or giving aid towards the payment of, a staff of teachers 

(i.) temporary; (ii.) permanent. The temporary staff to be 
engaged by the hour, week, month, or session, as the case 
may be ; the permanent staff to be engaged as whole-time 
officers on annual salaries. 

C. By providing, or giving aid towards providing, equipment. 

D. By supplementing, wherever possible, the work of evening continua- 

tion schools of the National Board. 

Conditions and Regulatwiis under which the Classes will be held. 

(1.) The class must contain ,a fair proportion of industrial or com- 
mercial students. 

(2.) Whenever the average attendance for four successive lessons in any 
course of instruction falls below six, the class may be closed. 

(3.) Science and art classes are to be conducted in accordance with the 
special regulations for such. 

(4.) No course is to be recognised which does not provide for more than 
twenty hours’ instruction in the subject of the course. 

(5. ) Theoretical lessons must be of not less than forty minutes in dura- 
tion, and practical lessons of not less than eighty minutes in dura- 
tion. 

(6.) The classes must be such as are not recognised for grants by the 
Board of National Education. 

(7.) The subjects of instruction must be suitable to the locality. 

III. — Day Secondary Schools. 

A. Provision of teachers. 

The itinerant teachers under the scheme may be permitted to assist 
in Day Secondary schools. 

B. Equipment grants. 

Grants in aid of the provision of fittings, .apparatus, and examples for 
the teaching of the Department’s programme for Day Secondary schools 
may be made to the managers of such schools approved by the Teclmical 
Instruction Committee and the Department. 

From the actual expenditure — as shown by the receipted bills — on fit- 
tings, apparatus, and examples purchased with the approval of the De- 
partment, the grant, obtained from the Department under the conditions 
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of Form S. 4 will be deducted, and the County Committee will pay two- 
thirds of the remainder of the cost, provided: — 

(1.) That in no case shall the amount payable by the Committee exceed 
a sum to be determined by the Department after consideration of the 
educational needs of those schools whose applications for aid shall have 
received the approval of the Committee and of the Department. 

(2.) That the managers of each school receiving a grant towards the pro- 
vision of fittings, apparatus, and examples, give a written guarantee to 
the Committee that the subjects of the programme will form an integral 
part of the school curriculum for at least five years ; and 

(3.) That the Committee shall retain a lien on all objects towards the 
purchase of which aid has been granted. (See conditions of lien, Sec- 
tion IX.). 

IV. — Technical Classes for Girls. 

(1.) A grant of £2 per student per session will be paid for every girl 
not on the Industrial (Government-aided) or National School Roll who 
is over fourteen years of age, and who is certified by the Department’s 
Inspectors to have attended not less than 240 hours’ instruction in one of 
the following subjects, viz. : — Lace-making, crochet-making, needlework, 
machine knitting, shirt-making, drawn thread-work, or other such in- 
dustrial or domestic subject as may, from time to time, be approved by the 
Department, provided : — 

(a.) The pupil, as part of the 240 hours of school work, has received 
at least forty hours’ instruction in domestic economy subjects. 

(6.) The equipment and instruction are satisfactory. 

(c.) The qualifications of the teachers are recognised by the Depart- 
ment. (No claim for grants will be admitted unless the qualifi- 
cations of the teacher’s have been recognised in writing by the 
Department. ) 

( d .) The sales and wages book, and attendance registers, are satis- 
factorily kept. 

(2.) In dealing with instruction in the above subjects, the Depart- 
ment’s Inspectors will be specially directed to report how far the work is 
instruction and how far the practice of an occupation or industry. 

(3.) To satisfy the requirements of forty hours’ instruction in domestic 
economy twenty lessons, which must include practice, of two hours each, 
may be accepted. Of these, thirty hours must be devoted to cookery ; ten 
may be in laundry- work. Not more than sixty hours in cookery and 

laundry-work will be allowed to count as part of the 240 hours. 

(4.) Domestic Economy . — In order to assist managers of classes working 
under this part of the scheme to satisfy the conditions in regard to in- 
struction in domestic economy, the County Committee may send ,a county 
instructress to give a course of instruction for a period of six weeks. 
Such a provision does not, however, establish a claim on the part of a 
class, and it must be understood that where such a course is granted the 
managers of the class are required to supply fire, light, and the necessary 
materials. Tlie instruction given must be such as is applicable to the 
home life of those attending the course. 

(5.) Drawing . — In certain industrial subjects, such as lace-making, a 
knowledge of drawing is of great value to the worker. Where provision 
can be made for efficient instruction in drawing, the attendance ,at such 
instruction may be counted towards the minimum of 240 hours’ instruction 
mentioned in section (1), and each hour's attendance in the drawing class 
on the pai*t of a pupil, on whom a. claim is made, may be counted as 
equivalent to three hours’ instruction in the practice of the industry. 

Not less than ten and not more than thirty hours’ instruction in draw- 
ing will thus be counted. 

(6.) School managers intending to claim grants under this section must 
forward Form S. 47 to the offices of the Committee on or before the 1st 
of October, 1904. TJnless managers comply with this requirement, and 
unless instruction under a duly recognised teacher shall have begun before 
the 1st of December at the latest, the class will not be eligible for grants 
under this section of the scheme. 
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(7. ) Except in the case of a student under instruction in lace or crochet- 
work, the .attendance grant will not be claimable for more than one school 
session. 

(8.) Should the funds allocated for the purpose of this part of the 
scheme not enable the Committee to pay off all the claims in full at the 
rate mentioned above, the amount available will be divided in proportion 
to the claims admitted. 

V. — Residential Schools oe Domestic Training. 

Provision is made in the scheme for the awarding of ten scholarships of 
£14 each to girls who have already received a satisfactory primary educa- 
tion, and who reside in the county. Provision is also made for the ser- 
vices of an expert instructress at the residential school of domestic train- 
ing at the Convent of the Sisters of Charity, Dunmanway. 

Scholarships for Girls. — General Conditions. 

(1.) The object of these scholarships is to enable girls to obtain a regular 
course of instruction and training such as will cultivate intelligence and 
resourcefulness, and render them more practical in the performance of 
home duties of all kinds. 

(2. ) The course of instruction includes : — 

(a.) Essential subjects. 

Household management (including keeping of accounts). 

Cookery (including selection of menus for small incomes). 

Needlework (repairing, adapting, and dressmaking). 

Laundry-work. 

Hygiene (including sick nursing and care of the young). 

(&.) Optioned subjects. 

Dairy-work. 

Bee-keeping. 

Poultry-rearing. 

Horticulture. 


At least thirty hours per week must be devoted to the essential subjects. 
One or more of the optional subjects may be taken where adequate pro- 
vision is made for both practical and theoretical instruction. 

(3.) The scholarships will be tenable at the Convent of the Sisters of 
Charity, Dunmanway, or at such other residential school or schools of 
domestic training as the Department may approve. The Department’s 
approval will not be granted unless there is on the staff of such selected 
school or schools a certificated teacher of domestic science, who devotes at 
least thirty hours per week to the instruction of residential pupils. It 
will be necessary also that the managers of the selected school or schools 
shall be able to satisfy the Department that the dormitory accommodation, 
and other provisions, are adequate and satisfactory. 

(4.) The value of the scholarships will be £14 each*. In addition, 
selected candidates will pay an inclusive fee of £4 to the managers of 
the school on or before the date of entrance. This sum, and the amount 
(£14) paid by the County Committee, will entitle the scholar to board, 
residence, ,and training for one academic year. . 

(5.) The value of the scholarships will be paid to the schools in which 
they are held in two half-yearly instalments— one on the 31st January, 
the other on 31st July— on receipt of satisfactory reports from the In- 


spectors of the Department. 

(6.) Candidates must not be less than sixteen years old on the 30th of 
June preceding selection, and should have an education such as would lit 
them for entrance to the sixth class of the National Bo “ r, L,£S ^ the 
date will be selected whose parents (or guardians) hare not resided m the 
county for at least twelve months previous to the 30th of June. 
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(7.) The method of selection will be as follows: — 

(a.) The secretary shall advertise the scheme and receive applications 
on a form to be supplied. The application must be supported 
by testimonials from the local, clergy and county or district 
councillors. 

(b.) The final selection shall be made either — 

(1.) By a competitive examination conducted by the Department : 
or 

(2.) By a Selection Committee of thte County Technical Instruc- 
tion Committee. 

(c.) Selected candidates shall enter the school for a fortnight on pro- 
bation. If ,any should be found unsuitable to undergo the course 
of training they may, at the expiration of this period, be required 
to leave, in which case they shall be entitled to the return of the 
fee of £4, and their places shall be filled by those next in order of 
selection. 

(8.) All scholarships shall terminate on the 31st of July, 1905. 

(9.) Within three weeks after the scholars have entered, the managers of 
the schools at which these scholarships are tenable must forward the com- 
plete time-table of the school on a form (S. 148) to be supplied by the 
Department. This form will show the distribution of time to the various 
subjects of the course, and will require the written approval of the De- 
partment. 

(10.) Residential schools of domestic training shall be at all times open 
to the Department’s Inspectors. 

(11.) In case of any difficulty arising in connection with the awarding., 
or retention of these scholarships, the matter will lie referred to the De- 
partment, Avhose decision shall be final. 

VI. — Itinerant Instruction. 

The County Committee, in order to meet the wants of remote rural 
districts, will appoint itinerant instructors of manual work and of 
domestic economy. These teachers will give courses of instruction at 
centres (not already provided for by evening classes) to be approved by 
the County Committee and the Department. 

VII. — Scholarships for Boys. 

Three senior science scholarships and two senior art scholarships arc 
provided. The science scholarships will be tenable at the Royal College of 
Science, Dublin, or at some other approved technical college or colleges, 
and two or three may be continued from the session 1903-4. The art 
scholarships will be tenable at the Cork, Dublin, or some other approved 
school or schools of art. One may be continued from the session 1903-4 
Particulars of the conditions of competition for the new scholarships arc- 
issued separately. 

VIII. — Training of Teachers. 

A portion of the accumulated funds will be set apart to aid in providing 
special courses of instruction in domestic economy subjects for nuns who 
propose to teach classes in connection with this scheme. 

K.-CONDmONS OF THE LlEN RETAINED BY THE COMMITTEE UPON 

Fittings, Apparatus, and Examples purchased with their aid. 

When capital grants in aid of thte purchase of fittings, apparatus, or 
examples are made to the managers of schools and classes under a local 
scheme of technical instruction, the County Committee shall retain a lien 
on all objects purchased with their aid, and these objects, therefore may 
not be sold, or become the property of the managers of the school or’class 
except on the under-mentioned conditions : — 

(a.) The lien will be retained for five years of actual use of the objects. 
One-fifth of the lien will determine with each year of actual use 
,as shown by the time-table of the school or class. After five 
years of actual use the objects become the property of the 
managers. 
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(6 ) If the school or class be discontinued before the end of five years, 
v ' or if the teaching of the subjects for the illustration of which the 
objects were obtained remains in abeyance for more than one 
session, the fittings, apparatus, or examples must (1) be pur- 
chased by the managers, or (2) in the case of apparatus and 
examples, be handed over to the Committee, or transferred to the 
managers of another school or class who are willing to accept 
them on the usual conditions, and to provide instruction in the 
subjects for which the apparatus and examples were obtained. 

(c.) In order to purchase the fittings, apparatus, or examples, the 
managers must repay all aid given by the Technical Instruction 
Committee, less one-fifth for each year they have been in use. 
If apparatus or examples be handed over to the Technical In- 
struction Committee, they must be delivered free of charge for 
packing, carriage, &c. 

X.— General Conditions. 

(1.) The scheme requires: — 

(a.) The schools or classes aided under its provisions shall bo at all 
times open to the Department’s Inspectors, who will, from time to time, 
visit and report on the condition and suitability of the school buildings 
or class-rooms; the character and quality of the instruction, and its 
suitability to the needs of the locality ; the efficiency of the teaching 
staff for the number of students under instruction ; the progress of the 
students (which they may ascertain in such a manner as may be 
necessary) ; the method of registration ; and, generally, tine carrying 
out of the scheme in accordance with the Department’s regulations. 

Note. — The classes conducted or aided under the scheme should not be 
of such a size ,as to impair the efficiency of the instruction. The De- 
partment regard twenty for a practical class, and forty for a theoretical 
or demonstration class, as maxima. Local Committees should .assist 
teachers in keeping classes within those limits 


(6.) That accurate returns of such particulars as are required by the 
Department be made by the managers at the specified times. 

(c.) That the attendance registers be carefully, regularly, and 

P1 GZ C ) U Thnt 1 the Committee shall furnish full particulars of the qualifi- 
cations and experience of any teacher they propose to engage, and obtain 
the Department’s approval of the appointment, m writing, before the 
appointment is actually made. 

(e ) That within a week of any meeting of Committee, ,a copy of the 
minutes of proceedings of that meeting, as entered up m the inmate 
book, shall be furnished to the Department. The minutes are for the 
information of the Department, and it is not to be understood that it 
a question is not raised on the minutes, the Department s sanction has 
been thereby obtained. When the Department’s approval is required, 
it should be specially asked for in a separate communication. 

(f.) That expenditure, not covered by this scheme, be not incurred 
without the previous written approval of the Department, buch ap- 
proval will not be given unless the proposals involving the expenditure 
have been submitted for the Department’s sanction before any liability 
is incurred. 

(2.) No money will be spent under this scheme in an UAan District 
unless the Urban District contributes annually a rate of Id. m the £, or 

local Committee of Management should be formed in each, centre 
where classes are to be held. In the case of .an urban centre the Com- 
mittee stall be a Committee of the Urban District Council with co-opted 
Se^tai (which should include ladies where the instruction of g.r s is 
3 ”). In other centres the Committee formed should appoint an 
honorary secretary, and place itself in communication with the County 
Committee.

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The duties of a Local Committee ,are: — 

(a.) To provide suitable accommodation for the courses of instruc- 
tion to be given. To awaken local interest, and to make due pro- 
vision for the starting (or resumption) of the courses. 

( b .) To collect pupils’ fees and discharge such local accounts as may 
be arranged m conjunction with the County Committee. 

(c.) To assist in securing regular and punctual attendance ,at the 
classes. 

(d.) To visit the classes from time to time, and to check and sign the 
registers. 

(c.) To make recommendations to the County Committee as to local 
requirements m connection with the classes. 


(4. ) The scheme is not intended to apply to scholars in attendance at 
1 rimary schools, but such scholars who are over fourteen years of age, or 
are m the sixth class of a National school (or, in the case of other schools, 
its equivalent), may be admitted to classes meeting after school hours 
Under no circumstances may scholars on the roll of a Primary schooi 
attend classes under this scheme which meet during Primary school hours 

(5.) The scheme, as finally approved by the Department and the County 
Committee, must be printed and circulated throughout the area ad- 
ministered under the scheme. 

(6.) The scheme is to be tentative for a year, at the close of which it 
may be modified as advisable. 

If the conditions laid down are not fulfilled, or if, in the opinion of 
the Department, the reports of their Inspectors indicate that the instruc- 
tion throughout the county is inefficient, the Department may reduoe their 
annual contribution to the scheme.

III. — Technical Classes for Girls. 

The conditions of payment of grants to technical classes for girls are 
similar to those in the scheme for County Cork (see page 248). 

IV. — Itinerant Instruction. 

The scheme of itinerant instruction includes the appointment of — 
(1.) Two itinerant instructors in manual work, at a salary of £125 
per annum each and travelling expenses, and 

(2.) Three itinerant instructresses in domestic economy, at a salary 
of £85 per annum each and travelling expenses. 

These teachers will be provided with the necessary travelling equip- 
ment out of the funds for this purpose (see Finance above), and will give 
courses of instruction at such centres in the county ,as the Committee may, 
from time to time, decide upon. These courses' will, in general, extend 
over a period of six weeks, classes being held daily, or where it is possible 
to run two centres concurrently, the course may extend over three months ; 
and, in this case, three days in each week may be devoted to one centre, 
and the remaining time to the other. It will be seen that by either ar- 
rangement .it will be possible to secure a course of instruction including at 
least thirty lessons. 

(3.) An art master, at a salary of £125 per annum and travelling

(i.) in the evening at such centres as the County Committee mav 
determine ; and 

(ii.) in the day time, so f,ar as the time at his disposal permits, in 
approved Day Second, a 17 schools applying for his services. 

(4.) An instructress in needlework and dressmaking, at a salary of £80 
p. !■ annum and travelling expenses, and an instructress in machine-knit- 
ting ,and crochet-work, at a salary of £50 per annum and travelling 

expenses. 

These teachers will give instruction in centres and at times to be selected 
by the County Committee, and approved by the Department.

1905-6. 

Scholarships (one for each union) may be offered for competition 
amongst boys attending Primary schools. The main object of these 
scholarships is to aid promising boys, who have already received a satis- 
factory primary education, to attend, at an approved Secondary- school, 
instruction m experimental science and drawing, in order that they may 
be ntted to eiiter upon an industrial career or to take advantage of further 
technical train mcr & 
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There will be three classes of scholarships : — 

Class A. — Scholarships of £5 each, tenable according to the general 
conditions set out below. 

Class B. — Scholarships of £10 each, tenable only by boys whose homes 
are outside a circle drawn with a radius of four miles 
from an approved Secondary school, and according to 
the general conditions set out below. 

Class C.— Scholarships of £15 each, tenable only by boys whose homes 
are outside a circle drawn with a radius of seven miles 
from an approved Secondary school, and according to 
the general conditions set out below. 

The scholarships allotted to each union will be competed for only by 
students whose parents or guardians reside in that union, and will be 
^warded as the result of a competitive examination. (See below.) 

General Conditions regulating the A ward of Scholarships. 

(1.) The scholarships will be tenable only by boys — 

(a.) Who are over twelve and under fifteen years of age on the 1st of 
June, 1905, and wno are not already in attendance at a 
Secondary school. 

(h.) Whose parents or guardians have been resident in the area ad- 
ministered by the County Committee for at least one year 
immediately preceding the 1st of June, 1905. 

(2.) Scholarships will be awarded on the result of an examination con- 
ducted by the Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction. This 
examination will be held on the 30th: of June, 1905, at centres which will 
be fixed when all the applications have been reoeived. The subjects and 
time-table of the examination will be: — 

Arithmetic : Friday, June 30th, 11 a.m. to 12.30 p.m. 

The principles of vulgar and decimal fractions, with examples involv- 
ing addition, subtraction, and multiplication. 

Proportion, simple interest, practice, unitary method. 

The metric system. 

Methods of weighing and measurement. 

Measurement of length, areas, and volumes. 

English : Friday, June 30th, 1 to 2.15 p.m. 

Composition : a short essay or letter of thirty or forty lines— -with 
correct spelling, grammar, and punctuation — on some familiar subject. 

Ability to answer in fully formed sentences questions on the meaning 
of words and phrases, and on the matter of a passage read. 

Grammar : the construction of words — prefixes, affixes, and roots. 
Analysis of simple ,and complex sentences. 

Correction of faulty sentences. 

Paraphrasing a shoi*t poetical extract. 

Drawing : Friday, June 30th, 2.30 to 3.30 p.m. 

1. Freehand drawing. 

2. Simple exercises in design. 

3. Model drawing of simple common objects. 

4. Simple geometrical drawing. 

5. Memory drawing. 

Candidates may be examined on any part of these syllabuses. 

One hundred marks will be assigned for arithmetic, one hundred for 
English and fifty for drawing. 

(3.) Forms of application for admission to the examination may be 
obtained from the secretary to the County Committee, and must be re- 
turned, duly filled in, by the 10th day of June.

TRANSIT OF BUTTER. 


t S 1 Ul, T - F 16 ® e P arfcment of .Agriculture and Technical Instruction for 
Ireland have had under consideration numerous reports submitted to 
them from time to time in regard to the unsatisfactory condition in 
which Irish Butter is placed on the markets in Ireland and Great 
Britain, and also in respect of the manner in which this class of 
perishable produce is prepared for transit to the markets. 

It appears from these reports that — 

L Large numbers of the wooden boxes in which the butter is packed 
are unequal to the strain of ordinary transit, being constructed 
of very fragile material, and the different parts being insecurely 
fastened together. 

2. The wood used in the- construction, of the packages is frequently 

either of an unsuitable description' or insufficiently seasoned. 

3. The lids of the boxes often project considerably over the sides’ and 

consequently are liable to be broken in transit. 

4. An inferior description of vegetable parchment paper is frequently 

used to enclose the butter in the packages, with injurious 
results to the butter. 

5. The boxes, etc., used -for the conveyance of consignments of 28 

and 561bs ol butter are sometimes too large, with the result 
that, not being filled up to the lids, they are incapable of 
offering sufficient resistance to external pressure, and get broken 
m transit. 

ft. In warm weather the butter is frequently not delivered to the 
Carrying Companies in a sufficiently firm and cool condition. 

7 • The packages are frequently despatched without being covered with 
canvas, or some other suitable material, to preserve their cleanly 
appearance ; and sufficient care is not always observed to keep 
the boxes clean, and to protect them from the weather during 
their conveyance to railway or shipping premises from the 
premises of the consignors. 

Having regard to the nature of the article concerned, the great impor- 
tance of the butter trade of the country, and the keen competition 
caused by the large imports of foreign butter to the United Kingdom, the 
Department consider that every practical step should be taken by the 
consignors to secure that, ,as far as lies in their power, Irish butter shall 
reach the markets in good saleable condition. The Department accord- 
in gly desire to invite attentin to the following suggestions : — 

1. The standard packages for butter should be as follows: — 

Casks to contain 1121bs. to be made of best white beech wood 
and to be in weight not less than 141bs. 

Kegs to contain 56lbs. to be made of best white beech wood 
and to be in weight not less than 71bs. 

(The hoops around the casks and kegs to be properly notched 
and about f of an inch wide.) 
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Pyramid boxes to contain 561bs. to be made of best deal timber, 
planed on both sides, and free, as far as possible, from 

knots and resin, the scantling to be | of an inch thick 

throughout. 

Pyramid boxes to contain 281bs. to be made of best deal timber, 
planed on both sides, and free, as far as possible, from 

knots and resin, the scantling to be 5 an inch thick 

throughout. 

A quantity of butter in the proportion of lib. for each con- 
signment of 1121bs. should be allowed for waste or leakage. 

2. All butter should be packed at a low temperature, and when put 

into the boxes, kiels, etc., it should fill them to the lids. 

No ornamentation of any kind should appear on the surface of the 
butter in the boxes, kiels, etc. When the surface is smooth, 
any dust which may reach the butter during transit can, without 
incurring waste, be more easily removed than when the surface is 
ornamented. 

3. The best quality of vegetable parchment paper should be used 

around the butter in the packages. 

4. Thoroughly seasoned wood only should be used in the construction 

of the boxes, the several parts of which should be securely fas- 
tened together. The lids should fully cover the tops of the boxes, 
but should not project over the sides. The boxes generally 
should be put together in such a manner as to protect thoroughly 
the produce, and at the same time be of sufficient strength to 
bear the strain of ordinary transit. 

5. The packages should be neatly finished off, and should be perfectly 

clean and fresh-looking. They should, during transit, be enclosed 
in clean covers of canvas or other suitable material. 

6. Due care should be taken to guard against the packages being 

soiled by careless handling. 'They should not be put in any 
uncleanly place, conveyed in an uncleanly vehicle, or allowed to 
come in contact with any material likely to injure them in any 
respect. The packages should not be exposed to any odour 
which might impair the flavour of the butter, and, when being 
conveyed to the railways or steamships, they should be protected 
from the weather. The produce should be delivered to the 
carriers in a firm and cool condition. 

7. Each package should bear a brand accurately describing the kind 

of butter which it contains. 

The large boxes or chests in which lump butter is conveyed from the 
country markets to the premises of Irish merchants should, in every 
instance, be thoroughly cleansed before being returned for further use. 
The lining of the boxes with some suitable impervious material would 
much facilitate the process of cleansing. 

The Department would urge upon consignors of Irish Butter the 
desirability of having effect given to these suggestions, as on their co- 
operation depends the success of the efforts that are being made to cause 
a material improvement in the methods of dealing with butter intended, 
for the markets in this country and in Great Britain.

The 
Company arranged to deal with 
the traffic at the Broad-street 
Station, London, instead of at 
the usual transfer station, 
Camden, an alteration which 
would have the effect of saving 
one day in transit.

That a consignment sent from It appeared that the butter was 
Limerick on 28th July to transferred to the Waterford 
Skegby Station, via Waterford Steamship Company on 29th 
and Liverpool, was not delivered J uly, and delivered to the Lan- 
till 4th August, and then in a cashire and Yorkshire Company 
bad condition. at Liverpool on 30th July.

The butter was sent for- 
ward on the 6th August, tran- 
shipped at Derby and Pye 
Bridge, and reached Doehill on 
9th August, a Sunday having 
intervened. Delivery of the 
consignment took place on the 
10th August.

That a consignment sent from 
Limerick on 2nd August to 
the Pilsley Industrial Society 
via Dublin, Liverpool, and Mid- 
land Railway to Doehill Sta- 
tion was delayed in delivery.

SALE OF FOOD AND DRUGS ACTS. 


Memorandum for the guidance of Local Officers engaged in taking 
Samples of Butter. 


The following recommendations are made with the view of securing, 
as far as possible, uniformity of procedure in collecting and keeping 
samples of butter taken under the Sale of Food and Drugs Acts : ° 

(1) The quantity of butter to be purchased should not be less 
than one pound, except that it may be expedient to purchase a 
smaller amount in cases where there is reason to believe that the 
object of the purchase would be defeated if a greater quantity were 
demanded. 

(2) The division of the sample into three parts should be made as 
equally as possible, so that the portion reserved by the purchaser may 
be not less than one-third of the whole. It is desirable that each 
portion should consist of one piece only. 

(3) The portions should not be wrapped in paper, but should be 
placed, without pressure, in dry and clean screw-capped bottles in 
SU <J manner that the water present may be retained in the butter. 

(4) The screw-capped bottle should be provided with a cork-lined 
metallic lid. The mouth should be as nearly as possible the full 
width of the bottle, and the cork lining of the lid should be firmly 
screwed down against the edge of the bottle. 

(5) The bottle, labelled with the necessary particulars, should be 
properly sealed. 

(6) The reserved port.on should be kept in a cool dark place pending 
its production in Court in the event of legal proceedings being 
taken ; and if directed by the Court to be referred to the Com- 
missioners of Inland Revenue it should be carefully packed in order 
to ensure its safe transmission to the Government Laboratory.

I am directed by the Vice-President to draw the special attention

the Sale of Food aut Dru^s Act, 1899 <d & 63 Viet., oh. 
into operation on the 1st January, 1900. cam 
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This Act should be read in connection with the existing Statutes which 
it amends and supplements, viz., the Sale of Food and Drugs Act, 1875 
(38 & 39 Viet., ch. 63) ; the Sale of Food and Drugs Act Amendment 
Act, 1879 (42 & 43 Viet., ch. 30) ; and the Margarine Act, 1887 (50 & 51 
Viet., ch. 29). These three statutes, together with the Act of 1899, are 
to be cited as the Sale of Food and Drugs Acts, 1875 to 1899. 

Margarine. 

By section 5 of the Act of 1899, the provisions of the Margarine Act, 
1887, are extended to “margarine-cheese,” which expression is defined 
(by section 25 of the Act) as meaning “ any substance, whether com- 
pound or otherwise, which is prepared in imitation of cheese, and which 
contains fat not derived from milk.” 

The effect of section 5 is that no such substance can be lawfully dealt 
in, exposed for sale, or soda except under the name of “ margarine- 
cheese,” and under the conditions set forth in section 6 of the Margarine 
Act, 1887, with respect to margarine, mutatis mutandis ; and the section 
further requires that all margarine-cheese sold or dealt in otherwise 
than by retail, shall either be enclosed in packages marked in accordance 
with the Margarine Act, 1887 (as amended by section 6 of the Act of 
1899), or shall be itself conspicuously branded with the words “mar- 
garine-cheese.” 

Section 6 of the Act of 1899 provides that the brand or mark, required 
under the said Act or the Margarine Act, 1887, to be placed on any 
package containing margarine or margarine-cheese, shall be on the pack- 
age itself and not solely on a label, ticket, or other thing attached 
thereto. 

By section 7 (1) of the Act of 1899, every occupier of a manufactory of 
margarine or margarine-cheese, and every wholesale dealer in such sub- 
stances, is required to keep a register showing the quantity and destina- 
tion of each consignment of such substances sent out from Iris manu- 
tory or place of business, and this register is to be open to the inspe -tion 
of any officer of the Department (sections 7 and 24). 

By section 7 (2) of the same Act, any officer of the Department is 
empowered to enter at all reasonable times any manufactory of mar- 
garine or margarine-cheese, and to inspect any process of manufacture 
therein, and to take samples for analysis. 

The provisions of section 9 of the Margarine Act, 1887, relating to 
the registration of manufactories, are extended to any premises wherein 
the business of a wholesale dealer in margarine or margarine-cheese is 
carried on, and the registration of such premises or of a manufactory 
must be forthwith notified by the Local Authority to the Department 
| sections 7 (4) and (5) and 24]. 

It is important to note that section 8 of the Act of 1899 makes it an 
offence under the Margarine Act, 1887, to manufacture, sell, expose for 
sale, or import any margarine, the fat of which contains more than ten 
per cent, of butter fat. But this section does not apply to any mar- 
garine manufactured or imported in fulfilment of any contract made 
before the 20th July, 1899. 

In this c onnexi on it may be pointed out that the effect of section 17 
(2) of the Act of 1899 is that in respect of third or subsequent offences 
under the Margarine Act, 1887, or against the provisions of certain 
sections of the Acts of 1875 and 1899 (tlie several Acts being by section 
28 included under the expression “the Sale of Food and Drugs Acts”) 
the offender will, if the offence, in the opinion of the court, was com- 
mitted by his personal act, default, or culpable negligence, be liable (if 
the court is of opinion that a fine will not meet the circumstances of the 
case) to imprisonment, with or without hard labour, for a period not 
exceeding three months. 
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Sale of Milk in a Public Place. 

Section 9 of the Act of 1899 requires every person who, himself or by 
his servant, in any highway or place of public resort, sells milk or cream 
from a vehicle or from a can or other receptacle, to have his name and 
address conspicuously inscribed on the vehicle or receptacle, under a 
penalty not exceeding two pounds. 

Labelling of Condensed Separated or Skimmed Millc. 

Section 11 of the same Act provides that every tin or other receptacle 
containing condensed separated or skimmed milk shall bear a label 
e'eai-lv visible to the purchaser on which the words “ Machine-skimmed 
Milk,” or “Skimmed Milk,” as the case may require, are printed in 
large and legible type, and that if any person sells or exposes or offers 
for sale condensed separated or skimmed milk in contravention of the 
section he shall be liable on summary conviction to a fine not exceeding 
ten pounds. 

Definition of Food. 

Section 26 of the Act of 1899 provides that for the purposes of the 
Sale of Food and Drugs Acts the expression “food” shall include every 
article used for food or drink by man, other than drugs or water, and 
any article which ordinarily enters into or is used in the composition 
or preparation of human food ; and shall also include flavouring matters 
and condiments. 

Duties of Local Authorities. 

Section 3 (1) of the Act of 1899 specifically imposes upon the Local 
Authority (i.e., each County Council and Borough Council in Ireland), 
the duty of appointing a public analyst and of putting in force from 
time to time, as occasion may arise, the powers with which they are 
invested, so as to provide proper securities for the sale of food and drugs 
in a pure and genuine condition, and in particular the duty of directing 
their officers to take samples for analysis ; and the Department trust 
that the regular and efficient discharge of their statutory obligations by 
•he Local Authorities will obviate any necessity for t lie exercise by the 
Department of the powers conferred upon them by section 3, sub- 
sections (2) and (3) of the same Act. 

In this connexion the Department would particularly urge upon Local 
Authorities the importance . of making effective, arrangements for the 
systematic sampling of articles of food ; and the officers entrusted with 
this duty should be very careful to observe strictly the various require- 
ments in the Acts as to the mode of taking such samples. 

Powers to take Samples. 

Section 13 of the Act of 1875 empowers any medical officer of health, 
inspector of nuisances, or inspector of weights and measures, or any 
inspector of a market, or any police constable under the direction and 
at the cost of the Local Authority appointing such officer, inspector, or 
constable, or charged with the execution of the Act, to procure any 
sample of food or drugs; and, if he suspect the same to have been sold 
to him contrary to any provision of the Act, he is required to submit 
the same to be analysed by the Analyst of the district or place for which 
he acts, or if there be no such Analyst then acting for such place, to 
the Analyst of another place. 

Section 3 of the Amendment Act of 1879 extends this power to pro- 
curing at the place of delivery any sample of milk in course of delivery 
to the purchaser or consignee in pursuance of any contract for the _ sale 
to such purchaser or consignee of such milk ; and this latter provision 
is further extended by section 14 of the Act of 1899 so as to apply to 
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every other article of food, and it is provided that do samples are to be 
taken under the lasf^cited section, except upon the request or with the 
consent of the purchaser or consignee. 

Power is also conferred by section 8 of the Margarine Act of loo/, and 
section 5 of the Sale of Food and Drugs Act, 1899, to procure samples 
of margarine or margarine-cheese for analysis. 


Mode of taking Samples. 

Section 14 of the Act of 1875, as amended by section 13 of the Act of 
1899, provides that the person purchasing any article with the intention 
of submitting the same to analysis shall, after the purchase shall have 
been completed, forthwith notily to the seller or his agent selling the 
article his intention to have the same analysed by the public analyst, 
and shall divide the article into three parts to be then and there 
separated, and each part to be marked and sealed or fastened up in 
such manner as its nature will permit, and shall, if required to do so, 
deliver one of the parts to the seller or his agent. He shall afterwards 
retain one part for future comparison and submit the third part, if he 
deems it riglit to have the .article analysed, to the analyst. . 

By section 10 of the Margarine Act, 1887, any officer authorised, to 
take samples under the Sale of Food and Drugs Act, 1875, is enabled, 
without going through the form of purchase provided by that Act, but 
otherwise acting in all respects in accordance with the provisions of that 
Act as to dealing with samples, to take for the purposes of analysis 
samples of any butter, or substances purporting to be butter, which are 
exposed for sale, and are not marked “Margarine,” as provided by the 
Margarine Act ; and any such substance not being so marked, shall be 
presumed to be exposed for sale as butter. . 

Section 10 of the Sale of Food and Drugs Act, 1899, provides that in 
the case of a sample taken of milk in course of delivery, or of margarine 
or margarine-cheese forwarded by a public conveyance, the person taking 
the sample shall forward by registered parcel or otherwise a portion ot 
the sample marked, and sealed, or fastened up, to the consignor d his 
name and address appear on the can or package containing the article 
sampled. 


Penalty for Obstruction. 

Section 16 of the Act of 1899 declares that any person who wilfully 
obstructs or impedes any inspector or other officer m the course of fus 
duties under the Safe of Food and Drugs Acts, or by any gratuity, bribe, 
promise, or other inducement prevents, or attempts to prevent the due 
execution by such inspector or officer of his duty under those Acts, 
shall be liable on summary conviction, for the first offence to a fine 
n^«cLStWentypoundi!, for the second offence to a fine not exceed- 
ing fifty pounds, and for any subsequent offence to a fine not exceeding 
one hundred pounds.

FERTILISERS AND FEEDING STUFFS (AMENDMENT) 
REGULATIONS, 1904. 


Hie Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction for Ireland, 
by virtue and in exercise of the powers in them vested under the Agri- 
culture and Technical Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899, the Fertilisers and 
Feeding Stuffs Act, 1893, and of every other power enabling them in this 
behalf, do hereby make the following amended Regulations as to the 
taking of samples under the Fertilisers and Feeding Stuffs Act, 1893 : —

3. The following paragraph shall be added to Regulation 16 of the 

Fertilisers and Feeding Stuffs Regulations, 1899, and shall be 
deemed to be part of that Regulation : 

“ When the fertiliser is delivered in a bag or other 
package, the bag or package is to be emptied on a clean and 
dry stone or wooden floor, worked up with a spade and two 
spadefuls set aside. These spadefuls are then to be 
thoroughly mixed together and the samples taken from the 
mixture in the manner specified in Regulation 15.” 

4. These Regulations shall come into operation on the 31st day of 

March, 1904, and shall remain in force until otherwise altered or 
revoked. 

5. These Regulations may be cited as the Fertilisers and Feeding 

Stuffs (Amendment) Regulations, 1904, and shall be read as one 
with tne Fertil.sers and Feeding Stuffs Regulations, 1899 ; and 
both Regulations may be cited collectively as the Fertilisers 
and Feeding Stuffs Regulations, 1899 and 1904,

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GENERAL DIRECTIONS TO MARKET AUTHORITIES. 


DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE AND TECHNICAL 
INSTRUCTION FOR IRELAND. 

The Agriculture and Technical Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899, and 
the Markets and Fairs (Weighing of Cattle) Acts, 1887 and 1891. 


The Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction for Ireland 
in pursuance of the provisions of the Agriculture and Technical Instruc- 
tion (Ireland) Act, 1899, and of the Markets and Fairs (Weighing of 
Cattle) Acts, 1887 and 1891, require you to take notice, — ' 

That the market authority (a) of every market or fair to which the 
Markets and Fairs (Weighing of Cattle) Act,' 1887, for the time being 
applies, is bound to provide and maintain to the satisfaction of the De- 
partment of Agriculture and Technical Instruction for Ireland sufficient 
and suitable accommodation for weighing cattle. 

It is further provided by the said Acts , — 1 

That an auctioneer shall not, unless exempted by order of the Depart- 
ment from the requirements in this behalf, sell cattle at any mart where 
cattle are habitually or periodically sold unless there are provided at that 
mart similar facilities for weighing cattle as are required in the case of 
cattle sold at a market or fair to which the Markets and Fairs (Weighing 
of Cattle) Act of 1887 applies. 

It is therefore desirable that previous to providing accommodation for 
weighing cattle, Market Authorities should inform the Department of the 
nature and extent of the accommodation which it is proposed to provide, 
and such information should be accompanied by plans, drawn to scale, 
indicating the size, description, and general arrangement of the weighing 
machines and enclosures connected therewith for penning cattle previous 
to and after being weighed, which it is proposed to provide, together with Mavket 
descriptive particulars thereof ; Market Authorities will then be informed, Authority 
so far as it is possible from the information thus supplied, whether the 
proposed accommodation appears to be sufficient and suitable, or other-- aecommoda- 
wise. tion proposed 

The weighing accommodation provided by Market Authorities or 
Auctioneers in Ireland, pursuant to the provisions of the Statutes referred 
to, should conform to the following conditions : — 

1. The weighing machine should be provided with a cage or pen for cage or pen of 
confining cattle upon the weighing platform when being weighed, and Weighing 
such cage or pen must be firmly fixed to the weighing platform of the Maehine - 
against the possibility of any animal relieving the weighing platform 
constructed as to satisfy the following conditions, viz. : — 

(a.) That when such cage or pen is fixed in position for weighing 
cattle, and the entrance and exit gates or doors thereof are closed, 
the upper edge of the sides and ends of the cage or pen shall not at 
any point be less than five feet above the weighing platform. 

( b .) That provision be made by close sheeting the sides and ends of 
the cage or pen, or by spacing the bars of which the same may be 
constructed at close intervals, or by other suitable means, to guard 
against the possibility of any animal relieving the weighing paltfonn 
of a portion of its weight or injuring itself when confined thereon by 
protruding its head, feet, or legs through apertures in or under the 
sides or ends of the cage or pen, or endeavouring to jump out of or 
escape therefrom. 

(c.) That it be strong enough to resist the pressure of the heaviest 
stock that are likely to be weighed. 

(a.) Section 2 of the Markets and Fairs (Weighing of Cattle) Act, 1887, enacts that — 

“This Act, save as is lierein-after provided, shall apply to all markets and fairs in 
which tolls are for the time being authorised to be taken and actually are taken in 
respect of cattle by any company, corporation, or person ; and every such company, 
corporation, or person is in this Act called ‘ the market authority.’ ”

(d.) That when in use it should rest entirely on the platform of the 
weighing machine. 

(e.) That cattle may be driven into and out of it with safety and 
expedition. 

(f.) The entrance and exit doors or gates of the cage or pen should 
be not less than five feet six inches in width, and should be secured 
on the outside by bolts or other suitable fastenings so fitted as to 
effectually provide against the lower portions of such doors or gates 
being thrust outwards by cattle in such a manner as to permit the 
hoof of any beast contained therein to project beyond the weighing 
platform ; for a similar reason the space between the weighing plat- 
form and the lower edge of the sides and ends of the cage or pen, 
when closed, should not exceed inches. 

2. The Steelyard, or Index Lever, should indicate weights in 
hundredweights, quarters, and pounds (avoirdupois), and should be 
so placed and exposed to public view, that those who are immediately 
interested in the weighing of any lot of cattle may, with facility, 
observe that the machine is adjusted before each animal or lot of 
animals is placed upon it; may read the weight indicated, from a 
position from which they may also conveniently observe the cage or 
pen on the weighing machine platform ; and may see for themselves 
that the weight recorded on the ticket specifying the true weight of 
the cattle weighed corresponds with the weight indicated by the 
weighing machine. The Steelyard, or Index Lever, if placed within 
an office, box, or other enclosed structure, should be placed parallel 
to and within one foot of a window, so that the weight indicated 
thereon may be read with facility by those standing outside ; to 
conform with this requirement the scale by which the weight is 
indicated should be graduated on each side of the. Index Lever. 
The graduations of the scale on the Index Lever indicating the weights 
recorded, and the figures indicating the graduations, should be 
clearly marked, so that they may be easily read and understood by 
the ordinary public. Weighing machines provided with loose weights 
will not be approved. 

3. The fever bearings and knife-edged centres should be protected so 
as to prevent the admission of mud or dirt, and proper provision 
should be made for draining the pit, and for access thereto. 

4. The weighing platform of the machine should not be constructed 
of wood or of any material which readily absorbs moisture, and the 
upper surface of the platform should be roughened, or so constructed 
as to guard against cattle slipping thereon. 

5. The weighing machine should be so constructed that it may be 
tested by the Local Inspector of Weights and Measures, as provided 
by Section 4 of the Markets and Fairs (Weighing of Cattle) Act, 1887. 

6. Sufficient and suitable accommodation for penning cattle, before 
and after being weighed, should be provided in immediate connection 
with the weighing machine ; each such pen should be provided with a 
separate entrance for cattle, and when the available space permits 
should enclose an area of not less than two hundred square feet, and 
the pens should be so placed that cattle may be safely and expedi- 
tiously moved therefrom to the platform of the weighing machine, 
and thence removed to the receiving pen provided for receiving cattle 
after having been weighed ; to facilitate rapidity in weighing, the 
pens should open into a fenced-in passage leading on to the platform 
of the weighing machine. In providing penning accommodation due 
regard should be bad to the possible necessity of extending fuch 
accommodation in the future.

or market for the accommodation of which it has been provided. othe^than 

11. In cases where Market Authorities are required to Provide a cattle, 
new weighing machine or cage, or pen ; the cage or pen should be of 
such dimensions that the distance between its opposite gates when 
closed shall not be less than eight feet, and the distance between the 
remaining two sides shall not be less than five feet six inches. Cages 

of larger capacity may frequently be considered necessary. 

In these Directions the word “cattle” includes ram, ewe, wether, Interpretation, 
lamb, and swine. 

Market Authorities are not recommended to provide dial indicating Diallndicatcis. 
weighing machines, and such machines should not be provided except 
with the special sanction of the Department.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 

OF THE 

Dublin Institutions of Science and Art 

FOR THE 

YEAR 1903-4. 


To the Secretary of the Department of Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction for Ireland. 

Dublin, April 1st, 1904. 

Sir, — I have the honour to submit the following Report for 
the twelve months from 1st April, 1903, to 31st March, 1904 : — 

Attendance of the Public. — The number of visitors to the 
Museum during the twelve months has been nearly the same 
aB last year ; it is probable that the very bad weather diminished 
the attendance. At the Royal Botanic Gardens there has been 
a small increase in the number of visitors. 

As I remarked last year, it is really of little importance 
whether there is an increase or decrease in the total number 
of visitors to either of these Institutions , for , though it may be 
satisfactory to know that a large number of the public visit and 
inspect the institutions which they support, and which are 
publio property, it is far more important that the Museum 
should be used by the comparatively small number who wish 
to learn something of the arts and sciences there illustrated, 
and that the Gardens should be used by people studying the 
subjects of horticulture and botany. 

Staff. — Mr. Carpenter, as in the previous year, conducted 
the course of Zoology at the Royal College of Science pending 
the appointment of a Professor, and consequently the time 
that he could devote to his duties at the Museum was much 
restricted. Mr. Alabaster has for a short time been engaged 
on work in connection with the St. Louis Exhibition. 

In the Metropolitan School of Art, Mr. Reeves has been 
appointed Instructor in Enamelling for the session, and Miss 
Hollway has been appointed Instructor in Mosaics. Mr. E. E. 
Miller has been appointed to instruct the Enamelling class in 
ornamental metal-working. 

2’c 2 ; 
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Temporary Technical and Professional Assistance in the 
Museum.— Mr. Aubrey Toppin was employed in the Museum 
as a temporary assistant from the beginning of the financial 
year until January 9th, 1904. He has worked at the first 
chapter of that part of the Guide which will deal with Pottery 
and Porcelain, and has completed Chapter I., British Pottery, 
which is in the press, 

Mr. Westropp was employed from 1st April to 23rd May, 
and from 30th November to end of the financial year. He has 
collaborated with me during this time in preparing Part VI. 
of the General Guide, which deals with Metal-work. Three 
of the five chapters of which this will consist are on sale, while 
the fourth, on Iron-work, is in the press. His great knowledge 
of old silver and his researches in the history of Hall marks 
have been particularly useful. 

Mr. Clement Gutch spent five weeks in the Museum in J uly 
and August, during which time he rearranged the Greek and 
Eoman Antiquities and made notes, from which he is com- 
piling the Guide to this part. 

Miss Knowles has worked in the Botanical Collections during 
the whole of the financial year. 

Miss McNab was employed during the whole year, under 
Dr. Scharff’s supervision, in registering and labelling and also 
in repairing and restoring specimens. 

Miss Jane Stephens was appointed a temporary assistant in 
the Natural History Section from February 11th, for which 
post the excellent scientific training she received in the College 
of Science and in University College, London, has well fitted 
her. 

Meetings of Boards. — The Board of Visitors of the 
Museum and Botanic Gardens met on six occasions, and the 
Council of Trustees of the National Library on seventeen occa- 
sions during the year. 

Travelling. — I was in London for three weeks at the end 
of May and beginning of June for sales at Christie’s and at 
Sotheby’s, where I was able to procure several good specimens 
for our collection of pewter and some of silver, as well as a 
few other objects. I also took this opportunity of arranging 
with the Director of the Victoria and Albert Museum for loan 
collections to be sent to Dublin for the autumn and winter. 
In August I went to Zurich to go carefully through the newly 
completed National Museum, with the special view of noting 
the arrangement of the archaeological collection and the valu- 
able series of models to show prehistoric modes of life. I then 
proceeded to the North of Italy and made arrangements for 
procuring casts of interesting Byzantine ornament, which will 
illustrate the relation of this style to the Irish Bomanesque, 
and also of many good examples of later Italian work, which 
should be of much value to modellers and decorators. I also 
visited the Burano Lace School, and sent in a special re- 
port on its methods of working. In returning from Italy I 
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visited Innsbruck and Munich, and arranged for casts of a 
few objects which will be useful, and also visited and reported 
on the stained glass factories of these places. At Wurzburg I 
was able to arrange for reproductions of some of the best of the 
celebrated eighteenth century ironwork, and I also found a 
good specimen of earlier ironwork at Mayence. Early in 
March 1 again went to London^ and obtained some very useful 
specimens of good old furniture, as well as some embroideries 
and a little Scandinavian silver, and many pieces of lace re- 
quired to complete our series, and also a good ivory carving. I 
also saw the collection of old pewter exhibited at Clifford’s Inn. 

Dr. Scharff went in April to visit the principal dealers in 
London, Amsterdam, Hamburg, Hanover, Halle, Cologne, and 
Antwerp, and also to see several private collectors, both in 
order to ascertain from what sources specimens are now being 
obtained, and also to note the latest methods of mounting and 
preparing them. In January, he went for a few days to Lon- 
don to attend a meeting of zoologists assembled to discuss some 
important proposals made in the interests of zoology. At the 
same time he visited the British Museum and some dealers to 
select specimens which he wanted. At the end of February, 
1904, Dr. Scharff went to Naples to spend a few days at the 
Marine Biological Laboratory^ in order to note the advances 
made in the study of marine life since his sojourn in Naples 
many years ago. 

In October, Professor Johnson visited the Botanical Museum 
in Berlin, and the Economic Botanical Collections in Ham- 
burg, to note what is being done in Germany in studying plant 
diseases, and to discuss questions with the German scientific 
men engaged in this work, and also to see the Seed-testing 
Station at Hamburg. 

Mr. Brenan went to London in August to see the National 
competition works and other picture exhibitions, and in Sep- 
tember to select teachers required for the classes in artistic 
handicrafts at the School of Art. 

Miss Jacob went, in May, to the Schools of Art at Cardiff, 
Birmingham, Leicester, Manchester, Bradford, Ilkley, Glas- 
gow, Arbroath, and also to the Boyal College of Art at South 
Kensington 0 , the London Central School of Arts and Crafts, and 
the Goldsmiths’ Institute at New Cross, and the Owens 
School, and made a special report on the methods adopted in 
these schools for teaching designing. 

Mrs. Barden (Art Mistress) went to London in August to 
see the exhibition of works at the National competition, South 
Kensington. 

Mr. Moore went to Belgium in April to visit the great Inter- 
national Flower Show at Ghent, where he was one of the 
judges ; he also visited some of the Dutch bulb gardens and 
plant nurseries in the neighbourhood of Utrecht and Boscoop, 
as well as visiting some of the London nurseries. In Septem- 
ber he went to the North of Ireland to collect plants. 

The indoor foreman at the Botanic Gardens, Patrick Pope, 
went to London in September, to visit Kew Gardens and the 
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principal nurseries; and the outdoor foreman, Michael Con- 
way, went to Glasgow and Edinburgh in September, to see 
the Botanic Gardens. 

Mr. White, in August, visited museums and the establish- 
ments of several manufacturers of museum fittings in London , 
Birmingham, Oxford, and Wolverhampton, and obtained some 
useful information respecting the patterns of cases, and 
made arrangements for the supply of materials for the con- 
struction of metal cases of special design, which, in some 
sections of the Museum, will be more convenient than wooden 
ones. 

Mr. Oyster went to the meeting of the Libraries Association 
at Leeds, in September. 

Workshops. — The great work of altering the Bird Cases on 
the Lower Gallery, Upper Floor, in the Natural History Sec- 
tion, has now been completed ; it is in every way satisfac- 
tory, the Gallery is very much improved, and the work of the 
staff in arranging the specimens is greatly facilitated. This 
work has occupied about five years and has been a serious 
drain upon the resources of our workshops ; it shows how 
very important it is that no system of casing should be 
adopted, however strongly advocated, until it has been very 
carefully considered and samples actually tried to see if the 
advantages expected are actually obtained in practice. 

In the- Pottery and Porcelain Boom six cases have been 
procured of a new pattern, sufficiently narrow to stand in the 
bays between the old cases. Prom this great economy of space 
results, and I have arranged to procure similar cases for the 
other side of the room, but will have the frames of these made 
of metal instead of wood, as by this means the frames can be 
made of very light section, and will intercept the light from the 
windows very much less than wooden cases would do. By 
providing these new cases several ordinary Miuseum cases can 
be removed from the Pottery and Porcelain Room to the 
Gallery, where they are much required for the recent increase 
in the collections of Silver and Sheffield plate. 

The second of the large crosses at Monasterboice has been 
cast, and placed in the Central Court, where a rearrangement 
has been made by which the two Monasterboice crosses and 
the Tuam cross are brought into the front line and the less im- 
portant crosses from Scotland and the north of England placed 
behind them. Another improvement has been effected in the 
Central Court by doing away with three large screens, which 
looked heavy and intercepted a good deal of light. 

In the Botanical Section, Booms Nos. 3 and 4 have been 
completely fitted with the crippled cases, which are the old 
desk cases contracted so as to occupy less floor space. In 
Boom No. I. narrow desk cases of a special type have been 
provided to stand against the balustrades, which are placed 
round the central well and staircase.

P obligations. — The thirtieth edition of the Halfpenny 
Guide to the Museum is now on sale. More progress has been 
made in printing the different parts of the General Guide than 
was possible in the previous twelve months, and the following 
new chapters are now on sale : — Part II. , Mediaeval and 
Renaissance Sculpture and Decoration; Part VI., Metal 
Work — Chapter I., Bronze and Brass; Chapter II., Gold and 
Silver, Foreign; Chapter III., Gold and Silver, British. 
Chapter V. of this Part, Ironwork, is in the press, as is 
also Part VII., Guide to Pottery and Porcelain — Chapter I., 
British Pottery. 

Mr. Gutch has written Chapter II. of Part I., Greek and 
Roman Antiquities, and I hope that ere long this Part will be 
available for visitors. 

Of the Halfpenny Guide 18,742 were sold during the year 
1903 and 222 separate parts or chapters of the General Guide, 
as well as 42 Lists of Books in the National Library useful to 
Visitors, 32 Guides to the Rocks and Fossils, and 50 Lists of 
Irish Birds. 

The arrangements for bringing to the notice of visitors the 
fact that Guides and Catalogues can be bought at very low 
prices, and that these are necessary to anyone who wishes to 
profit by the Collections are, in my opinion, of the greatest 
importance. I have recently placed inside the entrance doors 
cases, in which the Guides are displayed in regular order in a 
much more conspicuous manner than has been the case 
hitherto, and this has already produced a good effect and in- 
creased the sales. 

Museum Lectures. — The eighth series of these demonstra- 
tions, which correspond to what are called “ Floor Lectures ” 
given in some American Museums , has been completed accord- 
ing to the following list, which also shows the numbers who

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Circulation Collections. — In the early part of the year, 
as the result of discussions I had with Sir C. Purdon 
Clarke at South Kensington, the Victoria and Albert 
Museum lent to ns for some months a series of frames 
containing cases and reproductions of carving, embroi- 
deries, metal work, and other objects, specially made 
up for circulation to technical schools and other centres, and 
during the year a considerable number of cases of objects have 
been arranged on a similar plan in this Museum for that pur- 
pose. Fifty-seven cases are complete and ready for issue, and 
of these six have been already sent out, one to Cork, one to 
Belfast, and four to Castlerea. Five more cases will be ready 
shortly, and a considerable number more are being arranged. 
The cases, which are now ready or very nearly ready, illustrate 
the following branches : — Botany, Zoology, Metals and 
Minerals, Industrial Crafts, Artistic Crafts, Archaeology. 


ABT COLLECTIONS. 

During the twelve months several more casts have arrived 
from Italy, the result of the visits which I made to that coun- 
try in the previous year and last autumn. Many interesting 
additions have -been made to the collections, and arrangements 
have been made, or negotiations are in progress for others. 
Taking the several branches of this section in the usual order 
the following are the principal points to which 1 would draw 
attention : — 

Irish Architecture. — The north doorway of Cormach’s 
Chapel, from the Bock of Cashel, and portions of the arcading 
in the interior, have now been cast. As the iron building over 
the boiler-house, which has been asked for, is not yet provided. 
I am arranging to set these up in No. I. room of the Annexe ; 
but as the floor of this room was already so crowded that 
many objects could not be seen, this could not have been done 
were it not that recently a few large objects have been lent to 
Cork, while other exhibits have been put away in the stores. 

G-othic Architecture. — A beautiful little piece of Gothic 
architecture at Holy Cross Abbey, called the Shrine, has also 
been cast, and will be set up beside the door of Cormach’s 
Chapel. 

Egyptian Antiquities.— The Committee of the Egypt Ex- 
ploration Fund have given us some additional examples from 
recent finds. This interesting and particularly well-arranged 
collection continues to interest visitors, who, with the help of 
Miss Murray’s very practical little guide, can here profitably 
study Egyptian archaeology. 

Greek and Boman Antiquities. — These collections have 
been completely rearranged by Mr. Clement Gutch, m.a., who 
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is well known for his lectures at Cambridge, and who, as above 
stated, is now engaged on the Guide from notes which he took 
whilst in Dublin. He has suggested the addition of a few 
casts of Greek sculpture to make our collection of this more 
representative, and I hope, before long, to be able to obtain 
these. Painted copies of the very good Mosaic pavement dis- 
covered under the cloisters of the old Cathedral of Verona have 
been ordered, and should be useful to our Mosaic workers. 

Indian and other Oriental Art. — .No recent additions. 

Medieval and Renaissance Work. — Several very inte- 
resting additions to the Mediseval and Renaissance ex- 
amples have been made, or will shortly be received, from 
Italy. A cast of a recumbent effigy from a tomb in the 
Cathedral of Aosta, which had not previously been reproduced, 
is a good specimen of about 1500 a.d., and a cast of one of the 
windows of the Priory of S. Orso in the same city is an excel- 
lent example of the good effect obtainable in moulded brick. 

Copies of a doorway and a chimney-piece, which are fine 
examples of decorative sculpture, have been ordered from 
Verona. 

The oasts of figures in relief by Jean Goujon, which were on 
screens on the floor of the Central Court, have been removed 
and fixed to the wall above the Gallery. By this change they 
gain immensely, as they are better lighted, and are placed 
more nearly at the height at which the originals are seen on 
the Louvre. 

The great casts of the Della Robbia works — the Annunciation 
and the Meeting of St. Francis and St. Dominic — have been 
similarly placed on the wall at the other end of the Court with 
equally good results, and I have also had both of these care- 
fully painted in the colours of the originals, of the beauty of 
which they now give a much better idea. 

Gems and Cameos. — No additions of importance. 

Coins and Medals. — No additions of importance. 

Jewellery. — No additions of importance. 

Musical Instruments. — A small but interesting addition 
has been made in the shape of a Thur zither. These instru- 
ments, which make a noise like bells, used to be hung inside 
the doors of houses in the country parts of the Tirol, to give 
notice when anyone entered. They have become very rare. 

Furniture. — A good draw-out oak table has been obtained 
for the panelled room. Three chairs have been added to 
the Chippendale collection, one to the Sheraton, and two 
to the Heppelwhite. Plaster casts of a considerable num- 
ber of the fine carved stall ends and panels from the 
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Cathedral of Genoa have been hung in this room. 
These casts, when carefully painted, are almost as useful for 
wood carvers, students, and designers, as the originals. A 
reproduction in carved walnut of a stall in the Palazzo del 
Commune at Pistoja has been acquired for the Italian furni- 
ture court , in which it forms one of the finest and most valuable 
objects. 

Arms and Armour. — No additions of importance. 

Pottery, Porcelain, and Glass. — There have been no addi- 
tions to the pottery and porcelain, but an interesting collection 
of Venetian Schmelz glass, of which we had hitherto few ex- 
amples, has been obtained, and a Trench glass casket for scents, 
of Empire period. The Museum is still deficient in specimens 
of the best kinds of peasant pottery or rough faience, such as 
Venetian, Roman and Florentine. 

Stained Glass.— No original examples have been added, 
but we have obtained water-colour copies of three good ex- 
amples. 

Enamels. — A double gourd-shaped vase of old Chinese cloi- 
sonne enamel with plaques and handles of jade is an interesting 
addition, and the Museum has purchased a fine triptych, show- 
ing in painted enamel three scenes from the life of St. Patrick, 
of which both the metal frame and the enamels are by 
Alexander Fisher. It is one of the best examples of the work 
of this artist, who has revived artistic painted enamels in Great 
Britain. 

Bronze and Brass. — An old brass candlestick, which is said 
to have once belonged to Armagh Cathedral, has been obtained. 
Two Dutch Chandeliers were presented to the Museum 
by Viscount Powerscourt, k.p., and one larger one of German 
make was purchased. Two spouts for fountains, good speci- 
mens of bronze casting, were obtained in Munich. 

Ironwork. — Several specimens of old German ironwork 
have been procured from Munich, including some grilles for 
fixing over doors, two brackets for carrying shop signs and 
lantern, and a grave cross. Copies of some of the best pieces 
of the eighteenth century wrought-iron Gates and Railings, for 
which Wurzburg is famous, and which have already been copied 
for the Berlin Museum, are ordered. 

Pewter. — Three examples of English eighteenth century 
Pewter were obtained at Sotheby s. 

Silver and Plated Ware. — Considerable additions have 
been made to this important branch of the collections during 
the year. Eleven examples of old Irish Silver, seven ot 
English, and two of French, have been purchased, and also 
a very remarkable example of work executed by Francis F. 
Miller. The design for this is taken from the ancient Irish 
fibulse, and the fineness and the accuracy with which it has

been hammered and chased are such as are seldom seen ; it is 
therefore a valuable example to workers in silver. An ancient 
crucifix, set with cabochon crystals, is interesting, especially 
because it may be Irish work of the twelfth century. 

Several examples of old Sheffield plate, many of which show 
very good simple design, have been acquired, including four 
dish-rings or bowl-stands. 

Bookbindings. — No additions during the year. 

Ivories.— A good fourteenth century half of a diptych has 
been added. 

Miniatures. — No additions. 

Prints.— Parts XI. and XII. of the Beproductions of Prints 
in the British Museum, and the third series of Beproductions 
of Illuminations, have been presented by the Trustees. 


Architectural Photographs. — A very valuable present has 
been made to the Museum by Mr. C. E. Keyser, of Aldermas- 
ton Court, Beading, who has very kindly given a magnificent 
series of photographs of English Norman architecture, consist- 
ing chiefly of doorways and overdoors. Two more of the large 
draw-out cabinets are ordered to contain these. 


Japanese Art.— No additions. 

Chinese Art. — Some bronzes and examples of carved ivory 
have been presented by Mrs. C. Melville, in memory of her 
late husband, Dr. Melville, of Portlaw. The fine Chinese vase 
in cloisonne enamel and jade, which has been purchased, has 
been already noticed under the head of Enamels. It is a 
beautiful addition to the collection illustrating Chinese art. 


Burmese Art. — No additions. 

Lace and Embroidery. — An example of the old Burano. lace 
in process of working, acquired in Venice, is particularly inte- 
resting, and also a very remarkable piece of ‘ ‘ blind point of 
extraordinary fineness. These, with several examples °f the 
modern Burano to show the work now being done m that 
School, the result of revival of the art of making Venetian 
lace, are very useful additions, and we have also obtained good 
specimens of many other varieties of both needle point and 
pillow lace, so that we can now show a very complete series 
in the Museum, and also make up a second series of examples 
for circulation. A good example of English seventeenth cen- 
tury embroidery in coloured worsteds on linen has also been 
acquired. 

Scandinavian Art. — No additions. 

. Bomanesque and Byzantine Art.— C asts have been ob- 
tained of the entrance door of the Chapel of S. Zeno, in the 
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old Church of S. Praxidis, at Rome. The three long narrow 
panels of interlaced ornament in the Byzantine style, which 
surround the door, are from a building of about the seventh 
century, considerably older than the present church, which 
was erected in A.D. 8213. The two columns are from some 
ancient classical structure, but the bases and capitals are pro- 
bably of the seventh century. A cast of the front of the sarco- 
phagus of the Gothic King Ataulpho, who died a.d. 416, from 
the Church of S. Lorenzo, Milan, shows an interesting vine 
ornament. 

ETHNOGRAPHICAL COLLECTIONS. 

The arrangement of a second case containing objects from 
West Africa, on the system on which the Australian objects 
have been already arranged, is nearly completed. 


LOAN COLLECTIONS. 

There is now in the Museum on loan from South Ken- 
sington, a fine collection of Oriental carpets, . carefully selected 
to serve as examples for designers. Copies of several of 
the best specimens will be taken and preserved in the 
Museum. Mr. Thomas Plunkett, of Portmarnock House, 
has lent an interesting collection of old silver and Shef- 
field plate. Lady Layard has lent a good example of 
modern Venetian silversmith’s work, and a very fine Early 
Flemish tapestry, which belonged to her late husband, Sir 
Henry Austin Layard, k.c.b. Mr. E. R. M‘C. Dix has lent 
a very interesting series of Irish eighteenth century bookbind- 
ings. Lady Stokes has lent a bedstead, which is a fine ex- 
ample of carved mahogany in the Chippendale style, and also 
a carved and gilded overmantel. Major Daly, of the Indian 
Medical Service, has lent some Chinese porcelain, and Major 
W. B. Davidson-Houston a very interesting collection of ex- 
amples of gold, silver, and brass objects, made by the natives of 
West Africa. 

MODERN EXHIBITS. 

Nothing further has been done in this direction. 

INDUSTRIAL COLLECTIONS. 

Owing to want of space it would be useless to make any 
attempt to augment or improve these at present. 


IRISH ANTIQUITIES. 

During the past year Mr. Coffey has been able to give almost 
the whole of his time and attention to the arrangement of 
Room III., which contains the Bronze Age Collections, and, 
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consequently, very satisfactory progress has been made. The 
classification of the objects illustrating the Early Bronze Age 
is so far complete that they can now be studied in a way that 
has hitherto been impossible. Casts of the most interesting 
of the inscribed stones from New G-range and Dowth have 
been set up near them,, and these not only show the carvings 
in good light, which is impossible in the case of the originals 
which are in the tumuli, but will also, I hope, induce many 
visitors, who will learn in the Museum what great interest 
these prehistoric relics possess, to travel in the country of the 
Boyne and visit the monuments themselves. 

More progress has also been made with the arrangement of 
the Crannog or Lake dwelling collections, and in another year 
the arrangement of the Bronze and Early Iron Age room should 
be approaching completion. The return from the British 
Museum of the gold ornaments found near Limavady has added 
a very interesting exhibit to the collections. 

The want of a suitable office for the Keeper, in which the 
specimens can be properly studied and compared, and the im- 
portant work of this section of the Museum carried on, is very 
serious. , ' 

I hope that, according to the scheme which I have submitted 
to the Department, better trained attendants will gradually be 
brought into the Museum, who will relieve the Keepers and 
assistants of a great part of their more mechanical duties. A 
beginning has been made in this Irish Antiquities Section, 
where a lately appointed attendant has rendered very great 
assistance to the Keeper in arranging the Crannog Collections, 
just as in the Botanical Department an attendant is doing 
useful work under Miss Knowles. 

NATURAL HISTORY COLLECTIONS. 

A very great improvement, as mentioned above in the re- 
marks on the workshops, has been nearly completed, namely, 
the re-arrangement of the general collection of Birds ; the cases 
have been reduced in depth all round the gallery, and glass shelv- 
ing supplied in place of the wires on which the wooden stands 
were fixed. The result is very satisfactory, and the Birds are far 
better displayed than they were formerly. The Kane Collec- 
tion of Irish Butterflies and Moths, and the Edwards Collection 
of British Plant Lice and other Homoptera, are very useful 
additions to the collections, and the bones from Irish eaves are 
a valuable acquisition. 

BOTANICAL COLLECTIONS. 

Progress has been made in arrangement and classification by 
Miss Knowles, who is temporarily employed. 

The table cases provided to stand against the balustrade in 
Room I. afford space for the specimens and coloured drawings 
of common flowering plants, and Miss Knowles has begun a 
catalogue of the Index or Teaching Collection shown in this 
room, which is used by students in increasing numbers. The 
casing in Rooms II. and IV being also completed, the Ecq- 
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nomic Collections in the former have been arranged, and 
those in the latter are in progress, and the cataloguing is also in 
hand. Much work has also been done in the Herbarium on the 
De Tabley, the Levinge, and other Collections. 

GEOLOGY AND MINERALOGY. 

Some additions have been made to the collection of Minerals, 
but this collection is in practically the same state as a year ago. 

GEOLOGICAL SURVEY COLLECTIONS. 

I mentioned last year that a new system of shelving was 
proposed for the cases in the curved corridor, in which the 
collections of the Geological Survey of Ireland are exhibited. 
Some improvements were made in the system originally sug- 
gested by Mr. Seymour to Mr. Lamplugh, and as now carried 
out a considerable amount of storage space is provided with- 
out any loss of exhibition space. The new system was highly 
approved of by Mr. Teall, when he visited the Museum, and 
consequently I decided to execute it throughout one side 
of the Gallery, and this has been completed during the year. 
It would be impossible to find any collection of rock specimens 
exhibited better than, it may probably be said as well as, these 
now are in Dublin. Great economy of space is one result of the 
system, and consequently the cases which have hitherto stood 
down the centre of the Corridor will soon be available for use 
elsewhere. 


ROYAL BOTANIC GARDENS. 

The changes which I reported last year as having been made 
in the agricultural and economic classes of plants have proved 
most successful, and this section of the Garden has been used 
by agricultural and other students of Botany to a large extent 
during the year. I hope Mr. Moore will be able to further 
develop this section. 

The damage done by the hurricane of February 26th, 1903, 
has generally been made good. I am glad to say that we have 
been able to reinstate a few of the trees which were blown 
down, notably some of the old Yews in Addison’s Walk, 
a specimen of the Service Tree, a Weeping Lime, and s 
Hornbeam. These were large trees but their replacement, 
which required no ordinary skill, has been accomplished : I 
regret, however, that the heavy gale which took place in Sep- 
tember of last year, caused the loss of a few additional trees, 
one of which nearly fell on one of the houses. 

Mr. Moore, in April last, was able to visit London, Belgium, 
and Holland, and inspect the various gardens and nurseries. 
He also at a subsequent date visited the gardens of Ealcarragh , 
Carrablagh, Castlewellan, Narrow-water, and Mr. Smith’s 
nursery at Newry, at all of which he obtained valuable in-

formation and many rare and interesting plants. It was also 
found possible to allow Patrick Pope, the indoor foreman, to 
visit Kew Gardens and some of the leading London nurseries, 
and to send Michael Conway, the propagator, to visit Glasgow 
and Edinburgh, and some of the principal gardens, parks, and 
private collections in and near those cities. I consider it a 
matter of great importance that these head gardeners, on whose 
skill and knowledge of plant-growing so much of the success of 
the Garden depends, should have such opportunities of seeing 
the work done in other establishments. 

The shading of the houses from excessive sunshine, by means 
of roller-blinds, as proposed by Mr. Moore, is of great import- 
ance, and I hope that the Board of Works will be able to take 
this in hand. A large amount of the works applied for m the 
various houses last year have been sanctioned and completed 
by the Board of Works, notably additional hot pipes in the 
passage connecting the central and western end of the curvi- 
linear range, and the repair of the tanks and water-pipes m the 
Aquatic-house. The finishing of the covered passage to the 
potting shed in the stable range, which has been partially exe- 
cuted, would effect a great improvement and cost little. 

I am glad to report that the Board of Works have taken m 
hand the question of a proper water-supply for the Gardens, 
and have decided on providing a hydraulic ram, worked by the 
water in the river, and a distributing tank, placed at a proper 
level. This work, when completed, will be of the greatest 
value in the summer time. 

The provision of a proper refreshment room is still a pressing 
necessity. As the cottage adjoining the entrance to the Gar- 
dens has been acquired, this refreshment room can now_ be 
provided without much expense, and it will at the same time 
remove a constant source of trouble by providing a place where 
bicycles and children’s perambulators can be left. 

This refreshment room and the house for tropical ferns, 
are matters which should not be postponed longer than abso- 
lutely necessary ; great inconvenience is caused by the want of 
a mess-room for the men, and the tool shed asked for is also 
much needed, and could be provided at a small cost. 

METROPOLITAN SCHOOL OP ART- 

The total number of students attending the School during 
the Session 1903-3 was 565. Of these 331 attended the day 
classes and 234 the evening classes. 

The additional space allotted to the design class has been a 
great advantage, and excellent work has been done under the 
tuition of Miss Jacob. The classes for artistic handicrafts 
have been continued, and in addition to Stained Glass, 
Mosaic Work, and Enamelling, instruction is given in Artistic 
Metal Working. In time, if students will remember that the 
fact of their having chosen one of these lines as a medium for 
expressing their artistic faculties is no reason for neglecting 
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the cultivation of the latter, and that no work worthy of pre- 
servation is likely to be produced, except as the result of 
earnest study and assiduous practice, these classes should 
materially assist the revival of artistic handicrafts in this coun- 
try. Great inconvenience arises from want of space, and an 
extension of the School buildings is much needed. 

The Summer Class for teachers worked well, and most of 
those who attended greatly improved their knowledge of, and 
powers of teaching Drawing. A class in Modelling was also 
held for Manual Instructors from the course conducted by the 
Department in the City of Dublin Technical Schools. 

A Bronze Medal was won for a study of Drapery, and a Book 
Prize for set of designs for copper and silver-work with 
enamels, in the National Competition at South Kensington. 

M!iss Beatrice Elvery, one of the best students we have ever 
had, again won the Taylor Scholarship for a figure modelled 
from the life. 

The large number of prizes for designs for lace and em- 
broidery awarded at the Royal Dublin Society’s Show to our 
students is, I think, very creditable to the School. 

Miss July an will leave the School shortly, and will carry 
with her the respect and esteem of her colleagues and of the 
pupils to whose advancement she has devoted her talents and 
energy for so many years. 

Mr. Brenan’s term of office has now come to an end. It 
will be difficult to find a successor as well qualified to main- 
tain high ideals and to inspire the students with the love, of 
good work and true artistic feeling ; it will be impossible to 
find any one who will devote himself more conscientiously to 
his duties or win more fully the regard of all who have had the 
privilege of working with him. 

NATIONAL LIBRARY- 

The' Library staff has been much strengthened by the ap- 
pointment of a third assistant Librarian and by a considerable 
increase in the number of attendants. I feel sure that the 
result will amply justify the additional expenditure involved. 

_ It is very gratifying to see that this valuable National Institu- 
tion is better appreciated and more used by the public every 
year, but this renders it necessary that before long the question 
of increasing the reading-room accommodation should be taken 
into serious consideration, while the question as to what grades 
of study should be encouraged in this National Library should 
not be overlooked. 

The newly-fitted room for books on Art has proved a very 
useful addition.

APPENDIX H. TO DIREOTQR’S REPORT. 

Report of the Keeper of Irish Antiquities ‘Collections. 

During the past year the arrangement of the Bronze Age room haa been 
continued, and the classification of the early periods now approaches 
completion. A large series of casts of the carved stones at the tumuli 
of New Grange and Dowth, County Meath, ascribed to the early Bronze 
Age, have been placed on the walls of this room, and form a striking 
feature of the arrangement. These monuments at New Grange and 
Dowth are amongst the most important examples of their class in Europe, 
and have been described in several continental works on archaeology. The 
majority of the carved stones are in the passages and chambers in the 
interior of the tumuli, and owing to the darkness can be studied only with 
difficulty. The casts enable them to be seen in full light for the first 
time. Amongst the carvings on the stones are symbols associated with 
early forms of religion, and the importance to Irish archaeology of the 
series now made available for study in the Museum cannot be overrated. 

In addition to the progress made in the arrangement of the Bronze Age 
collections, the Crannog (lake dwelling) collections have 'been taken in 
hand. The objects found in the different crannogs have been identified 
and separated. This has been a tedious task, as many specimens have 
been attributed to particular crannogs on insufficient evidence (in fact by 
guess-work), and the identification of the “ finds ” has necessitated con- 
stant reference to the original records, unhappily, in many cases defective. 
The collections have now been arranged under the respective crannogs, and 
are fully available for study. 

The additions for the year deposited by the Royal Irish Academy num- 
bered 256, including a collection of 650 specimens of chert and flint flakes 
given by E. C. Rotheram. The more important objects were : — 1 

The Gold Ornaments found at Broighter, County (Londonderry, trans- 
ferred from the British Museum, 
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A thin bronze knife, or dagger, of early form, found at Camlough, 
Oounty Antrim; ; a small bronze knife, found in County Tipperary ; a 
very fine bronze sword, found at Toom, County Antrim ; a type set of 
celts and partly-worked stones, from a work-site near Cushendall, County 
Antrim^ illustrating the manufacture of stone celts ; a thin bronze caul- 
dron (nvetted) of unusual size, 28 inches in diameter, found near Bally- 
mena, Oounty Antrim. 

A stone carved with late Celtic ornament, from Mullaghmast, Oounty 
Kildare, given by the representatives of the late S. W. Haughton. This 
is one of three stones of the Late Celtic period recently discovered in 
Ireland. Casts of the other two stones (one at Castle Strange, Oounty 
Roscommon, and the other near Loughrea, County Galway) have been 
placed in the Museum. These stones form an important addition to Irish 
archeology, and are the first examples of this style of ornament in stone 
which have been found in Europe. 

And for the Comparative collection — Six Palaeolithic implements from 
Somaliland, given by Sir H. Seton Karr. 

In addition to the antiquities deposited by the Royal Irish Academy a 
few were acquired directly by the Museum, of which it is only necessary 
to mention a magnificent pair of stone moulds for bronze daggers, found 
in the County Cork, probably the finest examples found in Ireland. 

I desire again to call attention to the fact that an assistant is needed in 
this department if the work, involving the whole field of Irish Antiquities, 
as well as the relations to European archaeology, is ever to be developed 
on scientific principles, also that no steps have yet been taken to provide 
a suitable office for the Keeper. It is impossible that proper justice can 
be done to the collection under existing conditions. In both the respects 
mentioned the collection is seriously handicapped as compared with the 
provision made for national antiquities in other Museums.

in the Cathedral, Aosto, and a doorway, in the Church of Santa Prassede, 
Rome ; double-gourd-shaped cloisonn-e enamel vase, with inlays and 
appliques of jade, taken from the Summer Palace at Pekin.

APPENDIX IV. TO DIRECTOR’S REPORT. 

Report of the Keeper of the Natural History Collections. 

The list of donations of specimens and books which I herewith submit, 
is, as might be expected, smaller than usual. 

Among the most important purchases are the Kane Collection of Irish 
Butterflies and Moths, and the Edwards’ Collection of British Homoptera. 
Both of these collections are of considerable value, and contain many 
unique types. The former is probably the largest collection which has 
ever been brought together of Irish Lepidoptera, Mr. W. F. de V. Kane 
having spent over twenty years in completing the rich series of species and 
varieties. The second collection also represents the work of almost a life- 
time. Mr. Edwards is one of the greatest living authorities in the Homop- 
tera, a group of insects including the Aphidee, or Plant-lice, which are 
difficult to identify, and which were hitherto almost unrepresented in the 
Dublin Museum. 

The Dublin Zoological Gardens have been of advantage to the Musenm 
in supplying the latter, as in previous years, with many interesting skins 
for mounting, and with skeletons for the Osteological Collection. 
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The work of the British Association Gave Committee, which is engaged 
in exploring Irish Caves, has been continued during the past two years, 
and many thousands of specimens of animal remains and art treasures of 
former civilisations have been deposited in this Museum pending their 
examination by specialists. 

The arrangement and classification of specimens has progressed slowly, 
owing to the want of a staff commensurate with the increasing needs of 
the collection. No attempt has been made during the past year to pro- 
ceed with the work of arranging the General Collection of Invertebrate 
Animals, or with the writing of guides and catalogues.

APPENDIX V. TO DIRECTOR’S REPORT. 

Report of the Keeper of the Botanical Collections. 

The Index Collection (Teaching) in Room I. has been further improved 
by the addition of narrow cases holding specimens and coloured drawings 
of common flowering plants. The catalogue of the contents of the room 
has been begun. Students preparing for university and other examina- 
tions are using this collection in increasing numbers. 

In the Economic Collection the specimens in Room II. have been 
arranged in the “crippled” and wall-eases provided. Room IV. is in 
course of arrangement. Progress has been made with the catalogue of the 
Economic Collections, and maps showing the distribution of the Natural 
Orders in the world, have been inserted in the cases. 

In the Herbarium, the Irish plants are collected together and now 
available for consultation. The ‘ Levinge” herbarium, very rich in West- 
meath plants, has been gone through and a paper has appeared (Procs., 
R. D. S.), prepared by Miss M. C. Knowles and myself, on the more 
important additions to the records in Irish Topographical Botany. The 
De Tabley herbarium has been arranged and made the nucleus of the 
British plants, which are now all together for students’ use. The incor- 
poration of various foreign collections has made some progress. A begin- 
ning has been made in the consultation of experts on different critical 
genera. Mr. Pugsley has revised the Irish Fumitories, and the list' has 
been communicated by Miss Knowles to the Irish Naturalist. Mr. A. 
Bennett, f.l.s., and Mr. Salmon, f.l.s., are helping in other genera. 
Miss Knowles has done excellent work during the past year.

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APPENDIX VI. TO DIRECTOR’S REPORT. 

Report of Custodian of Geological and Mineralogical Section. 

The purchase of representative specimens of newly-discovered minerals 
has maintained the character of the collection, though the other duties of 
the Curator have prevented, in some instances, their adequate display. 
Specimens from the collection of Irish building and ornamental stones, 
lent to the Exhibition at Cork, have now been returned to the cases, and 
the series, if space can be found, will ultimately be greatly increased by 
the polished and other blocks exhibited by the Department at St. Louis. 
The claims of existing specimens upon the wall-cases hitherto unoccupied 
in the geological room are such that no further additions for public exhi- 
bition can be contemplated. The mineral collection, however, continues 
to grow, small specimens only being selected. It is unfortunate that the 
small size of the geological room hampers both collections, since illustra- 
tions that belong properly to that room have long occupied valuable space 
among the minerals.

APPENDIX VII. TO DIRECTOR’S REPORT. 

Report of the District Geologist’s Geological Survey on the Collec- 
tions of Rocks and Fossils belonging to the Geological Survey, exhi- 
bited in the Museum of Science and Art, Dublin. 

The new arrangement of shelving devised by Mr. Seymour, referred 
to in last year’s Report (9/31), has been carried out along one side of the 
gallery. 

Through the increased space thus gained, Mr. Seymour has been able 
to find room in these wall-cases for the Survey Collection of Irish Rock- 
specimens which formerly occupied both sides of the gallery. The speci- 
mens have been placed in the order given in Messrs. McHenry and Watts’ 
“ Guide to the Collections ” ; and the work of re-labelling the rocks and 
of completing the exhibit by the addition of illustrative maps, sketches, 
and photographs, is now in progress. 

The collection of Irish fossils still remains to be dealt with, and it is 
hoped that during the ensuing year this collection will be placed in the 
wall-cases on the opposite side of the gallery, if these can be adapted for 
its proper display. 

The high centre-cases containing these fossils, which at present so 
greatly obstruct the limited floor-space of the gallery, might then be 
removed, and replaced by low narrow table-cases and by stands to contain 
geological maps and photographs. The table-cases would be available for 
the display of specimens, &c., to illustrate points of special interest in 
Irish Geology. 

It is highly desirable that the very fine specimens of plant-remains from 
the Kiltorcan Beds at present exposed on the wall at the end of the gallery 
should be covered in with glass to protect them from possible injury.

Indoor Department. 

Conservatories . — Much useful work has been done in the conservatories, 
and most of the defects have been remedied. For urgent reasons, the 
Board of Words found it necessary to paint the inside of some of the con- 
servatories during J anuary and February, a most inconvenient season of 
the year for such work, as plants could not be placed out of doors as is 
done during the summer months. 

Fern House, No. 1 . — This large house has been painted inside. Most 
of the Ferns had to be removed from it, aijd stored in the passages of 
other conservatories, and wherever space could be found. 'Some of the 
large tree Ferns have suffered a little, but after the spring growth this 
will not be so noticeable. The weevil mentioned in previous reports has 
nearly been eradicated, and the Ferns are regaining their normal vigour. 
This pest has been unusually hard to get rid of, and still requires to be 
constantly hunted for. It is found that ordinary slate staging is not very 
suitable for growing _ plants on. In summer the staging gets hot, and 
water evaporates rapidly. Application has been made to surround the 
staging with a raised rim, so that pebbles or crushed granite can be placed 
on it, and moisture will thus be retained. In the houses where this has 
been done, the plants grow better, and give less trouble. The case for 
filmy ferns requires to be enlarged.

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Aquatic House, No. 2 . — The tanks have been repaired; some of the 
hot-water pipes in the centre tank are much corroded. The whole set will 
require renewing. 

Cactus House, No. 3. — In good order. 

Curvilinear Range, Cool end, No. 4. — A considerable amount of work 
has been done in this range. The cool end, No. 4, and the central com- 
partment, No. 5, were painted inside. The shelving was renewed, and 
various repairs executed. Stove end, No. 6. — Additional hot -water pipes 
have been put in the corridor, which have proved a distinct advantage 
during the winter months. The shelving has not yet been altered, as advo- 
cated in my last report. The wire guard round shelves has been repaired 
and renewed. 

The floor of the potting-slied attached to this range requires to be con- 
creted. It is now a rough brick floor. 

Orchid House, No. 7. — Lath roller-blinds for this house would be a dis- 
tinct advantage. 

Palm House, No. 8. — This large house was painted outside. All the 
plants were rearranged in the spring ; a large number have been given 
new tubs. Many plants, especially those with delicate roots, and those 
that are of slow growth, thrive better in tubs than in pots, and are easier 
to cultivate ; therefore, for all sizes over 12 inches, tubs are being used. 
This work of rearranging and regrouping, owing to the size and weight 
of many of the plants, is a very arduous task. All the Cycads have been 
got together in the S. W. angle. I succeeded in purchasing some fine old 
stems of African Cycads, so that there is now a splendid and representa- 
tive set of these plants. 

Camellia House, No. 9. — The north side, which had been moved con- 
siderably out of position by the gale of February, 1903, has been replaoed 
in position. 

Filmy Fern House. — The roof is badly decayed in places and must be 
renewed. 

Lochs . — New locks have been supplied to all the houses. They are of a 
strong simple pattern, of good quality, and a vast improvement on those 
formerly in use, which were constantly getting out of order. 

Summer shading . — The same system still prevails. Material for the 
blinds is purchased out of the garden funds, sewed and cut by one of the 
garden men. So far no trial has been made of the lath roller-blinds, 
although they are very favourably reported on where in use. 

Drainage . — The system of drains to carry awav the large quantities of 
rainfall from the conservatories is very imperfect, and requires to be 
reconstructed. During wet weather there are large pools of water in front 
of the doors. 

Propagating Houses. — A roofed passage in front of the pits in the 
stable range was partially constructed during the summer. It is a great 
convenience, and a great improvement, and I trust that it will be com- 
pleted. 

In these pits the surface drainage is very imperfect, and they are con- 
stantly flooded. The shelves in pit No. 5 were altered so as to hold evapo- 
rating materials, and the results have been so satisfactory that I trust the 
alteration may be extended to the other pits. 

Pits Nos. 4 and 5 were painted outside. 

Upper and lower pits are in good order. 


Outdoor Department. 

It has been a year of heavy and continuous work in the grounds. The 
disastrous gale of 26th February, 1903, left the garden in such disorder 
that only the heaviest and most obstructive timber could be got away 
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during the period in which extra men were employed. The additional and 
heavy work was greatly impeded by continuous rainfall, which left the 
ground in a sodden and unworkable condition. From January 1st to 
December 31st, 1903, 32.98 inches of rain fell on 237 days. 

As soon as the timber had been removed, the walks, which had been 
much damaged by the heavy traffic, were repaired, and several were re- 
made. The road leading from the new entrance from the added field has 
been completely re-made. It has been most serviceable, and much heavy 
traffic has been taken from the main entrance, and front walk. The holes 
left by the trees which were blown down were not filled up, but by degrees 
the gravel near the surface was excavated and screened, and the holes are 
being filled up with good soil. This process has been in progress all the 
year, and sufficient gravel has been got to re-make the walks. No gravel 
was purchased. Much of this work still remains to be done. 

The river bank, where large gaps were made by the falling trees, has 
been re-made and strengthened. The alterations in the rock-work, ren- 
dered necessary by the loss of the large Mount' Parnassus Fir, have been 
taken in hand, a new walk is being made through part of it, which will 
form a direct continuation of the Yew walk, and which will lead to por- 
tions of rock-work recently made. 

The special classes of agricultural plants made last year proved a great 
success. They were largely frequented by students, and by those inte- 
rested in agriculture, especially so on Saturday afternoons, and Sundays. 
They are being further extended so as to be thoroughly representative. 

Further changes have been made in the new field, an additional portion 
has been devoted to nursery work, and the coarser plants were moved from 
the nursery border to it in the autumn. AH the plants in the nursery 
border were lifted, the ground was trenched, and the bad subsoil carted 
away, and replaced with fresh soil. The upper portion of the new field 
has been ploughed and manured. It' will now be cropped and cleaned, and 
then re-sown with grass seed. At present it is in very bad condition and 
full of weeds. 

The meteorological instruments have been moved to a corner of this field, 
where they will be away from the public, and free from interference. 

Further quantities of bulbs, some purchased, and some from the nursery 
stock, have been planted through the grass, where they are much admired, 
and form a great attraction to visitors. Several minor changes have been 
made in the grounds. All the seats have been put back into recesses made 
for them in the grass, as they were greatly in the way when standing on 
the walks. Some of the shrubberies have been re-made, and some dupli- 
cate hollies have been moved from the Holly class to fill vacancies at the 
gate. The most important change is the alteration in the water supply, 
which is now being carried out. A hydraulic ram is being placed in the 
old ram-house, and a new service of water-pipes is being laid, which will 
be independent of the Vartry water-pipes and supply. Water will be 
pumped from the river to a tank fifteen feet above the ground level at back 
of large Palm-house. This is one of the highest parts in the gardens, 
and from here water will gravitate to all parts. Thus water will be 
brought to the rock-work, the agricultural classes, the new field, the nur- 
sery garden, the pleasure grounds, the frame yards, and generally 
through the grounds, giving a supply where formerly there was no supply, 
or was woefully insufficient. This work is now in progress. 

Arboretum . — Work in the Arboretum has been mostly confined to 
endeavours to get things in order after the gale. All the trees that lay 
across the river were got away safely, a troublesome and tedious job, as 
they had to be cut into small pieces to get them up the steep banks. Of 
the trees mentioned in last year’s report as lost, I succeeded in getting 
six back into position again — three large Yews in the Yew-walk, the 
Service tree, a weeping Lime, and a Horn-beam. These were large trees, 
but they have stood erect all this year, and made new growth, so that I 
think they are now quite safe, which is particularly fortunate in the case 
of the Yew trees, the loss of which would have ruined the Yew-walk. It 
would have been impossible to accomplish any but a small portion of this 
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heavy work without the extra labourers which I was enabled to employ 
during March. I have now again extra men at work, who are employed 
getting up gravel to make holes for new trees. A heavy storm in Sep- 
tember caused further losses. A large Beech tree near the greenhouses, 
which had been injured in February, snapped across. Fortunately it got 
caught in a Horse-chestnut, and so escaped falling on the houses. I had 
great difficulty in getting it safely down. Two willows were blown into 
the river. A large and fine specimen of the Stone Pine, Finns pinea, was 
also blown down. It fell into the pond. All the young trees in the Ar- 
boretum were carefully pruned and tended. Trees in parts of the garden 
where the soil is poor were given a liberal dressing of well-decayed 
manure. 


Purchase of Plants and Seeds. 

The amount expended on purchase of plants and seeds considerably 
exceeds that expended in the previous year. The purchases made by me 
in the Belgian nurseries entailed a considerable increase, and further, I 
purchased some large specimen Cycads for the Palm-house, which I was 
fortunate in being able to get at the prices I paid for them, and which are 
a great acquisition to the collections. It is now very difficult to get these 
plants to buy, as owing to the small demand for them, they are not kept in 
stock. Also a larger amount than usual was spent in purchasing bulbs 
to plant through the grass. The large spaces under the trees had been 
planted with cheap varieties of Narcissus, and last year I got more 
expensive varieties to plant along the walks. The plan at which I am 
working is, by planting a little each year eventually to have a complete 
circuit of the Garden, through the arboretum, planted on both sides with 
Narcissi, which will be in flower during March and April. I also, pur- 
chased a large number of young trees to nurse on, to replace those 
destroyed by last year’s gale. 

The number of plants purchased was 2,116. 

The amount expended on them was £310 7s. 4d. , as follows:-^

Exchange of Plants and Seeds. 

It is difficult to add as many plants to the collections by exchange as 
was formerly done. The collections are becoming more complete, and 
the available space for additional plants less, therefore I am frequently 
obliged to decline offers of plants already in the collections. Also the 
nursery stocks have been gradually changing, as in most of the large 
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establishments, where formerly large and varied collections were kept, 
groups of ordinary decorative plants now occupy the houses. In Orchids, 
fine and showy hybrids have largely replaced the collections of species, 
and I do not feel justified in giving too much attention to these, as the 
function of a botanic garden is surely to make the geographical represen- 
tation of species as complete as possible. Although the number of plants 
added by exchange diminishes, the labour, trouble, and correspondence 
necessary to get them has largely increased. With reference to the dona- 
tions from Garden, I have to draw attention to the great labour and in- 
convenience connected with the annual distribution of seeds. Last year 
2,825 packets were made up, and forwarded to various botanic gardens 
all over the world. My foreman’s time, at a season when he should 
be constantly in the Garden, is largely given to this work for about 
two months each spring, and I would urge that reasonable facilities should 
be allowed me to carry on this important branch of work of a botanic 
garden.

Journeys. — In April I went to London, Belgium, and Holland. A 
separate report of this trip has been furnished by me. In September I 
visited gardens at Falcarragh, Carrablagh, Castlewellan, Narrow-water, 
and Mr. Smith’s nursery at Newry. At the last-named establishment 
there is a very complete collection of hardy plants, trees, and shrubs, well 
named, and well cultivated. This nursery has grown to be one of the best 
hardy plant nurseries in existence. I purchased a large number of plants 
at it. 

In September, Patrick Pope, the indoor foreman, was enabled to visit 
Kew Gardens, and some of the leading London nurseries. In the same 
month Michael Conway, the propagator, visited Glasgow and Edinburgh, 
and saw the principal public gardens and parks, as well as some good 
private collections. I consider it a matter of great importance that the 
heads of departments, on whose skill and knowledge of plant-growing so 
much of the success of the Garden depends, should have opportunities of 
seeing what is being done in other well-managed gardens, and of noting 
the various systems adopted. 

General. — A strong and commodious galvanised iron shed for storing 
hay, carts, &c., has been erected. This has long been a desideratum, and 
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already it' has been of great service. It is very useful for packing and 
unpacking plants. In some respects this garden is very badly equipped, 
and much behind the Botanic Gardens at Kew and Edinburgh.

Report of the Headmaster, Metropolitan School of Art. 

The total number of students who attended tho School during the ses- 
sion 1902-3 has been 565. Of these 331 attended the day classes, and 234 
the evening class. In addition to this total there were also 19 Manual 
instructors, who attended the Modelling Class during the month of July. 
The total number of works sent to South Kensington for the examination 
was 348. 

In the Art examinations held under the Board of Education, the follow- 
ing successes were obtained in the subjects named : —

Of these 75 obtained the mark “ 1st class ” ; the remainder were awarded 
“ 2nd class.” 

The total number of works accepted for certificates was 21. Of these 20 
were for Art Class Teacher’s Certificate, and one for Art Master’s, 
Group II. 

The results of the Science class examinations are as follows : — Descrip- 
tive Geometry, 1 ; Building Construction, 1 ; Machine Drawing, 1. Two 
of these were “ 1st class.” 

The School was awarded one Bronze Medal and one Book Prize in the 
National Competition at South Kensington. 

The local prize scheme, by means of which prizes were awarded to 
students for works done during the session, for works accepted for Art 
Master’s Certificate, and for passing elementary examinations, was 
abolished by the Department, and a new prize scheme was sanctioned, by 
means of which: — 

Section I. — Prizes are given to the students who obtain the greatest 
number of awards (1st class) in the May examinations. 

Section II. — A prize for obtaining the Irish Teacher’s Drawing Certifi- 
cate. 

Section III. — A prize on obtaining the Honours certificate. 

Section IV. — Three prizes to each of the four craft classes. 

These prizes to be awarded for excellence of workmanship and design 
combined.

The Royal Dublin Society’s Scholarship of £10 each were awarded to 
the following students: — James Golden, Nina Rossiter, Catherine Scott, 
Ernest Corr, and Nor ah Murphy. 

The following students have been granted ‘ Free Studentships ” by the 
Department: — James Golden, William Whelan, Ernest,' Corr, Nora 
Dowdall, Henrietta Healy, Elizabeth Johnstone, Norah Murphy, and 
Meave O’Byrne. 

A competition for three “ Teacherships-in-training ” was held in the 
month of September. Fourteen candidates from various parts of Ireland 
presented themselves for examination. The successful candidates were: — 
Miss Effie Luke, Metropolitan School of Art, Dublin ; Miss Margaret 
Blacklay, Londonderry. School of Art; and Miss Elizabeth Kelly, Kin- 
sale Art Class. 

The Taylor Scholarship of £50 was again awarded to Miss Beatrice 
Moss Elvery, for a modelled figure ; this is the third time in succession 
in which Miss Elvery has gained the Scholarship. Prizes were awarded 
to two former students of this School. 

The Design-class has been steadily engaged throughout the session. 
Many designs for lace have been made for various centres, notably for 
the Congested Districts Board’s lace classes ; also for the Presentation 
Convent, Thurles ; Convent of Mercy, Gort ; Convent of Mercy, Long- 
ford ; Convent of St. Louis, Carrickmacross ; Bath and Shirley Schools ; 
Carrickmacross, Crossmaglen Schools, and others. 

Students compete from time to time for prizes offered by the Art maga- 
zines. Miss Brittain gained one offered by the Connoisseur, and Miss 
Draper one offered by the Studio. Miss E. Ross has accepted a position 
as permanent lace designer to the Irish Lace Depot. 

During the past session two lace workers, Mary Brennan and Cecilia 
Nealan, have been sent from Benada Abbey, Sligo, to pass through a 
course of Drawing and Design, a grant being made by the Congested Dis- 
tricts Board for that purpose. A lace teacher from Tuam, Miss Hynes, 
came up for a similar purpose ; in her case the grant was made by the 
Committee of the Branchardi&e Fund. These three students distin- 
guished themselves by their assiduity, and the very considerable advance 
made by them during their period of study in the School. 

The Craft classes are now four in number, namely, Stained Glass, 
Mosaic, Enamelling, and Metal-work. The 'class for Stained Glass is 
still under the direction of Mr. A. E. Child. One of the scholars, Miss 
K. O’Brien, resigned her Scholarship in order to take up regular employ- 
ment in Miss Purser’s studio. A special class for Drawing from the Life 
in connection with this craft has been started this session. Since the 
commencement of the present session, the Mosaic class has been placed in 
charge of Miss Hollway, whose work in the new Cathedral at Westmin- 
ster quite warrants her appointment. There are three scholars in this 
class— one from Cork, one from Belfast, and one from Dublin. They 
are at present engaged on important pieces of work which it is proposed 
to send to the St. Louis Exhibition. 

The class for Enamelling is in charge of Mr. Percy 0. Reeves, a.r.c.a., 
and a very marked improvement has taken place in the work under his 
careful supervision. Specimens of work in Champleve and Limoges 
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enamel were exhibited with the students’ work last Christmas. They are 
mainly from the students’ own designs. In connection with this class it 
may be mentioned that the Lewis testimonial, which attracted attention 
last year, was designed, and executed in silver and enamel, by Mr. Wil 
liam Whelan, a student of this class. Mr. Rigney, a scholar in this class, 
gained a National Award for a sheet of designs for enamel and metal- 
work combined. 

The class for Metal- work is under the able tuition of Mr. 1. Miller. 
Very good and careful work has been turned out by the students ; it is 
proposed to send specimens of their works in this craft, as well as in 
Enamelling, to the St. Louis Exhibition. 

It was originally intended to finish the course of craft teaching on the 
30tli April, but in reply to a very generally expressed desire on the part 
of the students, the Department has allowed the classes to be continued up 
to the 30th June. . - 

The summer course for teachers of Secondary schools was held m the 
month of July. It was attended by 118 teachers from various parts of 
Ireland. In addition to these, nineteen Manual instructors from Kevin- 
street Technical Schools attended a course of instruction in Modelling, 
In order to deal with this large number of students, we had to obtain the 
assistance of Miss M. G. Houston, of Camberwell School of Art ; Mr, 
W. M. Orpen, and Mr. Atkinson, of the Cork School of Art. Our own 
staff consisted of Mr. Luke, Miss Jacob, Miss Emerson, Mr. Sheppard, 
and Mr. W. Whelan. The attention and diligence exhibited by the 
students were most praiseworthy. An examination in Elementary Model- 
ling was held at the termination of the course by the Department’s In- 
spector, Mr. O’Sullivan. . . 

Miss J. Cruise was appointed teacher of Drawing m schools m Co. 
Galway under the County Council. Her appointment has been renewed 
for a second year. 

A class for thirty-four students from the Royal College of Science was 
held throughout the session, on Wednesday mornings ; they received in- 
struction in Freehand and Model Drawing. Examinations were held m 
these subjects both during and at the termination of the course. 

The students gained twenty prizes for designs for lace and embroidery 
in the competition held in connection with the Art Industries Exhibition 
of the Royal Dublin Society. Of these fifteen were first prizes. In the 
new subject of Enamelling, two students gained the 1st and 3rd prizes ; 
and one gained a prize in the section for silversmith’s work. 

The course of lectures on Anatomy was given by Dr. Fraser, and was 
attended by forty-three students. Ten of the twenty lectures given were, 
illustrated by demonstrations on the living model. 

The course of lectures on Architecture was given by Mr. G. P. Sheridan, 
and was attended by twenty-six students. . 

The annual exhibition of students’ works was held at Christmas, and 
was attended by 2,304 persons. . . 

Mrs. Blackburne, of Rathfarnham Castle, very kindly gave permission 
to a section of the Landscape class to meet, for the purposes of study, 
during the months of June and July, in her demesne. The section con- 
sisted of fourteen students. The other section of the class, numbering 
twenty-nine students, worked as usual in the Royal Botanic Gardens,

It is with much pleasure that I again bear testimony to the unwearying 
attention to duty exhibited by my assistants.

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REPORT OP THE BOARD OF VISITORS

Technicae Instruction for Ireland 

SCIENCE AND ART MUSEUM 

The Visitors, in their last Report, repeated with pleasure the 
expression of satisfaction conveyed in former Reports as to the 
general condition of the Museum of Science and Art, which they 
regard as highly creditable to those who have charge of it. They 
also expressed a hope that at a time when the value to a country 
of scientific and technical instruction is becoming better appre- 
ciated, the claims of this Institution, and the work that it is doing 
would receive from the State due recognition and adequate sup & 
port. They cannot say that the hope which they then expressed 
lias been fully realised. 

The Visitors then called attention to the fact that of the very 
small staff on which the Director must rely for the multifarious 
duties connected with the Museum Collections, two (Mr. Car- 
penter and Mr. Alabaster) were taken away for other duties 
during a considerable portion of the year. They urged upon His 
Majesty’s. Government that only very strong reasons would seem 
to justify the interrupting of the very important work of classi- 
fying and cataloguing the Museum Collections, by taking away 
men who have been specially trained for these duties for the pur- 
pose of pushing on other work which might seem for a time 
to be more urgent, or of facilitating the working of other institu- 
tions, No attention appears to have been paid to this representa- 
tion. Mr. Carpenter’s salary of £250 remains on the Estimates 
for the Museum, while he is generally employed on other work. 

In noting with pleasure the great success which attended the 
introduction of the “ Halfpenny Guide,” they described this Guide, 
as a boon to the ordinary visitors, which was not, so far as was 
known, to be met with in any other museum in the world. Since 
then they have been gratified to find that the idea, and the

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method embodied in this Guide, have been adopted by the autho- 
rities of the British Museum in the preparation of the. Guides 
whieh they distribute for the use of the public. The Visitors are 
pleased to find that considerable progress, has been made m 
printing various portions of the General Guide, especially in the 
parts dealing with Metal Work, and that on Mediaeval and 
Renaissance Sculpture and Decoration. Greater progress would 
be made if the Director were in a position to employ more 
paid assistants in this work, to the extent usual in other 
museums. Several of these Guides are the result of services 
gratuitously rendered by him. The Visitors repeat an. expression 
of their hope that the Department will give, the Director, the 
assistance necessary in order to complete this work within a 
reasonable time. In connection with these Guides they. note with 
satisfaction the assistance given to students by the printed lists 
of books procurable in the National Library dealing with the 
special subjects. 

The arrangements for bringing to the notice of the public the 
Guide Books and the publications of the Museum are of hardly less 
importance than the provision of the books themselves, and the 
Visitors are, therefore, glad to see that all the Guides are now dis- 
played just inside the entrance doors in such a manner that, no 
person of ordinary intelligence can enter the building without 
having his attention directed to them. 

The Visitors note with satisfaction the wide range of subjects 
dealt with in the course of lectures delivered in the Museum, in 
the presence of the objects spoken about, to small groups of 
persons who, as the Visitors are informed, are most attentive and 
ea<?er to acquire information, and who, after the lecture, are enabled 
to ask questions on points which they haye not fully under- 
stood. They regard the lectures as a valuable adjunct to the 
Museum, and they look forward to the continuation and develop- 
ment of these useful and interesting demonstrations. 

The Visitors must express their surprise that no attention has 
been paid by the Department to a request conveyed by a resolution 
of 6th December, 1901, that they might be allowed to seethe 
plans for the new College of Science and other buildings con- 
templated. To this request they received a reply that it would 
be kept in view, but they have not since received any further 
communication on the subject, though they believe that the plans 
have been exhibited to members of the Houses of Parliament. 
In their Report last year the Visitors pointed out that the re- 
building of the temporary annexe is urgently required, and they 
urged that the provision of additional space for the Museum 
Collections, now so greatly overcrowded, should be taken into 
consideration before the plans for the adjacent buildings are 
decided upon, in order that nothing may be done to interfere with 
the ample space and light on which the adequacy of the Museum 
extension must depend. They conceive it to be their duty to 
the public to repeat these representations, although past ex- 
perience suggests the improbability of attention being paid to 
them. 
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Still more surprising is the neglect which has been paid to 
fheir repeated recommendations that arrangements should be 
made as soon as possible to remove the workshops to a site where 
an accidental fire would not cause imminent risk of the destruction 
of the Museum. A visit to these workshops will show the 
extreme danger from fire to which the valuable collections con- 
tained in the Museum, including the priceless collection of Irish 
Antiquities, are exposed. The Visitors do not believe that there is 
any other museum which would be allowed to continue in such 
a position of peril after attention had been called to the matter. 
The Visitors have discharged the duty cast upon them, and 
responsibility must rest upon those who neglect their warning. 

The Visitors note with satisfaction the increased amount of 
work that has been done with satisfactory results, in the way of 
visiting places where monuments of some of the great periods of 
decorative art abound. The result of the Director’s visits to 
sales held in London, to Zurich, to the north of Italy, Innsbruck, 
and Munich will be to enrich the collections with specimens, 
objects of interest for the collection of silver and pewter, and 
with casts and reproductions of various articles, among which are 
to be noted casts of Byzantine ornament illustrating the relation 
of this style to the Irish Romanesque. The visits of Dr. Scharff to 
the principal dealers in London, Amsterdam, Hamburg, Hanover, 
Halle, Cologne, and Antwerp, of Professor Johnson to Botanical 
Collections on the Continent, of Mr. Brenan, Miss Jacob, Mrs. 
Baiden, Mr. Moore, and Mi 1 . White to various places where 
information can be obtained, are likely to prove useful in their 
several departments. 

In connection with the procurement of reproductions of works 
of art, we observe that casts of bronze objects are no longer left 
untouched, but have been rendered more faithful reproductions 
for educational purposes, by being skilfully bronzed. 

It is impossible to examine the collections without having 
forced upon one’s notice the faulty structural arrangements of 
the building, which render it impossible to arrange the contents 
upon a satisfactory system. It appears to them that, as advocated 
by the Director, the right system of exhibiting objects illustrating 
applied or decorative art is to arrange them according to countries, 
periods, and schools, and to allot one section of the building to 
each of these. In order that the progress and development of 
any one branch of art in every country and period might be 
readily followed, each section would be sub-divided into spaces 
allotted to the several branches of decorative art, and as the 
collections illustrating each branch would be found in the 
corresponding sub-division of every one of the sections a visitor 
interested in a certain kind of work could easily follow its 
history in different countries and at different periods. It is, 
however, evident that if a Museum be not originally designed 
with a view to the systematic arrangement of the collections it 
is to hold, it must be difficult and often impossible to introduce 
such a system, and all that can be done is to adopt the best 
compromise possible under the circumstances. This has been 
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done by grouping together where possible the chief examples of 
each style, such as, for instance, the Byzantine, the Gothic, and 
the Renaissance Architectural Ornament, and by dividing accord- 
ing to styles and countries such collections as the Porcelain and 
the Silversmiths’ Work, and others which cannot be placed near 
the larger objects of the same periods. 


Circulation Collections. 

In their last Report the Visitors called attention to a kind of 
action recently introduced which seemed to them highly interest- 
ing and important — namely, the preparation ot cases containing 
sets of selected objects to be circulated to schools in different 
parts of the country. They observe, with pleasure, . the large 
number of such cases which have been prepared within the past 
year. They will be most useful in diffusing some practical 
knowledge of Natural History and by exhibiting the successive 
stages in the manufacture of different products, in some instances 
the whole process being shown from the raw material to the 
finished article. Many industrial crafts are thus illustrated, as 
for example, carpentry, joinery, manufactures from the horns 
and bones of cattle, bicycle motors, the printing of wall papers, 
bookbinding, printing, and glass making, as also such artistic 
processes as the making of embossed leather work, copper repousse 
work, enamelling, and embroidery. These will, certainly, be 
valuable in turning the attention of youths in provincial centres 
to such interesting handicrafts, and educating the public taste to 
appreciate and imitate them. In other cases are shown plants 
injurious to ‘cattle and insects injurious to plants or products. 
Some, again, illustrate the Stone and Bronze Ages in Ireland, 
and these will not only awaken interest in the early history of 
our country, but may sometimes lead directly to the preserva- 
tion of antiquities which might otherwise be overlooked. 


Art Collections. 

There have been several interesting additions to the Art Col- 
lections, and the Visitors note, with satisfaction, some changes 
in the matter of arrangement. The new metal cases in the 
Pottery and Porcelain Room are well designed with a view to 
afford additional accommodation with the minimum of obstruc- 
tion of light, and they are glad to see that the Collections of 
Greek and Roman Antiquities have been completely re-arranged 
by Mr. Gutch. 

Among the additions to the Musical Instrument Room is to be 
noted a curious instrument like a zither, which is hung inside 
the doors of country houses in the Tirol to give warning of the 
approach of visitors, and which is said to be now very rare. In 
the Furniture Collection plaster casts, painted in imitation of 
wood, of stall ends and panels from the Cathedral of Genoa, 
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and an excellent reproduction in carved walnut of a stall in 
the Palazzo del Comune at Pistoja will be found of practical 
value to wood-carvers and designers. 

An excellent example of revived artistic enamelling will be 
found in an extremely beautiful triptych in enamel, depicting 
three scenes from the life of St. Patrick, executed by Mr. Alex- 
ander Fisher. 

Another example of revival in artistic work is well deserving of 
careful attention. It is an imitation of an ancient Irish Fibula, 
executed in silver, by Mr. Francis F. Miller. Until examined, 
with the aid of a magnifying glass, the extraordinary accuracy 
arid minuteness of detail with which this work has been executed 
cannot be justly appreciated. 

Students of Architecture will find the series of photographs of 
English Norman Architecture, so genei-ousty presented by Mr. 
C. E. Keyser, interesting and instructive. 

The specimens of Burano lace, in process of working, and a 
remarkable specimen of “ blind point ” lace are among the fruits 
of the Director’s recent visit to Venice. 

Industrial Collection. 

As regards this portion of the collection, there is, practically, 
nothing to be said except to repeat the remarks in last year s 
Report, and to express regret that nothing has been done to 
relieve the congestion therein referred to. 

The present state of this section of the Museum due, as it is 
almost entirely, to the totally inadequate accommodation pro- 
vided, as pointed out in the Director’s Report, is not creditable, 
and calls for the serious and immediate attention of the Depart- 
ment. 

Irish Antiquities Collection. 

Notwithstanding the crowded state of the Museum, the spacious 
Room, No. I., still remains closed, being appropriated as an office 
for the Keeper of the Irish Antiquities Collections. A more 
suitably arranged office should be provided for him, with proper 
fittings for books and specimens and a second safe for the 
Registers and for valuable objects awaiting arrangement. 

The series of photographs of Celtic crosses throughout Ireland, 
referred to in the Report of last year as in course of preparation 
and presentation by Mr. W. S. Crawford, has been now completed, 
and forms a truly valuable gift. When frames are provided and 
all the photographs are ready for exhibition, they will, doubtless, 
be much appreciated by the public. 

The adjacent room, No. II. (the S.E. corner) is now in a 
satisfactory state. It has been so fully dealt with in previous 
Reports that it may suffice to notice the only important altera- 
tion, namely, a case exhibiting processes in the formation of stone 
implements. 

The principal gallery, known as the " Long Room,” No. III., 
has undergone considerable change as to the exhibits during the 
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past year, and shows evidence of a creditable amount of work on 
the part of the management. 

The most notable addition, and one of the greatest interest, 
archseologically and artistically, as well as from the circumstances 
under which it was acquired, is the collection of gold objects 
unearthed in 1896 by a man ploughing near Limavady, County 
Londonderry. They were taken to London, and there exhibited 
to the Society of Antiquaries, and were fully described and illus- 
trated in a paper by Mr. Arthur Evans, F.S.A., published in 
Archceologia. They were also the subject of a paper by Mr. 
Cochrane in the Journal of the Royal Society of Antiquaries of 
Ireland in 1903. They include a highly ornamented hollow 
collar, probably the finest of its kind, a small gold model — a boat 
with oars and other accessories — a solid tore of wire, a necklace, 
formed of three remarkable chains, with a few other articles, 
all different in character and of remote antiquity. This collec- 
tion was offered to and purchased by the authorities of the 
British Museum, who fixed the price at £600. The Royal Irish 
Academy asserted that the find was treasure trove, and pressed 
upon the Government the claim of Ireland to retain it under 
the regulations which secured such objects for the Academy’s 
Museum. Lengthened negotiations followed. A Treasury Com- 
mission, under the presidency of Lord Rathmore, took evidence 
and reported on the subject, and it engaged the attention of Par- 
liament on several occasions. Eventually the Government insti- 
tuted legal proceedings in the Court of Chancery in England 
to determine the question of ownership, and, after a memorable 
trial, involving an outlay of over £4,000, Mr. Justice Farwell 
decided, on the 13th of June, 1903, that the objects were treasure 
trove, and “ belonged, by virtue of the prerogative royal, to His 
Majesty the King.” This trial gave useful publicity to the law 
relating to treasure trove, under which the Museum had largely 
been formed, with the aid of a fund to compensate finders bring- 
ing suitable objects to the Academy. His Majesty was graciously 
pleased freely to present the important collection in question 
to the Museum of the Royal Irish Academy, and, accordingly, it 
was transferred from the British Museum, just after the recent 
Royal visit to Dublin, on the 28th of last July. The hope ex- 
pressed by the visitors in a former Report has thus been happily 
realized, and they have now only to express their satisfaction and 
gratitude that the precious remains now, at last, have “ a per- 
manent and appropriate resting-place in our National Museum.” 

An important set of casts from the carved stones of the tumuli 
of Newgrange and Dowth, in the County Meath, has been sup- 
plied, and will facilitate the study of these remarkable rude 
scribings. Considering the difficulty of access to most of the 
originals in the subterranean passages, it is not to be won- 
dered at that the many representations hitherto published differ 
widely. The guesses at the probable meaning intended to be 
conveyed by them have not as yet been very satisfactory. 

In the Report for last year reference was made to a cast of a 
sculptured stone from Castle Strange, County Roscommon, which 
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added a most ancient novelty to this room, exhibiting late Celtic 
ornament of striking peculiarity of design. It was then unde- 
scribed, but recently the Royal Irish Academy has published 
in its Proceedings (Vol. xxiv., sec. c., No. 14, with several plates) 
a^ paper by Mr. Coffey, under the title “ Monuments of the La 
Tene Period,” wherein he fully describes this strange boulder, 
and two similar ones, one of which, together with a cast of the 
other, have been placed in the Museum. 

I he Pavilion Room at the N.E. corner, containing Christian 
Antiquities, is now in a satisfactory state and proves very attrac- 
tive. The series of Irish coins is well displayed, as are also the 
seals, but there is still room for more labelling. Irish. medals 
will soon need fuller attention and display. 

_ *Phe outer gallery has been somewhat re-arranged. A few good 
pieces of old Dublin Silversmiths’ work have been added,. and 
they help to fix the years indicated by the date letters in Irish 
Hall Marks, with the aid of Mr Dudley Westropp’s researches. 

Casts of the north doorway of Cormac’s Chapel, of the beautiful 
and well-preserved Gothic Shrine at Holy Cross Abbey, and the 
second of the large Crosses at Monasterboice, are valuable 
additions to the illustrations of Irish Art contained in the 
Museum. 

The portions of the General Guide on Gold and Silver afford 
valuable aid towards the intelligent study of part of this collec- 
tion, and it is to be hoped that they may soon be followed bj r 
other parts dealing with Irish Antiquities. Perhaps the Chris- 
tian Antiquities, which Sir William Wilde’s great catalogue did 
not extend to, would be the best to supply next. 

The need of an assistant in this Department is very evident. 
Apart from the impossibility of one officer — even so zealous as 
Mr. Coffey — being able to deal single-handed with the entire 
National Collection of Antiquities, it is desirable to give him 
some young helper who would, under his training, become fami- 
liar with the exhibits and their history, so as to establish some 
continuity of system. Considering that the Museum was lormed 
without much aid from Government, it is not too much to expect 
it to supply such help as is adequately provided for similar. 
Museums elsewhere. 


Natural History Collections. 

The Visitors regret that no attention appears to have been 
paid to their repeated requests for additional assistance in the 
Natural History Museum. The state of affairs described in last 
year’s Report remains unimproved. The staff has not been 
increased during the past twenty-six years ; on the contrary its 
efforts have been seriously crippled by the continuous with- 
drawal of Mr, Carpenter, the loss of whose services to the 
Museum is most serious. 

Owing to the want of additional assistance, it has not been 
possible to prepare or even to commence the preparation of 
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guides or catalogues for this branch of the Museum ; this is a 
grave defect. It is, moreover, most disappointing to learn that 
for the same reason the specimens presented to the Museum by 
the Fauna and Flora Committee of the Royal Irish Academy, in 
particular the finds in the cave explorations, remain unclassified 
and unidentified. From time to time that Academy has provided 
grants to enable the Committee to carry on their researches 
on the Natural History of Ireland. The value of this work is 
greatly diminished by the neglect of the specimens when 
deposited in the Museum. 

The Visitors again ask the attention of the Department to the 
disparity in the salaries of officials in the Natural History De 
partments of the Dublin and of the British Museum. 


Botanical and Economic Collections. 

In connection with this portion of the Museum the Visitors 
must again call attention to the urgent need which exists for the 
appointment of a trained permanent assistant. This point has 
been referred to on various former occasions in the Annual 
Reports, and the much greater demands which have of late been 
made upon the time of Professor Johnson in teaching at the 
College of Science and in investigating plant diseases, and in seed 
testing for the Department, has intensified the necessity for the 
appointment of such an Assistant. Moreover, the number of 
students who make practical use of the collections as a means of 
assisting them in the study of Botan}^ is increasing, and their 
work would be much facilitated if a permanent officer were 
appointed. 

The De Tabley Collection, to which reference was made in 
former Reports, has now been completely arranged and is being 
utilised as the nucleus of a British Collection. A commence- 
ment has also been made in the arrangement of a Foreign Collec- 
tion. Some of the cases in this room are not sufficiently dust- 
proof, but a small sum of money would remedy this defect. 

In Room No. I. wall cases have been added and they now 
contain specimens of the common flowering plants, with coloured 
illustrations shown in connection with each. 

In Room No. II. the remodelled cases have been re-arranged. 
The maps which have been introduced into this room, showing 
the distribution of the Natural Orders of Plants throughout the 
world have proved of great use to those interested in Scientific 
Botany. 

In Room No. IV, the case accommodation has been completed 
and the specimens to be exhibited in them are in course of 
arrangement. 

Room No. V. is at present used as a store-room, but it ought, 
as soon as possible, to be made available for the exhibition of 
flowerless plants, and, for this purpose, it must be furnished 
with suitable cases. The lighting of this room is, at present, 
very defective, but it is capable of considerable improvement. 
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Geological and Minekalogical Collections. 

Little, if anything, has been done within the year in the Geo- 
logical and Mineralogical Departments, chiefly in consequence of 
the absence of Professor Cole, who, it is pi’esumed, has been 
occupied in the College of Science, and the eye is struck in the 
Geological Boom by cases supplied long since, which are, as yet, 
entirely vacant. 

An important operation has been carried out in another part 
of the Museum, namely, the arrangement in the curved corridor 
of the Collections of the Geological Survey of Ireland. This has 
been completed on one side of the Gallery, in which the objects 
are now admirably exhibited, glass shelving being introduced, 
which prevents the specimens from being obscured by shadow. 
Another advantage secured in the re-arrangement is that of a 
large economy of space. 

BOTANIC GARDENS. 

The Visitors inspected these Gardens on Friday March 25 

1904. 

The Fern House has been painted throughout and renovated, 
and is in good order. 

The small intermediate spaces between it and the Victoria 
Regia House are filled with Todeas and Killarney and other 
ferns, which appear to be in luxui-iant health, as are also the 
plants in the Victoria Regia House, and in the adjacent Cactus 
House, which is filled with a very remarkable collection of these 
curious plants. 

The new Hydraulic Ram in the river at the back of these 
houses is in course of erection, and will give an ample supply of 
water for outside purposes to the whole of the Gardens, the 
water being pumped into a tank at the great Palm House, from 
whence it is to be distributed all over the Gardens as far as the 
Rockery and all the buildings up to the end of the various ranges 
of houses. This is a very important improvement. The stone 
tower to support the water tank is nearly complete, so that 
all will soon be ready for the tank to be placed in position. 
This water will be of the greatest use for outside work, but is 
too full of lime to be used inside the houses for watering plants. 

The Curvilinear range has been repainted as far as the central 
portion, called “the Old Palm House,” The staging has also 
been changed, being now supported by wrought-iron rests under 
the new corrugated iron shelving, which has an edging of L iron 
that keeps the evaporating material (gravel in a moist condition) 
from falling off. 

The other end, however, of the range, called the “ Stove ” end, 
has not yet been painted, and this is urgently required, as the 
old paint has mostly peeled off and the iron-work is becoming 
very much injured by corrosion. The Visitors hope that this 
completion of the painting will soon be attended to. 

The Orchid House and the great Palm House appeal- to be in 
good order, as also the Camelia House beyond. Some of the 
plants are potted in pots composed of slabs of teak, bound 
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together with corrugated iron hoops, which are said to he very- 
strong, and are ornamental as well. 

The rockery has been much enlarged and contains now a great 
variety of plants suitable to such a situation; and the water 
supply will be able to keep sufficient moisture ready in time of 
dry weather. 

The new Arboretum in the open part at the further end of the 
Gardens is in a very good state, and the various clusters of 
limes, beeches, oaks, and other deciduous trees, as well as coni- 
ferae, hollies, and other evergreens, are growing as well as can be 
expected in a soil which, being a limestone one, is not perhaps as 
favourable as it might be. 

Various water plants, lilies and others, are planted in the 
ponds, and bamboos and various kinds of reeds in the low-lying 
valley by the river, and all seem to thrive. 

In the stable range a great improvement has been effected by 
the covering-in of the passages between the glass houses, so that 
these structures are all joined together and are most useful for 
supplying plants to the other parts of the Gardens. 

The main requirements are as follows : — The end of the pas- 
sages mentioned above requires a small continuation of the 
covered-in space. A room should be provided where the men 
employed in the Gardens could have their meals ; at present they 
take their dinners, &c., while going about through the glass- 
houses, which is not conducive to tidiness or to their comfort. A 
commodious Tool and Implement House should also be provided 
for the ordinary tools, such as spades, rakes, &c., as well as 
for such larger implements as mowing machines, watering-pots 
&c., which sustain injury by exposure to weather. The House, 
for tropical ferns so often asked for has not yet been supplied. 

Another matter which has been often asked for in former years, 
is a Refreshment Room for the public outside the principal 
entrance, where tea, coffee, and light refreshments could be sup- 
plied by a contractor ; this Refreshment Room should be provided 
with a room or shed for storing bicycles belonging to visitors. 

The Visitors cannot conclude their Report without expressing 
their great satisfaction that at last the new field at the back of 
the cottages on the Glasnevin-road has been enclosed with a 
high stone wall, provided with an entrance gate from the road 
by which materials, such as soils, gravel, bricks, pots, &c., can be 
brought in or removed without passing over the ornamental 
walks. This is a very great improvement, and the purchase 
having been effected in good time has prevented that field from 
being appropriated to other pui poses. 

In conclusion, they wish again to express their satisfaction 
with the manner in which the Gardens are managed and the 
work carried on under the able conduct of Mr. Moore, the 
Keeper.

The daily average of the attendances of the year 1902-3 was 
588-0, of the year 1901, 5.18-14; of the year 1900, 506'5 ; of the 
year 1899, 528-9. 

During the year ending March, 1904, the number of volumes 
catalogued, and made accessible to readers, has been 4,209, of 
these 717 are folio, 283 quarto, and 3,209 octavo and smaller 
sizes. A classification of these books by their general topics 
is given in the Appendix I., where also will be found the 
usual statistics as to the binding of the books of the Library, as 
well as to the borrowing by members of the Royal Dublin Society, 
and by certain officers of the Science and Art Institutions, and 
also lists of donors, and of societies, institutions and public bodies 
which made presentations to the Library. 
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The following are some of the more noteworthy special gifts

The Lord Powerscourt presented a copy of his A description 
and history of Powerscourt, 1903. 

Mr. James Brenan, R.H.A , presented a large collection of 
art exhibition catalogues. 

Mr. W. G. Strickland, of the National Gallery, presented an 

interesting collection of Sale and Exhibition Art Catalogues 

Dublin, English, French, German, and Spanish. 

Mrs. William Osborne presented a very large collection, 
formed by the late Mr. Walter Osborne, R.H.A., of catalogues 
of Art Exhibitions at the Royal Academy, Royal Hibernian 
Academy, the Salon, and other galleries and exhibitions of 
Fine Arts. 

Lady Meux presented two volumes of the Meux Ethiopic 
Manuscripts, translated and edited by E. A. Wallis Budge, 

: — The Lives of Mabo . ; Seyon and Gabra Krestos ; The 
Miracles of the Blessed Virgin Mary, etc. ; also a Catalogue of 
the Egyptian Antiquities of Theobald’s Park. 

The publisher of the Revue Celtique, Madame Veuve 
Bouillon, kindly presented the scarce Index to volumes 7 to 
12 of that valuable publication, 
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Miss Mary Bateson, of Cambridge, presented “ Vocabularies 
illustrating the condition and manners of our forefathers 
. . . from the tenth century to the fifteenth,” edited 

. . . by Thomas Wright, in 2 vols. 

Sig. Leo. Olschki, Bibliopola, Florence, presented Monumenta 
Typographica, Catalogue LIII, 1903, and La Bibliojilia, 
JDec. and Jan., 1903-1904. 

The Library was also enriched by a generous bequest during 
the year. In the will of Mrs. Sarah Thom, of Donnycarney 
House, occurs the following passage : — 

“ I direct that all my books, which belonged to my late husband 
Alexander Thom, be presented to the National Library of Ireland, to 
be placed together in said Library, and called ‘ The Alexander Thom 
Collection.’ ” 

This Collection contains over 3,900 volumes. These are, in 
general, good editions of standard works, with some rarities, such as 
the Fourth Folio of Shakespeare’s Plays, 1685 ; Barnabe Rich’s 
Description of Ireland, 1610; a fifteenth-century black-letter book, 
the Sermones qvxidragesimales of Robercus Caracciolus, Bishop 
of Aquino, 1479, Lyons and Strasburg; De Burgo’s Hibernia 
Dominicano;, Cologne, 1762; a splendid tall copy of the first 
edition of Owen Jones’s Grammar of Ornament , and others. 
The books were removed from Donnycarney House to the 
National Library, on Wednesday and Thursday, December 30 
and 31, 1903, and placed in the new Architecture Room in 
parcels, where they await in safety the structural alterations in 
the building necessary to their final arrangement in accordance 
with the terms of the bequest. 

The Trustees received a Treasury letter (dated January 4 
1904), which sanctioned the appointment of a Third Assistant 
Librarian, and an increase of the Library attendants to twenty, 
accompanied by a decrease of the number of hours daily worked 
by the senior attendants. The letter established a classification 
of the staff of attendants, and substituted for the system of 
payment by hours a system of payment by annual salary in the 
case of those above twenty years of age, and of payment by 
weekly wages for the boy attendants. 

In their reply the Trustees stated their sense of the great 
advantage for the Library which will result from the carrying 
out of the improvements which the letter sanctions. 

At their meeting on March 25, 1904, the Trustees elected Mr. 
R. I. Best to be Third Assistant Librarian, and sent up his name 
to the Department for confirmation. 

The staff of the Library at the beginning of April, 1904 
consists of a Librarian, three Assistant Librarians, and twenty 
Library attendants, of whom twelve are technically boy attend- 
ants — i.e., under twenty years of age. When the new scheme 
has come to full development there will be fourteen permanent 
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Library attendants, and six boy-attendants whose appointments 
terminate at the age of twenty, unless there be a vacancy in the 
permanent staff, or a prospect of one within two years. 

In response to a statement made by the Trustees in December; 
1898, the Treasury granted £200 per annum for four years to pay 
for the writing of catalogue titles. The Treasury in response to 
a resolution of the Trustees of November 14, 1902, agreed to 
continue the payment of £200 per annum for a fifth year. 
During the past year the cataloguers wrote titles for 9,110 
volumes. It is very important that the services of these highly 
trained and skilful cataloguers should be retained. 

The completion of the Library building continues, as the 
Trustees have already stated, an urgent necessity. Elaborate 
reports and statements have already been furnished by the 
Trustees to show that owing to the curtailment of the originally 
accepted design, the building intended to house the National 
Library of Ireland is destitute of adequate provision for the 
Newspaper Department, the Map Department, and the Patents 
Department, while there is no fire-proof room for manuscripts 
or book rarities, no room fitted up for unpacking of large con- 
signments of new books and no Cataloguers’ Room. The last 
communication received from the Treasury on this subject is the 
letter of January 4th, which contains the following passage : 

“ My Lords are not indisposed, to assent to the appointment of a 
committee to consider the question of accommodation, but before 
doing so they would be glad if the Librarian could be instructed to 
draw up a report showing (1) how far the existing space is utilised 
in the most economical way; (2) whether some of the books, 
periodicals, or newspapers now in the Library could not be dispensed 
with, so as to turn the existing space to better account ; and (3) what 
additional space is likely to be required for accessions to the Library 
in the next few years.” 

The Trustees have directed the Librarian to prepare such a 
report for submission to their lordships. 

The Librarian was authorised to attend the annual meeting 
of the Library Association held at Leeds, September 8-12, 1 903. 
The Trustees have more than once stated their conviction that 
the Librarian’s attendance at those meetings is of much advantage 
to the Library. 

The Trustees have pleasure in noting that valuable additional 
shelving has been placed on the walls of the Book-stores during 
the year. 

The Trustees would again call attention to the need for im- 
proving the lighting of the General Reading Room. They have 
stated in the reports of recent years that it is found unsatisfactory. 
Nothing has yet been done. The lighting of the Book-store is 
also much in need of improvement, but it is at present found 
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impossible by the Board of Works to add lamps, because the 
dynamos which supply the Institutions of Science and Art are 
taxed to the uttermost. However the Trustees again urge that 
the lamps now in position are inadequate. 

The ventilation of the Reading Room is in the judgment of 
the Trustees not entirely satisfactory. 

The Trustees have the pleasure of stating that many minor 
improvements too small for specific mention, but of much value 
cumulatively, such as shelving and convenient cupboards, have 
been executed by the Board of Works during the year. 

The overcrowding of the Reading Room during the past year 
has at times been a difficulty, and the Trustees again draw the 
attention of the Department to this important subject, repeating 
their words of last year that “study is hampered by the con- 
ditions under which not infrequently it must be pursued in our 
Reading Room.” 

The Trustees desire to append the Librarian’s Annual Report 
on the affairs of the Library (see Appendix II.)

Gentlemen, 

This is the fifth report of a new series, which, in accordance with your 
order of January 26, 1900, are from year to year to deal with such 
matters of interest in the internal administration of the National Library 
as are not too trivial for formal statement, or perhaps unsuited for 
publicity. . . . . . ,. 

During the past year we proceeded with the insertion in Jarge iono 
ledgers of subject references, cut from Mr. Archer’s annual catalogues 
1874-1893, the appointment of two additional temporary boy-attendants 
in the summer of 1903 having rendered it possible to resume this very 
important task, begun in 1900, but reluctantly postponed for two years 
through the pressure of other work. 

Much progress has been made in another task which supplements that 
just described. For some years we have been type-writing on cards a 
copy of the subject-references written from day to day in cataloguing for 
the Press. By this means a subject-catalogue of recently acquired 
volumes is provided for immediate use. Often interrupted during the 
past few years, yet this has now advanced far enough to be of great 
practical service. , , . , 

During the fortnight of August, 1903, when the Library was closed 
for dusting and arrangement, a minute classification into periods of the 
sections “English Drama” and “English Prose Fiction” was carried 
out, and a useful working index written. A careful revision of the sec- 
tions “War,” “Army,” “Navy” was also made. The sections “Biblio- 
graphy ” and “ Library Economy ” had grown disorderly from rapid 
accession of books. These sections were re-arranged carefully. All 
necessary labels were printed and affixed. 

A very great improvement also took place during this fortnight m the 
section which contains the numerous and long files of our weekly journals, 
whose size and weight made it a very laborious task to shift and re- 
arrange them. They are now placed in alphabetical order with room for 
their expansion during some years, and not only are the shelves on 
which they stand labelled, but there is a list of the contents of each 
press attached to the end of that press. 
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Very useful “finding” index lists of many sections of the Library 
nave been made during the past year, and copied out in ledgers supplied 
for tile purpose, each of which lies on a table in close neignbourhood to 
tlie section to which it relates. 

Cleaning, re-arrangement, and shelf-labelling have, at various times 
throughout the year, introduced a better order in the following sec- 
tuons:— “Arolueology,” “Asiatic Travel,” “African Travel,” “ Engrav- 
ing. But much has still to be done ; only brief intervals, frequently 
interrupted, have been, in general, available for these truly indispensable 
efforts to order and organize the collections. Of course the Trustees will 
realise that revision and development of classification is from time to 
time rendered necessary in each section by the arrival of new books, 
lho growth in size of a section compels the more minute ramifying of its 
classification, bo extraordinary is the mnemonic aid afforded by a rational 
arrangement of books that no practical inconvenience, even temporarily 
comes of these alterations— on the contrary, their result i s not only 
increased speed and ease in finding each book, but the threat aid to 
specialists of showing cognate books, and cognate groups of books in cIosh 
proximity. 3 

A list on cards has been begun of all the newspapers of the hast two 
centuries which the library possesses. The Irish newspapers, both fairly 
complete, and fragmentary, are very numerous, and very important to 
the student of history, biography, customs, and manners. 

All the books of the Scriven gift have been impressed with a stamp 
identifying them. 1 

A schedule of the Thom Bequest books for business purposes was de- 
manded by the executors. This was hurriedly made on slips by some of 
the Library attendants at Donnycarney House before the books were 
transferred, and H.M. Stationery Office is printing the schedule, which 
although quite inadequate as a library catalogue, will bo of use until 1 
library catalogue pan be made. 

Bequest is now needed. 

Above the newly-htted Architecture Boom, in that fragment of the East 
Wing which has been built, there is a large well-lighted chamber, at 
present inaccessible and without flooring or plaster. It is suggested that 
this chamber, if fitted up and made accessible by stairs, would serve to 
contain the 3,900 volumes of the Thom Bequest 
Some veiy necessary furniture of the Large Books Boom has not yet 
been supplied. The Board of Works had been asked to supply for this 
room certain large dust-proof drawer-cases for the lodgment of gr“ 
volumes which cannot stand upright with safety on ordinary book-shei^T 
Though provision was originally made on the annual estimates for these 
cases, they have not yet been supplied. 

The sections of the library upon which the special cataloguers worked 
were: -Engineering (the concluding portion), Agriculture and EiZS

Thirty-fifth Annual Report of the Dean and Council 
for the Session 1902-1903. 


To the Secretary, Department of Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction for Ireland. 

Sir, — I have the honour to submit to you the Thirty-fifth 
Annual Report of the Council of the Royal College of Science. 

During the Session 1902-3 there were four Royal Scholars 
and five Royal Exhibitioners, nine Science Scholars, two 
Technical Scholars, and twenty -three Agricultural Scholars, 
all undergoing a three years’ course of education, as well as 
two students in special subjects receiving free instruction. The 
total number of individual students was 128. 

Sessional examinations were held in all subjects, and in 
many cases conjointly with Co-examiners appointed by the 
Department. The awarding of the Diplomas, Scholarships and 
Frizes was undertaken by the Department, instead of, as in 
previous years, by the Council. 

During the vacation, summer courses of practical work were 
given to teachers in Physics, Chemistry, Mechanical Science, 
and Botany. 

The amplification of the curriculum in the Faculties of 
Applied Chemistry, Engineering, and Agriculture, made by 
the Department at the commencement of the Session, necessi- 
tated the appointment of several additional members of the 
staff as Lecturers and Assistants. 

The more thorough study of the different branches of 
Science, and particularly the increase in practical work, en- 
tailed a complete alteration in the time-table. This being a 
complicated matter, always difficult to arrange, and especially 
so to the greatest advantage of all students, the Council 
devoted much earnest attention and careful consideration to 
the subject. Their deliberations, which were latterly 
materially facilitated by the assistance of the Registrar, led 
finally to an admirable system being adopted, by which all the 
lectures are delivered in the mornings, in order that the rest 
of the day may be devoted to uninterrupted practical instruc- 
tion in the Drawing School and Laboratories. It was found 
that the work of all students of the first year, as laid dowD 
by the Department, and of students of the Faculties of Applied 
Chemistry, and of all teachers in training in their second and 
third year, could not be carried out with the existing Chemical 
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Laboratory. It became necessary to provide accommodation 
for the students of the first year in another part of the College. 
The only sufficiently large room for the purpose was that 
portion of the Museum called the North G-allery, in which 
specimens of ores, minerals, and samples of metals, and appa- 
ratus used in the lectures, also models of metallurgical furnaces 
were exhibited. These were all used in the department of 
Applied Chemistry. Though some of the models were obsolete, 
this collection was a very valuable one, and it is much to be 
regretted that it became necessary to displace and remove it, 
store it away, and render it for the most part unavailable for 
teaching purposes. In the same room there were minerals 
used by the Professor of Mineralogy, which had more recently 
been placed there after removal from elsewhere. Much 
apparatus, and a large number of ores and specimens of metals 
were placed in a temporary store room of corrugated iron 
erected in the yard, in order to make room for the new Labora- 
tory fittings. 

The Chair of Zoology, rendered vacant by the resignation of 
Professor Haddon, in the Session 1901-2, lias not yet been 
filled by the appointment of a successor. The duties attached 
to this professorship were temporarily undertaken by Mr. 
G-. H. Carpenter, B.sc., in 1901-2, and again in 1902-3. The 
Council regrets that the Department has not seen its way, as 
yet, to make a permanent appointment, and would point out 
that the conspicuous ability with which Mr. Carpenter has 
discharged these duties is especially deserving of commen- 
dation. 

Mr. J. A. Cunningham, M.A., a former distinguished student 
of the College, has been appointed to the Professorship of 
Physics in the University of Calcutta. 

The Registrar of the College entered upon his duties on the 
10th of November, 1902.

The numbers of students attending the courses of Chemistry 
were : 43 of the first year, 26 of the second year, 1 of the third 
year, and 5 students of Assaying. To the students of the first 
year 55 lectures were delivered by the Prof essor on General 
Chemistry, and 18 lectures on Elementary Organic Chemistry 
by Dr. Donnan. To the students of the second year 12 
lectures on Organic Chemistry were delivered by the Professor, 
and 23 on Organic Chemistry by Dr. Donnan. In the Labora- 
tory there were 41 students of the first year, 13 of the second, 
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and 1 student of the third year, besides 5 students in the 
Assaying Laboratory ; in all, 60 individual students. Owing 
to courses overlapping, and there being only one lecture room 
available for Chemistry, the work had to be distributed in the 
manner indicated. The difficulty occurred chiefly in the 
third term. 

The practical instruction of the first year was given to 41 
students, under Mr. Pollok ; in the second year, to 13 stu- 
dents, under Professor Hartley and Mr. Pollok; in the third 
year, to 1 student, under Professor Hartley; and to 5 students 
of Assaying under Mr. Manders. 

Dr. P. G. Donnan, M.A., formerly Junior Pellow of the 
Eoyal University, a graduate of the University of Leipzig, and 
Assistant-Professor of Chemistry in University College, Lon- 
don, and Assistant to the Professor of Chemistry of the Uni- 
versity of London , was appointed by the Department Lecturer 
on Organic Chemistry. He commenced his duties on March 
2nd. Demonstrations and tutorial instruction were given to 
students of the first year by Mr. J. Holms Pollok, B.sc. 

A vacation course, in the College Chemical Laboratory, was 
undertaken by Dr. Donnan and Mr. Pollok, with Mr. W. J. 
Wren, A.R.c.sc.l., as Assistant. The students were Science 
teachers in Secondary schools. 

Owing to the serious illness and absence of Mr. A. E. B. 
Manders, the Demonstrator of Chemistry and Assaying, it 
was found necessary to appoint some one temporarily to render 
assistance to the Professor of Chemistry. Accordingly, Mr. 
G-. H. Delf, Associate of the Eoyal College of Science, was 
appointed lecture assistant, and junior assistant in the Labora- 
tory. The special instruction in Assaying, which was the 
principal part of Mr. Manders’ duty, was voluntarily under- 
taken for him by Mr. Holms Pollok, in addition to his other 
work, until the return of Mr. Manders.

Division: — Physics: Professor W. E. Barbett, f.r.s.; 
Lecturer on Electro-Technology, Mr. Bbown, b.sc., 
A.M.I.E.E. 

Under the new curriculum courses of lectures and practical 
work on Electro-Technology have been organised as part of 
the Physics course. Mr. W. Brown, B.sc., who has for many 
years been Assistant Physicist in the College, was appointed 
Lecturer, with Mr. R. G-. Allen, a.r.c.sc.i., as assistant. Pre- 
vious to Mr. Brown’s appointment he was enabled, by the aid 
of the Department, to visit various Technical Colleges and 
electrical engineering works in different parts of Scotland and 
England during the month of September, 1902. A valuable 
report of this visit, recording the recent developments of elec- 
trical engineering and of higher electrical instruction in certain 
works and Colleges in Glasgow, Edinburgh, Manchester, Bir- 
mingham, and London, was furnished by Mr. Brown, and 
forwarded to the Department. 

The courses of instruction in Experimental Physics and 
Electro-Technology, as given in the detailed syllabus in the 
Directory of the College, were carried out during the past 
session. There was, however, great difficulty occasioned by 
the overcrowded state of the laboratory, and much additional 
labour was caused thereby. 

(1.) To students of the first year a course of 60 lectures on 
Physics was delivered by the Professor; these were supple- 
mented by a course of 26 tutorial classes taken by Mr. W. J. 
Lyons, b.a., a.r.c.s.l., who has been appointed assistant to 
the Professor. These classes were attended by 41 students, 
34 of whom had entered for the full associate course ; 9 of 
these were teachers' in training, and 8 were agricultural stu- 
dents. All the associateship students also received laboratory 
instruction in Practical Physics throughout the session, a course 
of 62 lessons of 3 hours each being given, under the direction 
of the Professor, assisted by Mr. W. J. Lyons and Mr. R. G, 
Allen. At the end of each term an examination in theoretical 
and in practical Physics was held, Prof. Remold, F.R.S., acting 
as Co-examiner in the final sessional examination. Thirty- 
seven first-year students entered for these examinations, of 
whom 29 passed both in theory and practical work, 22 of these 
passing with credit. 
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In addition to the foregoing, special courses of Laboratory 
instruction in Practical Physics were given to 8 non-associate 
students; 3 of these were teachers, and attended the 100 hours 
course specified by the Department for teachers of the Prelimi- 
nary Science course for schools. 

(2.) In the second year there were 26 students ; of these 23 
were associate students. These attended a course of 35 lec- 
tures on Heat and Light, given by the Professor, as well as 
the courses on Electro-Technology, referred to below. A 
course of Laboratory instruction in Practical Physics was also 
given to other students, consisting of 78 lessons, of some 3 
hours each. This course was under the direction of the Pro- 
fessor and Mr. W. J. Lyons. An examination was held at the 
end of each term ; Prof. Keinold being Co-examiner at the final 
sessional examination. 

(3.) In the third year there were three students, all being 
teachers in training for Physics. These were engaged daily 
during the whole of the session in advanced work in Practical 
Physics. All gained Diplomas in Applied Physics at the final 
examination. In all there were 71 individual students working 
in the Physical Laboratory during part or the whole of the 
session. 

Electro-Technology Section. 

The Lecturer reports that he has been, and is still, greatly 
handicapped in his work by the want of proper accommoda- 
tion, apparatus, and electrical machinery, especially with the 
third year students in the Faculty of Engineering. 

Among the more important pieces of apparatus recently 
added to this section is a Crompton Potentiometer with acces- 
sories. 

The following courses of instruction were given during the 
session in this subject : — 

(1.) A course of 62 lectures on Electro-Technology was 
delivered by the Lecturer to second year students, viz., 25 
lectures to students in the Faculties of Engineering, Chemis- 
try, and Teaching, and 36 lectures to students in the Faculty 
of Engineering. 

A course of practical Electro-Technology was given by the 
Lecturer and Mr. Allen, consisting of 64 lessons of 2 hours each, 
to students in the Faculty of Engineering, and 22 lessons of 2 
hours each, to students in the Faculties of Chemistry and 
Teaching. Also 57 lessons of about 2 hours each were given 
to three non-associate students in Electro-Technology. There 
were two term examination papers set by the Lecturer during 
the session, and the sessional examination was held in June, 
when Prof. F. G-. Daily, M.A., acted as Co-Examiner. 

(2.) Owing to the change of curriculum and other causes, an 
additional number of lectures were given in the Third Year, 69 
lectures being given by the Lecturer. These students also 
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attended a Laboratory course on practical Electro-Technics, 
given by the Lecturer in conjunction with Mr. Allen, which 
included 108 hours’ practical work and 75 hours’ dynamo- 
design. An examination was held at the end of each term, as 
well as a sessional examination in June. 


Summer Courses to Teachers. 

Two courses on Physics were given during the month of J uly 
to Science teachers in Secondary Schools, viz. : — 

(1.) A course on Heat, Light and Sound, adapted to the re- 
quirements of the third year in the Department’s scheme, was 
given to 46 teachers. This course consisted of daily lectures' 
given by Professor Barrett, together with tutorial lectures by 
Mr. Edser, a.r.c.s.l., and twenty days’ practical work in the 
laboratory. At the close an examination was held in both 
theory and practical work. In this course Professor Barrett 
was ably assisted by Mr. Edser, and also had the assistance of 
Mr. Lyons and three junior assistants. The course was an 
extremely arduous one, owing to the insufficient accommoda- 
tion in the laboratory, and to the course being the first of ita 
kind. 

(2.) A first year’s course on General Physics and Heat was 
taken by Mr. Brown, assisted by Mr, Allen and Mr. Crook. 
This course was attended by 29 teachers, and consisted of 19 
lectures and 20 days’ practical work, followed by a theoretical 
and practical examination. 


Research. 

Owing to the fact that the only available space for carrying 
on original research had to be devoted for the use of advanced 
students, and also the absorption of all available time by official 
duties, the investigation on the physical properties of the alloys 
of iron, which the Professor, in conjunction with Mr. Brown, 
has been engaged upon for many years past, had to be sus- 
pended during the past session. However, Mr. S. A. Edmonds, 
a.r.c.s.i. , who was awarded a Research Bursary by the 1851 
Exhibition Commissioners, continued the investigation on the 
thermal conductivity of some of these alloys in the physical 
laboratory of the College under the direction of the Professor 
and Mr. Brown. Mr. Edmonds embodied the result of his 
work during the past session in a paper, which was forwarded 
to the Commissioners, and who thereupon awarded him a 
Research Scholarship, which enabled Mr. Edmonds to proceed 
to the Cavendish Laboratory at Cambridge. 
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Mr. W. Gr. Smith and Mr. Donegan, students in Physics in 
the third year, carried on an investigation on the “ Moving-coil 
Ballistic Galvanometer. ” Their results were of considerable 
interest, and were communicated to the Dublin section of the 
Institute of Electrical Engineers, and appeared in full in “ The 
Electrical Engineer ” for May, 1903. 


Division : — Engineering : Professor James Lyon, m.a. 

The courses of instruction laid down in the Programme for 
the Engineering department were carried out so far as was pos- 
sible, but not in their entirety, owing to the want of a labora- 
tory and workshops. It is to be hoped that before the next 
session passes the scheme for supplying the deficiencies will be 
carried through, as this department has always suffered a great 
disability from having to teach Engineering without adequate 
means for doing so. 


Division : — Applied Mathematics and Mechanics . 

Professor W. McE. Orr, m.a. 

In the department of Mathematics, &c. , the following 
lectures were delivered : — 

To first year students, 106 lectures in Pure Mathematics, by 
Professor Orr, to an upper division, and 108 by Dr. Johnston 
to a lower division ; and 59 lectures on Mechanics by Professor 
Orr. 

To second year students, 80 lectures in Pure Mathematics, 
47 being by Professor Orr and 33 by Dr. J. P. Johnston ; and 74 
lectures in Mechanics, 44 being by Professor Orr and 30 by 
Dr. Johnston. 

To third year students, 60 lectures on Applied Mechanics, by 
Professor Orr ; 43 lectures on Thermodynamics , by Professor 
Orr; 82 lectures on Mathematical Physics, by Dr. J. P. 
Johnston ; and 25 lectures on Mechanism, by Dr. Johnston. 

The usual exercise classes were also held. 

In addition to the above, 45 lectures, not appearing on the 
time table, were also given by Professor Orr to advanced second 
and third year students, on Partial Differential Equations, with 
Applications to Physical Problems. 
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Division : — Geology and Mineralogy : Professor Grenville 
A. J. Cole, f.g.s., m.r.i.a. 

Under the revised curriculum, four students in the Faculty 
of Chemistry attended the second year’s course of Mineralogy, 
while ten students, including Teachers-in-Training and Agri- 
cultural Scholars, attended a joint course of Mineralogy and 
Geology. The holders of Agricultural Scholarships received 
an extended course of practical work, including the physical 
examination and analysis of soils. In this division of his 
duties the Demonstrator, Mr. T. Crook, a.r.c.sc.i., proved of 
exceptional assistance, and introduced both new methods of 
observation, and simplifications of accepted methods. 

The field-work in Geology was carried out in conjunction 
with that in Agricultural Botany; and, with the sanction of 
the Department, a tour of six days was undertaken in the 
West and North of Ireland in May, distinct types of country 
being selected as illustrations of the general structure of the 
island. 

The Mineralogical lectures in the Faculty of Chemistry were 
delivered in the Laboratory, which serves also as a passage to 
the Biological Preparation-room. This is only one of the 
inconveniences resulting from the crowded state of the present 
building. During the summer vacation the whole of the 
mineral collection was moved into a position where it can no 
longer be consulted, in order to make way for a new Chemical 
Laboratory. Under such conditions, teaching becomes in- 
creasingly difficult. 

A valuable gift of rock-specimens, illustrating the Scotch 
Highlands, has been received from the Director of the Geo- 
logical Survey of Great Britain and Ireland. An exchange of 
specimens has been effected with the Department of Mines of 
New South Wales. Mr. Frederick Hovenden, f.g.s., has 
presented a large specimen of shelly limestone from Swanage. 

Research Work. 

In addition to the usual smaller economic enquiries, the 
Professor has commenced, in conjunction with Professor 
Wilson, the study of the soils of the experimental barley-plots 
selected by the Department and Messrs. A. Guinness and Sons, 
Ltd. He also examined the alleged petroleum spring in 
Summerhill, Dublin, and ultimately, with the consent of the 
Department, summarised the results in the Irish Naturalist 
(vol. xii., 1903, p. 141). He was associated, as one of the 
authors, with the report on the exploration of the caves of 
Kesh, in Co. Sligo (Trans. B. Irish Acad., vol. xxxii., sect. 
B, p. 171), and published, in addition, a paper on “ The in- 
trusive Gneiss of Tirerrill and Drumahair ” (Proc. B. Irish 
Acad., vol. xxiv. , sect. B., p. 361). A second edition of 
“ Open-air Studies in Geology ” was issued in December , 1902.

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Division : — Agriculture : 

Professor James Wilson, m.a., b.sc. 

The Professor of Agriculture entered upon his duties in the 
College on the 3rd November, 1902, and continued till the end 
of the session, when he took the third year students to certain 
places of agricultural value in England, Belgium, Denmark, 
and Scotland. 

In regard to the students’ curriculum it is suggested that an 
improvement would be effected if the V eterinary Lecturer could 
come to the students instead of the students having to go to the 
Veterinary College. 

The efficacy of the Professor’s work and also that of Mr. 
Houston, who is in the same position, could be increased if 
there were a good agricultural analyst on the premises. 


Agricultural Biology -—David Houston, Esq., f.l.b., 
Lecturer. 

A course of practical instruction in Agricultural Bacteriology 
was given to the third year agricultural students during the first 
term . The class met four days a week , working five hours each 
day. There were ten students. Through the courtesy of the 
Professor of Botany and the temporary Lecturer on Zoology, 
the Biological laboratory was placed exclusively at the disposal 
of the class. 

This was the first course given in Bacteriology at the College , 
and although the students worked with much industry and 
great enthusiasm, yet the time available was much too short 
for the prescribed course, and, in consequence, parts of the 
syllabus had to be abandoned. It is very desirable that the time 
allotted to this subject by agricultural students be substantially 
increased in future courses. 

During the third term a course of practical instruction in 
Agricultural Botany was given to the second year Agricultural 
students. All the physiological work was performed at the 
Albert Agricultural College, Glasnevm, where there was the 
necessary laboratory-greenhouse accommodation for such work. 
One day a week was spent in field-work, associated in most 
cases with geological work under the direction of the Professor 
of Geology. Another feature of the course was a six days com- 
bined geological-botanical excursion through certain districts 
in Ireland, in order to enable the students to become acquainted 
with the broad relationships existing between the physical 
peculiarities of a country, its natural flora, and systems of 
cropping. 
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Agricultural Chemistry : — Gborge Stephenson, Esq., 
Lecturer. 

The class originally consisted of ten students, hut was early 
in the course reduced to nine, one having to cease work owing 
to ill health. It would be almost impossible to find a more 
earnest or industrious set of pupils. Each seemed conscious of 
the importance of the work for which he was being trained, 
and of the hopes entertained of him by the Department. 
Moreover, the majority of them had such a thorough practical 
experience of the details of farm work and needs as lent a con- 
stant interest to their studies in Chemistry as applied to agri- 
culture. An attempt was made to cover as wide a field as 
possible, consistent with the attainment of a fair degree of 
accuracy in quantitative determinations, the objects being to 
enable the future county lecturers in agriculture to appreciate 
the meaning of analysis and analytical data, to extend the 
application of Chemistry and Physics to the many problems 
of the farm, and to equip them as the agents on whom the 
Department rely for the scientific conduct of field and feeding 
experiments. As few of the class had any experience as 
teachers, and as all were soon to take their part in the carrying 
out of the Department’s programme of agricultural education, 
it was necessary at every turn to direct their attention to edu- 
cational defects and methods. Each student was furnished 
with a copy of Sir Horace Plunkett’s Memorandum of July, 
1901, to which constant reference was made. 

The chief difficulties in the way of making this course the 
success it should have been were : — 

(1.) The lack on the part of several students of a good 
groundwork of principles of general chemistry ; 

(2.) The habit of slavish devotion to the printed word and 
to note-making and the consequent dearth of original 
thinking. 


Division : — Botanx : Professor T. Johnson, d.sc., f.l.s., 

M.R.I.A. 

Iii the session 1902-3 there was considerable rearrangement 
m the courses of instruction in Botany, necessitated by the 
developments in connection with the Eaculty of Agriculture 
and the course for Science teachers. In the first term 64 
practical lessons in Structural Botany were given to 11 stu- 
dents, 32 practical lessons in Systematic Botany to 7 
students. In the second term 25 lessons were attended by 5 
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Agricultural students. In the third term 19 lessons were 
devoted to Systematic Botany, attended by 5 students, field 
lessons forming a prominent 'feature in the course. The 
instruction, especially in the first two terms, suffered consider- 
ably from difficulties as regards accommodation, apparatus, 
and utilisation of teaching specimens , owing to the want of 
suitable provision for the extra courses of Agricultural Botany 
and Bacteriology introduced into the College. 

In October, 1902, Mr. J. Adams, b.a. (Cantab), was ap- 
pointed Demonstrator of Botany. 

During the session the Professor of Botany spent his avail- 
able time in the investigation of plant diseases, and as Director 
of the Seed-testing Station reported on 712 samples of seed. 
The report on the Botanical Division of the Museum appears 
elsewhere. 

In July four students attended the summer course, with a 
view to teaching, subsequently, the third year course of Botany 
laid down by the Department. The course was given almost 
entirely in the field, the microscope not being used.

Division Zoology : George H. Carpenter, b.sc., m.r.i.a., 
Temporary Lecturer. 

Zoological teaching was carried on during the first and second 
terms of the Session 1902-3. The course for second year stu- 
dents of the Agricultural Faculty was similar to that given in 
the preceding session, and lasted through both terms, seventy 
half-day’s Laboratory lessons, being illustrated by forty lec- 
tures and demonstrations. This course was attended by five 
Associate students and a lady member of the Royal University. 
During the second term a new second year course for Science 
teachers was also given. This course, comprising thirty-six 
practical lessons illustrated by eighteen short lectures or 
demonstrations, was attended by four Associate and one Non- 
associate (University of London) student. 

It is regretted that Mr. W. F. Lanchester found himself un- 
able to continue his services as Assistant. Mr. John A. Clarke, 
who was appointed to succeed him, worked throughout the 
session with the greatest energy, and showed himself to be an 
excellent practical teacher. During the College vacation Mr. 
Clarke conducted, at the request of the Department, a class 
in Animal Physiology, at the Kildare-street School of Cookery. 
He has also done valuable work by preparing microscopic slides, 
and by continuing the arrangement and classification of the 
Zoological collections of the College. For the reception of 
some of these an old case has been erected in the Professor’s 
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room, but some new cases, with properly fitting doors, are 
urgently needed if the dry preparations and specimens are to 
be preserved from destruction by dust.

The two Boyal Scholarships offered for competition each 
year to associate students of the first year, who are not Scholars 
or Exhibitioners, were awarded to Mr. A. Neale and Mr. J.

The opening of the College Library from 7 to 10 o’clock on 
two evenings of the week continues to be much appreciated, 
large numbers of readers availing themselves of the opportunity 
of thus using the extensive collection of scientific books, 
periodicals, and reports which the Library contains. 

A summer course of lectures and laboratory work, for 
teachers engaged in Secondary Schools, was held during the 
month of July.

Thirty attended the course on First Year’s Physics, which 
was given by Mr. Brown, B.sc., assisted by Mr. Allen, 
a.r.c.sc.i., Mr. Crook, a.r.c.sc.i., and Mr. King, a.r.c.sc.i.
